HOLY  GOSPEL  OF  JESUS  CHRIST, 

ACCORDING  TO  8T.  MATTHEW 


9t.  Maithiw,  one  of  the  twelve  A pottles,  who  from  being  a publican,  that  it,  a 
tax-gatherer,  wot  called  bp  our  Saviour  to  the  Apostleship ; in  that  profession 
hie  name  was  Levi:  [Luke  v.  27,  and  Mark  ii.  14.)  He  was  the  first  of  the 
Kvanjelists  that  wrote  the  Gospel,  and  that  in  Hebrew,  or  Spro-Ghaldaic,  which 
the  Jews  hi  Palestine  spoke  at  that  t>me.  The  original  is  not  now  extant,  but 
as  it  was  translated  in  the  time  of  the  Apostles  into  Greek,  that  version  was  of 
equal  authority.  He  wrote  about  six  years  after  our  Lords  Ascension.

16  And  Jacob  begot  Joseph 
the  husband  of  Mary,  of  whom 
was  born  Jesus,  who  is  called 
Christ 

17  So  all  the  generations  from 
Abraham  to  David,  are  fourteen 
generations.  And  from  David 
to  the  transmigration  of  Baby- 
lon, are  fourteen  generations ; 
and  from  the  transmigration  of 
Babylon  to  Christ  are  fourteen 
generations. 

18  Now  the  generation  of 
Christ  was  in  this  wise.  u 
When  as  his  mother  Mary  was 
espoused  to  Joseph,  before  they 
came  together,  she  was  found 
with  child,  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

19  Whereupon  Joseph  her 
husband,  being  a just  man,  and 
not  willing  publicly  to  expose 
her,  was  minded  to  put  her 
away  privately. 

20  But  while  he  thought  on 
these  things,  behold  the  Angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  to  him  in 
his  sleep,  saying : Joseph,  son  of 
David,  fear  not  to  take  unto  thee 
Mary  thy  wife,  for  that  which  is 
conceived  in  her,  is  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

21  And  she  shall  bring  forth 
a son  : b and  thou  shalt  call  his 
name  J ESUS.  For  he  shall  save 
his  people  from  their  sins. 

22  Now  all  this  was  done  that 
it  might  be  fulfilled  which  the 
Lord  spoke  by  the  prophet, 
aaying : 

23  c Behold  a virgin  shall  he

CHAP.  I.  Ver.  16  The  husband  of 
Mary.  The  Evangelist,  srive*  us  rather 
the  peligree  o St.  Joseph,  t an  that 
of  the  Messed  Virgin,  to  conform  to 
the  custom  of  the  Hebrews,  who  in 
their  genea'ogies  to->k  no  notice  of 
women;  but  as  they  were  near  akin, 
the  pedigree  of  the  one  shewed  that  of 
the  other. 
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with  child , and  bring  forth  a 
son , and  they  shall  call  his  name 
Emmanuel , which  being  inter- 
preted is,  God  with  us* 

24  And  Joseph  rising  up  from 
sleep,  did  as  the  Angel  of  the 
Lora  had  commanded  him,  and 
took  unto  him  his  wife. 

25  And  he  knew  her  not  till 
she  brought  forth  her  first-born 
so  n : and  he  called  his  name 
Jesus. 

CHAP.  EL 

The  offerings  of  the  wise  men  : the  flight 
into  Egypt : the  massacre  of  the  In- 
nocents. 

WHEN  <*JESU8  therefore  was 
born  in  Bethlehem  of  J uda, 
in  the  days  of  king  Herod,  be-

Ver.  28.  Till  she  brought  forth  her 
first-born  son.  From  these  won  1b  Hel- 
vidius  and  other  heretics  most  im- 
pi  us  v inferred  th  -t  the  blessed  Vir- 
gin Mary  had  other  children  besides 
Chris  ; but  St.  J rotne  sh  ws.  by  di- 
vers examples,  that  this  expresson 
of  the  Evange  1st  was  a manner  of 
•{leaking  usual  among  the  Hebrews, 
to  deuote  by  the  word  until,  o ly  what 
is  done,  without  am  regard  to  the 
future  : Thus  it  is  said,  Gen.  ohap. 
viiL  ver.  6 and  7.  That  Hoe  sent  forth 
a raven,  which  went  forth,  and  did  not 
return  till  the  waters  were  dried  up  on 
the  earth.  That  is.  did  nor.  return  any 
in  or*.  Also  Isaias.  chap.  xlvi.  ver.  4. 
Clod  says:  / im  till  you  grow  old. 
Who  dare  infer  that  God  should  then 
cease  to  be  / Also  in  the  fir-t  book  of 
Mach'ibees  chap.  v.  ver.  84.  A nd  they 
went  up  to  mount  8 on  with  joy,  and 
glatness,  and  offered  holocausts,  be- 
cause not  one  of  them  wx  slain  till 
they  had  returned  in  peace.  That  is, 
not  o<  e was  slain,  before  nr  after  they 
ha  returned.  God  saith  to  his  divine 
Son : sit  on  my  right  han  t till  I 
make  thy  enemies  ty  footstool.  8hall 
he  sit  no  longer  after  his  enemies  are 
subdued?  Yea  and  for  all  etern'ty. 
8t  Jerome  also  proves  bv  Scripture 
examples,  that  an  only  begotten  son. 
wa*  also  called  first- l>nrn,  or  first- 
begotten:  because  according  to  the

hold,  there  came  wise  men  from 
the  East  to  Jerusalem. 

2 Saying:  Where  is  he  that  is 
born  King  of  the  Jews  ? For  we 
have  seen  his  star  in  the  East, 
and  are  come  to  adore  him. 

8 And  king  Herod  hearing 
this,  was  troubled,  and  all  Je- 
rusalem with  him. 

4 And  assembling  together  all 
the  chief  priests  and  the  Scribes 
of  the  people,  he  inquired  of 
them  where  Christ  should  be 
born. 

6 But  they  said  to  him : In 
Bethlehem  of  Juda.  For  so  it 
is  written  by  the  prophet : 

6 “And  thou  Bethlehem  the 
land  of  Juda  art  not  the  least 
among  the  princes  of  Juda : for 
out  of  thee  shall  come  forth  the 
captainthat  shall  rule  my  people 
Israel. 

7 Then  Herod  privately  call- 
ing the  wise  men  learned  dili- 
gently of  them  the  time  of  the 
8 tar  which  appeared  to  them ; 

8 And  sending  them  into  Beth- 
lehem, said  : Go  and  diligently 
inquire  after  the  child;  and 
when  you  have  found  him,  bring 
me  word  again,  that  I also  may 
come  and  adore  him. 

9 Who  having  heard  the  king, 
went  their  way;  and  behold  the 
star  which  they  had  seen  in  the 
East,  went  before  them,  until 
it  came  and  stood  over  where 
the  child  was. 

10  And  seeing  the  star  they 
rejoiced  with  exceeding  great 
joy. 

11  And  entering  into  the 
house,  they  found  the  child

with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fall- 
ing down  they  adored  him: 
6 and  opening  their  treasures, 
they  offered  him  gifts ; gold, 
frankincense,  and  myrrh. 

12  And  having  received  an 
answer  in  sleep  that  they  should 
not  return  to  Herod,  they  went 
back  another  way  into  their 
country. 

IS  And  after  they  were  de- 
parted, behold  an  Angel  of  the 
Lord  appeared  in  sleep  to  Jo- 
seph, saying : Arise,  and  take 
thechild  and  hismother,  and  fly 
into  Egypt ; and  be  there  until 
I shall  tell  thee.  For  it  will 
come  to  pass  that  Herod  will 
seek  the  child  to  destroy  him. 

14  Who  arose,  and  took  the 
child  and  his  mother,  by  night, 
and  retired  into  Egypt : and  he 
was  there  until  the  death  of 
Herod. 

15  That  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  the  Lord  spoke  by  the 
prophet,  saying : °Out  of  Egypt 
have  I called  my  son. 

16  Then  Herod  perceiving 
that  he  was  deluded  by  the  wise 
men,  was  exceeding  angry:  and 
sending  killed  all  the  men-chil- 
dren that  were  in  Bethlehem, 
and  in  all  the  borders  thereof, 
from  two  years  old  and  under, 
according  to  the  time  which  he 
had  diligently  inquired  of  the 
wise  men. 

17  Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  was  spoken  by  Jeremias 

, the  prophet,  saying : 

I 18  *A  voice  in  Rama  was 
heard,  lamentation  and  great 
mourning ; Rachel  bewailing 
her  children , and  would  not  b$ 
comforted , because  they  are  not. 

19  But  when  Herod  was  dead, 
behold  an  Angel  of  the  Lord

appeared  in  sleep  to  Joseph  in 
Egypt, 

20  Saying:  Arise,  and  take 
the  child  and  his  mother,  and 
go  into  the  land  of  Israel.  For 
thev  are  dead  that  sought  the 
life  of  the  child. 

21  Who  arose,  and  took  the 
child  and  his  mother,  and  came 
into  the  land  of  Israel. 

22  But  hearing  that  Arche- 
laus  reigned  in  Judea  in  the 
room  of  Herod  his  father,  he 
was  afraid  to  go  thither : and 
being  warned  in  sleep  retired 
into  the  quarters  of  Galilee. 

23  And  coming  he  dwelt  in  a 
city  called  Nazareth : that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was 
said  by  the  prophets  : That  he 
shall  be  called  a Nazarite. 

CHAP.  III. 

The  preaching  of  John:  Chritt  it 
baptized. 

AND  “in  those  days  cometh 
John  the  Baptist  preach- 
ing in  the  desert  of  Judea. 

2  And  saying ; ft  Do  penance  : 
for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at 
hand. 

3  For  this  is  he  that  was 
spoken  of  bylsaias  the  prophet, 
saying : c A voice  of  one  crying 
in  the  desert , Prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lordt  make  straight 
his  paths. 

4  And  the  same  John  had 
his  garment  of  camels'  hair, 
and  a leathern  girdle  about

CHAP.  I1L  Ver.  2.  Do  penance. 
* Poeuitentiam  apite,’  ptravotirt. 
Which  word,  according  to  the  use  of 
the  scriptures  and  the  holy  fathers, 
does  not  only  signify  repentance  and 
amendment  of  life,  but  also  punish- 
ing past  sins  by  fasting,  and  such  like 
penitential  exercises. 

6 


his  loins : and  his  meat  was 
locusts  and  wild  honey. 

5 d Then  went  out  to  him 
Jerusalem  and  all  Judea,  and 
all  the  country  about  Jordan : 

6 And  were  baptized  by  him 
in  the  Jordan  confessing  their 
sins. 

7 And  seeing  many  of  the 
Pharisees  and  Sadducees  'com- 
ing to  his  baptism,  he  said  to 
them  : Ye  brood  of  vipers,  who 
hath  shewed  you  to  flee  from 
the  wrath  to  come  ? 

8 Bring  forth  therefore  fruit 
worthy  of  penance. 

9 And  think  not  to  say  within 
yourselves,  / We  have  Abraham 
for  our  father.  For  I tell  you 
that  God  is  able  of  these  stones 
to  raise  upchildren  to  Abraham. 

10  For  now  the  axe  is  laid  to 
the  root  of  the  trees.  Every 
tree  therefore  that  doth  not 
yield  good  fruit,  shall  be  cut 
down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

11  v I indeed  baptize  you  in 
water  unto  penance,  but  he  that 
shall  come  after  me,  is  mightier 
than  I,  whose  shoes  I am  not 
worthy  to  bear ; he  shall  baptize 
you  in  the  Holy  Ghost  and  fire. 

12  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand, 
and  he  will  thoroughly  cleanse 
his  floor : and  gather  his  wheat 
into  the  barn,  but  the  chaff  he 
will  bum  with  unquenchable 
fire. 

13 71  Then  cometh  Jesus  from 
Galilee  to  the  Jordan,  unto 
John,  to  be  baptized  by  him.

saying : I ought  to  be  baptized 
by  thee,  and  comest  thou  tome? 

15  And  Jesus  answering,  said 
to  him : Suffer  it  to  be  so  now. 
I’or  so  it  becometh  us  to  f ulfll  all 
justice.  Then  he  suffered  him. 

16  And  Jesus  being  baptized, 
forthwith  came  out  of  the 
water : and  lo,  the  heavens  were 
opened  to  him : and  he  saw  the 
* Spirit  of  God  descending  as  a 
dove,  and  coming  upon  him. 

17  0 And  behold  a voice  from 
heaven,  saying : This  is  my  be- 
loved Son,  in  whom  I am  well 
pleased. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Chritf tfaat  of  forty  dnyt:  he  in  tempted. 

He  b-  ffine  to  preach,  to  call  ditcipiet 

to  him,  and  to  work  miracles. 

THEN  «*  Jesus  was  led  by  the 
spirit  into  the  desert,  to  be 
tempted  by  the  devil. 

2  And  when  he  had  fasted 
forty  days  and  forty  nights, 
afterwards  he  was  hungry. 

3  And  the  tempter  coming 
said  to  him:  If  thou  be  the 
Son  of  God,  command  that 
these  stones  be  made  bread. 

4  Who  answered  and  said : 
It  is  written,  'Not  in  bread 
alone  doth  man  live,  but  in 
every  word  that  proceeaeth from 
the  mouth  of  God . 

6  Then  the  devil  took  him  up 
into  the  holy  city,  and  set  him 
upon  thepinnacleof  thetemple, 
6 And  said  to  him : If  thou 
be  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself 
down,  for  it  is  written : /That 
he  hath  given  his  Angels 
charge  over  thee,  and  in  their 
hands  shall  they  bear  thee  up, 
lest  perhaps  thou  dash  thy  foot 
against  a stone.

7 Jxsus  said  to  him,  It  is 
written  again : 9 Thou  shall  not 
tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. 

8 Again  thedevil  took  him  up 
into  a very  high  mountain : ana 
shewed  him  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the  world,  and  the  glory  of  them. 

9 And  said  to  him  : All  these 
will  I give  thee,  if  falling  down 
thou  wil  adore  me. 

10  Then  Jesus  saith  to  him : 
Begone, Satan : for  it  is  written : 
h The  Lord  thy  God  shalt  thou 
adore,  and  him  only  shalt  thou 
serve 

11  Then  the  devil  left  him : 
and  behold  Angels  came  and 
ministered  to  him. 

12  And  when  Jssushad  heard 
that  John  was  delivered  up, 
<he  retired  into  Galilee  : 

13  And  leaving  the  city  Na- 
zareth. he  came  and  dwelt  in 
Capharnaum  on  the  sea  coast, 
in  the  borders  of  Zabulon  and 
of  Nephthalim : 

14  That  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  said  by  Isaias  the 
prophet  : 

15  * Land  of  Zabulon  and 
land  of  Nephthalim,  the  way 
of  the  sea  beyond  the  Jordan, 
Galilee  of  the  gentiles : 

16  The  people  that  sat  in 
darkness,  hath  seen  great  light : 
and  to  them  that  sat  in  the 
region  of  the  shadow  of  deati^ 

\ light  is  sprung  up. 

17  *From  that  time  Jesus 
began  to  preach,  and  to  say :

CHAP.  IV.  Ver.  8.  Shewed  him.  Sc. 
That  is,  p- inted  out  to  him  where 
each  kingdom  lay;  and  set  for  h in 
words  what  was  most  glorious  and 
admirable  in  each  of  them.  Or  also  set 
before  bis  eyes,  as  it  were  in  a large 
map,  a lively  representation  of  all  those 
kingdoms.

Do  penance,  for  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

18  And  Jesus  walking  by  the 
sea  of  Galilee,  “saw  two  bre- 
thren, Simon  who  is  called 
Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother, 
casting  a net  into  the  sea  (for 
they  were  fishers). 

19  And  he  saith  to  them : 
Come  ye  after  me,  and  I will 
make  you  to  be  fishers  of  men. 

20  And  they  immediately  leav- 
ing their  nets,  followed  him. 

21  And  goingon  from  thence, 
he  saw  other  two  brethren, 
James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and 
John  his  brother,  in  a ship  with 
Zebedee  their  father,  mending 
their  nets : and  he  called  them. 

22  And  they  forthwith  left 
their  nets  and  father,  and  fol- 
lowed him. 

23  And  Jesus  went  about  all 
Galilee,  teaching  in  their  syna- 
gogues, and  preaching  the  gos- 
pel of  the  kingdom:  and  healing 
all  manner  of  sickness  and  every 
infirmity,  among  the  people. 

24  And  his  fame  went  through- 
out all  Syria, and  they  presen  ted 
to  him  all  sick  people  that  were 
taken  with  divers  diseases  and 
torments,  and  such  as  were  pos- 
sessed by  devils  and  lunatics, 
and  those  that  had  the  palsy, 
and  he  cured  them  : 

25  bAnd  much  people  fol- 
lowed him  from  Galilee,  and 
from  Decapolis,  and  from  Jeru- 
salem, and  from  Judea,  and 
from  beyond  the  Jordan. 

CHAP.  V. 

Chrisfs  sermon  upon  the  mount.  The 
eight  beatitudes. 

AND  c seeing  the  multitudes, 
he  went  up  into  a mountain, 
and  when  he  was  set  down,  his 
disciples  came  unto  him.

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2 And  opening  his  mouth  he 
taught  them,  sayiug : 

3 d Blessed  are  the  poor  in 
spirit:  for  theirs  is  the  king- 
dom of  heaven. 

4 • Blessed  are  the  meek : for 
they  shall  possess  the  land. 

5 /Blessed  are  they  that 
mourn : for  they  shall  be  com- 
forted. 

6 Blessed  are  they  that  hun- 
ger and  thirst  after  justice:  for 
they  shall  have  their  fill. 

7 Blessed  are  the  merciful: 
for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

8 9 Blessed  are  the  clean  of 
heart : for  they  shall  see  God. 

9 Blessed  are  the  peace- 
makers : for  they  shall  be 
called  the  children  of  God. 

10  K Blessed  are  they  that 
suffer  persecution  for  justice 
sake  : for  theirs  is  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

11  Blessed  are  ye  when  they 
shall  revile  you,  and  persecute 
you,  and  speak  all  that  is  evil 
against  you,  untruly,  for  my 
sake ; 

12  Be  glad  and  rejoice,  for 
your  reward  is  very  great  in 
heaven.  For  so  they  perse- 
cuted the  prophets  that  were 
before  you. 

13  You  are  the  salt  of  the 
earth.  i But  if  the  salt  lose 
its  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be 
salted  ? It  is  good  for  nothing 
any  more  but  to  be  cast  out,  and 
to  be  trodden  on  by  men. 

14  You  are  the  light  of  the 
world.  A city  seated  on  a 
mountain  cannot  be  hid.

22  But  I say  to  you,  that  who- 
soever is  angry  with  his  brother, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judg- 
ment And  whosoever  shall  say 
to  his  brother,  Baca,  shall  be 
in  danger  of  the  council.  And 
whosoever  shall  say,  Thou  fool, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire.

20  b But  lay  up  to  yourselves 
treasures  . in  heaven  : where 
neither  the  rust  nor  moth  doth 
consume,  and  where  thieves  do 
not  break  through,  nor  steal. 

21  For  where  thy  treasure  is, 
there  is  thy  heart  also. 

22  e The  light  of  thy  body  is 
thy  eye.  If  thy  eye  be  single  thy 
whole  body  shall  be  lightsome. 

23  But  if  thy  eye  be  evil  thy 
whole  body  shall  be  darksome. 
If  then  the  light  that  is  in  thee, 
be  darkness:  the  darkness  itself 
how  great  shall  it  be  ? 

24  dNo  man  can  serve  two 
masters.  Foreitherhe  will  hate 
the  one,  and  love  the  other : or

Come,  and  he  cometh,  and  to 
my  servant,  Do  this,  and  he 
doeth  it. 

10  And  Jesus  hearing  this, 
marvelled;  and  said  to  them 
that  followed  him : Amen  1 say 
to  you,  I have  not  found  so  great 
faith  in  Israel. 

11  And  I say  to  you  that 
many  shall  come  from  the  * east 
and  the  west,  and  shall  sit  down 
with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and 
Jacobin  the  kingdom  of  heaven: 

12  But  the  children  of  the 
kingdom  shall  be  cast  out  into 
the  exterior  darkness:  there 
shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing 
of  teeth.

14  And  when  Jbsus  was  come 
into  Peter's  house,  he  saw  his 
wife’s  mother  lying,  and  sick  of 
a fever. 

15  And  he  touched  her  hand, 
and  the  fever  left  her,  and  she 
arose  and  ministered  to  them. 

16  aAnd  when  evening  was 
come,  they  brought  to  him 
many  that  were  possessed  with 
devils:  and  he  cast  out  the 
spirits  with  his  word  : and  all 
that  were  sick  he  healed. 

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  was  spoken  bythe  prophet 
* Isaias  saying:  He  took  our  infir- 
mities, and,  bore  our  diseases. 

18  And  Jesus  seeing  great 
multitudes  about  him,  gave 
orders  to  pass  over  the  water. 

19  And  a certain  scribe  came 

and  said  to  him  : Master,  I will 
follow  thee  whithersoever  thou 
dialt  go.  | 

20  And  Jesus  saith  to  him  : 
•The  foxes  have  holes,  and  the 
birds  of  the  air  nests ; but  the 
son  of  man  hath  not  where  to 
lay  his  head. 

21  And  another  of  his  disci- 
ples said  to  him : Lord, suffer  me 
tint  to  go  and  bury  my  father. 

22  But  Jbsus  said  to  him : 
Follow  me,  and  let  the  dead 
bury  their  dead. 

23  <*And  when  he  entered  into 
the  boat,  his  disciples  followed 
him: 

24  And  behold  a great  tem- 
pest arose  in  the  sea,  so  that 
the  boat  was  covered  with 
waves,  but  he  was  asleep,

Then  rising  up  he 
commanded  the  winds,  and  the 
sea,and  there  came  a great  calm. 

| 27  But  the  men  wondered, 

saying : What  manner  of  man 
is  this,  for  the  winds  and  the 
sea  obey  him  ? 

I 28  < And  when  he  was  come 
on  the  other  side  of  the  water, 
into  the  countryof  the  Gerasens, 
there  met  him  two  that  were 
possessed  with  devils,  coming 
out  of  the  sepulchres,  exceed- 
ing fierce,  so  that  none  could 
pass  by  that  way. 

| 29  And  behold  they  cried  out 

Isaying:  What  have  we  to  do 
with  thee,  Jesus  Son  of  God  ? 
art  thou  come  hither  to  torment 
us  before  the  time  ? 

30  /And  there  was,  not  far 
from  them,  an  herd  of  many 
swine  feeding. 

31  And  the  devils  besought  him 
saying:  If  thou  cast  usouthence, 
send  us  into  the  herd  of  swine. 

32  And  he  said  to  them : Go. 
But  they  going  out  went  into 
the  swine, and  behold  the  whole 
herd  ran  violently  down  a steep 
place  into  the  sea : and  they 
perished  in  the  waters. 

33  And  they  that  kept  them 
fled  : and  coming  into  the  city, 
told  everything,  and  concern- 
ing them  that  had  been  pos- 
sessed by  the  devils. 

I 34  And  behold  the  whole  city 
went  out  to  meet  Jesus,  vand 
when  they  saw  him,  they 
besought  him  that  he  would 
depart  from  their  coast

AND  entering  into  a boat,  he 
passed  over  the  water  and 
came  into  his  own  city. 

2  a And  behold  they  brought 
to  him  one  sick  of  the  palsy 
lying  in  a bed.  And  Jksus  see- 
ing their  faith,  said  to  the  man 
sick  of  the  palsy : Be  of  good 
heart,  son,  thy  sins  are  for- 
given thee. 

3  And  behold  some  of  the 
scribes  said  within  themselves: 
He  blasphemeth. 

4  And  Jesus  seeing  their 
thoughts,  said : Why  do  you 
think  evil  in  your  hearts  ? 

6  Whether  is  easier,  to  say, 
Thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee : or 
to  say,  Arise  and  walk  ? 

6 But  that  you  may  know 
that  the  son  of  man  hath  power 
on  earth  to  forgive  sins,  (then 
said  he  to  the  man  sick  of  the 
palsy,)  Arise,  take  up  thy  bed, 
and  go  into  thy  house. 

7  And  he  arose,  and  went 
into  his  house. 

8  And  the  multitude  seeing 
it,  feared,  and  glorified  God 
that  gave  such  power  to  men. 

9  <»And  when  Jesus  passed 
on  from  thence,  he  saw  a man 
sitting  in  the  custom  - house, 
named  Matthew ; and  he  saith 
to  him : Follow  me.  And  he 
arose  up  and  followed  him. 

10  And  it  came  to  pass  as  he 
was  sitting  at  meat  in  the  house, 
behold  many  publicans  and  sin- 
ners came,  and  sat  down  with 
J rsus  and  his  disciples.

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11  And  the  Pharisees  Boeing 
it,  said  to  his  disciples : Why 
doth  your  master  eat  with 
publicans  and  sinners?

13  Go  then  and  learn  what 
this  meaneth,  « I will  have 
mercy , and  not  sacrifice.  For  I 
am  not  come  to  call  the  just, 
d but  sinners. 

14  Then  came  to  him  the  dis- 
ciples of  John,  saying:  *Why 
do  we  and  the  Pharisees  fast 
often,  but  thy  disciples  do  not 
fast? 

15  And  Jbsus  said  to  them  : 
Can  the  children  of  the  bride- 
groom mourn,  as  long  as  the 
bridegroom  is  with  them  ? But 
the  days  will  come,  when  the 
bridegroom  shall  be  taken  away 
from  them,  and  then  they  shall 
fast. 

16  And  nobody  putteth  a 
piece  of  raw  cloth  unto  an  old 
garment  For  it  taketh  away 
the  fulness  thereof  from  the 
garment,  and  there  is  made  a 
greater  rent 

17  Neither  do  they  put  new 
wine  into  old  bottles.  Other- 
wise the  bottles  break,  and  the 
wine  runneth  out,  and  the 
bottleB  perish.  But  new  wine 
they  put  into  new  bottles : and 
both  are  preserved. 

18  / As  he  was  speaking 
these  things  unto  them,  behold 
a certain  ruler  came  up.  and 
adored  him,  saying : Lord,  my

20  « And  behold  a woman  i 
who  was  troubled  with  an  issue 
of  blood  twelve  years,  came 
behind  him,  and  touched  the 
hem  of  his  garment. 

21  For  she  said  within  her- 
self : If  I shall  touch  only  his 
garment,  I shall  be  healed. 

22  But  Jesus  turning  and 
seeing  her,  said : Be  of  good 
heart,  daughter,  thy  faith  hath 
made  thee  whole.  And  the 
woman  was  made  whole  from 
that  hour. 

23  And  when  Jesus  was 
come  into  the  house  of  the  ruler, 
and  saw  the  minstrels  and  the 
multitude  making  a rout, 

24  He  said : Give  place,  for 
the  girl  is  not  dead,  butsleepeth. 
And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn.

27  And  as  Jesus  passed  from 
thence,  there  followed  him  two 
blind  men  crying  out  and  say- 
ing, Have  mercy  on  us,  0 Son !

28  And  when  he  was  come  to 
the  house,  the  blind  men  came 
to  him.

33  And  after  the  devil  was 
cast  out,  the  dumb  man  spoke, 
and  the  multitudes  wondered 
saying,  Never  was  the  like  seen 
in  Israel. 

34  But  the  Pharisees  said, 
By  the  prince  of  devils  he 
casteth  out  devils. 

36  c And  Jesus  went  about 
all  the  cities  and  towns,  teach- 
ing in  their  synagogues,  and 
preaching  the  gospel  of  the 
kingdom,  and  healing  every 
disease,  and  every  infirmity. 

36  And  seeing  the  multitudes, 
he  had  compassion  on  them, 
because  they  were  distressed, 
and  lying  like  sheep  that  have 
no  shepherd. 

37  Then  he  saith  to  his  dis- 
ciples, dThe  harvest  indeed  is 
great,  but  the  labourers  are  few. 

88  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  he  send 
forth  labourers  into  his  harvest. 

CHAP.  X. 

Christ  sends  out  his  twelve  apostles,  with 

th< ■ power  of  miracles.  The  lessons  he 

g ves  them. 

AND « having  called  his  twelve 
disciples  together,  he  gave 
them  power  over  unclean  spi- 
rits, to  cast  them  out,  and  to  heal 
all  manner  of  diseases,  and  all 
manner  of  infirmities. 

2 And  the  names  of  the 
twelve  Apostles  are  these  : Tlie

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first,  Simon,  who  is  called  Peter, 
and  Andrew  his  brother. 

3 James  the  son  of  Zebedee, 
and  John  his  brother,  Philip 
and  Bartholomew,  Thomas  and 
Matthew  the  publican,  and 
Janies  the  son  of  Alpheus,  and 
Thaddeus. 

4 Simon  the  Cananean,  and 
Judas  Iscariot,  who  also  be- 
trayed him. 

5 These  twelve  Jksus  sent: 
commanding  them,  saying : Gk> 
ye  not  into  the  way  of  the  gen- 
tiles, and  into  the  cities  of  the 
Samaritans  enter  ye  not : 

6 But  go  ye  rather  ato  the 
lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

7 And  going  preach,  saying : 
The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at 
hand. 

8 Heal  the  sick,  raise  the 
dead,  cleanse  the  lepers,  cast 
out  devils : freely  have  you  re- 
ceived, freely  give. 

9 b Do  not  possess  gold,  nor 
silver, nor  money  in  your  purses. 

10  Nor  scrip  for  your  journey, 
nor  two  coats,  nor  shoes,  nor 
a staff ; for  the  workman  is 
worthy  of  his  meat 

11  And  into  whatsoever  city 
or  town  you  shall  enter,  inquire 
who  in  it  is  worthy,  and  there 
abide  till  you  go  thence. 

12  And  when  you  come  into 
the  house,  salute  it,  saying: 
Peace  be  to  this  house. 

13  And  if  that  house  be 
worthy,  your  peace  shall  come 
upon  it ; but  if  it  be  not  worthy, 
your  peace  shall  return  to  you. 

14  And  whosoever  shall  not 
receive  you,  nor  hear  your 
words  : going  forth  out  of  that 
house  or  city  shake  off  the  dust 
from  your  feet 

15  Amen  I say  to  you,  it  shall

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be  more  tolerable  for  the  land 
of  Sodom  and  Gomorrha  in  the 
day  of  judgment,  than  for  that 
city. 

16  c Behold  I send  you  as 
sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves. 
Be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents 
and  simple  as  doves. 

17  But  beware  of  men.  For 
they  will  deliver  you  up  in 
councils,  and  they  will  scourge 
you  in  their  synagogues. 

18  And  you  shall  oe  brought 
before  governors,  and  before 
kings  for  my  sake,  for  a testi- 
mony to  them  and  to  the  gen- 
tiles : 

19  But  when  they  shall  de- 
liver you  up,  «*  take  no  thought 
how  or  what  to  speak : for  it 
shall  be  given  you  in  that  hour 
what  to  speak. 

20  For  it  is  not  you  that 
speak,  but  the  Spirit  of  your 
Father  that  speaketh  in  you. 

21  The  brother  also  shall  de- 
liver up  the  brother  to  death, 
and  the  father  the  son ; and  the 
children  shall  rise  up  against 
their  parents,  and  shall  put 
them  to  death. 

22  Ajid  you  shall  be  hated  by 
all  men  for  my  name’s  sake : 
but  he  that  shall  persevere  unto 
the  end,  he  shall  be  saved. 

23  And  when  they  shall  per- 
secute you  in  this  city,  flee  into 
another.  Amen  I say  to  you, 
you  shall  not  finish  all  the  cities 
of  Israel,  till  the  son  of  man 
come. 

24  9 The  disciple  is  not  above 
the  master,  nor  the  servant 
above  his  lord. 

25  It  is  enough  for  the  dia-

8 But  what  went  you  out  to 
see?  a man  clothed  in  soft  gar- 
ments? Behold  they  that  are 
clothed  in  soft  garments,  are 
in  the  houses  of  kings. 

9 But  what  went  you  out  to  1 
see?  a prophet?  yea  I tell  you, 
and  more  than  a prophet. 

10  For  this  is  he  of  whom  it 
is  written  : • Behold  I send  my 
Angel  before  thy  face,  who  shall 
prepare  thy  way  before  thee. 

11  Amen  I say  to  you,  there 
hath  not  risen  among  them  that 
are  born  of  women  a greater 
than  John  the  Baptist : yet  he 
that  is  the  lesser  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  greater  than  he.

The  siu  here  spoken  of  is  that  blas- 
phemy, by  which  the  Pharisees  attri- 
buted the  miracles  of  Christ,  wrought 
by  the  Spirit  of  God,  to  Beelzebub  the 
priuoe  of  devils.  Now.  tbis  kind  at 
siu  is  usually  accompanied  with  so 
much  obstinacy,  and  such  wilful  op- 
posing the  Spirit  of  God,  awl  the 
known  truth,  that  men  who  are  guilty 
of  it,  are  seldom  or  ever  converted: 
and  therefore  are  never  forgiven,  be- 
cause they  wilt  not  repent.  Other- 
wise there  is  no  sin,  whicn  God  cannot 
or  will  not  forgive  to  such  as  sincerely 
repent,  and  have  recourse  to  the  keys 
of  the  church.

6  And  having  a mind  to  put 
him  to  death,  he  feared  the 
people: d because  they  esteemed 
him  as  a prophet. 

6 But  on  Herod’s  birth-day. 
t lie  daughterof  He  rod  ias  danced 
before  them : an  d pleased  H erod . 

7 Whereupon  he  promised 
with  an  oath,  to  give  her  what- 
soever she  would  ask  of  him. 

8 But  she  being  instructed 
before  by  her  mother,  said : 
Give  me  here  in  a dish  the 
head  of  John  the  Baptist 

9 And  the  king  was  struck 
sad  : yet  because  of  his  oath, 
and  for  them  that  sat  with  him 
at  table,  he  commanded  it  to 
be  given. 

10  And  he  sent,  and  beheaded 
John  in  the  prison. 

11  And  his  head  was  brought 
in  a dish  : and  it  was  given  to 
the  damsel,  and  she  brought  it 
to  her  mother. 

12  Aud  his  disciples  came 
and  took  the  body,  and  buried 
it,  and  came  and  told  Jesus. 

13  • Which  when  Jesus  had 
heard,  he  retired  from  thence 
by  a boat,  into  a desert  place 
apart,  and  the  multitudes  hav- 
ing heard  of  it,  followed  him 
on  foot  out  of  the  cities. 

14  And  he  coming  forth  saw 
a great  multitude,  and  had  com- 
passion on  them,  and  healed 
their  sick. 

15  And  when  it  was  evening, 
his  disciples  came  to  him,  say- 
ing : This  is  a desert  place,  and 
the  hour  is  now  passed : send 
away  the  multitudes,  that  go- 
ing into  the  towns,  they  may 
buy  themselves  victuals.

This  tradition  of  the  Pharisees  was 
calculate  i to  enrich  themselves;  by 
exempting  children  from  giving  any 
further  assistance  to  their  parents,  if 
they  once  offered  to  the  fc-urde  and 
the  presto,  that  which  should  have 
been  the  support  of  their  intents.

Ver.  A Commrmdmentt  of  men.  The 
doctrine*  aud  commandment*  here 
reprehended  are  puck  as.  *re  either 
contrary  to  the  law' of  God  (as  that  of 
neglecting  parents,  under  pretence  of 
airing  to  God),  or  at  least  are  frivo* 
Inna,  unprofitable,  aud  no  ways  con- 
ducing to  true  piety,  as  that  of  often 


washing  hands,  Ac.,  without  regard  to 
the  purity  of  the  heart.  But  as  to 
the  ru.es  and  ordinances  of  the  holy 
church,  touching  fasts,  festivals,  Aa. 
these  are  no  ways  repugnant  to,  but 
highly  agreeable  to  God*  holy  word, 
and  all  Christian  piety : neither  are 
they  to  be  counted  among  the  doe- 
trine*  and  commandment * of  men; 
because  they  prooeed  not  from  mere 
human  authority;  but  from  that 
which  Christ  has  established  in  hi* 
Church ; whose  pastor*  1 e has  com- 
manded us  to  hear  aud  obey,  even  a* 
himself  St,  Luke  x.  1A  St  Matt, 
xviiL  17. 

Ver.  11.  Not  that  s ehirh  goeth  into, 
Ac.  No  uncleanness  iu  meat,  nor  any 
dirt  contracted  by  eating  it  with  un- 
washed hands,  can  d. tile  the  soul: 
but  sin  a one ; or  a disobedience  of 
the  heart  to  the  ordinance  and  will  of 
God.  And  thus  when  Adam  took  the 
forbidden  fruit,  it  was  not  the  applet 
which  ent*  red  into  the  mouth,  but.  the 
disobedience  to  the  law  of  God  which 
defiled  him.  The  same  ia  to  be  said 
if  a Jew,  in  the  time  of  the  old  law, 
had  eaten  swine's  flesh,  or  a Christian 
convert,  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles, 
contrary  to  their  ordinance,  had  eaten 
blood;  or  if  any  of  the  faithful  at 
present  should  transgress  the  ordij 
nani-e  of  God's  Church,  by  breaking 
the  fasts:  For  iu  i'll  these  cases  the 
soul  wonld  be  defiled ; not  indeed  by 
that  wh  ch  goeth  into  the  mouth: 
but  by  the  disobedience  of  the  heart, 
in  wil  folly  transgressing  the  ordinance 
of  God.  or  of  those  who  have  their

A*  St.  Peter , by  divine 
revelation,  here  made  a solemn  pro- 
fession of  his  faith  of  the  divinltv  of 
Christ;  so  in  recompense  of  this  faith 
and  profession,  our  lx>rd  here  declares 
to  him  the  dignity  to  which  he  ts 
pleased  to  raise  him  : Vie.,  that  be,  to 
whom  he  bad  already  given  the  name 
of  Peter,  signifying  a rock,  SL  John 
1.  42,  should  be  a roc*  indeed,  of  in- 
vincible strength,  for  the  support  of 
the  building  of  the  Church ; in  which 
building  he  should  bo.  next  to  Christ 
himself  the  chief  foundation  stone, 
in  quality  of  chief  pastor,  ruler,  and 
governor;  and  should  have  accordingly 
all  fulness  of  ecclesiastical  power,  sig- 
nified by  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.— Ibid.  Upon  this  roc*,  Ac. 

The  words  of  Christ  to  Peter,  spoken 
in  the  vulgar  lan  runge  of  the  Jew 
which  our  Lord  made  use  of,  were  the 
same  as  If  he  had  said  in  English,  Thou 
art  a Bock,  and  upon  this  rock  J will 
build  my  church.  So  that,  by  the  plain 
oourse  of  the  words,  Peter  is  here  de- 
clared to  be  the  rock,  upon  which  the 
church  was  to  be  built:  Christ  himself 
being  both  the  principal  foundation 
and  rounder  of  the  same.  Where  also 
note,  that  Christ,  by  building  his  house, 
that  is,  his  ch  :r.  n,  upon  a rock,  has 
thereby  secured  it  against  sli  storms 
and  floods,  like  the  wise  builder,  SL 
Afntt.  vii.  24.  25.— Ibid.  The  gates  of 
hell,  Ac.  That  is,  the  powers  of  dark- 
ness, and  whatever  satan  can  do,  either 
by  himself,  or  his  agents.  For  as  the 
church  Is  here  likened  to  a house,  or 
fortress,  built  on  a rock ; so  the  adverse 
powers  are  likened  to  a contrary  house 
or  fortress,  the  gates  of  which, 
the  whole  strength,  and  all  the  efforts 
it  can  make,  will  never  be  able  to  pre- 
vail over  the  city  or  church  of  Christ, 
By  this  promise  we  are  fully  assured, 
that  neither  idolatry,  heresy,  nor  any 
pernicious  error  whatsoever  shal  1 at  any 
time  prevail  over  the  church  of  Christ. 

Ver.  19.  Loose  on  earth.  The  loos- 
ing the  bands  of  temporal  punish- 
ments due  to  sins,  is  called  as  indul- 
gence, the  power  of  which  is  here 
granted.

18  But  Jesus  knowing  their 
wickedness,  said  : Why  do  you 
tempt  me,  ye  hypocrites  ? 

19  Shew  me  the  coin  of  the 
tribute.  And  they  offered  him 
a penny. 

20  And  Jesus  saith  to  them :

38  This  is  the  greatest  and 
the  first  commandment. 

39  And  the  second  is  like  to 
this  : c Thou  shalt  love  thy  neigh- 
bour as  thyself. 

40  On  these  two  command- 
ments dependeth  the  whole  law 
and  the  prophets. 

41  And  the  Pharisees  being 
gathered  together,  JESUS  asked 
them, 

42  d Saying : What  think  you 
of  Christ : whose  son  is  he  ? 
They  say  to  him  : David’s. 

43  He  saith  to  them : e How 
then  doth  David  in  spirit  call 
him  Lord  ; saying : 

44  / The  Lord  said  to  my  Lord , 
sit  on  my  right  hand,  until  I 
make  thy  enemies  thy  footstool? 

45  If  David  then  call  him 
Lord,  how  is  he  his  son  ? 

46  And  no  man  was  able  to 
answer  him  a word : neither 
durst  any  man  from  that  day 
forth  ask  him  any  more  ques- 
tions.

4 h For  they  bind  heavy  and 
insupportable  burdens : and  lay 
them  on  men’s  shoulders  : but 
with  a finger  of  their  own  they 
will  not  move  them. 

5 And  all  their  w orks  they  do 
for  to  be  seen  of  men.  ‘ For 
they  make  their  phylacteries 
broad  and  enlarge  their  fringes. 

6 k And  they  love  the  first 
places  at  feasts,  and  the  first 
chairs  in  the  synagogues, 

7 And  salutations  in  the  mar- 
ket-place, and  to  be  called  by 
men,  Rabbi. 

8 1 But  be  not  you  called 
Rabbi.  For  one  is  your  master, 
and  all  you  are  brethren. 

9 m And  call  none  your  father

13  But  wo  to  you  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites : because 
you  shut  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
against  men,  for  you  yourselves 
do  not  enter  in ; and  those  that 
are  going  in,  you  suffer  not  to 
enter. 

14  Wo  to  you  scribes  and  Pha- 
risees, hypocrites:  6 because  you 
devour  the  houses  of  widows, 
praying  long  prayers.

29  And  I say  to  you,  I will 
not  drink  from  henceforth  of 
this  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that 
day  when  I shall  drink  it  with 
you  new  in  the  kingdom  of  my 
father. 

30  And  a hymn  being  said, 
they  went  out  unto  mount 
i Olivet. 


vi.)  Neither  does  he  say  in  thit.  or 
with  thit  it  my  body;  but  absolutely  thit 
it  my  body:  which  plainly  implies  tran- 
substautiation. 

Ver.  27.  Drink  ye  all  of  thit.  This 
was  spoken  to  the  twelve  apostles ; who 
were  the  All  then  present;  and  they  all 
drank  of  it,  says  St.  Mark,  xiv.  28.  But 
it  no  ways  follows  from  these  words 
spoken  to  the  apostles,  that  all  the 
faithful  are  here  commanded  to  drink 
of  the  chalice;  any  more  than  that  all 
the  faithful  are  commanded  to  con- 
secrate, offer,  and  administer  this  sac- 
rament ; because  Christ  upon  this  same 
occasion,  and  at  the  same  time,  bid 
the  apostles  do  so;  in  these  words,  St. 
Luke  xxii.  19,  Do  thit  in  commemora- 
tion of  me. 

Ver.  28.  Blood  of  the  new  testament. 
As  the  old  testament  was  dedicated 
with  the  blood  of  victims,  by  Motet, 
in  these  words : thit  it  the  blood  of  the 
testament,  Ac..  Hebrew  ix.  20.  8o 
here  is  the  dedication  and  institution 
of  the  new  testament,  in  the  blood  of 
Christ,  here  mystically  shed,  by  these 
words:  this  it  the  blood  of  the  new  testa- 
ment, Ac. 

Ver.  29.  Fruit  of  the  vine.  These 
words,  by  the  account  of  St.  Luke,  xxii. 
18,  were  not  spokeu  of  the  sacrameutaJ 
cup,  but  of  the  wine  that  was  drunk 
with  the  paschal  lamb.  Though  the 
sacramental  cup  might  also  be  called 
the  fruit  of  the  vine,  because  it  was 
consecrated  from  wine,  and  retains  the 
likeness,  and  all  the  accidents,  or  quali- 
| ties  of  wine. 
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31  Then  JESUS  saith  to  them : 
a All  you  shall  be  scandalized 
in  me  this  night.  For  it  is 
written : 6 1 will  strike  the  shep- 
herd, and  the  sheep  of  the  flock 
shall  he  dispersed. 

32  « But  after  I shall  be  risen 
again,  I will  go  before  you  into 
Galilee. 

33  And  Peter  answering,  said 
to  him:  Although  all  shall  be 
scandalized  in  thee,  I will  never 
be  scandalized. 

34  Jesus  said  to  him,  ^Amen 
I say  to  thee,  that  in  this  night 
before  the  cock  crow,  thou  wilt 
deny  me  thrice. 

35  Peter  saith  to  him  : e Yea, 
though  I should  die  with  thee,  I 
will  not  deny  thee.  And  in  like 
manner  said  all  the  disciples. 

30  Then  JESUS  came  with 
them  into  a country  place  which 
is  called  Gethsemani : and  he 
said  to  his  disciples  : Sit  you 
here,  till  I go  yonder  and  pray. 

37  And  taking  with  him  Peter 
and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee,he 
began  to  grow  sorrowful  and  to 
be  sad. 

38  Then  he  saith  to  them  : 
My  soul  is  sorrowful  even  unto 
death:  stay  you  here,  and  watch 
with  me. 

39  And  going  a little  further, 
he  fell  upon  his  face,  praying, 
and  saying : My  Father,  if  it  be 
possible,  let  this  chalice  pass 
from  me.  Nevertheless  not  as 
I will,  but  as  thou  wilt. 

40  And  he  cometh  to  his  dis- 
ciples, and  flndeth  them  asleep,

46  Rise,  let  us  go : behold  he 
is  at  hand  that  will  betray  me. 

; 47  / As  he  yet  spoke,  behold 

Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  came, 
and  with  him  a great  multitude 
with  swords  and  clubs,  sent 
from  the  chief  priests  and  the 
ancients  of  the  people. 

48  And  he  that  betrayed  him, 
gave  them  a sign,  saying : 
Whomsoever  I shall  kiss,  that 
is  he,  hold  him  fast. 

49  And  forthwith  coming  to 
Jesus,  he  said : Hail,  Rabbi. 
And  he  kissed  him. 

| 50  And  Jesus  said  to  him : 

Friend,  whereto  art  thou  come? 
Then  they  came  up,  and  laid 
hands  on  Jesus,  and  held  him. 

! 51  And  behold  one  of  them 

j that  were  with  Jesus,  stretch- 
' ing  forth  his  hand,  drew  out  his 
| sword ; and  striking  the  servant

53  Thinkest  thon  that  I can- 
not ask  my  Father,  and  he  will 
give  me  presently  more-  than 
twelve  legions  of  Angels  ?

55  In  that  same  hour  Jesus 
said  to  the  multitudes : You  are 
come  out  as  it  were  to  a robber 
with  swords  and  clubs  to  appre- 
hend me.  I sat  daily  with  you 
teaching  in  the  temple,  and  you 
laid  not  hands  on  me. 

66  Now  all  this  was  done, that 
the  c scriptures  of  the  prophets 
might  be  fulfilled.  Then  the 
disciples  <*all  leaving  him,  fled. 

57  But  they  holding  Jesus 
«led  him  to  Caiphas  the  high- 
priest,  where  the  scribes  and 
the  ancients  were  assembled. 

68  And  Peter  followed  him 
afar  off,  even  to  the  court  of 
the  high-priest.  And  going  in, 
he  sat  with  the  servants,  that 
he  might  see  the  end. 

69  And  the  chief  priests  and 
the  whole  council  sought  false 
witness  against  Jesus,  that  they 
might  put  him  to  death  : 

60  And  they  found  not, 
whereas  many  false  witnesses 
had  come  in.  And  last  of  all 
there  came  two  false  witnesses; 

61  And  they  said : /This  man 
said,  I am  able  to  destroy  the 
temple  of  God,  and  after  three 
days  to  rebuild  it.

65  Then  the  high-priest  rent 
his  garments,  saying : He  hath 
blasphemed,  what  further  need 
have  we  of  witnesses?  Behold 
now  you  have  heard  the  blas- 
phemy : 

66  What  think  you?  But  they 
answering  said : He  is  guilty  of 
death. 

67  h Then  did  they  spit  in  his 
face,  and  buffeted  him,  and 
others  struck  his  face  with  the 
palms  of  their  hands, 

68  Saying : Prophesy  unto  us, 
0 Christ ; who  is  he  that  struck 
thee? 

69  * But  Peter  sat  without  in 
the  court:  and  there  came  to 
him  a servant-maid,  saying: 
Thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  the 
Galilean. 

70  But  he  denied  before  them 
all,  saying:  I know  not  what 
thou  sayest. 

71  And  as  he  went  out  of  the 
gate,  another  maid  saw  him, 
and  she  said  to  them  that  were 
there : This  man  also  was  with 
Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

72  And  again  he  denied  with  an 
oath : That  I know  not  the  man.

8 cFor  this  cause  that  field 
was  called  haceldama,  that  is, 
the  field  of  blood,  even  to  this 
day. 

9 Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  was  spoken  by  Jeremias 
the  prophet,  saying: d And  they 
took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver , 
the  price  of  him  that  was  prized, 
whom  they  prized  of  the  children 
of  Israel. 

10  And  they  gave  them  unto 
the  potter's  field , as  the  Lord 
appointed  to  me. 

11  And  Jesus  stood  before  the 
governor,  eand  the  governor 
asked  him,  saying:  Art  thou 
the  king  of  the  Jews?  Jesus 
saith  to  him  : Thou  sayest  it. 

12  And  when  he  was  accused 
by  the  chief  priests  and  an- 
cients, he  answered  nothing. 

13  Then  Pilate  saith  to  him  : 
Dost  not  thou  hear  how  great 
testimonies  they  allege  against 
thee? 

14  And  he  answered  him  to 
never  a word : so  that  the  go- 
vernor wondered  exceedingly. 

15  Now  upon  the  solemn  day 
the  governor  was  accustomed 
to  release  to  the  people  one 
prisoner,  whom  they  would. 

16  And  he  had  then  a noto- 
rious prisoner,  that  was  called 
Barabbas. 

17  They  therefore  being  ga- 
thered together,  Pilate  said: 
Whom  will  you  that  I release 
to  you,  Barabbas,  or  Jesus  that 
is  called  Christ?

8t.  Mark,  the  disciple  and  interpreter  of  St.  Peter  (saith  St.  Jerome),  according 
to  what  he  heard  from  Peter  himself,  wrote  at  Rome  a bri-  f Gos/iel  at  the 
request  of  the  brethren,  about  ten  peart  after  our  Lord's  Ascension,  which  when 
P-  ter  had  heard,  he  approved  of  it,  aiul  unth  his  authority  published  it  to  the 
Church  to  be  read.  Baronius  and  others  sap,  that  the  original  was  written  in 
Latin,  but  the  tnore  general  opinion  is,  that  the  Evangelist  tvrotc  it  in  Greek. 


CHAP.  I. 

The  preaching  of  John  the  Baptist 
Christ  is  baptized  bp  him.  He  calls 
his  disciples,  and  works  many  mira- 
cles. 

THE  beginning  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  the  Son  of 
God. 

2 As  it  is  written  in  Isaias 
the  prophet : a Behold  I send  my 
angel  before  thy  face,  who  shall  \ 
prepare  the  way  before  thee.  \ 
3 b A voice  of  one  crying  in  the 


desert,  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the 
Lord,  make  straight  his  paths. 

4 ‘ John  was  in  the  desert 
baptizing,  and  preaching  the 
baptism  of  penance  unto  re- 
mission of  sms. 

5 dAnd  there  went  out  to 
him  all  the  country  of  Judea, 
and  all  they  of  J erusalem,  and 
were  baptized  by  him  in  the 
river  of  Jordan,  confessing  their 
sins. 

6 * And  John  was  clothed 
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with  camel's  hair, and  a leathern  I 
girdle  about  his  loins : uand  he 
ate  locusts  and  wild  honey. 

7 And  he  preached,  saying: 
b There  cometh  after  me  one 
mightier  than  I,  the  latchet  of 
whose  shoes  I am  not  worthy 
to  stoop  down  and  loose. 

8 c I have  baptized  you  with 
water ; but  he  shall  baptize  you 
with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

9 And  it  came  to  pass,  in 
those  days  Jesus  came  from 
Nazareth  of  Galilee ; and  was 
baptized  by  John  in  the  Jor- 
dan. 

10  And  forthwith  coming  up 
out  of  the  water,  he  saw  the 
heavens  opened,  <l  and  the  Spirit 
as  a dove  descending,  and  re- 
maining on  him. 

11  And  there  came  a voice 
from  heaven  : Thou  art  my  be- 
loved Son,  in  thee  I am  well 
pleased. 

12  • And  immediately  the 
Spirit  drove  him  out  into  the 
desert. 

13  And  he  was  in  the  desert 
forty  days,  and  forty  nights: 
and  was  tempted  by  satan,  and 
he  was  with  beasts,  and  the 
angels  ministered  to  him. 

14  / And  after  that  John  was 
delivered  up,  Jesus  came  into 
Galilee,  preaching  the  gospel  of 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

15  And  saying:  The  time  is 
accomplished,  and  the  king- 
dom of  God  is  at  hand : repent, 
and  believe  the  gospel. 

16  9 And  passing  by  the  sea 
of  Galilee,  he  saw  Simon  and 
Andrew  his  brother,  casting

17  And  Jesus  said  to  them : 
Come  after  me,  and  I will  make 
you  to  become  fishers  of  men. 

18  And  immediately  leaving 
their  nets,  they  followed  him. 

19  And  going  on  from  thence 
a little  farther,  he  saw  James 
the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John 
his  brother,  who  also  were  mend- 
ing their  nets  in  the  ship : 

20  And  forthwith  he  called 
them.  And  leaving  their  father 
Zebedee  in  the  snip  with  his 
hired  men.  they  followed  him. 

21  ^And  they  entered  into 
Caphamaum,  and  forthwith 
upon  the  Sabbath-days  going 
into  the  synagogue,  he  taught 
them. 

22  *And  they  were  astonished 
at  his  doctrine.  For  he  was 
teaching  them  as  one  having 
power,  and  not  as  the  scribes. 

23  k And  there  was  in  their 
synagogue,  a man  with  an  un- 
clean spirit ; and  he  cried  out, 

24  Saying : What  have  we 
to  do  with  thee,  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth ? art  thou  come  to  destroy 
us?  I know  who  thou  art,  the 
Holy  One  of  God. 

26  And  J esu s threatened  him , 
saying : Speak  no  more  and  go 
out  of  the  man. 

26  And  the  unclean  spirit 
tearing  him,  and  crying  out 
with  a loud  voice,  went  out  of 
him. 

27  And  they  were  all  amazed, 
insomuch  that  they  questioned 
among  themselves,  saying : 
What  thing  is  this  ? what  is  this 
new  doctrine  ? for  with  power 
he  commandeth  even  the  un- 
clean spirits,  and  they  obey  him. 
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28  And  the  fame  of  him  was 
spread  forthwith  into  all  the 
country  of  Galilee. 

29  “And  immediately  going 
out  of  the  synagogue,  they  came 
into  the  house  of  Simon  and 
Andrew,  with  James  and  John. 

30  And  Simon’s  wife’s  mother 
lay  in  a fit  of  a fever : and  forth- 
with they  tell  him  of  her. 

31  Ana  coming  to  her  he 
lifted  her  up,  taking  her  by  the 
hand  : and  immediately  the  fe- 
ver left  her,  and  she  ministered 
unto  them. 

32  And  when  it  was  evening 
after  sunset,  they  brought  to 
him  all  that  were  ill  and  that 
were  possessed  with  devils. 

33  And  all  the  city  was 
gathered  together  at  the  door. 

34  And  he  healed  many  that 
were  troubled  with  divers  dis- 
eases ; b and  he  cast  out  many 
devils,  and  he  suffered  them  not 
to  speak,  because  they  knew 
him. 

35  And  rising  very  early, 
going  out  he  went  into  a desert 
place  : and  there  he  prayed. 

36  And  Simon  and  they  that 
were  with  him  followed  after 
him. 

37  And  when  they  had  found 
him,  they  said  to  him,  All  seek 
for  thee. 

38  And  he  saith  to  them:  Let 
us  go  into  the  neighbouring 
towns  and  cities,  that  I may 
preach  there  also : for  to  this 
purpose  am  I come. 

39  And  he  was  preaching  in 
their  synagogues,  and  in  all 
Galilee,  ana  casting  out  devils. 

40  c And  there  came  a leper 
to  him,  beseeching  him,  and 
kneeling  down,  said  to  him : If

41  And  Jesus  having  com- 
passion on  him,  stretched  forth 
his  hand ; sad  touching  him, 
saith  to  him  : I will  Be  thou 
made  clean. 

42  And  when  he  had  spoken, 
immediately  the  leprosy  de- 
parted from  him,  and  he  was 
made  clean. 

43  And  he  strictly  charged 
him,  and  forthwith  sent  him 
away. 

44  And  he  saith  to  him  : See 
thou  tell  no  one,  but  go,  shew 
thyself  to  the  high-priest,  and 
offer  for  thy  cleansing  <*the 
things  that  MoseB  commanded, 
for  a testimony  to  them. 

45  But  he  being  gone  out, 
began  to  publish,  and  to  blaze 
abroad  the  word ; bo  that  he 
could  not  openly  go  into  the 
city,  but  was  without  in  deBert 
places,  mid  they  flocked  to  him 
from  all  sides. 

CHAP.  II. 

Christ  heals  the  sick  of  the  palsy:  calls 
Matthew:  and  excuses  his  disciples. 

AND  6 again  he  entered  into 
Capharnaum  after  some 
days.

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  again,  as  the  Lord  walked 
as  he  sat  at  meat  in  his  house,  through  the  corn-fields  on  the 
many  publicans  and  sinners  sat  sabbath,  that  his  disciplesbegan 
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to  go  forward  and  to  pluck  the 
ears  of  corn. 

24  And  the  Pharisees  said  to 
him:  Behold,  why  do  they  on 
the  sabbath-day  that  which  is 
not  lawful  ? 

25  And  he  said  to  them : 
“Have  you  never  read  what 
David  did,  when  he  had  need, 
and  was  hungry  himself,  ana 
they  that  were  with  him  ? 

26  How  he  went  into  the 
house  of  God  under  Abiathar 
the  high-priest,  and  did  eat  the 
loaves  of  proposition  b which 
was  not  lawful  to  eat  but  for 
the  priests,  and  gave  to  them 
who  were  with  him  ? 

27  And  he  said  to  them  : The 
sabbath  was  made  for  man,  not 
man  for  the  sabbath. 

28  Therefore  the  son  of  man 
is  Lord  of  the  sabbath  also. 

CHAP.  III. 

Christ  heals  the  withered  hand:  he 

chooses  the  twelve:  he  confutet  the 

blasphemy  of  the  Pharisees. 

AND  «he  entered  again  into 
the  synagogue,  and  there 
was  a man  there  who  had  a 
withered  hand. 

2  And  they  watched  him 
whether  he  would  heal  on  the 
sabbath-days ; that  they  might 
accuse  him. 

3  And  he  said  to  the  man  who 
had  the  withered  hand  : Stand 
up  in  the  midst. 

4  And  he  saith  to  them : Is 
it  lawful  to  do  good  on  the 
sabbath-days,  or  to  do  evil  ? to 
save  life,  or  to  destroy?  But 
they  held  their  peace. 

5  And  looking  round  about 
on  them,  with  anger,  being 
grieved  for  the  blindness  of  their

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hearts,  he  saith  to  the  man: 
Stretch  forth  thy  hand.  And 
he  stretched  it  forth  : and  his 
hand  was  restored  unto  him. 

6 dAnd  the  Pharisees  going 
out  immediately  made  a con- 
sultation with  the  Herodians 
against  him,  how  they  might 
destroy  him. 

7 But  Jesus  retired  with  his 
disciples  to  the  sea;  and  a great 
multitude  followed  him,  from 
Galilee  and  Judea, 

8 And  from  Jerusalem,  and 
from  Idumea,  and  from  beyond 
the  Jordan.  And  they  about 
Tyre  and  Sidon,  a great  multi- 
tude, hearing  the  things  which 
he  did,  came  to  him. 

9 And  he  spoke  to  his  disciples 
that  a small  ship  should  wait  on 
him  because  of  the  multitude, 
lest  they  should  throng  him. 

10  For  he  healed  many,  so 
that  they  pressed  upon  him  for 
to  touch  him,  as  many  as  had 
evils. 

11  And  the  unclean  spirits, 
when  they  saw  him,  fell  down 
before  him : and  they  cried, 
saying : 

12  Thou  art  the  son  of  God. 
And  he  strictly  charged  them 
that  they  should  not  make  him 
known. 

13  eAnd  going  up  into  a 
mountain,  he  called  unto  him 
whom  he  would  himself : and 
they  came  to  him. 

14  And  he  made  that  twelve 
should  be  with  him,  and  that 
he  might  send  them  to  preach. 

15  And  he  gave  them  power 
to  heal  sicknesses,  and  to  cast 
out  devils. 

16  And  to  Simon  he  gave  the 
name  Peter. 
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17  And  James  the  sen  of  Ze- 

bedee,  and  John  the  brother  of 
James:  and  he  named  them , 
Boanerges  which  is  the  sons  of 
thunder.  I 

18  And  Andrew  and  Philip, 

and  Bartholomew  and  Matthew,  I 
and  Thomas  and  James  of 
Alpheus,  and  Thaddeus,  and  i 
Simon  the  Cananean, 

19  And  Judas  Iscariot,  who 
also  betrayed  him. 

20  And  they  come  to  a house, 
and  the  multitude  cometh  to- 
gether again,  so  that  they  could 
not  so  much  as  eat  bread. 

21  And  when  his  friends 
heard  of  it,  they  went  out  to  lay 
hold  on  him.  For  they  said : 
He  is  become  mad. 

22  And  the  scribes  who  were 
come  down  from  Jerusalem, 
said:  a He  hath  Beelzebub,  and 
by  the  prince  of  devils  he  cast- 
eth  out  devils. 

23  And  after  he  had  called 
them  together,  he  said  to  them 
in  parables : How  can  satan  cast 
out  satan  ? 

24  And  if  a kingdom  be 
divided  against  itself,  that 
kingdom  cannot  stand. 

25  And  if  a house  be  divided 
against  itself,  that  house  cannot 
stand. 

26  And  if  satan  be  risen  up 
against  himself,  he  is  divided, 
and  cannot  stand,  but  hath  an 
end. 

27  No  man  can  enter  into  the 
house  of  a strong  man  and  rob 
him  of  his  goods,  unless  he  first 
bind  the  strong  man,  and  then 
shall  he  plunder  his  house. 

28  6 Amen  I say  to  you,  that 
all  sins  shall  be  forgiven  unto 
the  sons  of  men,  and  the  blas- 
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phemies  wherewith  they  shall 
blaspheme : 

29  But  he  that  shall  blaspheme 
against  the  Holy  Ghost,  shall 
never  have  forgiveness,  but  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  everlasting  sin. 

30  Because  they  said : He 
hath  an  unclean  spirit. 

31  And  his  mother  and  his 
brethren  came:  and  standing 
without  sent  unto  him  calling 
him. 

32  And  the  multitude  sat 
about  him ; and  they  say  to  him : 
Behold  thy  mother  and  thy 
brethren  without  seek  for  thee. 

33  And  answering  them  he 
said:  Who  is  my  mother  and 
my  brethren  ? 

| 34  And  looking  round  about 

on  them  who  sat  about  him,  he 
saith : Behold  my  mother  and 
my  brethren. 

35  For  whosoever  shall  do  the 
will  of  God,  he  is  my  brother, 
and  my  sister  and  mother. 

CHAP.  IV. 

The  parable  of  the  totoer.  Christ  stills 
the  tempest  at  tea. 

AND  e again  he  began  to  teach 
by  the  sea-side;  and  a great 
multitude  was  gathered  toge- 
ther unto  him,  so  that  he  went 
up  into  a ship  and  sat  in  the 
sea,  and  all  the  multitude  was 
upon  the  land  by  the  sea-side. 

; 2 And  he  taught  them  many 

things  in  parables, and  said  unto 
them  in  his  doctrine : 

3 Hear  ye;  Behold,  the  sower 
went  out  to  sow 
4 And  whilst  he  soweth,  some 
fell  by  the  way-side,  and  the 
birds  of  the  air  came,  and  ate 
it  up. 

5 And  other  some  fell  upon 
stony  ground  where  it  had  not 
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much  earth : and  it  shot  up  I 
immediately  because  it  had  no 
depth  of  earth : 

6 And  when  the  sun  was 
risen,  it  was  scorched,  and  be- 
cause it  had  no  root,  it  withered 
away. 

7 And  some  fell  among 
thorns : and  the  thorns  grew 
up,  and  choked  it,  and  it  yielded 
no  fruit. 

8 And  some  fell  upon  good 
ground : and  brought  forth  fruit 
that  grew  up,  and  increased, 
and  yielded,  one  thirty,  another 
sixty,  and  another  a hundred. 

9 And  he  said : He  that  hath 
ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

10  And  when  he  was  alone, 
the  twelve  that  were  with  him 
asked  him  the  parable. 

11  And  he  said  to  them  : To 
you  it  is  given  to  know  the  mys- 
tery of  the  kingdom  of  God : 
but  to  them  that  are  without, 
all  things  are  done  in  parables. 

12  “That  seeing  they  may 
see,  and  not  perceive : and  hear- 
ing they  may  hear,  and  not 
understand:  lest  at  any  time 
they  should  be  converted,  and 
their  sins  should  be  forgiven 
them 

13  And  he  saith  to  them:  Are 
you  ignorant  of  this  parable? 
and  how  shall  you  know  all 
parables? 

14  He  that  soweth : soweth 
the  word. 

15  And  these  are  they  by  the 
way-side,  where  the  word  is

CHAP.  IV.  Ver.  12.  That  teeing 
they  may  tee,  Ac.  In  puniahineut  of 
their  wilfully  shutting  their  eyes  (St. 
Matt.  xiii.  15).  God  justly  withdrew 
those  lights,  and  graces,  which  other- 
wise he  would  have  given  them,  for 
their  effectual  conversion. 
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sown,  and  as  soon  as  they  have 
heard,  immediately  satan  com- 
eth,  and  taketh  away  the  word 
that  was  sown  in  their  hearts. 

16  And  these  likewise  are 
they  that  are  sown  on  the  stony 
ground : who  when  they  have 
heard  the  word,  immediately 
receive  it  with  joy. 

17  And  they  nave  no  root  in 
themselves,  but  are  only  for  a 
time : and  then  when  tribula- 
tion and  persecution  ariseth  for 
the  word,  they  are  presently 
scandalized. 

18  And  others  there  are  who 
are  sown  among  thorns : these 
are  they  that  hear  the  word, 

19  And  the  cares  of  the 
world,  band  the  deceitfulness  of 
riches,  and  the  lusts  after  other 
things  entering  in  choke  the 
word,  and  it  is  made  fruitless. 

20  And  these  are  they  who 
are  sown  upon  the  good  ground, 
who  hear  the  word,  and  receive 
it, and  yield  fruit, the  one  thirty, 
another  sixty,  and  another  a 
hundred. 

21  c And  he  said  to  them  : 
Doth  a candle  come  in  to  be  put 
under  a bushel,  or  under  a bed  ? 
and  not  to  be  set  on  a candle- 
stick ? 

22  d For  there  is  nothing  hid, 
which  shall  not  be  made  mani- 
fest : neither  was  it  made  secret, 
but  that  it  may  come  abroad. 

23  If  any  man  have  ears  to 
hear,  let  him  hear. 

24  And  he  said  to  them : 
Take  heed  what  you  hear.  *In 
what  measure  you  shall  mete,  it 
shall  be  measured  to  you  again, 
and  more  shall  be  given  to 
you.

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25  ° For  he  that  hath,  to  him 
shall  be  given : and  he  that  hath 
not,  that  also  which  he  hath 
shall  be  taken  away  from  him. 

26  And  he  said : So  is  the 
kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a man 
should  cast  seed  into  the  earth, 

27  And  should  sleep,  and  rise, 
night  and  day,  ana  the  seed 
should  spring  and  grow  up 
whilst  he  knoweth  not. 

28  For  the  earth  of  itself: 

bringeth  forth  fruit,  first  the 
blade,  then  the  ear,  afterwards 
the  full  corn  in  the  ear.  i 

29  And  when  the  fruit  is 
brought  forth,  immediately  he 
putteth  in  the  sickle,  because 
the  harvest  is  come. 

30  And  he  said : To  what 
shall  we  liken  the  kingdom  of 
God,  or  to  what  parable  shall 
we  compare  it? 

31  it  is  as  a grain  of  mustard 
seed ; which  when  it  is  sown  in 
the  earth,  is  less  than  all  the 
seeds  that  are  in  the  earth  : 

32  And  when  it  is  sown,  it 
groweth  up,  and  becometh 
greater  than  all  herbs,  and 
shooteth  out  great  branches,  so 
that  the  birds  of  the  air  may 
dwell  under  the  shadow  thereof. 

33  And  with  many  such  par- 
ables, he  spoke  to  them  the 
word,  according  as  they  were 
able  to  hear. 

34  And  without  parable  he 
did  not  speak  unto  them  ; but 
apart,  he  explained  all  things  to 
his  disciples. 

35  And  he  saith  to  them  that 
day,  when  evening  was  come  : 
Let  us  pass  over  to  the  other 
side. 

36  cAnd  sending  away  the 
multitude,  they  take  him  even

38  And  he  was  in  the  hinder 
part  of  the  ship,  sleeping  upon 
a pillow : and  they  awake  him, 
and  say  to  him : Master,  doth  it 
not  concern  thee  that  we  perish? 

39  And  rising  up  he  rebuked 
the  wind,  and  said  to  the  sea : 
Peace,  be  still.  And  the  wind 
ceased ; and  there  was  made  a 
great  calm. 

40  And  he  said  to  them  : Why 
are  you  fearful  ? have  you  not 
faith  yet?  And  they  feared 
exceedingly : and  they  said  one 
to  another  : Who  is  this  (think- 
est  thou)  that  both  wind  and 
sea  obey  him  ? 

CHAP.  V. 

Christ  easts  out  a legion  of  devils:  he 
heals  the  issue  of  blood,  ami  raises 
the  daughter  of  Jairus  to  life. 

AND  <*they  came  over  the 
strait  of  the  sea  into  the 
country  of  the  Gerasens. 

2 And  as  he  went  out  of  the 
ship,  immediately  there  met 
him  out  of  the  monuments  a 
man  with  an  unclean  spirit, 

3 Who  had  his  dwelling  in 
the  tombs,  and  no  man  now 
could  bind  him,  not  even  with 
chains. 

I 4 For  having  been  often 
I bound  with  fetters  and  chains, 
he  had  burst  the  chains,  and 
broken  the  fetters  in  pieces, 
and  no  one  could  tame  him. 

I 5 And  he  was  always  day  and 
night  in  the  monuments  and  in 
the  mountains,  crying  and  cut- 
; ting  himself  with  stones. 
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6 And  seeing  Jesus,  afar  off,  > 
he  ran  and  adored  him. 

7 And  crying  with  a loud 
voice,  he  said  : what  have  I to 
do  with  thee,  Jesus  the  Son  of 
the  most  high  Ood?  I adjure 
thee  by  God  that  thou  torment 
me  not. 

8 For  he  said  unto  him  : Go 
out  of  the  man,  thou  unclean 
spirit 

9 And  he  asked  him : What 
is  thy  name  ? And  he  saith  to 
him : My  name  is  Legion,  for 
we  are  many. 

10  And  he  besought  him 
much,  that  he  would  not  drive 
him  away  out  of  the  country. 

11  And  there  was  there  near 
the  mountain  a great  herd  of 
swine,  feeding. 

12  And  the  spirits  besought 
him.  saying : Send  us  into  the 
swine,  that  we  may  enter  into 
them. 

13  And  Jesus  immediately 
gave  them  leave.  And  the  un- 
clean spirits  going  out,  entered 
into  the  swine:  and  the  herd 
with  great  violence  was  carried 
headlong  into  the  sea,  being 
about  two  thousand,  and  were 
stifled  in  the  sea. 

14  And  they  that  fed  them 
fled,  and  told  it  in  the  city  and 
in  the  fields.  And  they  went  out 
to  see  what  was  done  : 

15  And  they  come  to  Jksus, 
and  they  see  him  that  was 
troubled  with  the  devil,  sitting, 
clothed,  and  well  in  his  wits, 
and  they  were  afraid. 

16  And  they  that  had  seen  it, 
told  them,  in  what  manner  he 
had  been  dealt  with  who  had 
the  devil ; and  concerning  the 
swine. 

17  And  they  began  to  pray 
him  that  he  would  depart  from 
their  coasts. 


18  And  when  he  went  up 
into  the  ship,  he  that  had  been 
troubled  with  the  devil,  began 
to  beseech  him  that  he  might 
be  with  him. 

19  And  he  admitted  him  not, 
but  saith  to  him  : Go  into  thy 
house  to  thy  friends,  and  tell 
them  how  great  things  the  Lord 
hath  done  for  thee,  and  hath 
had  mercy  on  thee. 

20  And  he  went  his  way,  and 
began  to  publish  in  Decapolis 
how  great  things  Jesus  had 
done  for  him  : and  all  men 
wondered. 

21  And  when  Jesus  had 
passed  again  in  the  ship  over 
the  strait,  a great  multitude 
assembled  together  unto  him, 
and  he  was  nigh  unto  the  sea. 

22  aAnd  there  cometh  one 
of  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue 
named  Jairus:  and  seeing  him 
falleth  down  at  his  feet 

23  And  he  besought  him 
much,  saying : My  daughter  is 
at  the  point  of  death,  come,  lay 
thy  hand  upon  her,  that  she 
may  be  safe,  and  may  live. 

24  And  he  went  with  him, 
and  a great  multitude  followed 
him,  and  they  thronged  him. 

25  And  a woman  who  was 
under  an  issue  of  blood  twelve 
years, 

26  And  had  suffered  many 
things  from  many  physicians, 
and  had  spent  all  that  she  had, 
and  was  nothing  the  better,  but 
rather  worse, 

27  When  she  had  heard  of 
Jesus,  came  in  the  crowd  behind 
him,  and  touched  his  garment. 

28  For  she  said : If  I shall 
touch  but  his  garment,  I shall 
be  whole. 

, 29  And  forthwith  the  fountain 
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of  her  blood  was  dried  up,  and 
she  felt  in  her  body  that  she 
was  healed  of  the  evil. 

30  And  immediately  Jesus 
knowing  in  himself  the  virtue 
that  had  proceeded  from  him, 
turning  to  the  multitude,  said  : 
Who  hath  touched  my  gar- 
ments? 

31  And  his  disciples  said  to 

him : Thou  seest  the  multitude 
thronging  thee,  and  sayest  thou 
who  hath  touched  me  ? I 

32  And  he  looked  about  to 
see  her  who  had  done  this. 

33  But  the  woman  fearing 
and  trembling,  knowing  what 
was  done  in  her,  came  and  fell 
down  before  him,  and  told  him 
all  the  truth. 

34  And  he  said  to  her : 
a Daughter,  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole : go  in  peace,  and  be 
thou  whole  of  thy  disease. 

35  While  he  was  yet  speak- 
ing, some  come  from  the  ruler 
of  the  synagogue’s  house,  say- 
ing : Thy  daughter  is  dead : why 
dost  thou  trouble  the  master 
any  farther  ? 

30  But  Jesus  having  heard 
the  word  that  was  spoken,  saith 
to  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  : 
Fear  not.  only  believe. 

37  And  he  adnlitted  not  any 
man  to  follow  him,  but  Peter, 
and  James,  and  John  the 
brother  of  James. 

38  And  they  come  to  the  house 
of  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  ; 
and  he  seeth  a tumult,  and  peo- 
ple weeping  and  wailing  much. 

39  And  going  in,  he  saith  to 
them : Why  make  you  this  a-do, 
and  weep?  the  damsel  is  not 
dead  but  sleepeth. 

40  And  they  laughed  him  to 
scorn.

8 For  leaving  the  command- 
ment of  God,  you  hold  the  tra- 
dition of  men,  the  washings  of 
pots  and  of  cups : and  many 
other  things  you  do  like  to  these. 

9 And  he  said  to  them  : Well 
do  you  make  void  the  com- 
mandment of  God,  that  you 
may  keep  your  own  tradition. 

10  For  Moses  said  : u Honour 
thy  father  and  thy  mother ; and 
b He  that  shall  curse  father  or 
mother , dying  let  him  die. 

11  But  you  say : If  a man  shall 
say  to  his  father  or  mother, 
Corban  (which  is  a gift)  what- 
soever is  from  me,  shall  profit 
thee :

25  For  a woman  as  soon  as  she 
heard  of  him,  whose  daughter 
had  an  unclean  spirit,  came  in, 
and  fell  down  at  his  feet. 

26  For  the  woman  was  a 
gentile,  a Syrophenician  born. 
And  she  besought  him  that  he 
would  cast  forth  the  devil  out 
of  her  daughter. 

27  Who  said  to  her:  Suffer 
first  the  children  to  be  filled  : 
for  it  is  not  good  to  take  the 
bread  of  the  children,  and  cast 
it  to  the  dogs. 

28  But  she  answered  and 
said  to  him : Yea,  Lord : for  the 
whelps  also  eat  under  the  table 
of  the  crumbs  of  the  children. 

29  And  he  said  to  her : For 
this  saying  go  thy  way,  the  devil 
is  gone  out  of  thy  daughter.

5 And  he  asked  them : How 
many  loaves  have  ye?  Who 
said : Seven. 

' 6 And  taking  the  seven  loaves, 

giving  thanks  he  broke,  and 
gave  to  his  disciples  for  to  set 
before  them,  and  they  set  them 
before  the  people. 

7 And  they  had  a few  little 
fishes;  and  he  blessed  them, 
and  commanded  them  to  be  set 
before.them. 

8 And  they  did  eat  and  were 
filled,  and  they  took  up  that 
which  was  left  of  the  fragments, 
seven  baskets. 

I 9 And  they  that  had  eaten 
were  about  four  thousand : and 
he  sent  them  away. 

10  And  immediately  going  up 
into  a ship  with  his  disciples,  he 
came  into  the  parts  of  Dalma- 
nutha. 

11  cAnd  the  Pharisees  came 
forth,  and  began  to  question 
with  him,  asking  him  a sign 
from  heaven,  tempting  him. 

12  And  sighing  deeply  in 
spirit,  he  saith,  Why  doth  this 
generation  ask  a sign?  Amen 
I say  to  you.  If  a sign  shall  be 
given  to  this  generation. 

13  And  leaving  them,  he  went 
up  again  into  the  ship,  and 
passed  to  the  other  side  of  the 
water.

among  four  thousand,  how 
many  baskets  of  fragments  took 
you  up?  And  they  say  to  him, 
Seven. 

21  And  he  said  to  them : How 
do  you  not  yet  understand  ? 

22  And  they  came  to  Beth- 
saida ; and  they  bring  to  him  a 
blind  man,  and  they  besought 
him  that  he  would  touch  him. 

23  And  taking  the  blind  man 
by  the  hand,  he  led  him  out  of 
the  town : and  spitting  upon  his 
eyes,  laying  his  hands  on  him, 
he  asked  him  if  he  saw  any 
thing. 

24  And  looking  up,  he  said  : 
I see  men  as  it  were  trees, 
walking. 

25  After  that  again  he  laid 
his  hands  upon  his  eyes,  and  he 
began  to  see,  and  was  restored, 
so  that  he  saw  all  things  clearly. 

26  And  he  sent  him  into  his

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house,  saying:  Go  into  thy 
house,  and  if  thou  enter  into 
the  town,  tell  nobody. 

27  b And  Jesus  went  out,  and 
his  disciples,  into  the  towns  of 
Ceesarea- Philippi ; and  in  the 
way  he  asked  his  disciples,  say* 
ing  to  them : c Whom  do  men 
say  that  I am  ? 

28  Who  answered  him  saying: 
John  the  Baptist ; but  some 
Elias,  and  others  as  one  of  the 
prophets. 

29  Then  he  saith  to  them : 
But  whom  do  you  say  that  I 
am?  Peter  answering  said  to 
him  : Thou  art  the  Christ. 

30  And  he  strictly  charged 
them  that  they  should  not  tell 
any  man  of  him. 

31  And  he  began  to  teach 
them,  that  the  son  of  man  must 
suffer  many  things,  and  be  re- 
jected by  the  ancients  and  by 
the  high-priests,  and  the  scribes, 
and  be  killed  : and  after  three 
days  rise  again. 

32  And  he  spoke  the  word 
openly.  <*And  Peter  taking 
him,  began  to  rebuke  him. 

33  Who  turning  about  and 
seeing  his  disciples,  threatened 
Peter,  saying:  Go  behind  me, 
satan,  because  thou  savourest 
not  the  things  that  are  of  God, 
but  that  are  of  men. 

34  And  calling  the  multitude 
together  with  his  disciples,  he 
said  to  them  : *Tf  any  man  will 
follow  me,  let  him  deny  him- 
self, and  take  up  his  cross,  and 
follow  me. 

35  /For  whosoever  will  save 
his  life,  shall  lose  it ; and  who- 
soever shall  lose  his  life  for  my 
sake  and  thegospel  shall  save  it. 
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36  For  what  shall  it  profit  a 
man,  if  he  gain  the  whole  world, 
and  suffer  the  loss  of  his  soul? 

37  Or  what  shall  a man  give 
in  exchange  for  his  soul  ? 

38  «For  he  that  shall  be 
ashamed  of  me,  and  of  my 
words  in  this  adulterous  and 
sinful  generation : the  son  of 
man  abo  will  be  ashamed  of 
him,  when  he  shall  come  in  the 
glory  of  his  Father  with  the 
holy  angels. 

39  And  he  said  to  them : 
* Amen  I say  to  you,  that  there 
are  some  of  them  that  stand 
here,  who  shall  not  taste  death, 
till  they  see  the  kingdom  of  God 
coming  in  power. 

CHAP.  IX 

Christ  it  transfigured.  He  casts  out  the 
dumb  spirit.  He  teaches  humility 
and  to  avoid  scandal. 

AND  c after  six  days  Jesus 
taketh  with  him  Peter  and 
James  and  John,  and  leadeth 
them  up  into  an  high  mountain 
apart  by  themselves,  and  was 
transfigured  before  them. 

2  And  his  garments  became 
shining  and  exceeding  white  as 
snow,  so  as  no  fuller  upon  earth 
can  make  white. 

3  And  there  appeared  to  them 
Elias  with  Moses;  and  they 
were  talking  with  Jesus. 

4  And  Peter  answering,  said 
to  Jesus  : Rabbi,  it  is  good  for 
us  to  be  here  ; and  let  us  make 
three  tabernacles,  one  for  thee, 
and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for 
Elias. 

5  For  he  knew  not  what  he 
said ; for  they  were  struck  with 
fear :

8 «*  And  as  they  came  down 
from  the  mountain,  he  charged 
them  not  to  tell  any  man  what 
things  they  had  seen,  till  the 
son  of  man  shall  be  risen  again 
from  the  dead. 

9 And  they  kept  the  word  to 
themselves ; questioning  to- 
gether what  that  should  mean, 
when  he  shall  be  risen  from  the 
dead. 

10  And  they  asked  him,  say- 
ing : « Why  then  do  the  Phari- 
sees and  scribes  say  that  Elias 
must  come  first  ? 

11  Who  answering  said  to 
them  : Elias  when  he  shall  come 
first,  shall  restore  all  things, 
and  as  /it  is  written  of  the  son 
of  man,  that  he  must  suffer 
many  things  and  be  despised. 

12  But  I say  to  you,  that  Elias 
also  is  come  (and  they  have  done 
to  him  whatsoever  they  would) 
as  it  is  written  of  him. 

13  And  coming  to  his  dis- 
ciples, he  saw  a great  multitude 
about  them,  and  the  scribes 
disputing  with  them. 

14  And  presently  all  the  peo- 
ple seeing  Jesus,  was  astonished 
and  struck  with  fear : and  run- 
ning to  him,  they  saluted  him. 

15  And  he  asked  them,  What 
do  you  question  about  among 
you? 

16  ?And  one  of  the  multitude 
answering,  said : Master,  I have 
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followeth  not  us,  and  we  forbad 
him. 

38  But  Jesus  said : Do  not 
forbid  him.  “For  there  is  no 
man  that  doth  a miracle  in  my 
name,  and  can  soon  speak  ill 
of  me. 

39  For  he  that  is  not  against 
you,  is  for  you. 

40  6 For  whosoever  shall  give 
you  to  drink  a cup  of  water  in 
my  name,  because  you  belong 
to  Christ : Amen  I say  to  you, 
he  shall  not  lose  his  reward. 

41  c And  whosoever  shall 
scandalize  one  of  these  little 
ones  that  believe  in  me  : it  were 
better  for  him  that  a millstone 
were  hanged  about  his  neck, 
and  he  were  cast  into  the  sea. 

42  d And  if  thy  hand  scandal- 
ize thee,  cut  it  off : it  is  better  for 
thee  to  enter  into  life,  maimed, 
than  having  two  hands  to  go  into 
hell,  into  unquenchable  fire : 

43  Where  their  worm  dieth 
not,  and  the  Are  is  not  extin- 
guished. 

44  And  if  thy  foot  scandalize 
thee,  cut  it  off.  It  is  better  for 
thee  to  enter  lame  into  life  ever- 
lasting, than  having  two  feet, 
to  be  cast  into  the  hell  of  un-

45  « Where  their  worm  dieth 
not,  and  the  fire  is  not  extin- 
guished. 

40  And  if  thy  eye  scandalize 
thee,  pluck  it  out.  It  is  better 
for  thee  with  one  eye  to  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God,  than 
having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into 
the  hell  of  fire :

27  • And  they  come  again  to 
Jerusalem.  And  when  he  was 
walking  in  the  temple,  there 
come  to  him  the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes  and  the  ancients. 

28  And  they  say  to  him  : By 
what  authority  dost  thou  these 
things?  and  who  hath  given 
thee  this  authority  that  thou 
shouldst  do  these  things  ?

7 Hut  the  husbandmen  said 
one  to  another : This  is  the  heir ; 
come  let  us  kill  him ; and  the 
inheritance  shall  be  ours. 

8 And  laying  hold  on  him 
they  killed  him,  and  cast  him 
out  of  the  vineyard. 

9 What  therefore  will  the  lord 
of  the  vineyard  do?  He  will

And  he  saith  to  them  : Whose 
is  this  image  and  inscription? 
They  say  to  him,  Cesar’s. 

j 17  And  Jesus  answering,  said 
to  them : c Bender  therefore 
to  Cesar  the  things  that  are 
Cesar’s,  and  to  God  the  things 
that  are  God’s.  And  they  mar- 
velled at  him. 

18  dAnd  there  came  to  him 
the  Sadducees,  who  say  there  is 
no  resurrection ; and  they  asked 
him,  saying  : 

19.  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto 
us,  * that  if  any  man’s  brother 
die,  and  leave  his  wife  behind 
him,  and  leave  no  children,  his 
brother  should  take  his  wife  and 
raise  up  seed  to  his  brother.

And  a great 
multitude  heard  him  gladly. 

38  And  he  said  to  them  in 
his  doctrine:  /Beware  of  the 
scribes,  who  love  to  walk  in 
long  robes,  and  to  be  saluted 
in  the  market-place. 

39  And  to  sit  in  the  first 
chairs  in  the  synagogues,  and 
to  have  the  highest  places  at 
suppers : 

40  Who  devour  the  houses  of 
widows  under  the  pretence  of 
long  prayer : these  shall  receive 
greater  judgment.

3  And  as  he  sat  on  the  mount 
of  Olivet  over  against  the  tem- 
ple, Peter  and  James  and  John 
and  Andrew  asked  him  apart : 

4  Tell  us,  when  shall  these 
things  be?  and  what  shall  be 
the  sign  when  all  these  things 
shall  begin  to  be  fulfilled  ? 

5  And  Jesus  answering,  be- 
gan to  say  to  them  : cTake  heed 
lest  any  man  deceive  you. 

6  For  many  shall  come  in  my 
name  saying,  I am  he ; and 
they  shall  deceive  many, 
f And  when  you  shall  hear 


of  wars  and  rumours  of  wars, 
fear  ye  not.  For  such  things 
must  needs  be,  but  the  end  is 
not  yet. 

8 For  nation  shall  rise  against 
nation,  and  kingdom  against 
kingdom,  and  there  shall  be 
earthquakes,  in  divers  places, 
and  famines.  These  things  are 
the  beginning  of  sorrows. 

9 But  look  to  yourselves. 
For  they  shall  deliver  you  up  to 
councils,  and  in  the  synagogues 
you  shall  be  beaten,  and  you 
shall  stand  before  governors 
and  kings  for  my  sake,  for  a 
testimony  unto  them. 

10  And  unto  all  nations  the 
gospel  must  first  be  preached. 

11  d And  when  they  shall 
lead  you  and  deliver  you  up, 
be  not  thoughtful  beforehand 
what  you  shall  speak  ; but 
whatsoever  shall  be  given  you 
in  that  hour,  that  speak  ye. 
For  it  is  not  you  that  speak, 
but  the  Holy  Ghost. 

12  And  the  brother  shall  be- 
tray his  brother  unto  death, 
and  the  father  his  son;  and 
children  shall  rise  up  against 
the  parents,  and  shall  work 
their  death. 

13  And  you  shall  be  hated  by 
all  men  for  my  name’s  sake. 
But  ye  that  shall  endure  unto 
the  end,  he  shall  be  saved. 

14  e And  when  you  shall  see 
the  abomination  of  desolation, 
standing  where  it  ought  not : 
he  that  readeth  let  him  under- 
stand : then  let  them  that  are 
in  Judea,  flee  unto  the  moun- 
tains: 

15  And  let  him  that  is  on  the 
housetop,  not  go  down  into  the 
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house  nor  enter  therein  to  take 
anything  out  of  the  house  : 

16  And  let  him  that  shall  be 
in  the  field,  not  turn  back  to 
take  up  his  garment 

17  And  wo  to  them  that  are 
with  child,  and  that  give  suck 
in  those  days. 

18  But  pray  ye,  that  these 
things  happen  not  in  winter. 

19  For  in  those  days  shall  be 
such  tribulations  as  were  not 
from  the  beginning  of  the  crea- 
tion which  God  created  until 
now,  neither  shall  be. 

20  And  unless  the  Lord  had 
shortened  the  days,  no  flesh 
should  be  saved:  but  for  the 
sake  of  the  elect  which  he  hath 
chosen,  he  hath  shortened  the 
days. 

21  “And  then  if  any  man 
shall  say  to  you,  Lo,  here  is 
Christ ; lo,  he  is  here : do  not 
believe. 

22  For  there  will  rise  up  false 
christs  and  false  prophets,  and 
they  shall  shew  signs  and  won- 
ders, to  seduce  (if  it  were  pos- 
sible) even  the  elect. 

23  Take  you  heed  therefore  ; 
behold  I have  foretold  you  all 
things. 

24  b But  in  those  days,  after 
that  tribulation,  the  sun  shall 
be  darkened,  and  the  moon 
shall  not  give  her  light 

25  And  the  stars  of  heaven 
shall  be  falling  down,  and  the 
powers,  that  are  in  heaven, 
shall  be  moved.

St.  Ldkk  was  a native  of  Antioch,  the  capital  of  Syria  i he  was  try  profession  a 
physician,  and  some  ancient  writers  say,  that  he  was  very  skilful  in  painting.

FORASMUCH  as  many  have 
taken  in  hand  to  set  forth 
in  order  a narration  of  the 
things  that  have  been  accom- 
plished among  us ; 

2  According  as  they  have 
delivered  them  unto  us,  who 
from  the  beginning  were  eye- 
witnesses ana  ministers  of  the 
word :

2 <*And  saw  two  ships  stand- 
ing by  the  lake : but  the  fisher- 
men were  gone  out  of  them  and 
were  washing  their  nets 

3 And  going  up  into  one  of 
the  ships  that  was  Simon’s,  he 
desired  him  to  drawback  a little 
from  the  land.  And  sitting  he 
taught  the  multitudes  out  of 
the  ship. 

4 Now  when  he  had  ceased 
to  speak,  he  said  to  Simon: 
Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and 
let  down  your  nets  for  a draught. 

5 And  Simon  answering,  said 
to  him : Master,  we  have  la- 
boured all  the  night,  and  have 
taken  nothing;  but  at  thy  word 
I will  let  down  the  net. 

6 And  when  they  had  done 
this,  they  enclosed  a very  great 
multitude  of  fishes,  and  their 
net  broke.

12  a And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  he  was  in  a certain  city, 
behold  a man  full  of  leprosy, 
who  seeing  Jesus,  and  falling 
on  his  face,  besought  him,  say- 
ing: Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou' 
canst  make  me  clean. 

13  And  stretching  forth  his 
hand  he  touched  him,  saying : 
I will.  Be  thou  cleansed.  And 
immediately  the  leprosy  de- 
parted from  him. 

14  And  he  charged  him  that 
he  should  tell  no  man,  but,  Go, 
shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  6 and 
offer  for  thy  cleansing  according 
as  Moses  commanded,  for  a tes- 
timony to  them.

19  And  when  they  could  not 
find  by  what  way  they  might 
bring  him  in,  because  of  the 
multitude,  they  went  up  upon 
the  roof,  and  let  him  down 
through  the  tiles  with  his  bed 
into  the  midst  before  Jesus. 

20  Whose  faith  when  he  saw, 
he  said  : Man,  thy  sins  are  for- 
given thee. 

21  And  the  scribes  and  Pha- 
risees began  to  think,  saying :

22  And  when  Jesus  knew 
their  thoughts,  answering  he 
said  to  them : What  is  it  you 
think  in  your  hearts?

24  But  that  you  may  know 
that  the  son  of  man  hath  power 
on  earth  to  forgive  sins  (he 
saith  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy) 
I say  to  thee,  Arise,  take  uptny 
bed,  and  go  into  thy  house. 

25  And  immediately  rising  up 
before  them,  he  took  up  the 
bed  on  which  he  lay  ; and  went 
away  to  his  own  house,  glorify- 
| ing  God. 

26  And  all  were  astonished : 
(and  they  glorified  God.  And 
, they  were  filled  with  fear,  say- 
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ing : We  have  seen  wonderful 
things  to-day. 

27  a And  after  these  things  he 
went  forth,  and  saw  a publican 
named  Levi,  sitting  at  the  re- 
ceipt of  custom,  and  he  said  to 
him  : Follow  me. 

28  And  leaving  all  things,  he 
rose  up  and  followed  him. 

29  And  Levi  made  him  a 
great  feast  in  his  own  house ; 
and  there  was  a great  company 
of  publicans,  and  of  others,  that 
were  at  table  with  him.

shall  they  fast  in  those  days. 

86  And  he  spoke  also  a simi- 
litude to  them:  That  no  man 
putteth  a piece  from  a new  gar- 
ment upon  an  old  garment : 
otherwise  he  both  rendeth  the 
new,  and  the  piece  taken  from 
the  new  agreeth  not  with  the 
old. 


87  And  no  man  putteth  new 
\vine  into  old  bottles:  otherwise 
the  new  wine  will  break  the 
bottles,  and  it  will  be  spilled 
and  the  bottles  will  be  lost. 

38  But  new  wine  must  be 
put  into  new  bottles ; and  both 
are  preserved. 

39  And  no  man  drinking  old, 
hath  presently  a mind  to  new :

28  For  I say  to  you : Amongst 
those  that  are  born  of  women, 
there  is  not  a greater  prophet 
than  John  the  Baptist.  But  he 
that  is  the  lesser  in  the  kingdom 
of  God,  is  greater  than  he. 

29  And  all  the  people  hearing, 
and  the  publicans,  justified  God, 
being  baptized  with  John’s  bap- 
tism. 

30  But  the  Pharisees  and  the 
lawyers  despised  the  counsel  of 
God  against  themselves,  being 
not  baptized  by  him. 

31  AndtheLordsaid:«Where- 
unto  then  shall  I liken  the  men 
of  this  generation?  and  to  what 
are  they  like  ? 

32  They  are  like  to  children 
sitting  in  the  market-place,  and 
speaking  one  to  another,  and 
saying : We  have  piped  to  you, 
and  you  have  not  danced : we 
have  mourned,  and  you  have 
not  wept. 

33  / For  John  the  Baptist 
came  neither  eating  bread  nor 
drinking  wine ; and  you  say : 
He  hath  a devil. 

34  The  son  of  man  is  come 
eating  and  drinking;  and  you

This  man,  if  he  were  a prophet, 
would  know  surely  who  and 
what  manner  of  woman  this  is 
that  toucheth  him,  that  she  is  a 
sinner. 

40  And  Jesus  answering,  said 
to  him : Simon,  I have  some- 
what to  say  to  thee.  But  he 
said : Master,  say  it. 

41  A certain  creditor  had  two 
debtors,  the  one  owed  five  hun- 
dred pence,  and  the  other  fifty. 

42  And  whereas  they  had  not 
wherewith  to  pay,  he  forgave 
them  both.

22  a And  it  came  to  pass  on 
a certain  day,  that  he  went  into 
a little  ship  with  his  disciples, 
and  he  said  to  them  : Let  us  go 
over  to  the  other  side  of  the 
lake.

28  And  when  he  saw  Jesus, 
he  fell  down  before  him ; and 
crying  out  with  a loud  voice,  he 
said : What  have  I to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus,  Son  of  the  most 
high  God  ? I beseech  thee,  do 
not  torment  me.

man.  For  many  times  it  seized 
him,  and  he  was  bound  with 
chains,  and  kept  in  fetters ; and 
breaking  the  bonds  he  was 
driven  by  the  devil  into  the 
deserts. 

30  And  Jesus  asked  him, 
saying:  What  is  thy  name? 
But  he  said  : Legion  ; because 
many  devils  were  entered  into 
him. 

i 31  And  they  besought  him 
that  he  would  not  command 
them  to  go  into  the  abyss. 

32  And  there  was  there  a 
herd  of  many  swine  feeding  on 
the  mountain ; and  they  be- 
sought him  that  he  would  suffer 
them  to  enter  into  them.  And 
he  suffered  them. 

33  The  devils  therefore  went 
out  of  the  man,  and  entered 
into  the  swine;  and  the  herd 
ran  violently  down  a steep  place 
into  the  lake,  and  was  stifled. 

34  Which  when  they  that  fed 
them  saw  done,  they  fled,  and 
told  it  in  the  city  and  in  the 
villages. 

35  And  they  went  out  to  see 
what  was  done  ; and  they  came 
to  Jesus,  and  found  the  man, 
out  of  whom  the  devils  were 
departed,  sitting  at  his  feet, 
clothed,  and  in  his  right  mind, 
and  they  were  afraid. 

30  And  they  also  that  had 
seen  told  them  how  he  had  been 
healed  from  the  legion. 

37  And  all  the  multitude  of 
the  country  of  the  Gerasens  be- 
sought him  to  depart  from  them ; 
for  they  were  taken  with  great 
fear  And  he  going  up  iuto  the 
ship  returned  hack  again. 

38  Now  the  man,  out  of 
whom  the  devils  were  departed, 
besought  him  that  he  might  be

lishing how  great  things  Jesus 
had  done  to  him. 

40  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
when  Jesus  was  returned,  the 
multitude  received  him : for 
they  were  all  waiting  for  him. 

41  “And  behold  there  came 
a man  whose  name  was  Jairus, 
and  he  was  a ruler  of  the  syna- 
gogue : and  he  fell  down  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus,  beseeching  him 
that  he  would  come  into  his

42  For  he  had  an  only  daugh- 
ter almost  twelve  years  old  and 
she  was  dying.  And  it  hap- 
pened, as  he  went,  that  he  was 
thronged  by  the  multitudes. 

43  And  there  was  a certain 
woman  having  an  issue  of 
blood  twelve  years,  who  had 
bestowed  all  her  substance  on 
physicians,  and  could  not  be 
healed  by  any : 

44  She  came  behind  him,  and 
touched  the  hem  of  his  gar- 
ment; and  immediately  the 
issue  of  her  blood  stopped. 

45  And  Jesus  said : Who  is 
it  that  touched  me?  And  all 
denying,  Peter  and  they  that 
were  with  him  said : Master, 
the  multitudes  throng  and  press 
thee,  and  dost  thou  say,  Who 
touched  me? 

46  And  Jesus  said : Some- 
body hath  touched  me ; for  I 
know  that  virtue  is  gone  out 
from  me. 

47  And  the  woman  seeing 
that  she  was  not  hid,  came 
trembling,  and  fell  down  before

| his  feet : and  declared  before  all 
I the  people  for  what  cause  she 
i had  touched  him,  and  how  she 
was  immediately  healed. 

48  But  he  said  to  her : 
Daughter,  thy  faith  hath  made 
thee  whole ; go  thy  way  in 
peace. 

49  As  he  was  yet  speaking, 
there  cometh  one  to  the  ruler 
of  the  synagogue,  saying  to 
him : Thy  daughter  is  dead ; 
trouble  him  not 

50  And  JB8US  hearing  this 
word,  answered  the  father  of 
the  maid  : Fear  not ; believe 
only,  and  she  shall  be  safe. 

51  And  when  he  was  come  to 
the  house,  he  suffered  not  any 
man  to  go  in  with  him,  but 
Peter,  and  James,  and  John, 
and  the  father  and  mother  of 
the  maiden. 

52  And  all  wept  and  mourned 
for  her.  But  he  said : Weep 
not ; the  maid  is  not  dead,  but 
sleepeth. 

i 53  And  they  laughed  him  to 
scorn,  knowing  that  she  was 
| dead. 

I 54  But  he  taking  her  by  the 
1 hand,  cried  out,  saying : Maid, 
arise. 

[ 55  And  her  spirit  returned, 

and  she  rose  immediately.  And 
he  bid  them  give  her  to  eat 

66  And  her  parents  were 
astonished,  whom  he  charged 
to  tell  no  man  what  was  done. 

CHAP  IX. 

Christ  semis  forth  his  apostles:  feeds 
five  thousand  with  five  loaves  is 
transfigured,  and  casts  out  a devil. 

THEN  b calling  together  the 
twelve  apostles,  he  gave 
them  power  and  authority  over 
all  devils,  and  to  cure  diseases. 

b Mutt  W.  L Hark  3.  1&. 
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2  And  he  sent  them  to  preach 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  to 
heal  the  sick. 

3  "And  he  said  to  them  :Take  no- 
thing for  your  journey,  neither 
staff,  nor  scrip,  nor  bread,  nor 
money,  neither  have  two  coats. 

4  And  whatsoever  house  you 
shall  enter  into,  abide  there, 
and  depart  not  from  thence. 

6  And  whosoever  will  not  re- 
ceive you,  *>when  ye  go  out  of 
that  city,  shake  off  even  the 
dust  of  your  feet  for  a testi- 
mony against  them 

6 And  going  out  they  went 
about  through  the  towns, 
preaching  the  gospel  and  heal- 
ing everywhere. 

7 e Now  Herod  the  tetrarch 
heard  of  all  things  that  were 
done  by  him  ; and  he  was  in  a 
doubt  because  it  was  said 

8 By  some,  that  John  was 
risen  from  the  dead : but  by 
other  some,  that  Elias  hath 
appeared ; and  by  others,  that 
one  of  the  old  prophets  was 
risen  again 

9 And  Herod  said  : John  I 
have  beheaded ; but  who  is  this 
of  whom  I hear  such  things? 
And  he  sought  to  see  him. 

10  And  the  apostles,  when 
they  were  returned,  told  him 
all  they  had  done  : and  taking 
them  he  went  aside  into  a de- 
sert place  apart,  which  belong- 
eth  to  Betlisaida. 

11  Which  when  the  people 
knew  they  followed  him,  and 
he  received  them,  and  spoke  to 
them  of  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  healed  them  who  had  need 
of  healing. 

12  Now  the  day  began  to 
decline.  And  the  twelve  came 
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and  said  to  him : d Send  away 
the  multitude,  that  going  into 
the  towns  and  villages  round 
about,  they  may  lodge  and  get 
victuals ; for  we  are  here  in  a 
desert  place.  . 

13  But  he  said  to  them : Give 
you  them  to  eat.  And  they 
said  : • We  have  no  more  than 
five  loaves  and  two  fishes : un- 
less  perhaps  we  should  go  and 
buy  food  for  all  this  multitude 

14  Now  there  were  about  five 
thousand  men  And  he  said  to 
his  disciples : Make  them  sit 
down  by  fifties  in  a company. 

15  And  they  did  so.  And 
made  them  all  sit  down. 

16  And  taking  the  five  loaves 
and  the  two  fishes,  he  looked 
up  to  heaven,  and  blessed  them: 
nnd  he  broke,  and  distributed 
to  his  disciples,  to  set  before 
the  multitude. 

17  And  they  did  all  eat,  and 
were  filled  And  there  were 
taken  up  of  fragments  that  re- 
mained to  them,  twelve  baskets. 

18  / And  it  came  to  pass ; as 
he  was  alone  praying,  his  dis- 
ciples also  were  with  him  : and 
he  asked  them,  saying : Whom 
do  the  people  say  that  I am  ? 

19  But  they  answered,  and 
said:  John  the  Baptist;  but 
some  say  Elias  ; and  others  say 
that  one  of  the  former  prophets 
is  risen  again 

20  And  he  said  to  them : But 
whom  do  you  say  that  I am? 
Simon  Peter  answering,  said : 
The  Christ  of  God. 

21  But  he  strictly  charging 
them,  commanded  they  should 
tell  this  to  no  man, 

22  Saying : 9 The  son  of  man 


d Matt.  14. 15.  Mark  6 SG  — * John  6. 
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must  suffer  many  things,  and 
be  rejected  by  the  ancients  and 
chief  priests  and  scribes,  and  be 
killed,  and  the  third  day  rise 
again. 

. 23  “And  he  said  to  all:  If 
any  man  will  come  after  me, 
let  him  deny  himself  and  take 
up  his  cross  daily,  and  follow 
me. 

24  * For  whosoever  will  save 
his  life,  shall  lose  it ; for  he  that 
shall  lose  his  life  for  my  sake, 
shall  save  it. 

25  For  what  is  a man  advan- 
taged, if  he  gain  the  whole 
world,  and  lose  himself,  and 
cast  away  himself? 

26  cFor  he  that  shall  be 
ashamed  of  me  and  of  my 
words,  of  him  the  son  of  man 
shall  be  ashamed  when  he  shall 
come  in  his  majesty,  and  that 
of  his  Father,  and  of  the  holy 
Angels. 

27  d But  I tell  you  of  a truth  : 
There  are  some  standing  here 
that  shall  not  taste  death  till  j 
they  see  the  kingdom  of  God.  | 

28  • And  it  came  to  pass  about 
eight  days  after  these  words, 
that  he  took  Peter  and  James 
and  John,  and  went  up  into  a 
mountain  to  pray 

29  And  whilst  he  prayed,  the 
shape  of  his  countenance  was 
altered,  and  his  raiment  be- 
came white  and  glittering. 

30  And  behold  two  men  were 
talking  with  him.  And  they 
were  Moses  and  Elias, 

31  Appearing  in  majesty.  And 
they  spoke  of  his  decease  that  he 
should  accomplish  in  Jerusalem. 

32  But  Peter  and  they  that 
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were  with  him  were  heavy  with 
sleep.  And  waking,  they  saw 
his  glory,  and  the  two  men  that 
stood  with  him. 

33  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
as  they  were  departing  from 
him,  Peter  saith  to  Jesus  : 
Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be 
here ; and  let  us  make  three 
tabernacles,  one  for  thee,  and 
one  for  Moses,  and  one  for 
Elias:  not  knowing  what  he 
said. 

34  And  as  he  spoke  these 
things  there  came  a cloud,  and 
overshadowed  them  : and  they 
were  afraid,  when  they  entered 
I into  the  cloud. 

i 35  And  a voice  came  out  of 
the  cloud,  saying : /This  is  my 
beloved  Son,  hear  him. 

36  And  whilst  the  voice  was 
uttered,  Jf.sus  was  found  alone 
And  they  held  their  peace,  and 
told  no  man  in  those  dnys  any 
of  these  things  which  they  had 
seen. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass  the 
day  following,  when  they  came 
down  from  the  mountain,  there 
met  him  a great  multitude 

38  v And  behold  a man  among 
the  crowd  cried  out,  saying: 
Master,  I beseech  thee,  look 
upon  my  son,  because  he  is  my 
only  one. 

! 39  And  lo,  a spirit  seizeth 

him,  and  he  suddenly  crieth 
1 out,  and  he  throweth  him  down 
and  teareth  him  so  that  he 
foameth,  and  bruising  him  he 
hardly  departeth  from  him. 

40  And  I desired  thy  disciples 
to  cast  him  out,  and  they  could 
not. 

41  And  Jesus  answering  said: 
0 faithless  and  perverse  genera- 
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tion,  how  long  shall  I be  with ; 

a and  suffer  you?  Bring 
er  thy  son. 

42  And  as  he  was  coming  to 
him,  the  devil  threw  him  down 
and  tore  him. 

43  And  Jbsus  rebuked  the 
unclean  spirit,  and  cured  the 
boy,  and  restored  him  to  his 
father. 

44  And  all  were  astonished  at 
the  mighty  power  of  God  : but 
while  all  wondered  at  all  the 
things  he  did,  he  said  to  his 
disciples : Lay  you  up  in  your 
hearts  these  words,  for  it  shall 
come  to  pa 88  that  the  son  of 
man  shall  be  delivered  into  the 
hands  of  men. 

45  But  they  understood  not 
this  word,  and  it  was  hid  from 
them,  so  that  they  perceived  it 
not.  And  they  were  afraid  to 
ask  him  concerning  this  word. 

46  “And  there  entered  a 
thought  into  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  greater. 

47  But  Jesus  seeing  the 
thoughts  of  their  heart,  took 
a child  and  set  him  by  him.

22  And  he  said  to  his  dis- 
ciples : Therefore  I say  to  you, 
• be  not  solicitous  for  your  life 
what  you  shall  eat ; uor  for  your 
body,  what  you  shall  put  on 

23  The  life  is  more  than  the 
meat,  and  the  body  is  more  than 
the  raiment 

24  Consider  the  ravens,  for 
they  sow  not,  neither  do  they 
reap,  neither  have  they  store 
house  nor  barn,  and  God  feed- 
eth  them.  How  much  are  you 
more  valuable  than  they  ? 

25  And  which  of  you  by  taking 
thought  can  add  to  his  stature 
one  cubit? 

20  If  then  ye  be  not  able  to 
do  so  much  as  the  least  thing, 
why  are  you  solicitous  for  the 
rest? 

27  Consider  the  lilies  how 
they  grow : they  labour  not, 
neither  do  they  spi  n But  I say 
to  you,  not  even  Solomon  in  all 
bis  glory  was  clothed  like  one 
of  these. 

28  Now  if  God  clothe  in  this 
manner  the  grass  that  is  to-day 
in  the  field,  and  to-morrow  is 
cast  into  the  oven  ; how  much 
more  you,  0 ye  of  little  faith  ? 

29  And  seek  not  you  what 
you  shall  eat,  or  what  you  shall 
drink : and  be  not  lifted  up  on 
high. 

30  For  all  these  things  do  the 
nations  of  the  world  seek.  But 
your  Father  knoweth  that  you 
have  need  of  these  things. 

31  But  seek  ye  first  the  king- 
dom of  God  and  his  justice,  and 
all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you. 

32  Fear  not,  little  flock,  for

it  hath  pleased  your  Father  to 
give  you  a kingdom 

33  b Sell  what  you  possess, 
and  give  alms.  Malfe  to  your- 
selves bags  which  grow  not  old, 
ca  treasure  in  heaven  which 
faileth  not:  where  no  thief 
approacheth,  nor  moth  cor- 
rupteth. 

34  For  where  your  treasure 
is,  there  will  your  heart  be 
also. 

85  Let  your  loins  be  girt,  and 
lamps  burning  in  your  hands. 

30  And  you  yourselves  like 
to  men  who  wait  for  their  lord, 
when  he  shall  return  from  the 
wedding : that  when  he  cometh 
and  knoeketh,  they  may  open 
to  him  immediately. 

37  Blessed  are  those  servants, 
whom  the  Lord  when  he  com- 
eth, shall  find  watching.  Amen 
I say  to  you,  that  he  will  gird 
himself,  and  make  them  sit 
down  to  meat,  and  passing  will 
minister  unto  them. 

38  And  if  he  shall  come  in  the 
second  watch,  or  come  in  the 
third  watch,  and  find  them  so, 
blessed  are  those  servants. 

39  dBut  this  know  ye,  that 
if  the  householder  did  know  at 
what  hour  the  thief  woul  d come, 
he  wquld  surely  watch,  and 
would  not  suffer  his  house  to 
be  broken  open. 

40  Be  you  then  also  ready: 
«for  at  what  hour  you  think 
not,  the  son  of  man  will  come. 

41  And  Peter  said  to  him: 
Lord,  dost  thou  speak  this  par- 
able to  us,  or  likewise  to  all? 

42  And  the  Lord  said : Who 
(thinkest  thou)  is  the  faithful 
and  wise  steward,  whom  his  lord 
setteth  over  his  family,  to  give 
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them  their  measure  of  wheat  in 
due  season  ? 

43  Blessed  is  that  servant, 
whom  when  his  lord  shall  come 
he  shall  find  so  doing. 

44  Verily  I say  to  you,  he 
will  set  him  over  all  that  he 
possesseth. 

45  But  if  that  servant  shall 
say  in  his  heart,  My  lord  is  long 
a coming ; and  shall  begin  to 
strike  the  men-servants  and 
maid-servants,  and  to  eat  and 
to  drink,  and  be  drunk  : 

46  The  lord  of  that  servant 
will  come  in  the  day  that  he 
hopeth  not,  and  at  the  hour  that 
he  knoweth  not,  and  shall  sepa- 
rate him,  and  shall  appoint  him 
his  portion  with  unbelievers. 

47  And  that  servant  who 
knew  the  will  of  his  lord,  and 
prepared  not  himself \ and  did 
not  according  to  his  will,  shall 
be  beaten  with  many  stripes. 

48  But  he  that  knew  not  and 
did  things  worthy  of  stripes, 
shall  be  beaten  with  few  stripes. 
And  unto  whomsoever  much  is 
given,  of  him  much  shall  be  re- 
quired : and  to  whom  they  have 
committed  much,  of  him  they 
will  demand  the  more. 

49  I am  come  to  cast  fire  on 
the  earth  ; and  what  will  I but 
that  it  be  kindled  ? 

50  And  I have  a baptism, 
wherewith  I am  to  be  baptized : 
and  how  am  I straitened  until 
it  be  accomplished. 

51  a Think  ye  that  I am  come 
to  give  peace  on  earth  ? I tell 
you  no,  but  separation. 

52  For  there  shall  be  from 
henceforth  five  in  one  house 
divided ; three  against  two,  and 
two  against  three. 

53  The  father  shall  he  divided 


against  the  son,  and  the  son 
against  his  father,  the  mother 
against  the  daughter,  and  the 
daughter  against  the  mother, 
the  mother-in-law  against  her 
daughter-in-law, and  the  daugh- 
ter-in-law against  her  mother- 
in-law. 

54  *>And  he  said  also  to  the 
multitudes : When  you  see  a 
cloud  rising  from  the  west,  pre- 
sently you  say:  A shower  is 
coming ; and  so  it  happeneth  : 
66  And  when  ye  see  the  south 
wind  blow,  you  say : There  will 
be  heat ; and  it  cometh  to  pass. 

56  You  hypocrites,  you  know 
how  to  discern  the  face  of  the 
heaven  and  of  the  earth : but 
how  is  it  that  you  do  not  discern 
this  time  ? 

57  And  why  even  of  your- 
selves do  you  not  judge  that 
which  is  just? 

58  cAnd  when  thou  goest 
with  thy  adversary  to  the 
prince,  whilst  thou  art  in  the 
way  endeavour  to  be  delivered 
from  him : lest  perhaps  he 
draw  thee  to  the  judge,  and 
the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the 
exacter,  and  the  exacter  cast 
thee  into  prison. 

59  I say  to  thee,  thou  shalt 
not  go  out  thence,  until  thou 
pay  the  very  last  mite.

A certain  man  had  a fig-tree 
planted  in  his  vineyard,  and  he 
came  seeking  fruit  on  it,  and 
found  none. 

7 And  he  said  to  the  dresser 
of  the  vineyard : Behold  for 
these  three  years  I come  seek- 
ing fruit  on  this  fig-tree,  and  I 
find  none.  Cut  it  down  there- 
fore; why  cumbereth  it  the 
ground? 

8 But  he  answering  said  to 
him : Lord,  let  it  alone  this 
year  also,  until  I dig  about  it, 
and  dung  it. 

9 And  if  happily  it  bear  fruit: 
but  if  not,  then  after  that  thou 
shalt  cut  it  down. 

10  And  he  was  teaching  in 
their  synagogue  on  their  sab- 
bath. 

/^\  And  behold  there  was  a 
/woman  who  had  a spirit  of 
infirmity  eighteen  years  : and 
she  was  bowed  together,  neither 
could  she  look  upwards  at  all. 

12  Whom  when  Jesus  saw, 
he  called  her  unto  him,  and 
said  to  her : Woman,  thou  art 
delivered  from  thy  infirmity. 

13  And  he  laid  his  hands 
upon  her,  and  immediately  she 
was  made  straight,  and  glori- 
fied God.

28  For  which  of  you  having 
a mind  to  build  a tower,  doth 
not  first  sit  down  and  reckon 
the  charges  that  are  necessary, 
whether  he  have  wherewithal 
to  finish  it : 

29  Lest  after  he  hath  laid  the 
foundation,  and  is  not  able  to 
finish  it,  all  that  see  it  begin  to 
mock  him, 

30  Saying:  This  man  began 
to  build,  and  was  not  able  to 
finish. 

31  Or  what  king  about  to  go 
to  make  war  against  another 
king,  doth  not  first  sit  down 
and  think  whether  he  be  able 
with  ten  thousand  to  meet  him 
that  with  twenty  thousand 
cometh  against  him? 

32  Or  else  whilst  the  other  is 
yet  afar  off,  sending  an  embassy, 
he  desireth  conditions  of  peace. 

33  So  likewise  every  one  of 
you  that  doth  not  renounce  all 
that  he  possesseth,  cannot  be 
my  disciple.

35  It  is  neither  profitable  for 
the  land,  nor  for  the  dunghill, 
but  shall  be  cast  out.  He  that 
hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

CHAP.  XV. 

The  parable » of  the  lost  sheep,  and  of 
the  prodigal  son. 

"VTOW  the  publicans  and  sin- 
11  ners  drew  near  unto  him 
to  hear  him. 

2 And  the  Pharisees  and  the 
scribes  murmured,  saying:  This 
man  receiveth  sinners,  and  eat- 
eth  with  them. 

3 And  he  spoke  to  them  this 
parable,  saying: 

4 dWhat  man  of  you  that 
hath  an  hundred  sheep : and  if 
he  shall  lose  one  of  them,  doth 
he  not  leave  the  ninety-nine  in 
the  desert,  and  go  after  that 
which  was  lost  until  he  find 
it? 

5 And  when  he  hath  found 
it,  lay  it  upon  his  shoulders, 
rejoicing : 

6 And  coming  home  call 
together  his  friends  and  neigh- 
bours, saying  to  them  : Rejoice 
with  me,  because  I have  found 
my  sheep  that  was  lost  ? 

7 I say  to  you,  that  even  so 
there  shall  be  joy  in  heaven 
upon  one  sinner  that  doth 
penance,  more  than  upon 
ninety-nine  just  who  need  not 
penance. 

8 Or  what  woman  having  ten 
groats : if  she  lose  one  groat 
doth  not  light  a candle  and 
sweep  the  house  and  seek  dili- 
gently, until  she  find  it? 

9 And  when  she  hath  found 
it,  call  together  her  friends  and 
neighbours,  saying:  Rejoice 
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with  me,  because  I have  found  [ 
the  groat  which  I had  lost 

10  So  I say  to  you,  there  1 
shall  be  joy  before  the  Angels 
of  God  upon  one  sinner  doing 
penance. 

11  And  he  said : A certain 
man  had  two  sons ; 

12  And  the  younger  of  them 
said  to  his  father : Father,  give 
me  the  portion  of  substance 
that  f ftlleth  to  me.  And  he  di- 
vided unto  them  his  substance. 

IS  And  not  many  days  after, 
the  younger  son  gathering  all 
together,  went  abroad  into  a 
far  country : and  there  wasted 
his  substance  living  riotously. 

14  And  after  he  had  spent 
all,  there  came  a mighty  famine 
in  that  country,  and  he  began 
to  be  in  want. 

15  And  he  went,  and  cleaved 

to  one  of  the  citizens  of  that 
country.  And  he  sent  him  into 
his  farm  to  feed  swine.  I 

16  And  he  would  fain  have  1 

filled  his  belly  with  the  husks 
the  swine  did  eat : and  no  man  i 
gave  unto  him.  i 

17  And  returning  to  himself, ' 

he  said : How  many  hired  ser- | 
vants  in  my  fathers  house 
abound  with  bread,  and  1 here 
perish  with  hunger  ? ' 

18  I will  arise,  and  will  go  to ; 
my  father,  and  say  to  him  : 
Father,  I have  sinned  against 
heaven,  and  before  thee : 

19  I am  not  now  worthy  to 
be  called  thy  son  : make  me  as 
one  of  thy  hired  servants. 

20  And  rising  up  he  came  to 
his  father.  And  when  he  was 
yet  a great  way  off,  his  father 

CHAP  XV.  Ver.  10.  Before  the 
Angels.  By  this  it  it  plain  that  the 
spirits  in  heaven  have  a concern  for 
us  below,  and  a joy  at  oar  repentance, 
and  consequently  a knowledge  of  it 
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saw  him,  and  was  moved  with 
compassion,  and  running  to 
him,  fell  upon  his  neck  and 
kissed  him.

24  Because  this  my  son  was 
dead,  and  is  come  to  life  again : 
was  lost,  and  is  found.  And 
they  began  to  be  merry. 

25  Now  his  elder  son  was  in 
the  field,  and  when  he  came 
and  drew  nigh  to  the  house,  he 
heard  music  and  dancing  : 

26  And  he  called  one  of  the 
servants,  and  asked  what  these 
things  meant. 

27  And  he  said  to  him  : Thy 
brother  is  come,  and  thy  father 
hath  killed  the  fatted  calf,  be- 
cause he  hath  received  him 
safe. 

28  And  he  was  angry,  and 
would  not  go  in.  His  father 
therefore  coming  out  began  to 
entreat  him. 

29  And  he  answering,  said  to 
his  father : Behold,  for  so  many 
years  do  1 serve  thee,  and  I 
nave  never  transgressed  thy 
commandment,  and  yet  thou 
hast  never  given  me  a kid  to 
make  merry  with  my  friends : 

30  But  as  soon  as  this  thy  son 
is  come,  who  hath  devoured  his 
substance  with  harlots,  thou 
hast  killed  for  him  the  fatted 
calf. 

31  But  he  said  to  him : Son, 
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thou  art  always  with  me,  and 
all  I have  is  thine. 

32  But  it  was  fit  that  we 
should  make  merry  and  be  glad, 
for  this  thy  brother  was  dead, 
and  is  come  to  life  again ; he 
was  lost,  and  is  found. 

CHAP.  XVI. 

The  parable  of  the  unjust  steward  : of 
the  rich  man  and  Lazarus. 

AND  he  said  also  to  his  disci- 
ples: There  was  a certain 
rich  man  who  had  a steward  : 
and  the  same  was  aocused  unto 
him,  that  he  had  wasted  his 
goods 

2  And  he  called  him,  and 
said  to  him : How  is  it  that  I 
hear  this  of  thee?  give  an  ac- 
count of  thy  stewardship : for 
now  thou  canst  be  steward  no 
longer. 

3  And  the  steward  said  with- 
in himself:  What  shall  I do, 
because  my  lord  taketh  away 
from  me  the  stewardship  ? To 
dig  I am  not  able ; to  beg  I am 
ashamed. 

4  I know  what  I will  do,  that 
when  I shall  be  removed  from 
the  stewardship,  they  may  re- 
ceive me  into  their  houses. 

6  Therefore  calling  together 
every  one  of  his  lord’s  debtors, 
he  said  to  the  first : How  much 
dost  thou  owe  my  lord? 

6 But  he  said  : An  hundred 
barrels  of  oil.  And  he  said  to 
him : Take  thy  bill  and  sit  down 
quickly,  and  write  fifty. 

7  Then  he  said  to  another: 
And  how  much  dost  thou  owe? 
Who  said:  An  hundred  quarters 
of  wheat.  He  said  to  him  : 
Take  thy  bill,  and  write  eighty. 

8  And  tne  lord  commended 
the  unjust  steward,  forasmuch 
as  he  had  done  wisely : for  the 
children  of  this  world  are  wiser 
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in  their  generation  than  the 
children  of  light. 

9 And  I say  to  you : Make 
unto  you  friends  of  the  mam- 
mon of  iniquity,  that  when  you 
shall  fail  they  may  receive  you 
into  everlasting  dwellings. 

10  He  that  is  faithful  in  that 
which  is  least,  is  faithful  also 
in  that  which  is  greater:  and 
he  that  is  unjust  in  that  which 
is  little,  is  unjust  also  in  that 
which  is  greater. 

11  If  then  you  have  not  been 
faithful  in  the  unjust  mammon; 
who  will  trust  you  with  that 
which  is  the  true  ? 

12  And  if  you  have  not  been 
faithful  in  that  which  is  an- 
other’s ; who  will  give  you  that 
which  is  your  own  ? 

13  a No  servant  can  serve  two 
masters,  for  either  he  will  hate 
the  one,  and  love  the  other : 
or  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and 
despise  the  other.  You  cannot 
serve  God  and  mammon. 

14  Now  the  Pharisees  who 
were  covetous,  heard  all  these 
things : and  they  derided  him. 

16  And  he  said  to  them : You 
are  they  who  justify  yourselves 
before  men,  but  God  knoweth 
your  hearts  ; for  that  which  is 
high  to  men  is  an  abomination 
before  God.

20  And  there  was  a certain 
beggar  named  Lazarus,  who  lay 
at  his  gate,  full  of  sores, 

21  Desiring  to  be  filled  with 
the  crumbs  that  fell  from  the 
rich  man’s  table,  and  no  one 
did  give  him;  moreover  the 
dogs  came  and  licked  his  sores. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
the  beggar  died,  and  was  carried 
by  the  Angels  into  Abraham’s 
bosom.  And  the  rich  man  also 
died : and  he  was  buried  in  hell. 

23  And  lifting  up  his  eyes 
when  he  was  in  torments,  he 
saw  Abraham  afar  off,  and  La- 
zarus in  his  bosom :

Father  Abraham,  have  mercy 
on  me,  and  send  Lazarus  that 
he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger 
in  water,  to  cool  my  tongue,  for 
I am  tormented  in  this  flame. 

25  And  Abraham  said  to  him : 
Son,  remember  that  thou  didst

48  And  Jesus  said  to  him: 
Judas,  dost  thou  betray  the  son 
of  man  with  a kiss  ? 

49  And  they  that  were  about 
him,  seeing  what  would  follow, 
said  to  him:  Lord,  shall  we 
strike  with  the  sword? 

60  And  one  of  them  struck 
the  servant  of  the  high-priest, 
and  cut  off  his  right  ear. 

61  But  Jesus  answering,  said: 
Suffer  ye  thus  far.  And  when 
he  had  touched  his  ear,  he 
healed  him. 

62  And  Jesus  said  to  the  chief 
priests,  and  magistrates  of  the 
temple,  and  the  ancients  that 
were  come  unto  him : Are 
you  come  out,  as  it  were

56  Whom  when  a certain  ser- 
vant-maid had  seen  sitting  at 
the  light,  and  had  earnestly 
beheld  him,  she  said : This 
man  also  was  with  him. 

57  But  he  denied  him,  saying :

another  seeing  him,  said  : Thou 
also  art  one  of  them  But  Peter 
said  : O man,  I am  not.  1 

59  c And  after  the  space  as  it 
were  of  one  hour,  another  cer- 
tain man  affirmed,  saying  : Of  a

And  Peter 
remembered  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  as  be  had  said : d Before 
the  cock  crow,  thou  ahalt  deny 
me  thrice. 

62  And  Peter  going  out  wept 
bitterly. 

63  And  the  men  that  held 
him,  mocked  him,  and  struck 

him. 

64  And  they  blindfoldecr  Aim, 
and  smote  his  face.  And  they 
asked  him,  saying:  Prophesy, 
who  is  it  that  struck  thee  ? 

65  And  blaspheming,  many 
other  things  they  said  against 
him. 

66  ♦‘And  as  soon  as  it  was 
day,  the  ancients  of  the  people, 
and  the  chief  priests,  and  scribes 
came  together, and  they  brought 
him  into  their  council,  saying : 
If  thou  be  the  Christ,  tell  us. 

67  And  he  said  to  them : If 
I shall  tell  you,  you  will  not 
believe  me : 

68  And  if  I shall  also  ask  you, 
you  will  not  answer  me,  nor  let 
me  go. 

69  But  hereafter  the  son  of 
man  shall  be  sitting  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  power  of  God. 

70  Then  said  they  all : Art 
thou  then  the  Son  of  God?  Who 
said*:  You  say  that  I am. 

71  And  they  said : What  need 
we  any  farther  testimony  ? For 
we  ourselves  have  heard  it  from 
his  own  mouth.

AND  the  whole  multitude  of 
them  rising  up,  led  him  to 
Pilate. 

2  And  they  began  to  accuse 
him,  saying:  We  have  found 
this  man  perverting  our  nation, 
« and  forbidding  to  give  tribute 
to  Cesar,  and  saying  that  he  is 
Christ  the  king. 

3  b And  Pilate  asked  him, 
saying:  Art  thou  the  king  of 
the  Jews  ? But  he  answering, 
said  : Thou  sayest  it. 

4  And  Pilate  said  to  the  chief 

friests  and  to  the  multitudes  : 
find  no  cause  in  this  man. 

5  But  they  were  more  earnest, 
saying : He  stirreth  up  the  peo- 
le,  teaching  throughout  all 
udea,  beginning  from  Galilee 
to  this  place. 

6  But  Pilate  hearing  Galilee, 
asked  if  the  man  were  of  Gali- 
lee? 

7  And  when  he  understood 
that  he  was  of  Herod’s  juris- 
diction, he  sent  him  away  to 
Herod,  who  was  also  himself  at 
Jerusalem  in  those  days. 

8  And  Herod  seeing  Jksus, 
was  very  glad,  for  he  was  de- 
sirous of  a long  time  to  see  him, 
because  he  had  heard  many 
things  of  him : and  he  hoped  to 
see  some  sign  wrought  by  him. 

9  And  he  questioned  him  in 
many  words.  But  he  answered 
him  nothing. 

10  And  the  chief  priests  and 
the  scribes  stood  by,  earnestly 
accusing  him. 

11  And  Herod  with  his  army 
set  him  at  nought : and  mocked 
him,  putting  on  him  a white

| 12  And  Herod  and  Pilate  were

13  And  Pilate  calling  together 
the  chief  priests,  and  the  magis- 
trates, and  the  people, 

14  Said  to  them : You  have 
presented  unto  me  this  man,  as 
one  that  perverteth  the  people, 

1 and  behold  I,  having  examined 
him  before  you,  c find  no  cause 
in  this  man  in  those  things 
wherein  you  accuse  him. 

15  No,  nor  Herod  neither. 
For  I sent  you  to  him,  and  be- 
hold nothing  worthy  of  death 
is  done  to  him. 

16  I will  chastise  him  there- 
fore, and  release  him. 

17  Now  of  necessity  he  was 
to  release  unto  them  one  upon 
the  feast-day. 

18  But  the  whole  multitude 
together  cried  out,  saying : 
Away  with  this  man,  and  re- 
lease unto  us  Barabbas. 

19  Who  for  a certain  sedition 
made  in  the  city,  and  for  a mur- 

j der,  was  cast  into  prison. 

I 20  And  Pilate  again  spoke  to 
them,  desiring  to  release  Jesus. 

21  But  they  cried  again,  say- 
ing : Crucify  him,  crucify  him. 

22  And  he  said  to  them  the 
third  time:  dWhy,  what  evil 
hath  this  man  done  ? I find  no 
cause  of  death  in  him : I will 
chastise  him  therefore,  and  let 
him  go. 

23  But  they  were  instant  with 
loud  voices  requiring  that  he 
might  be  crucified : and  their 
voices  prevailed. 

24  And  Pilate  gave  sentence 


cJohn  18.  38.  and  19.  4.— d Matt.  27. 
23.  Mark  15.  14. 
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that  it  should  be  as  they  re- 
quired. 

25  And  he  released  unto  them 
him  who  for  murder  and  sedi- 
tion had  been  cast  into  prison, 
whom  they  had  desired : but 1 
Jesus  he  delivered  up  to  their 
will. 

26  “And  as  they  led  him 
away,  they  laid  hold  of  one 
Simon  of  Cyrene,  coming  from 
the  country  ; and  they  laid  the 
cross  on  him  to  carry  after 
Jesus. 

27  And  there  followed  him  a 
great  multitude  of  people,  and 
of  women  who  bewailed  and 
lamented  him. 

28  But  Jesus  turning  to 
them,  said : Daughters  of  Jeru- 
salem, weep  not  over  me,  but 
weep  for  yourselves,  and  for 
your  children. 

29  For  behold  the  days  shall 
come,  wherein  they  will  say : 
Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the 
wombs  that  have  not  borne, 
and  the  paps  that  have  not 
given  suck. 

30  Then  shall  they  begin  to 
say  to  the  mountains  : b Fall 
upon  us : and  to  the  hills : 
Cover  us. 

31  For  if  in  the  green  wood 
they  do  these  things,  what  shall 
be  done  in  the  dry? 

32  And  there  were  also  two 
other  malefactors  led  with  him 
to  be  put  to  death. 

33  c And  when  they  were 
come  to  the  place  which  is 
called  Calvary,  they  crucified 
him  there : and  the  robbers, 
one  on  the  right  and  the  other 
on  the  left. 

34  And  Jesus  said : Father, 


forgive  them,  for  they  know  not 
what  they  do.  But  they  divid- 
ing his  garments,  cast  lots. 

35  And  the  people  stood  be- 
holding, and  the  rulers  with 
them  derided  him,  saying : He 
saved  others,  let  him  save  him- 
self, if  he  be  Christ,  the  elect 
of  God. 

36  And  the  soldiers  also 
mocked  him,  coming  to  him, 
and  offering  him  vinegar. 

37  And  saying : If  thou  be  the 
king  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself. 

38  And  there  was  also  a 
superscription  written  over  him 
in  letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin, 
and  Hebrew  : This  is  thb 
Kino  op  the  Jews. 

39  And  one  of  those  robbers 
who  were  hanged,  blasphemed 
him,  saying : If  thou  be  Christ, 
save  thyself,  and  us. 

40  But  the  other  answering, 
rebuked  him,  saying : Neither 
dost  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou 
art  under  the  same  condemna- 
tion? 

41  And  we  indeed  Justly,  for 
we  receive  the  due  reward  of 
our  deeds  : but  this  man  hath 
done  no  evil. 

42  And  he  said  to  JESUS : 
Lord,  remember  me  when  thou 
shalt  come  into  thy  kingdom. 

43  And  Jesus  said  to  him : 
Amen  I say  to  thee,  this  day 
thou  shalt  be  with  me  in  para- 
dise. 


CHAP.  XXITI.  Ver.  48.  In  para- 
; ditr.  That  is.  in  the  happy  state  of 
rest,  joy,  and  peace  everlasting.  Christ 
was  pleased,  by  a special  privilege,  to 
reward  the  faith  and  confession  of  the 
penitent  thief,  with  a full  discharge  of 
1 all  his  sins,  both  a*  to  the  guilt  and 
' punishment : and  to  introduce  him  im- 


mediately  after  death  into  the  happy 

society  of  the  saints,  whose  limbo,  that

2.  19.  Osee  lo.  8.  Apoc.  6.  16.— c Matt  now  made  a paradtte  by  our  Lord’s

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44  And  it  was  almost  the 
sixth  hour ; and  there  was 
darkness  over  all  the  earth 
until  the  ninth  hour. 

45  And  the  sun  was  dark- 
ened ; and  the  veil  of  the  temple 
was  rent  in  the  midst. 

46  And  Jesus  crying  with  a 
loud  voice,  said  : a Father,  into 
thy  hands  I commend  my  spirit. 
And  saying  this  he  gave  up  the 
ghost. 

47  Now  the  centurion  seeing 
what  was  done,  glorified  God, 
saying:  Indeed  this  was  a just 
man. 

48  And  all  the  multitude  of 
them  that  were  come  together 
to  that  sight,  and  saw  the  things 
that  were  done,  returned  strik- 
ing their  breasts. 

49  And  all  his  acquaintance, 
and  the  women  that  had  fol- 
lowed him  from  Galilee,  stood 
afar  off  beholding  these  things. 

50  6 And  behold  there  was  a 
man  named  Joseph,  who  was  a 
counsellor,  a good  and  a just 
man : 

51  (The  same  had  not  con 
sented  to  their  counsel  and 
doings,)  of  Arimathea,  a city  of 
Judea,  who  also  himself  looked 
for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

62  This  man  went  to  Pilate, 
and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus. 

53  And  taking  him  down,  he 
wrapped  him  in  fine  linen,  and 
laid  him  in  a sepulchre  that  was 
hewed  in  stone,  wherein  never 
yet  any  man  had  been  laid. 

54  And  it  was  the  day  of 
the  Parasceve,  and  the  sabbath 
drew  on.

55  And  the  women  that  were

according  tothe  commandment. 

CHAP.  XXIV. 

Chritt't  resurrection,  and  mani/csta- 
tion  of  himself  to  hit  disciples. 

AND  c on  the  first  day  of  the 
week  very  early  in  the 
morning  they  came  to  the 
sepulchre,  bringing  the  spices 
which  they  had  prepared. 

2 And  they  found  the  stone 
rolled  back  from  the  sepul- 
chre. 

I 3 And  going  in,  they  found 
not  the  body  of  the  Lord  J ksus. 

4 And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
they  were  astonished  in  their 
mind  at  this,  behold  two  men 
stood  by  them  in  shining  ap- 
parel. 

| 5 And  as  they  were  afraid 

and  bowed  down  their  coun- 
tenance towards  the  ground, 
they  said  unto  them : Why 
seek  you  the  living  with  the 
dead? 

6  He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen. 

• Remember  how  he  spoke  unto 
you,  when  he  was  yet  in  Gali- 
lee, 

7  Saying:  <*The  son  of  man 
must  be  delivered  into  the  hands 
of  sinful  men,  and  be  crucified, 
and  the  third  day  rise  again. 

8  And  they  remembered  his 
words. 

9  And  going  back  from  the 
sepulchre,  they  told  all  these

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things  to  the  eleven,  and  to  all 
the  rest. 

10  And  it  was  Mary  Magda- 
lene, and  Joanna,  and  Mary  of 
James,  and  the  other  women 
that  were  with  them,  who  told 
these  things  to  the  apostles. 

11  And  these  words  seemed 
to  them  as  idle  tales  : and  they 
did  not  believe  them. 

12  But  Peter  rising  up  ran 
to  the  sepulchre ; and  stooping 
down,  he  saw  the  linen  cloths 
laid  by  themselves,  and  went 
away  wondering  in  himself  at 
that  which  was  come  to  pass. 

13  “And  behold,  two  of  them 
went  the  same  day  to  a town 
which  was  sixty  furlongs  from 
Jerusalem,  named  Emmaus. 

14  And  they  talked  together 
of  all  these  things  which  had 
happened. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
while  they  talked  and  reasoned 
with  themselves,  JESUS  himself 
also  drawing  near  went  with 
them. 

16  But  their  eyes  were  held 
that  they  should  not  know 
him. 

17  And  he  said  to  them : What 
are  these  discourses  that  you 
hold  one  with  another  as  you 
walk,  and  are  sad  ? 

18  And  the  one  of  them, 
whose  name  was  Cleophas,  an- 
swering, said  to  him : Art  thou 
only  a stranger  in  Jerusalem, 
and  hast  not  known  the  things 
that  have  been  done  there  in 
these  days? 

19  To  whom  he  said : What 
things?  And  they  said  : Con- 
cerning Jesus  of  Nazareth,  who 
was  a prophet,  mighty  in  work 
and  word  before  God  and  all 
the  people. 
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20  And  how  our  chief  priests 
and  princes  delivered  him  to  be 
condemned  to  death,  and  cruci- 
fied him. 

21  But  we  hoped  that  it  was 
he  that  should  have  redeemed 
Israel : and  now  besides  all  this, 
to-day  is  the  third  day  since 
these  things  were  done. 

22  Yea,  and  certain  women 
also  of  our  company  affrighted 
us,  who  before  it  was  light  were 
at  the  sepulchre. 

23  And  not  finding  his  body, 
came,  saying  that  they  had  also 
seen  a vision  of  angels,  who  say 
that  he  is  alive. 

24  And  some  of  our  people 
went  to  the  sepulchre : and 
found  it  so  as  the  women  had 
said,  but  him  they  found  not. 

25  Then  he  said  to  them : 0 
foolish,  and  slow  of  heart  to  be- 
lieve in  all  things  which  the 
prophets  have  spoken. 

26  Ought  not  Christ  to  have 
suffered  these  things,  and  so  to 
enter  into  his  glory  ? 

27  And  beginning  at  Moses 
and  all  the  prophets,  he  ex- 
pounded to  them  in  all  the 
scriptures  the  things  that  were 
concerning  him. 

28  And  they  drew  nigh  to  the 
town  whither  they  were  going : 
and  he  made  as  though  he 
would  go  farther. 

29  But  they  constrained  him, 
saying : Stay  with  us,  because  it 
is  towards  evening,  and  the  day 
is  now  far  spent.  Amd  he  went 
in  with  them. 

30  And  it  came  to  pass,  whilst 
he  was  at  table  with  them,  he 
took  bread,  and  blessed  and 
brake,  and  gave  to  them. 

31  And  their  eyes  were 
opened,  and  they  knew  him : 
and  he  vanished  out  of  their 
sight. 
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32  And  they  said  one  to  the  i 

other : Was  not  our  heart  burn* 
ing  within  us,  whilst  he  spoke  1 
in  the  way,  and  opened  to  us  i 
the  scriptures?  I 

33  And  rising  up  the  same, 
hour  they  went  back  to  Jeru- 
salem : and  they  found  the 
eleven  gathered  together,  and 
those  that  were  with  them, 

84  Saying : The  Lord  is  risen 
indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to 
Simon. 

36  And  they  told  what  things 
were  done  in  the  way : and  how 
they  knew  him  in  the  breaking 
of  bread. 

36  “ Now  whilst  they  were 
speaking  these  things,  Jesus 
stood  in  the  midst  of  them,  and 
saith  to  them : Peace  be  to  you ; 
it  is  I,  fear  not. 

37  But  they  being  troubled 
and  frighted,  supposed  that 
they  saw  a spirit. 

S8  And  he  said  to  them : Why 
are  you  troubled,  and  why  do 
thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts  ? 

89  See  my  hands  and  feet, 
that  it  is  I myself ; handle,  and 
see : for  a spirit  hath  not  flesh 
and  bones,  as  you  see  me  to 
have. 

40  And  when  he  had  said  this, 
he  shewed  them  his  hands  and 
feet. 

41  But  while  they  yet  be- 
lieved notand  wondered  for  joy, 
he  said:  Have  you  here  any- 
thing to -eat? 

42  And  they  offered  him  a 
piece  of  a broiled  Ash,  and  a 
honeycomb. 

48  And  when  he  had  eaten 
before  them,  taking  the  remains 
he  gave  to  them.

44  And  he  said  to  them: 
These  are  the  words  which  I 
spoke  to  you  while  I was  yet 
with  you,  and  all  things  must 
needs  be  fulfilled,  which  are 
written  in  the  law  of  Moses, 
and  in  the  prophets,  and  in  the 
psalms,  concerning  me. 

46  Then  he  opened  their  un- 
derstanding, that  they  might 
understand  the  scriptures. 

46  And  he  said  to  them: 
bThus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it 
behoved  Christ  to  suffer,  and  to 
rise  again  from  the  dead  the 
third  day : 

47  And  that  penance  and  the 
remission  of  sins  should  be 
preached  in  his  name  unto  all 
nations, beginningatJerusalem. 

48  c And  you  are  witnesses 
of  these  things. 

49  «*And  I send  the  promise 
of  my  Father  upon  you:  but 
stay  you  in  the  city,  till  you  be 
endued  with  power  from  on 
high. 

60  And  he  led  them  out?  as 
far  as  Bethania : and  lifting  up 
his  hands  he  blessed  them. 

61  ‘And  it  came  to  pass, 
whilst  he  blessed  them,  he  de- 
parted from  them,  and  was 
carried  up  to  heaven. 

52  And  they  adoring  went 
back  into  Jerusalem  with  great 
joy.

8t.  John  the  Apostle  and  Evangelist,  teat  the  ton  of  Zebedee  and  Salome,  and 
brother  to  James  the  Greater.  He  was  called  the  belovku  disciple  or  Christ, 
and  stood  by  at  his  crucifixion.  He  wrote  the  Gospel  after  the  other  Evange- 
lists, about  sixty -three  years  after  our  Lord's  Ascension.  Many  things  that 
they  had  omitted  were  supplied  by  him.  The  original  was  written  in  Greek, 
and  by  the  Greeks  he  is  titled  The  Divine.  St.  Jerome  relates  that  when  he 
was  earnestly  requested  by  the  brethren  to  write  the  Gospel,  he  answered  he 
would  do  it,  if  by  ordering  a common  fast,  they  would  all  put  up  their  prayers 
together  to  the  Almighty  God  ,•  which  being  ended,  replenished  with  the  clearest 
and  fullest  revelation,  coming  from  Heaven,  he  burst  forth  into  that  preface: 
In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  St c. 


CHAP.  I.  j 

The  Divinity  and  Incarnation  of  Christ.  | 
John  bears  witness  of  him.  He  begins  \ 
to  call  his  disciples.  \ 

IN  the  beginning  was  the 
Word,  and  the  Word  was  J 
with  God,  and  the  Word  was  j 
God. 

2  The  same  was  in  the  be- 
ginning with  God. 

3  All  things  were  made  by 
him : and  without  him  was 
made  nothing  that  was  made. 

4  In  him  was  life,  and  the 
life  was  the  light  of  men  : 

5  And  the  light  shineth  in 
darkness,  and  the  darkness  did 
not  comprehend  it. 

6  “There  was  a man  sent 
from  God,  whose  name  was 
John. 

7  This  man  came  for  a wit- 
ness, to  give  testimony  of  the 
light,  that  all  men  might  be- 
lieve through  him. 

8  He  was  not  the  light,  but 
was  to  give  testimony  of  the 
light. 


a Mat  t.  3.  1.  Mark  L 2. 
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9 b That  was  the  true  light, 
which  enlighteneth  every  man 
that  cometh  into  this  world. 

10  He  was  in  the  world,  cand 
the  world  was  made  by  him, 
and  the  world  knew  him  not. 

11  He  came  unto  his  own, 
and  his  own  received  him  not. 

12  But  as  many  as  received 
him,  he  gave  them  power  to  be 
made  the  sons  of  God,  to  them 
that  believe  in  his  name. 

13  Who  are  born,  not  of  blood, 
nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor 
of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God. 

14  dAnd  the  Word  was  made 
flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us  (and 
we  saw  his  glory,  the  gloiy  as 
it  were  of  the  only-begotten  of 
the  Father)  full  of  grace  and 
truth. 

15  John  beareth  witness  of 
him,  and  crieth  out,  saying: 
This  was  he  of  whom  I spoke  : 
He  that  shall  come  after  me,  is 
preferred  before  me:  because  he 
was  before  me.

Chap.  I. 


16  « And  of  his  fulness  we  all 
have  received,  and  grace  for 
grace. 

17  For  the  law  was  given  by 
Moses,  grace  and  truth  came 
by  Jesus  Christ. 

18  bNo  man  hath  seen  God 
at  any  time  : the  only-begotten 
Son  who  is  in  the  bosom  of  the 
Father,  he  hath  declared  him. 

19  And  this  is  the  testimony 
of  John,  when  the  Jews  sent 
from  Jerusalem  priests  and 
Levites  to  him,  to  ask  him : 
Who  art  thou? 

20  And  he  confessed,  and  did 
not  deny : and  he  confessed : I 
am  not  the  Christ. 

21  And  they  asked  him : 
What  then?  Art  thou  Elias? 
And  he  said : I am  not.  Art 
thou  the  prophet?  And  he 
answered : No. 

22  They  said  therefore  unto 
liim  : Who  art  thou,  that  we 
may  give  an  answer  to  them 
that  sent  us  ? what  sayest  thou 
of  thyself? 

23  He  said : c I am  the  voice  of 
one  crying  in  the  wilderness, 
Make  straight  the  way  of  the 
Lord , as  said  the  prophet  Isaias. 

24  And  they  that  were  sent 
were  of  the  Pharisees. 

26  And  they  asked  him,  and 
said  to  him : Why  then  dost 
thou  baptize,  if  thou  be  not 
Christ,  nor  Elias,  nor  the  pro- 
phet? 

26  John  answered  them,  say- 
ing : dI  baptize  with  water ; but 
there  hath  stood  one  in  the 
midst  of  you,  whom  you  know 
not. 

27  e The  same  is  he  that  shall

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come  after  me,  who  is  preferred 
before  me : the  latchetof  whose 
shoe  I am  not  worthy  to  loose. 

28  These  things  were  done  in 
Bethania  beyond  the  Jordan, 
where  John  was  baptizing. 

29  The  next  day  John  saw 
Jesus  coming  to  him,  and  he 
saith  : Behold  the  lamb  of  God, 
behold  him  who  taketh  away 
the  sin  of  the  world. 

30  This  is  he  of  whom  I said : 
After  me  there  cometh  a man, 
who  is  preferred  before  me  : 
because  he  was  before  me. 

31  And  I knew  him  not,  but 
that  he  may  be  made  manifest 
in  Israel,  therefore  am  I come 
baptizing  with  water. 

32  And  John  gave  testimony, 
saying  : /I  saw  the  Spirit  com- 
ing down  as  a dove  from  heaven, 
and  he  remained  upon  him. 

33  And  I knew  him  not : but 
he,  who  sentme  to  baptize  with 
water,  said  to  me  : He  upon 
whom  thou  shalt  see  the  Spirit 
descending  and  remaining  upon 
him,  he  it  is  that  baptizeth  with 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

34  And  I saw ; and  I gave 
testimony,  that  this  is  the  Son 
of  God. 

35  The  next  day  again  John 
stood,  and  two  of  his  disciples. 

36  And  beholding  Jesus 
walking,  he  saith : Behold  the, 
lamb  of  God. 

37  And  the  two  disciples 
heard  him  speak,  and  tney 
followed  Jesus. 

38  And  Jesus  turning,  and 
seeing  them  following  him,  said 
to  them  : What  seek  you  ? Who 
said  to  him : Babbi  (which  is 
to  say,  being  interpreted,  Mas- 
ter), where  dwellest  thou? 

39  He  saith  to  them : Come 
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and  see.  They  came,  and  saw 
where  he  abode,  and  they  staid 
with  him  that  day : now  it  was 
about  the  tenth  hour. 

40  And  Andrew  the  brother 
of  Simon  Peter  was  one  of  the 
two  who  had  heard  of  John, 
and  followed  him. 

41  He  flndeth  first  his  brother 
Simon,  and  saith  to  him : We 
have  found  the  Messias,  which 
is, being  interpreted, theCHRiST. 

42  And  he  brought  him  to 
Jesus.  And  Jesus  looking 
upon  him  said : Thou  art  Si- 
mon the  son  of  Jona : thou 
shalt  be  called  Cephas,  which 
is  interpreted  Peter. 

43  On  the  following  day  he 
would  go  forth  into  Galilee,  and 
he  flndeth  Philip.  And  Jesus 
saith  to  him  : Follow  me. 

44  Now  Philip  was  of  Beth- 
saida,  the  city  of  Andrew  and 
Peter. 

45  Philip  flndeth  Nathanael, 
and  saith  to  him : We  have 
found  him  of  whom  “ Moses  in 
the  law,  <>and  the  prophets  did 
write,  Jesus  the  son  of  Joseph 
of  Nazareth. 

46  And  Nathanael  said  to 
him : Can  anything  of  good 
come  from  Nazareth?  Philip 
saith  to  him  : Come  and  see. 

47  Jesus  saw  Nathanael  com- 
ing to  him,  and  he  saith  of  him  : 

| Behold  an  Israelite  indeed,  in 
whom  there  is  no  guile. 

48  Nathanael  saith  to  him  : 
Whence  knowest  thou  me  ? 
Jesus  answered  and  said  to 
him  : Before  that  Philip  called 
thee,  when  thou  wast  under 
the  fig-tree,  I saw  thee. 

49  Nathanael  answered  him, 


°Gen.  49.  10.  Deut.  18.  18  — * Isaias 
40.  10.  and  45.  8.  Jer.  28.  6.  Esecli.  84. 
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and  said:  Eabbi,  thou  art  the 
Son  of  God,  thou  art  the  king 
of  Israel 

50  J esus  answered,  and  said 
to  him  : Because  I said  unto 
thee,  I saw  thee  hnder  the  fig- 
tree,  thou  believest  : greater 
things  than  these  shalt  thou 
see. 

51  And  he  saith  to  him : 
Amen,  amen  I say  to  you,  you 
shall  see  the  heaven  opened, 
and  the  Angels  of  God  ascend- 
ing and  descending  upon  the 
son  of  man. 

CHAP.  II. 

Christ  changes  water  into  wine.  He 

casts  the  seller t out  of  the  temple. 

A ND  the  third  day  there  was 
A a marriage  in  Cana  of  Ga- 
lilee : and  the  mother  of  Jesus 
was  there. 

2 And  J ESUS  also  was  invited, 
and  his  disciples,  to  the  mar- 
riage. 

3 And  the  wine  failing,  the 
mother  of  Jesus  saith  to  him  : 
They  have  no  wine. 

4 And  Jesus  saith  to  her : 
Woman,  what  is  it  to  me  and  to 
thee  ? my  hour  is  not  yet  come. 

5 His  mother  saith  to  the 
waiters  : Whatsoever  he  shall 
say  to  you,  do  ye. 

CHAP.  IT.  Yer.  4.  What  is  it  to 
me.  Ac.  These  words  of  our  Saviour 
spoken  to  his  mother  have  been  under- 
stood by  some  commentators  as  harsh, 
they  not  considering  the  next  follow'- 
ing  verse : Whatsoever  he  shall  say  to 

C,  do  ye,  which  plainly  shews  that 
mother  knew  of  the  miracle  that 
he  was  to  perform,  and  that  it  was  at 
her  request  be  wrought  it ; besides  the 
manner  of  speaking  the  words  as  to 
the  tone,  and  the  countenance  shewn 
at  the  same  time,  which  could  only  lie 
known  to  those  who  were  present,  or 
from  what  had  followed:  for  words 
indicating  anger  in  one  tone  of  voice, 
would  )>e  understood  quite  the  reverse 
in  another. 
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6 Now  there  were  set  there  | 
six  waterpots  of  stone,  accord- 1 
ingto  the  manner  of  the  purify- 1 
mg  of  the  Jews,  containing  two  j 
or  three  measures  a-piece. 

7 Jesus  saith  to  them  : Fill ! 
the  waterpots  with  water.  And  j 
they  filled  them  up  to  the 
brim. 

8 And  Jesus  saith  to  them : 
Draw  out  now,  and  carry  to  the 
chief  steward  of  the  feast.  And 
' they  carried  it. 

9 And  when  the  chief  steward 
had  tasted  the  water  made  wine, 
and  knew  not  whence  it  was, 
but  the  waiters  knew  who  had 
drawn  the  water;  the  chief 
steward  calleth  the  bridegroom, 

10  And  saith  to  him : Every 
man  at  first  setteth  forth  good 
wine,  and  when  men  have  well 
drank,  then  that  which  is  worse. 
But  thou  hast  kept  the  good 
wine  until  now. 

11  This  beginning  of  miracles 
did  JESUS  in  Cana  of  Galilee  : 
and  manifested  his  glory,  and 
his  disciples  believed  in  him. 

12  After  this  he  went  down 
to  Capharnaum,  he  and  his 
mother,  and  his  brethren,  and  I 
his  disciples : and  they  remained 
there  not  many  days. 

13  And  the  pasch  of  the  Jews 
was  at  hand,  and  Jesus  went 
up  to  Jerusalem. 

14  And  he  found  in  the  temple 
them  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep 
and  doves,  and  the  changers  of 
money  sitting. 

16  And  when  he  had  made  as 
it  were  a scourge  of  little  cords, 
he  drove  them  all  out  of  the 
temple,  the  sheep  also  and  the 
oxen,  and  the  money  of  the 
changers  he  poured  out,  and 
the  tables  he  overthrew. 

16  And  to  them  that  sold 
doves  he  said : Take  these  things 


hence,  and  make  not  the  house 
of  my  father  a house  of  traffic. 

17  And  his  disciples  remem- 
bered that  it  was  written : « The 
zeal  of  thy  house  hath  eaten  me 
up. 

18  The  Jews  therefore  an- 
swered, and  said  to  him  ; What 
sign  dost  thou  show  unto  us, 
seeing  thou  dost  these  things  ? 

19  Jesus  answered  and  said 
to  them : b Destroy  this  temple, 
and  in  three  days  I will  raise  it 
up. 

20  The  Jews  then  said:  Six 
and  forty  years  was  this  temple 
in  building,  and  wilt  thou  raise 
it  up  in  three  days? 

21  But  he  spoke  of  the  temple 
of  his  body. 

22  When  therefore  he  was 
risen  again  from  the  dead,  his 
disciples  remembered  that  he 
had  said  this,  cand  they  be- 
lieved the  scripture,  and  the 
word  that  Jesus  had  said. 

23  Now  when  he  was  at  Je- 
rusalem at  the  pasch,  upon  the 
festival  day,  many  believed  in 
his  name,  seeing  his  signs 
which  he  did. 

24  But  Jesus  did  not  trust 
himself  unto  them,  for  that  he 
knew  all  men, 

25  And  because  he  needed 
not  that  any  should  give  testi- 
mony of  man  : for  he  knew 
what  was  in  man. 

CHAP.  III. 

Christ' s discourse  with  Nicodemut. 

John  8 testimony. 

AND  there  was  a man  of  the 
Pharisees,  named  Nicode- 
mus,  a ruler  of  the  Jews. 

2 This  man  came  to  Jesus  by 
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night,  and  said  to  him : Rabbi,  | 
we  know  that  thou  art  come  a 1 
teacher  from  God  : for  no  man 
can  do  these  signs  which  thou 
dost,  unless  God  be  with  him. 

3 Jesus  answered  and  said  to 
him : Amen,  amen  I say  to  thee, 
unless  a man  be  born  again,  he 
cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God. 

4 Nicodemus  saith  to  him  : 
How  can  a man  be  born  when 
he  is  old?  can  he  enter  a second 
time  into  his  mother's  womb, 
and  be  born  again  ? 

6 Jesus  answered : Amen, 
amen  I say  to  thee,  unless  a 
man  be  born  again  of  water 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  he  cannot 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

0 That  which  is  born  of  the 
flesh,  is  flesh : and  that  which 
is  born  of  the  Spirit,  is  spirit. 

7 Wonder  not,  that  I said  to 
thee,  you  must  be  born  again. 

8 The  Spirit  breatheth  where 
he  will : and  thou  hearest  his 
voice,  «but  thou  knowest  not 
whence  he  cometh  and  whither 
he  goeth  : so  is  every  one  that 
is  bom  of  the  Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus  answered,  and 
said  to  him : How  can  these 
things  be  done? 

10  Jesus  answered,  and  said 

to  him  : Art  thou  a master  in 
Israel,  and  knowest  not  these  I 
things  ? | 

11  Amen,  amen  I say  to  thee, 1 
that  we  speak  what  we  know, 
and  we  testify  what  we  have 
seen,  and  you  receive  not  our 
testimony.

CHAP.  III.  Ver.  5.  Unleu  a man 
be  bom  again.  See.  By  these  words 
our  Saviour  hath  declared  the  neces- 
sity of  Baptism : and  by  the  word 
water , it  is  evident  that  the  application 
of  it  is  necessary  with  the  words.  Matt. 
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12  If  I have  spoken  to  you 
earthly  things,  and  you  believe 
not : how  will  you  believe  if 
I shall  speak  to  you  heavenly 
things? 

13  And  no  man  hath  ascended 
into  heaven,  but  he  that  de- 
scended from  heaven,  the  son 
of  man  who  is  in  heaven. 

14  6 And  as  Moses  lifted  up 
the  serpent  in  the  desert,  so 
must  the  son  of  man  be  lifted  up:  • 

15  That  whosoever  believeth 
in  him,  may  not  perish,  but 
may  have  life  everlasting. 

16  cFor  God  so  loved  the 
world,  as  to  give  his  only  begot- 
ten Son ; that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  him,  may  not  perish, 
but  may  have  life  everlasting. 

17  For  God  sent  not  his  Son, 
into  the  world,  to  judge  the 
world,  but  that  the  world  may 
be  saved  by  him. 

18  He  that  believeth  in  him 
is  not  judged.  But  he  that  doth 
not  believe  is  already  judged  : 
because  he  believeth  not  in  the 
name  of  the  only  begotten  Son 
of  God. 

19  And  this  is  the  judgment : 
d because  the  light  is  come  into 
the  world,  and  men  loved  dark- 
ness rather  than  the  light : for 
their  works  were  evil. 

20  For  every  one  that  doth 
evil  hateth  the  light, and  cometh 
not  to  the  light,  that  his  works 
may  not  be  reproved. 


b Num.  21.  9.— C1  John  4.  9.— d.Supra, 
1.  9. 


Ver.  18.  Is  not  judged.  He  that 
believeth,  viz.,  by  a faith  working 
through  charity,  is  not  judged,  that  is, 
is  not  condemned:  but  the  obstinate 
unbeliever  is  judged,  that  is,  con- 
demned  already,  by  retrenching  him- 
self from  the  society  of  Christ  and  his 
Church. 

Ver.  19.  The  judgment.  That  is,  the 
cause  of  his  condemnation. 
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21  But  he  that  doth  truth, 
cometh  to  the  light,  that  his 
works  may  be  made  manifest, 
because  they  are  done  in  God. 

22  After  these  things  Jesus 
and  his  disciples  came  into  the 
land  of  Judea;  and  there  he 
abode  with  them  °and  baptized. 

23  And  John  also  was  bap- 
tizing in  Ennon  near  Salim  ; be- 
cause there  was  much  water 
there,  and  they  came,  and  were 
baptized. 

24  For  John  was  not  yet  cast 
into  prison. 

25  And  there  arose  a question 
between  some  of  John  s disci- 
ples and  the  Jews  concerning 
purification : 

26  And  they  came  to  John, 
and  said  to  him  : Rabbi,  he  that 
was  with  thee  beyond  the  Jor- 
dan, 6 to  whom  thou  gavest  tes- 
timony, behold  he  baptizeth, 
and  all  men  come  to  him. 

27  John  answered  and  said  : 
A man  cannot  receive  anything, 
unless  it  be  given  him  from 
heaven. 

28  You  yourselves  do  bear 
me  witness,  c that  I said,  I am 
not  Christ,  but  that  I am  sent 
before  him. 

29  He  that  hath  the  bride,  is 
the  bridegroom : but  the  friend 
of  the  bridegroom,  who  stand- 
eth  and  heareth  him,  rejoiceth 
with  joy  because  of  the  bride- 
groom’s voice.  This  my  joy 
therefore  is  fulfilled. 

30  He  must  increase  but  I 
must  decrease. 

31  He  that  cometh  from

Ver.  21.  He  that  doth  truth,  i.  e..  He 
that  ftctoth  wvordlnir  to  troth,  which 
here  signifies  the  Law  of  God.  Thy  law 
it  truth.

above,  is  above  all.  He  that  is 
of  the  earth,  of  the  earth  he  is, 
and  of  the  earth  he  speaketh 
He  that  cometh  from  heaven, 
is  above  all. 

32  And  what  he  hath  seen, 
and  heard,  that  he  testifleth ; 
and  no  man  receiveth  his  testi- 
mony. 

33  He  that  hath  received  his 
testimony,  hath  set  to  his  seal 
that  d God  is  true. 

34  For  he  whom  God  hath 
sent,  speaketh  the  words  of 
God  : for  God  doth  not  give  the 
spirit  by  measure. 

35  The  Father  loveth  the 
Son  : and  he  hath  given  all 
things  into  his  hand. 

36  e He  that  believetli  in  the 
Son,  hath  life  everlasting : but 
he  that  belie veth  not  the  Son, 
shall  not  see  life,  but  the  wrath 
of  God  abideth  on  him. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Christ  talks  with  the  Samaritan  woman. 

He  heeds  the  ruler’s  son. 

WHEN  Jesus  therefore  un- 
derstood that  the  Phari- 
sees had  heard  that  Jesus 
maketh  more  disciples,  /and 
baptizeth  more  than  John, 

2 (Though  Jesus  himself  did 
not  baptize,  but  his  disciples.) 

3  He  left  Judea,  and  went 
again  into  Galilee. 

4  And  he  was  of  necessity  to 
pass  through  Samaria. 

5  He  cometh  therefore  to  a 
city  of  Samaria  which  is  called 
Sichar ; near  the  land  9 which 
Jacob  gave  to  his  son  Joseph. 

6  Now  Jacob’s  well  was  there. 
Jesus  therefore  being  wearied 
with  his  journey,  sat  thus  on 
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the  well.  It  was  about  the  sixth : 
hour. 

7 There  cometh  a woman  of 
Samaria  to  draw  water.  Jksus 
saith  to  her : Give  me  to  drink.  | 

8 For  his  disciples  were  gone 
into  the  city  to  buy  meats. 

9 Then  that  Samaritan  woman  , 
saith  to  him : How  dost  thou, ! 
being  a Jew,  ask  of  me  to  drink, 
who  am  a Samaritan  woman  V 
For  the  Jews  do  not  communi- 
cate with  the  Samaritans. 

10  Jesus  answered  and  said 
to  her : If  thou  didst  know  the  ! 
gift  of  God,  and  who  he  is  that 
saith  to  thee,  Give  me  to  drink  ; 
thou  perhaps  wouldst  have 
asked  of  him,  and  he  would 
have  given  thee  living  water. 

11  The  woman  saith  to  him  : 
Sir,  thou  hast  nothing  wherein 
to  draw,  and  the  well  is  deep  : 
from  whence  then  hast  thou 
living  water  ? 

12  Art  thou  greater  than  our 
father  Jacob,  who  gave  us  the 
well,  and  drank  thereof  himself, 
and  his  children,  and  his  cattle  ? 

13  Jesus  answered,  and  said 
to  her : Whosoever  drinketh  of 
this  water,  shall  thirst  again : 
but  he  that  shall  drink  of  the 
water  that  I will  give  him,  shall 
not  thirst  for  ever. 

14  But  the  water  that  I will 
give  him,  shall  become  in  him 
a fountain  of  water  springing 
up  into  life  everlasting. 

15  The  woman  saith  to  him  : 
Sir,  give  me  this  water,  that  I 
may  not  thirst,  nor  come  hither 
to  draw. 

16  Jksus  saith  to  her:  Go, 
call  thy  husband,  and  come 
hither. 

17  The  woman  answered,  and 
said : I have  no  husband.  Jesus 
said  to  her : Thou  hast  said  well, 
I have  no  husband  : 
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18  For  thou  hast  had  five 
husbands : and  he  whom  thou 
now  hast,  is  not  thy  husband. 
This  thou  hast  said  truly. 

19  The  woman  saith  to  him  : 
Sir,  I perceive  that  thou  art  a 
prophet. 

20  Our  fathers  adored  on  this 
mountain,  and  you  say,  ° that 
at  J erusalem  is  the  place  where 
men  must  adore. 

21  Jesus  saith  to  her : Wo- 
man, believe  me,  that  the  hour 
cometh,  when  you  shall  neither 
on  this  mountain,  nor  in  Jeru- 
salem adore  the  Father. 

22  6 You  adore  that  which 
you  know  not : we  adore  that 
which  we  know  ; for  salvation 
is  of  the  Jews. 

23  But  the  hour  cometh,  an  T 
now  is,  when  the  true  adorers 
shall  adore  the  Father  in  spirit 
and  in  truth.  For  the  Father 
also  seeketh  such  to  adore  him. 

24  c God  is  a spirit,  and  they 
that  adore  him,  must  adore  him 
in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

25  The  woman  saith  to  him  : I 
know  that  the  Messias  cometh 
(who  is  called  Christ),  there- 
fore when  he  is  come,  he  will 
tell  us  all  things. 

26  Jesus  saith  to  her:  I am 
he  who  am  speaking  with  thee. 

27  And  immediately  his  dis- 
ciples came : and  they  won- 
dered that  he  talked  with  the 
woman.  Yet  no  man  said : 
What  seekest  thou,  or  why 
talkest  thou  with  her? 

28  The  woman  therefore  left 
her  waterpot,  and  went  her  way 
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into  the  city,  and  saith  to  the 
men  there : 

29  Come,  and  see  a man  who 
has  told  me  all  things  whatso- 
ever I have  done.  Is  not  he 
the  Christ? 

30  They  went  therefore  out  of 
the  city,  and  came  unto  him. 

31  In  the  meantime  the  dis- 
ciples prayed  him,  saying : 
Rabbi,  eat. 

32  But  he  said  to  them : I 
have  meat  to  eat  which  you 
know  not. 

33  The  disciples  therefore  said 
one  to  another : Hath  any  man 
brought  him  to  eat? 

34  Jesus  saith  to  them : My 
meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him 
that  sent  me,  that  I may  perfect 
his  work. 

35  Do  not  you  say,  there  are 
yet  four  months,  and  then  the 
harvest  cometh?  Behold  I say 
to  you,  lift  up  your  eyes,  and 
see  the  countries,  °for  they  are 
white  already  to  harvest. 

36  And  he  that  reapeth  re- 
ceiveth  wages,  and  gathereth 
fruit  unto  life  everlasting : that 
both  he  that  soweth,  and  he 
that  reapeth,  may  rejoice  to- 
gether.

45  c And  when  he  was  come 
into  Galilee,  the  Galileans  re- 
ceived him,  having  seen  all  the 
things  he  had  done  at  Jerusa- 
lem on  the  festival  day:  for 
they  also  went  to  the  festival 
day. 

46  He  came  again  therefore 
into  Cana  of  Galilee,  d where 
he  made  the  water  wine.  And 
there  was  a certain  ruler  whose 
son  was  sick  at  Capharnaum. 

47  He  having  heard  that 
Jesus  was  come  from  Judea 
into  Galilee,  went  to  him,  and 
prayed  him  to  come  down  and 
heal  his  son : for  he  was  at  the 
point  of  death. 

48  Jesus  therefore  said  to 
him  : Unless  you  see  signs  and 
wonders,  you  believe  not. 

49  The  ruler  saith  to  him : 
Lord,  come  down  before  that 
my  son  die. 

50  Jesus  saith  to  him : Go 
thy  way,  thy  son  liveth.  The 
man  believed  the  word  which 
Jesus  said  to  him,  and  went  his 
way. 
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51  And  as  he  was  going  down, 
his  servants  met  him : and  they 
brought  word,  saying,  that  his 
son  lived. 

52  He  asked  therefore  of  them 
the  hour,  wherein  he  grew 
better.  And  they  said  to  him : 
Yesterday  at  the  seventh  hour 
the  fever  left  him. 

58  The  father  therefore  knew 
that  it  was  at  the  same  hour, 
that  J esus  said  to  him,  Thy  son 
liveth ; and  himself  believed 
and  his  whole  house. 

54  This  1 8 again  the  second 
miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when 
he  was  come  out  of  Judea  into 
Galilee. 

CHAP.  V. 

Christ  heals  on  the  sabbath  the  man 
languishing  thirty-eight  years;  his 
discourse  upon  this  occasion. 

AFTER  ® these  things  was  a 
festival  day  of  the  Jews,  and 
JESUS  went  up  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Now  there  is  at  Jerusalem 
a pond,  called,  Probatica,  which 
in  Hebrew  is  named  Bethsaida, 
having  five  porches. 

3  In  these  lay  a great  multi- 
tude of  sick,  of  blind,  of  lame, 
of  withered,  waiting  for  the 
moving  of  the  water. 

4  And  an  Angel  of  the  Lord 
descended  at  certain  times  into 
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CHAP.  V.  Ver.  2.  Probatica.  That 
Is,  the  sheep-pond;  either  bo  called, 
because  the  sheep  were  washed  therein, 
that  were  to  be  offered  up  in  sacrifice 
in  the  temple,  or  because  it  was  near 
the  sheep-gate.  That  this  was  a pond 
where  miracles  were  wrought  is  evi- 
dent from  the  sacred  text : and  also 
that  the  water  hail  no  natural  virtue 
to  heal,  as  one  only  of  those  put  in  after 
the  motion  of  the  water  was  restored  to 
health ; for  if  the  water  had  the  heal- 
ing quality,  the  others  would  have  the 
like  benefit,  being  put  into  it  about  the 
same  time. 
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the  pond ; and  the  water  was 
moved.  And  he  that  went  down 
first  into  the  pond  after  the 
motion  of  the  water,  was  made 
whole  of  whatsoever  infirmity 
he  lay  under. 

5 And  there  was  a certain 
man  there,  that  had  been  eight 
and  thirty  years  under  his  in- 
firmity. . 

6 Him  when  Jesus  had  seen 
lying,  and  knew  that  he  had 
been  now  a long  time,  he  saith 
to  him  : Wilt  thou  be  made 
whole  ? 

7 The  infirm  man  answered 
him : Sir,  I have  no  man,  when 
the  water  is  troubled,  to  put 
me  into  the  pond.  For  whilst 
I am  coming,  another  goeth 
down  before  me. 

8 Jesus  saith  to  him  : Arise, 
take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

9 And  immediately  the  man 
was  made  whole  : and  he  took 
up  his  bed  and  walked.  And  it 
was  the  sabbath  that  day 

10  The  Jews  therefore  said 
to  him  that  was  healed : *It  ia 
the  sabbath,  it  is  not  lawful  for 
thee  to  take  up  thy  bed. 

11  He  answered  them:  He  that 
made  me  whole,  he  said  to  me : 
Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

12  They  asked  him,  therefore: 
Who  is  that  man  who  said  to 
thee : Take  up  thy  bed,  and 
walk? 

13  But  he  who  was  healed, 
knew  not  who  it  was.  For  Jesus 
went  aside  from  the  multitude 
standing  in  the  place.

2  And  a great  multitude  fol- 
lowed him,  because  they  saw  the 
miracles  which  he  did  on  them 
that  were  diseased. 

3  Jesus  therefore  went  up 
into  a mountain,  and  there  he 
sat  with  his  disciples. 

4  Now  the  Pasch,  the  festival 
day /of  the  Jews,  was  near  at 
hand. 

5  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  seen  that 
a very  great  multitude  cometh 
to  him,  he  said  to  Philip : 
Whence  shall  we  buy  bread 
that  these  may  eat  ? 

6  And  this  he  said  to  try 
him  : for  he  himself  knew  what 
he  would  do. 

7  Philip  answered  him : Two 
hundred  pennyworth  of  bread 
is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that 
every  one  may  take  a little. 

8  One  of  his  disciples,  An- 
drew, the  brother  of  Simon 
Peter,  saith  to  him : 

9  There  is  a boy  here  that 
hath  five  barley  loaves  and  two 
fishes : but  what  are  these 
among  so  many? 

10  Then  Jesus  said : Make 
the  men  sit  down.  Now  there 
was  much  grass  in  the  place. 
The  men  therefore  sat  down 
in  number  about  five  thou- 
sand. 

11  And  Jesus  took  the  loaves: 
and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  distributed  to  them  that 
were  set  down.  In  like  manner

13  They  gathered  up  there- 
fore, and  filled  twelve  baskets 
with  the  fragments  of  the  five 
barley  loaves,  which  remained 
over  and  above  to  them  that 
had  eaten. 

14  Now  those  men,  when  they 
had  seen  what  a miracle  Jesus 
had  done,  said : This  is  of  a 
truth  the  prophet  that  is  to 
come  into  the  world. 

15  Jesus  therefore  when  he 
knew  that  they  would  come  to 
take  him  by  force  and  make 
him  king,  “fled  again  into  the 
mountaiu  himself  alone. 

16  And  when  evening  was 
come,  his  disciples  went  down 
to  the  sea. 

17  And  when  they  had  gone 
up  into  a ship,  they  went  over 
the  sea  to  Capharnaum : and  it 
was  now  dark,  and  Jesus  was 
not  come  unto  them. 

18  And  the  sea  arose  by 
reason  of  a great  wind  that 
blew. 

19  When  they  had  rowed 
therefore  about  five  and  twenty 
or  thirty  furlongs,  they  see 
Jesus  walking  upon  the  sea, 
and  drawing  nigh  to  the  ship, 
and  they  were  afraid. 

20  But  he  saith  to  them : It 
is  I : be  not  afraid. 

21  They  were  willing ' there- 
fore to  take  him  into  the  ship  : 
and  presently  the  ship  was  at 
the  land,  to  which  they  were 
going.

Are  tpirit  and  life.  By  proposing  to 
you  a heavenly  sacrament,  in  which 
you  Bhall  receive,  in  a wonderful 
manner,  spirit,  grace  and  life  in  its 
I very  fountain. 
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67  After  this  many  of  his  dis- 
ciples went  back ; and  walked 
no  more  with  him. 

68  Then  Jesus  said  to  the 
twelve : Will  you  also  go  away  ? 

69  And  Simon  Peter  answer- 
ed him : Lord,  to  whom  shall 
we  go?  thou  hast  the  words  of 
eternal  life. 

70  aAnd  we  have  believed 
and  have  known  that  thou  art 
the  Christ  the  Son  of  God. 

71  Jesus  answered  them: 
Have  not  I chosen  you  twelve  ; 
and  one  of  you  is  a devil  ? 

72  Now  he  meant  Judas 
Iscariot,  the  son  of  Simon  : for 
this  same  was  about  to  betray 
him,  whereas  he  was  one  of  the 
twelve. 

CHAP.  VII. 

Christ  goes  up  to  the  feast  of  the  taber- 
nacle; he  teaches  in  the  temple. 

AFTER  these  things  Jesus 
walked  iu  Galilee,  for  he 
would  not  walk  in  Judea,  be- 
cause the  Jews  sought  to  kill 
him. 

2 Now  the  Jews’  feast  of 
^tabernacles  was  at  hand. 

3 And  his  brethren  said  to 
him  : Pass  from  hence  and  go 
into  Judea : that  thy  disciples 
also  may  see  thy  works  which 
thou  dost. 

4 For  there  is  no  man  that 
doth  anything  in  secret,  and  he 
himself  seeketh  to  be  known 
openly.  If  thou  do  these  things, 
manifest  thyself  to  the  world. 

5 For  neither  did  his  brethren 
believe  in  him. 

6 Then  Jesus  said  to  them : 
My  time  is  not  yet  come  ; but 
your  time  is  always  ready. 

7 The  world  cannot  hate  you; 


a Matt  16. 16.  Mark  8.  29.  Luke  9. 
*0.—*  Lev.  28.  34. 
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but  me  it  hateth:  because  I 
give  testimony  of  it,  that  the 
works  thereof  are  evil. 

8 Go  you  up  to  this  festival 
day,  but  I go  not  up  to  this 
festival  day : because  my  time 
is  not  accomplished. 

9 When  he  had  said  these 
things,  he  himself  staid  in 
Galilee. 

10  But  after  his  brethren 
were  gone  up,  then  he  also 
went  up  to  the  feast,  not 
openly,  but  as  it  were  in  secret. 

11  The  Jews  therefore  sought 
him  on  the  festival  day,  and 
said  : Where  is  he? 

12  And  there  was  much  mur- 
muring among  the  multitude 
concerning  him.  For  some  said: 
He  is  a good  man.  And  others 
said  : No,  but  he  seduceth  the 
people. 

18  Yet  no  man  spoke  openly 
of  him,  for  fear  of  the  Jews. 

14  Now  about  the  midst  of 
the  feast,  Jesus  went  up  into 
the  temple,  and  taught. 

16  And  the  Jews  wondered, 
saying  : How  doth  this  .man- 
know  letters,  having  never 
learned  ? 

16  Jesus  answered  them  and 
said  : My  doctrine  is  not  mine, 
but  his  that  sent  me. 

17  If  any  man  will  do  the 
will  of  him : he  shall  know  of 
the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of 
God,  or  whether  I speak  of  my- 
self. 

18  He  that  speaketh  of  him- 
self, seeketh  his  own  glory : but 
he  that  seeketh  the  glory  of  him 
that  sent  him,  he  is  true,  and 
there  is  no  injustice  in  him. 

19  cDid  not  Moses  give  you 
the  law,  and  yet  none  of  you 
keepeth  the  law? 
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C$AP.  VTL 

20  « Why  geek  you  to  kill  me  ? 
The  multitude  answered  and 
aaid  : Thou  hast  a devil ; who 
seeketh  to  kill  thee  ? 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said 
to  them : One  work  I have  done; 
and  you  all  wonder : 

22  Therefore  b Moses  gave 
you  circumcision  (not  because 
it  is  of  Moses,  cbut  of  the 
fathers ;)  and  on  the  sabbath- 
day  you  circumcise  a man. 

23  If  a man  receive  circum- 
cision on  the  sabbath -day,  that 
the  law  of  Moses  may  not  be 
broken ; are  you  angry  at  me 
because  I have  healed  the  whole 
man  on  the  sabbath-day  ? 

24  d Judge  not  according  to 
the  appearance,  but  judge  just 

judgment 

26  Some  therefore  of  Jerusa- 
lem said  : Is  not  this  he  whom 
they  seek  to  kill  ? 

26  And  behold  he  speaketh 
openly,  and  they  say  nothing 
to  him.  Have  the  rulers  known 
for  a truth  that  this  is  the 
Christ? 

27  But  we  know  this  man 
whence  he  is : but  when  the 
Christ  cometh,  no  man  know- 
eth  whence  he  is. 

28  Jesus  therefore  cried  out 
In  the  temple,  teaching  and  say- 
ing : You  both  know  me,  and 
you  know  whence  I am,  and  I 
am  not  come  of  myself  ; but  he 
that  sent  me  is  true,  whom  you 
know  not. 

29  I know  him,  because  I am 
from  him,  and  he  hath  sent  me. 

30  They  sought  therefore  to 
apprehend  him : and  no  man 
laid  hands  on  him,  because  his 
hour  was  not  yet  come. 

31  But  of  the  people  many 


believed  in  him,  and  said : When 
the  Christ  cometh,  shall  he  do 
. more  miracles  than  these  which 
this  man  doth? 

I 32  The  Pharisees  heard  the 
people  murmuring  these  things 
concerning  him  : and  the  rulers 
and  Pharisees  sent  ministers  to 
apprehend  him. 

33  Jesus  therefore  said  to 
them  : Yet  a little  while  I am 
with  you : aud  then  I go  to  him 
that  sent  me. 

34  • Ye  shall  seek  me,  and 
shall  not  find  me : and  where  I 
am,  thither  you  cannot  come. 

86  The  Jews  therefore  said 
among  themselves  : Whither 
will  he  go,  that  we  shall  not 
i find  him  ? will  he  go  unto  the 
I dispersed  among  the  gentiles, 
ana  teach  the  gentiles  ? 

36  What  is  this  saying  that 
i he  hath  said  : You  shall  seek 
me,  and  shall  not  find  me ; and 
, where  I am,  you  cannot  come  ? 
I 37  And  on  the  last  / and 
great  day  of  the  festivity,  Jesus 
stood  and  cried,  saying : If  any 
man  thirst,  let  him  come  to 
me,  and  drink. 

, 38  9 He  that  believeth  in  me, 
as  the  scripture  saith,  Out  of 
hie  belly  shall  flow  rivers  of 
living  water. 

I 39  Now  this  he  said  of  the 
spirit  which  they  should  receive 
who  believed  in  him  : for  as  yet 
the  spirit  was  notgiven,  because 
Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified. 

40  Of  that  multitude  there- 
fore, when  they  had  heard  these 
words  of  his,  some  said : This 
is  the  prophet  indeed. 

41  Others  said : This  is  the 
Christ.  But  some  said  : Doth 
the  Christ  come  out  of  Galilee  ?

43  So  there  arose  a dissension 
among  the  people  because  of 
him. 

44  And  some  of  them  would 
have  apprehended  him : but  no 
man  laid  hands  upon  him. 

45  The  ministers  therefore 

came  to  the  chief  priests  and 
the  Pharisees.  And  they  said 
to  them  : Why  have  you  not 
brought  him  ? i 

46  The  ministers  answered  : 

Never  did  man  speak  like  this 
man.  | 

47  The  Pharisees  therefore 

answered  them  : Are  you  also 
seduced  ? j 

48  Hath  any  one  of  the  rulers 

believed  in  him,  or  of  the  Pha- 
risees ^ I 

49  But  this  multitude  that 
knoweth  not  the  law,  are  ac- 1 
cursed. 

50  Nicodemus  said  to  them, 

6 he  that  came  to  him  by  night, 
who  was  one  of  them  : 

51  Doth  our  law  judge  any ! 
man,  unless  it  first  hear  him, 

« and  know  what  he  doth  ? 

52  They  answered  and  said 
to  him : Art  thou  also  a Gali- 
lean? Search  the  scriptures, 
and  see  that  out  of  Galilee  a 
prophet  riseth  not 

53  And  every  man  returned 
to  his  own  house. 

CHAP.  YTTI. 

The  woman  taken  in  adultery.  (Thrift 
justifies  hit  doctrine. 

AND  Jesus  went  unto  mount 
Olivet. 

2 And  early  in  the  morning 

• Mich.  5.  a.  Mntt  2.  6 .—b  Supra,  3. 
I— e Dent.  17.  8.  and  19.  16. 
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he  came  again  into  the  temple, 
and  all  the  people  came  to  him, 
and  sitting  down  he  taught 
them. 

3 And  the  scribes  and  Pha- 
risees bring  nnto  him  a woman 
taken  in  adultery;  and  they  set 
her  in  the  midst, 

4 And  said  to  him  : Master, 
this  woman  was  even  now  taken 
in  adultery. 

5 d Now  Moses  in  the  law 
commanded  us  to  stone  such  a 
one.  But  what  sayest  thou  ? 

6 And  this  they  said,  tempt- 
ing him,  that  they  might  accuse 
him.  But  Jesus  bowing  him- 
self down,  wrote  with  his  finger 
on  the  ground. 

7 When  therefore  they  con- 
tinued asking  him,  he  lifted  up 
himself  and  said  to  them  : • He 
that  is  without  sin  among  you, 
let  him  first  cast  a stone  at  her. 

8 And  again  stooping  down, 
he  wrote  on  the  ground. 

9 But  they  hearing  this  went 
out  one  by  one,  beginning  at 
the  eldest.  And  Jesus  alone  re- 
mained, and  the  woman  stand- 
ing in  the  midst 

10  Then  Jesus  lifting  up 
himself,  said  to  her : Woman, 
where  are  they  that  accused 
thee?  Hath  no  man  condemned 
thee  ? 

11  Who  said  r No  man,  Lord. 
And  Jesus  said:  Neither  will 
I condemn  thee.  Go,  and  now 
sin  no  more. 

12  Again  therefore  Jesus 
spoke  to  them,  saying : / 1 am 
the  light  of  the  world : he  that 
followeth  me,  walketh  not  in 
darkness,  but  shall  have  the 
light  of  life. 

13  The  Pharisees  therefore 
said  to  him  : Thou  givest  testi-

mony  of  thyself : thy  testimony 
is  not  true. 

14  Jesus  answered,  and  said 
to  them : Although  I give  testi- 
mony of  myself,  my  testimony 
is  true : for  I know  whence  I 
came,  and  whither  I go : but 
you  know  not  whence  I come, 
or  whither  I go. 

15  You  judge  according  to 
the  flesh  : I judge  not  any  man. 

16  And  if  I do  judge,  my 
judgment  is  true : because  I 
am  not  alone,  but  I and  the 
Father  that  sent  me. 

17  And  in  your  law  it  is 
written,  “that  the  testimony 
of  two  men  is  true. 

18  I am  one  that  give  testi- 
mony of  myself : and  the  Father 
that  sent  me,  giveth  testimony 
of  me. 

19  They  said  therefore  to  him  : 
Where  is  thy  Father?  Jesus 
answered : Neither  me  do  you 
know,  nor  my  Father : if  you 
did  know  me,  perhaps  you 
would  know  my  Father  also. 

20  These  words  Jesus  spoke 
in  the  treasury,  teaching  in 
the  temple : and  no  man  laid 
hands  on  him,  because  his  hour 
was  not  yet  come. 

21  Again  therefore  Jesus  said 
to  them  : I go,  and  you  shall 
seek  me,  and  you  shall  die  in 
your  sin.  Whither  I go,  you 
cannot  come. 

22  The  Jews  therefore  said : 
Will  he  kill  himself,  because  he 
said : Whither  I go,  you  cannot 
come? 

23  And  he  said  to  them : You 
are  from  beneath,  I am  from 
above.  You  are  of  this  world, 
I am  not  of  this  world. 

24  Therefore  I said  to  you,

that  you  shall  die  in  your  sins. 
For  if  you  believe  not  that  I am 
he,  you  shall  die  in  your  sin. 

25  They  said  therefore  to 
him : W’ho  art  thou  ? Jesus 
said  to  them : The  beginning, 
who  also  speak  unto  you. 

26  Many  things  I have  to 
speak  and  to  judge  of  you. 
But  he  that  sent  me  is  b true : 
and  the  things  I have  heard  of 
him,  these  same  I speak  in  the 
world. 

27  And  they  understood  not 
that  he  called  God  his  father. 

28  Jesus  therefore  said  to 
them  : When  you  shall  have 
lifted  up  the  son  of  man,  then 
shall  you  know  that  I am  he, 
and  that  I do  nothing  of  myself, 
but  as  the  Father  hath  taught 
me,  these  things  I speak : 

29  And  he  that  sent  me  is 
with  me,  and  he  hath  not  left 
me  alone  : for  I do  always  the 
things  that  please  him. 

30  When  he  spoke  these 
things,  many  believed  in  him. 

81  Then  Jesus  said  to  those 
Jews  who  believed  him  : If  you 
continue  in  my  word,  you  shall 
be  my  disciples  indeed. 

32  And  you  shall  know  the 
truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make 
you  free. 

83  They  answered  him  : We 
are  the  seed  of  Abraham,  and 
we  have  never  been  slaves  to 
any  man  : how  sayest  thou : 
You  shall  be  free? 

34  Jesus  answered  them  r 
Amen,  amen,  I say  unto  you, 
°that  whosoever  committeth 
sin,  is  the  servant  of  sin. 

35  Now  the  servant  abideth 
not  in  the  house  for  ever : but 
the  son  abideth  for  ever. 


b Rom.  8.  4.— c Rom.  6.  15.  and  1C. 
2 Pet.  2.  18. 
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36  If  therefore  the  ton  shall 
make  you  free,  you.  shall  be 
free  indeed. 

37  I know  that  yon  are  the 
children  of  Abraham : but  yon 
seek  to  kill  me,  because  my 
word  hath  no  place  in  you. 

38  I speak  that  which  I hare 
seen  with  my  Father : and  you 
do  the  things  that  you  hare 
seen  with  your  father. 

39  They  answered,  and  said 
to  him  : Abraham  is  our  father. 
Jkscs  saith  to  them  : If  you  be 
the  children  of  Abraham,  do 
the  works  of  Abraham. 

40  But  now  you  seek  to  kill 
me,  a man  who  hare  spoken 
the  truth  to  you,  which  I hare 
heard  of  God.  This  Abraham 
did  not. 

41  You  do  the  works  of  your 
father.  They  said  therefore  to 
him : We  are  not  born  of  forni- 
cation: we  hare  one  Father 
even  God. 

42  Jesus  therefore  said  to 
them : If  God  were  your  father, 
you  would  indeed  lore  me. 
For  from  God  I proceeded,  and 
came : for  I came  not  of  my- 
self, but  he  sent  me. 

43  Why  do  you  not  know  my 
speech?  Because  you  cannot 
hear  my  word. 

44  « You  are  of  your  father 
the  deril,  and  the  desires  of 
your  father  you  will  do.  He 
was  a murderer  from  the  begin- 
ning, and  he  stood  not  in  the 
truth  ; because  truth  is  not  in 
him.  When  he  speaketh  a lie, 
he  speaketh  of  his  own  : for  he 
is  a liar,  and  the  father  thereof. 

45  But  if  I say  the  truth,  you 
beliere  me  not. 

46  Which  of  you  shall  con- 
vince me  of  sin  ? If  I say  the 
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! truth  to  you,  why  do  you  not 

beliere  me  ? 

| 47  ‘He thatisof  God. heareth 

the  words  of  God.  Therefore 
you  hear  them  not,  because 
you  are  not  of  God. 

48  The  Jews  therefore  an- 
swered, and  said  to  him : Do 
not  we  say  well  that  thou  art  a 
Samaritan,  and  hast  a deril  ? 

I 49  J esus  answered  : I hare 
not  a deril : but  I honour  my 
Father,  and  you  hare  dis- 
honoured me. 

50  But  I seek  not  my  own 
glory : there  is  one  that  seeketh 
and  judgeth. 

51  Amen,  amen,  I say  to  you : 
If  any  man  keep  my  word,  he 
shall  not  see  death  for  erer. 

52  The  Jews  therefore  said : 
Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a 
deril.  Abraham  is  dead,  and 
the  prophets ; and  thou  sayest : 
If  any  man  keep  my  word,  he 
shall  not  taste  death  for  erer. 

53  Art  thou  greater  than  our 
father  Abraham,  who  is  dead? 
and  the  prophets  are  dead. 
Whom  dost  thou  make  thyself? 

54  Jesus  answered:  If  I 
glorify  myself,  my  glory  is 
nothing.  It  is  my  Father  that 
glorifleth  me,  of  whom  you  say 
that  he  is  your  God. 

55  And  you  hare  not  known 
him,  but  I know  him.  And  if 
I shall  say  that  I know  him 
not,  I shall  be  like  to  you,  a 
liar.  But  I do  know  him,  and 
do  keep  his  word. 

56  Abraham  your  father  re- 
joiced that  he  might  see  my 
day : he  saw  it,  and  was  glad. 

57  The  Jews  therefore  said 
to  him  : Thou  art  not  yet  fifty 
years  old,  and  hast  thou  seen 
Abraham? 
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58  Jesus  said  to  them : Amen, 
amen,  I«ay  to  you,  before  A bra- 
ham  was  made,  1 am. 

59  They  took  up  stones  there- 
fore to  cast  at  him.  But  J esus 
hid  himself,  and  went  out  of 
the  temple. 

CHAP.  IX. 

Be  give*  tight  to  the  man  bom  blind. 

AND  Jesus  passing  by,  saw  a 
man  who  was  blind  from 
his  birth ; 

2  And  his  disciples  asked 
him  : Eabbi,  who  hath  sinned, 
this  man,  or  his  parents,  that 
he  should  be  bom  blind  ? 

3  Jesus  answered : Neither 
hath  this  man  sinned,  nor  his 
nts ; but  that  the  works  of 
should  be  made  manifest 
in  him. 

4  I must  work  the  works  of 
him  that  sent  me,  whilst  it  is 
day : the  night  cometh  when  no 
man  can  work. 

5  As  long  as  I am  in  the 
world,  I am  the  light  of  the 
world. 

6  When  he  had  said  these 
things,  he  spat  on  the  ground, 
and  made  clay  of  the  spittle, 
and  spread  the  clay  upon  his 
eyes. 

7  And  said  to  him  : Go,  wash 
in  the  pool  of  Siloe,  which 
is  interpreted,  Sent  He  went 
therefore,  and  washed,  and  he 
came  seeing. 

8  The  neighbours  therefore, 
and  they  who  had  seen  him  be- 
fore that  he  was  a beggar,  said : 
Is  not  this  he  that  sat,  and 
begged  ? Some  said : This  is  he. 

9  But  others  said:  No,  but 
he  is  like  him.  But  he  said  : I 
am  he. 

10  They  said  therefore  to 
him : How  were  thy  eyes 
opened  ? 


11  He  answered : That  man 
that  is  called  Jesus,  made  day, 
and  anointed  my  eyes,  and 
said  to  me : Go  to  the  pool  of 
Siloe,  and  wash.  And  I went, 
I washed,  and  I see. 

12  And  they  said  to  him : 
Where  is  he?  He  saith:  I 
know  not. 

13  They  bring  him  that  had 
been  blind  to  tne  Pharisees. 

14  Now  it  was  the  sabbath 
when  Jesus  made  the  clay  and 
opened  his  eyes. 

15  Again  therefore  the  Pha- 
risees asked  him,  how  he  had 
received  his  sight.  But  he  said 
to  them  : He  put  clay  upon  my 
eyes,  and  I washed,  and  I see. 

16  Some  therefore  of  the  Pha- 
risees said  : This  man  is  not  of 
God,  who  keepeth  not  the  sab- 
bath. But  others  said : How 
can  a man  that  is  a sinner  do 
such  miracles  ? And  there  was 
a division  among  them. 

17  They  say  therefore  to  the 
blind  man  again  : What  sayest 
thou  of  him  that  hath  opened 
thy  eyes  ? And  he  said : He  is 
a prophet. 

18  The  Jew 8 then  did  not  be- 
lieve concerning  him,  that  he 
had  been  blind  and  had  received 
his  sight,  until  they  called  the 
parents  of  him  that  had  re- 
ceived his  sight. 

19  And  asked  them,  saying : 
Is  this  your  son,  who  you  say 
was  born  blind?  How  then 
doth  he  now  see? 

20  His  parents  answered  them 
and  said  : We  know  that  this  is 
our  son,  and  that  he  was  bom 
blind ; 

21  But  how  he  now  seeth,  we 
know  not : or  who  hath  opened 
his  eyes,  we  know  not : ask  him- 
self ; he  is  of  age,  let  him  speak 
for  himself. 
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22  These  things  his  parents 
said,  because  they  feared  the 
Jews : For  the  Jews  had  already 
agreed  among  themselves,  that 
if  any  man  should  confess  him 
to  be  Christ,  he  should  be  put 
out  of  the  synagogue. 

23  Therefore  did  his  parents 
say : He  is  of  age,  ask  him. 

24  They  therefore  called  the 
man  again  that  had  been  blind, 
and  said  to  him  : Oive  glory  to 
God.  We  know  that  this  man 
is  a sinner. 

26  He  said  therefore  to  them  : 
If  he  be  a sinner,  I know  not : 
one  thing  I know,  that  whereas 
I was  blind,  now  I see. 

26  They  said  then  to  him  : 
What  did  he  to  thee  ? How  did 
he  open  thy  eyes  ? 

27  He  answered  them : I have 
told  you  already,  and  you  have 
heard  : why  would  you  hear  it 
again?  will  you  also  become 
his  disciples  ? 

28  They  reviled  him  there- 
fore, and  said  : Be  thou  his  dis- 
ciple ; but  we  are  the  disciples 
of  Moses. 

29  We  know  that  God  spoke 
to  Moses : but  as  to  this  man, 
we  know  not  from  whence  he  is. 

30  The  man  answered,  and 
said  to  them  : Why,  herein  is  a 
wonderful  thing  that  you  know 
not  from  whence  he  is,  and  he 
hath  opened  my  eyes. 

31  Now  we  know  that  God 
doth  not  hear  sinners  : but  if  a 
man  be  a server  of  God,  and 
doth  his  will,  him  he  heareth. 

32  From  the  beginning  of  the 
world  it  hath  not  been  heard, 
that  any  man  hath  opened  the 
eyes  of  one  born  blind. 

33  Unless  this  man  were  of 
God,  he  could  not  do  anything. 

34  They  answered,  and  said 
to  him  : Thou  wast  wholly  bom 
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in  sins,  and  dost  thou  teach  us? 
And  they  cast  him  out.* 

35  Jesus  heard  that  they  had 
cast  him  out : and  when  he  had 
found  him,  he  said  to  him: 
Dost  thou  believe  in  the  Son  of 
God? 

36  He  answered,  and  said : 
Who  is  he,  Lord,  that  I may 
believe  in  him  ? 

37  And  Jesus  said  to  him: 
Thou  hast  both  seen  him ; and 
it  is  he  that  talketh  with  thee. 

38  And  he  said  : I believe, 
Lord.  And  falling  down  he 
adored  him. 

39  And  Jesus  said : For  judg- 
ment I am  come  into  this  world ; 
that  they  who  see  not,  may  see : 
and  they  who  see,  may  become 
blind. 

40  And  some  of  the  Phari- 
sees, who  were  with  him,  heard ; 
and  they  said  unto  him : Are 
we  also  blind  ? 

41  Jesus  said  to  them:  If 
you  were  blind,  you  should  not 
have  sin : but  now  you  say : We 
see.

CHAP.  X

AMEN,  amen,  I say  to  you:  he 
that  entereth  not  by  thfe 
door  into  the  sheepfold,  but 
climbeth  up  another  way,  the 
same  is  a thief  and  a robber. 


CHAP.  IX.  Ver.  88.  Jam  come,  Ac. 
Not  that  Christ  came  for  that  end, 
that  any  one  should  be  made  blind : 
but  that  the  Jews,  by  the  abuse  of  his 
coming,  and  by  their  not  receiving  him, 
brought  upon  themaelven  this  judgment 
of  blindness. 

Ver.  41.  If  you  were  blind,  Ac.  If 
you  were  invincibly  ignorant,  and  had 
neither  read  the  scriptures  nor  seen 
my  miracles,  you  would  not  bt  guilty 
of  the  sin  of  infidelity  : but  now,  as  you 
boast  of  yonr  knowledge  of  the  scrip- 
tures, you  are  inexcusable. 
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2 But  he  that  entereth  in  by 
the  door,  is  the  shepherd  of  the 
sheep. 

3 To  him  the  porter  openeth ; 
and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice : 
and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by 
name,  and  leadeth  them  out. 

4 And  when  he  hath  let  out 
his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before 
them:  and  the  sheep  follow  him, 
because  they  know  his  voice. 

5 But  a stranger  they  follow 
not,  but  fly  from  him,  because 
they  know  not  the  voice  of 
strangers. 

6 This  proverb  Jesus  spoke 
to  them.  But  they  understood 
not  what  he  spoke  to  them. 

7 Jesus  therefore  said  to  them 
again : Amen,  amen,  I say  to 
you,  I am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 

8 All  others , as  many  as  have 
come,  are  thieves  and  robbers : 
and  the  sheep  heard  them  not. 

9 I am  the  door.  By  me,  if 
any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be 
saved  : and  he  shall  go  in,  and 
go  out,  and  shall  find  pastures. 

10  The  thief  cometh  not,  but 
for  to  steal  and  to  kill  and  to 
destroy.  I am  come  that  they 
may  have  life,  and  may  have  it 
more  abundantly. 

11  I am  the  good  shepherd. 
« The  good  shepherd  giveth  his 
life  for  his  sheep. 

12  But  the  hireling,  and  he 
that  is  not  the  shepherd,  whose 
own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth 
the  wolf  coming  and  leaveth 
the  sheep,  and  flieth  : and  the 
wolf  catcheth,  and  scattereth 
the  sheep: 

13  And  the  hireling  flieth,  be- 
cause he  is  a hireling ; and  he 
hath  no  care  for  the  sheep. 

14  I am  the  good  shepherd ; 


* Isaias  40.  11.  Ezech.  84.  23.  and  87. 
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and  I know  mine,  and  mine 
know  me. 

15  b As  the  Father  knoweth 
me,  and  I know  the  Father: 
and  I lay  down  my  life  for  my 
sheep. 

16  And  other  sheep  I have, 
that  are  not  of  this  fold  ; them 
also  I must  bring,  and  they 
shall  hear  my  voice,  and  there 
shall  be  one  fold  and  one  shep- 
herd. 

17  Therefore  doth  the  Father 
love  me : c because  I lay  down 
my  life  that  I may  take  it  again. 

18  No  man  taketh  it  away 
from  me  : but  I lay  it  down  of 
myself,  and  I have  power  to  lay 
it  down  ; and  I have  power  to 
take  it  up  again.  This  com- 
mandment have  I received  of 
my  Father. 

19  A dissension  rose  again 
among  the  Jews  for  these  words. 

20  And  many  of  them  said : 
He  hath  a devil,  and  is  mad: 
why  hear  you  him? 

21  Others  said  : These  are 
not  the  words  of  one  that  hath 
a devil : Can  a devil  open  the 
eyes  of  the  blind  ? 

22  <*And  it  was  the  feast  of 
the  dedication  at  Jerusalem ; 
and  it  was  winter. 

23  And  Jesus  walked  in  the 
temple  in  Solomon’s  porch. 

24  The  Jews  therefore  came 
round  about  him,  and  said  to 
him  : How  long  dost  thou  hold 
our  souls  in  suspense  ? if  thou 
be  the  Christ  tell  us  plainly. 

25  Jesus  answered  them : I 
speak  to  you,  and  you  believe 
not : the  works  that  I do  in  the 
name  of  my  Father,  they  give 
testimony  of  me. 

26  But  you  do  not  believe: 
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biwie  j<m  an  not  of  my 
•beep. 

27  My  sheep  hear  my  voice  : 
and  I know  them,  and  they 
follow  me. 

28  And  1 give  them  life  ever- 
lasting ; and  they  shall  not 
periah  for  ever,  and  no  man 
•hall  pluck  them  oat  of  my 
hand. 

2 U That  which  my  Father 
hath  given  me  is  greater  than 
all : and  no  one  can  snatch  them 
out  of  the  hand  of  my  Father. 

30  I and  the  Father  are  one. 

31  The  Jews  then  took  up 
stones  to  stone  him. 

32  Jbhlh  answered  them  : 
Many  good  works  I have  shewed 
you  from  my  Father ; for  which 
of  th'me  works  do  you  stone  me? 

33  The  Jews  answered  him : 
For  a good  work  we  stone  thee 
not,  but  for  blasphemy;  and 
because  that  thou,  being  a man, 
makest  thyself  God? 

84  JKHUS  answered  them  : Is 
It  not  written  in  your  law  : « / 
said,  you  are  god*  ? 

86  If  he  called  them  gods,  to 
whom  the  word  of  God  was 
spoken,  and  the  scripture  can- 
not l>e  broken ; 

36  Do  you  sav  of  him,  whom 
the  Father  hatn  sanctified  and 
sent  Into  the  world  : Thou  blas- 
phemest,  l>ecause  I said,  I am 
the  Hon  of  God? 

37  If  I do  not  the  works  of 
my  Father,  believe  me  not. 

38  But  If  I do,  though  you 
will  not  believe  me,  believe  the 
works : that  you  may  know  and 
believe  that  the  Father  is  in 
me,  and  I in  the  Father. 


• Pa.  si.  e. 
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99  They  sought  therefore  to 
take  him  ; and  be  escaped  out 
of  their  hands. 

40  And  be  went  again  beyond 
the  Jordan  into  that  place  where 
John  was  baptizing  first : and 
there  be  abode. 

41  And  many  resorted  to  him, 
and  they  said : John  indeed  did 
no  sign : 

42  But  all  things  whatsoever 
John  said  of  this  man  were  true. 
And  many  believed  in  him. 

CHAP.  XI.

2  (And  Mary  was  she  b that 
anointed  the  Lord  with  oint- 
ment and  wiped  his  feet  with 
her  hair:  whose  brother  Lazarus 
was  sick.l 

3  His  sisters  therefore  sent  to 
him,  saying : Lord,  behold,  he 
whom  thou  lovest  is  sick. 

4  And  Jesus  hearing  it,  said 
to  them : This  sickness  is  not 
unto  death,  but  for  the  glory  of 
God  : that  the  Son  of  God  may 
be  glorified  by  it. 

6 Now  Jesus  loved  Martha, 
and  her  sister  Mary,  aud  Laza- 
rus. 

6  When  he  had  heard  there- 
fore that  he  was  sick,  he  still 
remained  in  the  same  place  two 
days  : 

7  Then  after  that  he  said  to 
his  disciples:  Let  us  go  into 
Judea  again. 

8  The  disciples  say  to  him : 
Rabbi,  the  Jews  but  now  sought 
to  stone  thee : and  goest  thou 
thither  agaiu  ? 


6 Matt  28.  7.  Luke  7.  87.  Infra,  12.  A. 
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9 Jesus  answered:  Are  there 
not  twelve  hours  of  the  day? 
If  a man  walk  in  the  day,  he 
stumbleth  not,  because  he 
seeth  the  light  of  this  world  : 

10  But  if  he  walk  in  the 
night  he  stumbleth,  because 
the  light  is  not  in  him. 

11  These  things  he  said  : and 
after  that  he  said  to  them  : 
Lazarus  our  friend  sleepeth ; 
but  I go  that  I may  awake  him 
out  of  sleep. 

12  His  disciples  therefore 
said : Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he 
shall  do  well. 

13  But  Jesus  spoke  of  his 
death  ; and  they  thought  that 
he  spoke  of  the  repose  of  sleep. 

14  Then  therefore  Jesus  said 
to  them  plainly:  Lazarus  is 
dead  ; 

15  And  I am  glad  for  your 
sakes,  that  I was  not  there, 
that  you  may  believe : but  let 
us  go  to  him. 

16  Thomas  therefore,  who  is 
called  Didvmus,  said  to  his  fel- 
low-disciples : Let  us  also  go, 
that  we  may  die  with  him. 

17  Jesus  therefore  came  and 
found  that  he  had  been  four 
days  already  in  the  grave. 

18  (Now  Bethania  was  near 
Jerusalem,  about  fifteen  fur- 
longs off.) 

19  Ana  many  of  the  Jews 
were  come  to  Martha  and 
Mary,  to  comfort  them  con- 
cerning their  brother. 

20  Martha  therefore,  as  soon 
as  she  heard  that  Jesus  was 
come,  went  to  meet  him ; but 
Mary  sat  at  home. 

21  Martha  therefore  said  to  | 
Jesus  : Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been 
here,  my  brother  had  not  died. 

22  But  now  also  I know  that 
whatsoever  thou  wilt  ask  of 
God,  God  will  give  it  thee.  I 


23  Jesus  saith  to  her:  Thy 
brother  shall  rise  again. 

24  Martha  saith  to  him : I 
know  that  he  shall  rise  again 
| a in  the  resurrection  at  the  last 
day. 

25  Jesus  said  to  her:  I am 
I the  resurrection  and  the  life : 
6 he  that  believeth  in  me  al- 
: though  he  be  dead,  shall  live : 

I 26  And  every  one  that  liveth, 
and  believeth  in  me,  shall  not 
I die  for  ever.  Believest  thou 
this? 

| 27  She  saith  to  him:  Yea, 

I Lord,  I have  believed  that  thou 
art  Christ  the  Son  of  the  living 
God,  who  art  come  into  this 
I world. 

28  And  when  she  had  said 
these  things,  she  went,  and 
called  her  sister  Mary  secretly, 
saying : The  master  is  come 
and  calleth  for  thee. 

29  She,  as  soon  as  she  heard 
this , ri8eth  quickly  and  cometh 
to  him. 

I 30  For  Jesus  was  not  yet 
I come  into  the  town ; but  he 
I was  still  in  that  place  where 
Martha  had  met  him. 
j 31  The  Jews  therefore  who 
were  with  her  in  the  house  and 
comforted  her,  when  they  saw 
Mary  that  she  rose  up  speedily 
and  went  out,  followed  her, 
saying  : She  goeth  to  the  grave, 
to  weep  there. 

32  when  Mary  therefore  was 
j come  where  Jesus  was,  seeing 
him,  she  fell  down  at  his  feet, 
and  saith  to  him : Lord,  if  thou 
hadst  been  here,  my  brother 
I had  not  died. 

j 33  Jesus  therefore,  when  he 
saw  her  weeping,  and  the  Jews 
that  were  come  with  her,  weep- 
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ing,  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and 
troubled  himself, 

34  And  said : Where  have 
you  laid  him?  They  say  to 
him  : Lord,  come  and  see. 

35  And  JESUS  wept. 

36  The  Jews  therefore  said : 
Behold  how  he  loved  him. 

37  But  some  of  them  said : 
° Could  not  he  that  opened  the 
eyes  of  the  man  born  blind,  j 
have  caused  that  this  roan 
should  not  die? 

38  Jesus  therefore  again 
groaning  in  himself,  cometh  to 
the  sepulchre : Now  it  was  a 
cave;  and  a stonewas  laid  over  it. 

39  J ksus  said : Take  away 
the  stone.  Martha,  the  sister  of 
him  that  was  dead,saith  to  him : 
Lord,  by  this  time  he  stinketh, 
for  he  is  now  of  four  days. 

40  Jesus  saith  to  her:  Did 
not  I say  to  thee,  that  if  thou 
believe,  thou  shalt  see  the  glory 
of  God  ? 

41  They  took  therefore  the 
stone  away.  And  Jesus  lifting 
up  his  eyes  said  : Father,  I give 
thee  thanks  that  thou  hast 
heard  me. 

42  And  I knew  that  thou 
hearest  me  always,  but  because 
of  the  people  who  stand  about 
have  I said  it ; that  they  may 
believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me. 

43  When  he  had  said  these 
things,  he  cried  with  a loud 
voice : Lazarus,  come  forth. 

44  And  presently  he  that  had 
been  dead  came  forth,  bound 
feet  and  hands  with  winding- 
bands,  and  his  face  was  bound 
about  with  a napkin.  Jesus 
said  to  them : Loose  him  and 
let  him  go. 

45  Many  therefore  of  the  Jews 
who  were  come  to  Mary  and 


Martha,  and  had  seen  the  things 
that  Jesus  did,  believed  in  him. 

46  But  some  of  them  went  to 
the  Pharisees,  and  told  them 
the  things  that  JESUS  had  done. 

47  The  chief  priests  therefore 
and  the  Pharisees  gathered  a 
council,  and  said  : what  do  we, 
for  this  man  doth  many  mira- 
cles? 

48  If  we  let  him  alone  so,  all 
will  believe  in  him,  and  the 
Romans  will  come,  and  take 
away  our  place  and  nation. 

49  But  one  of  them  named 
Caiphas,  being  the  high-priest 
that  year,  said  to  them : You 
know  nothing : 

50  Neither  do  you  consider 
that  it  is  expedient  for  you  that 
one  man  should  die  for  the 
people,  and  that  the  whole 
nation  perish  not. 

51  And  this  he  spoke  not  of 
himself : but  being  the  high- 
priest  of;  that  year,  he  prophe- 
sied that  Jesus  should  die  for 
the  nation. 

52  And  not  only  for  the  na- 
tion, but  to  gather  together  in 
one  the  children  of  God,  that 
were  dispersed. 

53  From  that  day  therefore 
theyde  vised  to  put  him  to  death. 

54  Wherefore  Jesus  walked 
no  more  openly  among  the 
Jews,  but  he  went  into  a coun- 
try near  the  desert,  unto  a city 
that  is  called  Ephrem,  and  there 
he  abode  with  his  disciples.

46  I am  come  a light  into 
the  world  ; that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  me,  may  not  remain 
in  darkness. 

47  And  if  any  man  hear  my 
words,  and  keep  them  not : I do 
not  judge  him  : for  I came  not 
to  judge  the  world,  but  to  save 
the  world. 

48  He  that  despiseth  me,  and 
receiveth  not  my  words,  hath 
one  that  judgeth  him : « the 
word  that  I have  spoken,  the 
same  shall  judge  him  in  the 
last  day. 

49  For  I have  not  spoken  of 
myself,  but  the  Father  who  sent 
me,  he  give  me  commandment 
what  I should  say,  and  what  I 
should  speak. 

60  And  I know  that  his  com- 
mandment is  life  everlasting 
The  things  therefore  that  I 
speak  ; even  as  the  Father  said 
unto  me,  so  do  I speak.

2  And  when  supper  was  done, 
(the  devil  having  now  put  into 
the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot  the 
son  of  Simon,  to  betray  him,) 

3  Knowing  that  the  Father 
had  given  him  all  things  into 
his  hands,  and  that  he  came 
from  God,  and  goeth  to  God. 

4  He  riseth  from  supper,  and 
layeth  aside  his  garments,  and 
having  taken  a towel,  girded 
himself. 

6  After  that,  he  putteth  water 
into  a basin,  and  began  to  wash 
the  feet  of  his  disciples,  and 
to  wipe  them  with  the  towel, 
wherewith  he  was  girded. 

6 He  cometh  therefore  to 
Simon  Peter.  And  Peter  said 
to  him  : Lord,  dost  thou  wash 
my  feet  ? 

7  Jesus  answered,  and  said 
to  him  : What  I do,  thou  know- 
est  not  now,  but  thou  shalt 
know  hereafter. 

8  Peter  said  to  him : Thou 
shalt  never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus

CHAP.  XIII.  Ver.l.  Before  the  fes- 
tival day  of  the  patch.  This  was  the 
fourth  and  last  pasch  of  the  ministry 
of  Christ,  and  according  to  the  com- 
mon computation  was  in  the  83d  year 
of  our  Lord : and  in  the  year  of  the 
world  4086.  Some  chronologer*  are  of 
j opinion  that  our  Saviour  suffered  In 
the  37th  year  of  his  age : hut  these 
different  opinions  oil  the  subject  are  of 
i no  consequence. 
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answered  him : If  I wash  thee 
not,  thou  sh&lt  have  no  part 
with  me. 

9 Simon  Peter  saith  to  him  : 
Lord,  not  only  my  feet,  but  also 
my  hands  and  my  head. 

10  Jesus  saith  to  him : He 
that  is  washed,  needeth  not  but 
to  wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean 
wholly.  And  you  are  clean, 
but  not  all. 

11  For  he  knew  who  he  was 
that  would  betray  him ; there- 
fore he  said : You  are  not  all 
clean. 

12  Then  after  he  had  washed 
their  feet,  and  taken  his  gar- 
ments, being  sat  down  again,  he 
said  to  them  : Know  you  what 
I have  done  to  you  ? 

13  You  call  me  Master,  and 
Lord : and  you  say  well,  for  so 
I am. 

14  If  then  I,  being  your  Lord 
and  Master,  have  washed  your 
feet ; you  also  ought  to  wash 
one  another’s  feet. 

15  For  I have  given  you  an 
example,  that  as  I have  done 
to  you,  so  you  do  also. 

16  aAmen,  amen,  I say  to 
you : The  servant  is  not  greater 
than  his  lord:  neither  is  the 
apostle  greater  than  he  that 
sent  him. 

17  If  yon  know  these  things, 
you  shall  be  blessed  if  you  do 
them. 

18  I speak  not  of  you  all : I 
know  whom  I have  chosen : but 
that  the  scripture  may  be  ful- 
filled, b He  that  eateth  bread  with 
me , shall  lift  up  his  heel  against 
me. 

19  At  present  I tell  you, 
before  it  come  to  pass : that 
when  it  shall  come  to  pass,  you 
may  believe  that  I am  he.

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20  c Amen,  amen,  I say  to 
you,  he  that  reeeiveth  whom- 
soever I send,  reeeiveth  me:

21  When  J esus  had  said  these 
thingB,  he  was  troubled  in  spirit: 
and  he  testified,  and  said: 
d Amen,  amen,  I say  to  you, 
one  of  you  shall  betray  me. 

22  The  disciples  therefore 
looked  one  upon  another, doubt- 
ing of  whom  he  spoke. 

23  Now  there  was  leaning  on 
Jesus’s  bosom  one  of  his  dis- 
ciples whom  Jesus  loved. 

24  Simon  Peter  therefore 
beckoned  to  him,  and  said  to 
him : Who  is  it  of  whom  he 
I speaketh  ? 

25  He  therefore  leaning  on 
the  breast  of  Jesus  saith  to  him: 
Lord,  who  is  it? 

26  Jesus  answered : He  it  is 
to  whom  I shall  reach  bread 
dipped.  And  when  he  had  dip- 
ped the  bread,  he  gave  it  to 
Judas  Iscariot  , the  son  of  Simon. 

27  And  after  the  morsel,  satan 
entered  into  him.  And  Jesus 
said  to  him : That  which  thou 
dost,  do  quickly. 

28  Now  no  man  at  the  table 
knew  to  what  purpose  he  said 
this  unto  him. 

29  For  some  thought,  because 
Judas  had  the  purse,  that  J ESUS 
had. said  to  him:  Buy  those 
things  which  we  have  need  of 
for  the  festival  day : qr  that  he

Ver.  27.  That  which  thou  dott,  do 
quickly.  It  is  not  a license,  roach  less 
a command,  to  go  about  his  treason :

whs  altout,  do  it  as  soon  as  be  pleased : 
hut  was  both  ready,  and  desirous  to 
suffer  (or  our  redemption. 
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should  give  something  to  the 
poor. 

30  He  therefore  having  re- 
ceived the  morsel,  went  out  im- 
mediately. And  it  was  night 

31  When  he  therefore  was 
gone  out  Jesus  said  : Now  is 
the  son  of  man  glorified,  and 
God  is  glorified  in  him. 

32  If  God  he  glorified  in  him, 
God  also  will  glorify  him  in 
himself : and  immediately  will 
he  glorify  him. 

33  Little  children,  yet  a little 
while  I am  with  you.  “You 
shall  seek  me,  and  as  I said  to 
the  Jews:  Whither  I go,  you 
cannot  como : so  I say  to  you 
now. 

34  bA  new  commandment  I 
give  unto  you : That  you  love 
one  another,  as  I have  loved 
you,  that  you  also  love  one 
another. 

36  By  this  shall  all  men  know 
that  you  are  my  disciples,  if  you 
have  love  one  for  another. 

36  Simon  Peter  saith  to  him  : 
Lord,  whither  goest  thou?  Jesus 
answered  : Whither  I go,  thou 
canst  not  follow  me  now,  but 
thou  shalt  follow  hereafter. 

37  Peter  saith  to  him  : Why 
cannot  I follow  thee  now  ? « I 
will  lay  down  ray  life  for  thee. 

38  Jesus  answered  him : Wilt 
thou  lay  down  thy  life  for  me  ? 
Amen,  amen,  I say  to  thee,  the 
cock  shall  not  crow,  till  thou 
deny  me  thrice. 

CHAP.  XIV. 

Christ’s  discourse  after  his  last  supper. 

LET  not  your  heart  be  trou- 
bled. You  believe  in  God, 
believe  also  in  me.

2 In  my  Father's  house  there 
are  many  mansions.  If  not,  I 
would  have  told  you,  that  I go 
to  prepare  a place  for  you. 

3 And  if  I shall  go,  and  pre- 
pare a place  for  you:  I will 
come  again,  and  will  take  you 
to  myself,  that  where  I am, 
you  also  may  be. 

4 And  whither  I go  you  know, 
and  the  way  you  know. 

5 Thomas  saith  to  him : Lord, 
we  know  not  whither  thou 
goest,  and  how  can  we  know 
the  way? 

6 Jesus  saith  to  him : I am 
the  way,  and  the  truth,  and  the 
life.  No  man  cometh  to  the 
Father  but  by  me. 

7 If  you  had  known  me, 
you  would  without  doubt  have 
known  my  Father  also ; and 
from  henceforth  you  shall  know 
him,  and  you  have  seen  him. 

8 Philip  saith  to  him  : Lord, 
shew  us  the  Father,  and  it  is 
enough  for  us. 

9 Jesus  saith  to  him  : So  long 
a time  have  I been  with  you : 
and  have  you  not  known  me? 
Philip,  he  that  seeth  me,  seeth 
the  Father  also.  How  sayest 
thou,  shew  us  the  Father  ? 

10  Do  you  not  believe,  that 
I am  in  the  Father,  and  the 
Father  in  me  ? The  words  that 
I speak  to  you,  I speak  not  of 
myself.  But  the  Father  who 
abideth  in  me,  he  doth  the 
works. 

11  Believe  you  not  that  I am 
in  the  Father,  and  the  Father 
in  me? 

12  Otherwise  believe  for  the 
very  works’  sake.  Amen,  amen, 
I say  to  you,  he  that  believeth 
in  me,  the  works  that  I do,  he 
also  shall  do,  and  greater  than 
these  shall  he  do. 

13  Because  I go  to  the  Father : 
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“ and  whatsoever  you  shall  ask 
the  Father  in  my  name,  that 
will  I do  : that  the  Father  may 
be  glorified  in  the  Son. 

14  If  you  shall  ask  me  any- 
thing in  my  name,  that  I will  do. 

15  If  you  love  me  keep  my 
commandments. 

16  And  I will  ask  the  Father, 
and  he  shall  give  you  another 
Paraclete,  that  he  may  abide 
with  you  for  ever. 

17  The  Spirit  of  truth,  whom 
the  world  cannot  receive,  be- 
cause it  seeth  him  not,  nor 
knoweth  him:  but  you  shall 
know  him ; because  he  shall 
abide  with  you,  and  shall  be  in 
you. 

18  I will  not  leave  you  or- 
phans : I will  come  to  you. 

19  Yet  a little  while : and  the 
world  seeth  me  no  more.  But 
you  see  me : because  I live,  and 
you  shall  live. 

20  In  that  day  you  shall  know 
that  I am  in  my  Father,  and 
you  in  me,  and  I in  you. 

21  He  that  hath  my  command- 
ments, and  keepeth  them : he  it 
is  that  loveth  me.  And  he  that 
loveth  me,  shall  be  loved  of  my 
Father : and  I will  love  him,  and 
will  manifest  myself  to  him. 

22  Judas  saith  to  him,  not 
the  Iscariot:  Lord,  how  is  it, 
that  thou  wilt  manifest  thyself 
to  us,  and  not  to  the  world  ? 

23  Jesus  answered,  and  said

CHAP.  XFV.  Ver.  16.  Paraclete. 
That  is.  a comforter:  or  also  an  advocate:

us.— Ibid.  For  ever.  Hence  it  is  evi- 
dent that  this  8pirit  of  truth  was  not 
only  promised  to  the  persons  of  the 
apostles,  hut  also  to  tneir  successors 
through  all  generations. 


to  him  : If  any  one  love  me,  he 
will  keep  my  word,  and  my 
Father  will  love  him,  and  we 
will  come  to  him,  and  will  make 
our  abode  with  him  : 

24  He  that  loveth  me  not, 
keepeth  not  my  words.  And 
the  word  which  you  have  heard 
is  not  mine ; but  the  Father’s 
who  sent  me. 

25  These  things  have  I spoken 
to  you,  abiding  with  you. 

20  But  the  Paraclete,  the  Holy 
Ghost,  whom  the  Father  will 
send  in  my  name,  he  will  teach 
you  all  things,  and  bring  all 
things  to  your  mind,  whatso- 
ever I shall  have  said  to  you. 

27  Peace  I leave  with  you,  my 
peace  I give  unto  you : not  as 
the  world  giveth,  do  I give  unto 
you.  Let  not  your  heart  be 
trout  led,  nor  let  it  be  afraid. 

28  You  have  heard  that  I said 
to  you  : I go  away  and  I come 
unto  you.  If  you  loved  me,  yon 
would  indeed  be  glad,  because  I 
go  to  the  Father : for  the  Father 
is  greater  than  I. 


Ver.  26.  Teach  you  all  thing*.  Here 
the  Holy  Ghost  is  promised  to  the 
apostles  and  their  successors,  particu- 
larly, in  order  to  teach  them  all  truth, 
and  to  preserve  them  from  error. 

Ver.  28.  For  the  Father  is  greater 
than  1.  It  is  evident  that  Christ  our 
Lord  speaks  here  of  himself,  as  he  is 
made  man  : for  as  God  he  is  equal 
to  the  Father:  (See  Philippians  il) 
Any  difficulty  of  understanding  the 
me  tiling  of  these  words  will  vanish, 
when  the  relative  circumstances  of 
the  text  here  are  considered  ; for 
Christ  being  at  this  time  shortly  to 
suffer  death,  signified  to  his  apostles  bis 
human  nature  by  these  very  words: 
for  as  God  he  could  not  die.  And 
therefore  as  he  eras  both  God  and 
man.  it  must  follow  that  according  to 
his  humanity  he  was  to  die.  which  the 
apostles  were  soon  to  see  and  believe, 
as  he  expresses,  ver.  29.  And  now  I 
have  told  you  before  it  come  to  past: 
that  when  it  shall  come  to  pass,  you 
may  believe. 
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29  And  now  I have  told  you 
before  it  come  to  pass:  that 
when  it  shall  come  to  pass  you 
may  believe. 

30  I will  not  now  speak  many 
things  with  you.  For  the  prince 
of  this  world  cometh,  and  in 
me  he  hath  not  anything. 

31  But  that  the  world  may 
know  that  I love  the  Father : 
« and  as  the  Father  hath  given 
me  commandment,  so  do  I: 
Arise,  let  us  go  hence. 

CHAP.  XV. 

A continuation  of  Chritft  ditcourte  to 
hit  ditcipUs. 

I AM  the  true  vine ; and  my 
Father  is  the  husbandman. 

2 Every  branch  in  me,  that 
beareth  not  fruit,  he  will  take 
away : and  every  one  that  bear- 
eth fruit  he  will  purge  it,  that 
it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit. 

3 b Now  you  are  clean  by  rea- 
son of  the  word  which  I have 
spoken  to  you. 

4 Abide  in  me : and  I in  vou. 
As  the  branch  cannot  bear  fruit 
of  itself,  unless  it  abide  in  the 
vine,  so  neither  can  you,  unless 
you  abide  in  me. 

5 I am  the  vine;  you  the 
branches:  he  that  abideth  in 
me,  and  I in  him,  the  same 
beareth  much  fruit : for  with- 
out me  you  can  do  nothing. 

6 If  any  one  abide  not  in 
me : he  shall  be  cast  forth  as  a 
branch,  and  shall  wither,  and 
they  shall  gather  him  up,  and 
cast  him  into  the  fire,  and  he 
bnrneth. 

7 If  you  abide  in  me,  and  my 
words  abide  in  you,  you  shall 
ask  whatever  you  will,  and  it 
shall  be  done  unto  you. 

8 In  this  is  my  Father  glori-

fled  : that  you  bring  forth  very 
much  fruit,  and  become  my 
disciples. 

9 As  the  Father  hath  loved 
me.  I also  have  loved  you. 
Abide  in  my  love. 

10  If  you  keep  my  command- 
ments, you  shall  abide  in  my 
love ; as  I also  have  kept  my 
Father’s  commandments,  and 
do  abide  in  his  love. 

11  These  things  I have  spo- 
ken to  you,  that  my  joy  may  be 
in  you,  and  your  joy  may  be 
filled. 

12  *This  is  my  command- 
ment, that  you  love  one  another, 
as  I have  loved  you. 

13  Greater  love  than  this  no 
man  hath,  that  a man  lay  down 
his  life  for  his  friends. 

14  You  are  my  friends,  if  you 
do  the  things  that  I command 
you. 

15  I will  not  now  call  you  ser- 
vants : for  the  servant  knoweth 
not  what  his  lord  doth.  But  I 
have  called  you  friends:  be- 
cause all  things  whatsoever  I 
have  heard  of  my  Father,  I have 
made  known  to  you. 

16  You  have  not  chosen  me : 
but  I have  chosen  you;  and 
have  appointed  you,  d that  you 
should  go,  and  should  bring 
forth  fruit, and  your  fruit  should 
remain  : that  whatsoever  you 
shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  my 
name,  he  may  give  it  you. 

17  * These  things  I com- 
mand you,  that  you  love  one 
another. 

18  If  the  world  hate  you. 
know  you  that  it  hath  hatea 
me  before  you. 

19  If  you  had  been  of  the

If 
they  have  persecuted  me, 6 they 
will  also  persecute  you : if  they 
have  kept  my  word,  they  will . 
keep  yours  also. 

21  But  all  these  things  they 1 

will  do  to  you  for  my  name’s 
sake  : because  they  know  not  j 
him  that  sent  me.  j 

22  If  I had  not  come,  and 
spoken  to  them,  they  would  not 
have  sin  : but  now  they  have 
no  excuse  for  their  sin. 

23  He  that  hateth  me,  hateth 
my  Father  also. 

24  If  I had  not  done  among 
them  the  works  that  no  other 
man  hath  done,  they  would  not 
have  sin  : but  now  they  have 
both  seen  and  hated  both  me 
and  my  Father. 

26  But  that  the  word  may  be 
fulfilled  which  is  written  in 
their  law:  cThey  have  hated 
me  without  cause. 

26  d But  when  the  Paraclete  , 
cometh,  whom  I will  send  you 
from  the  Father,  the  Spirit  of 
truth,  who  proceedeth  from  the 
Father,  he  shall  give  testimony 
of  me : 

27  And  you  shall  give  testi- 
mony, because  you  are  with  me 
from  the  beginning.

28  I came  forth  from  the  Fa- 
ther, and  am  come  into  the 
world : again  I leave  the  world, 
and  I go  to  the  Father.

32  ° Behold  the  hour  cometh, 
and  it  is  now  come,  that  you 
shall  be  scattered  every  man  to 
his  own,  and  shall  leave  me 
alone : and  yet  I am  not  alone, 
because  the  Father  is  with 
me. 

33  These  things  I have 
spoken  to  you,  that  in  me  you 
may  have  peace.  In  the  world 
you  shall  have  distress:  but 
have  confidence,  I have  over- 
come the  world. 

• CHAP.  xvn. 

Christ’s  prayer  for  hit  disciples. 

THESE  things  JESUS  spoke, 
and  lifting  up  his  eyes  to 
heaven,  he  said : Father,  the 
hour  is  come,  glorify  thy  Son, 
that  thy  Son  may  glorify 
thee. 

2  bAs  thou  hast  given  him 
power  over  all  flesh,  that  he 
may  give  eternal  life  to  all 
whom  thou  hast  given  him. 

3  Now  this  is  eternal  life  : 
that  they  may  know  thee,  the 
only  true  God,  and  Jesus 
Christ,  whom  thou  hast  sent. 

4  I nave  glorified  thee  on 
the  earth : I nave  finished  the 
work  which  thou  gavest  me  to 
do:

11  And  now  I am  not  in  the 
world,  and  these  are  in  the 
world,  and  I come  to  thee.

| 12  While  I was  with  them,  I 

kept  them  in  thy  name.  c Those

17  Sanctify  them  in  truth.

18  As  thou  hast  sent  me  into 
the  world,  I also  have  sent  them 
into  the  world. 

19  And  for  them  do  I sanctify 
myself : that  they  also  may  be 
sanctified  in  truth. 

20  And  not  for  them  only  do 
I pray,  but  for  them  also  who 
through  their  word  shall  believe 
in  me: 

21  That  they  all  may  be  one, 
as  thou.  Father,  in  me,  and  I 
in  thee:  that  they  also  may 
be  one  in  us : that  the  world 
may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent 
me. 

22  And  the  glory  which  thou 
hast  given  me,  I have  given  to 
them  : that  they  may  be  one, 
as  we  also  are  one. 

23  I in  them,  and  thou  in 
me : that  they  may  be  made 
perfect  in  one ; and  the  world 
may  know  that  thou  hast  sent 
me,  and  hast  loved  them,  as 
thou  hast  also  loved  me.

26  Just  Father,  the  world 
hath  not  known  thee : but  I 
have  known  thee : and  these 
have  known,  that  thou  hast 
sent  me. 

26  And  I have  made  known 
thy  name  to  them,  and  will 
make  it  known ; that  the  love, 
wherewith  thou  hast  loved  me, 
may  be  in  them,  and  I in 
them. 


CHAP.  xvm. 

The  history  of  the  passion  of  Christ. 

WHEN  “Jesus  had  said  these 
things,  he  went  forth  with 
his  disciples  over  the  brook 
Cedron,  where  there  was  a gar- 
den, into  which  he  entered  with 
his  disciples. 

2 And  Judas  also,  who  be- 
trayed him,  knew  the  place : 
because  Jesus  had  often  re- 
sorted thither  together  with  his 
disciples. 

3 6 J udas  therefore  having  re- 
ceived a band  of  soldiers,  and 
servants  from  the  chief  priests 
and  the  Pharisees,  cometh 
thither  with  lanterns  and 
torches  and  weapons. 

4 Jesus  therefore  knowing 
all  things  that  should  come 
upon  him,  went  forth,  and  said 
to  them  : Whom  seek  ye  ? 

6 They  answered  him  : Jesus 
of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saith  to 
them  : I am  he.  And  Judas 
also,  who  betrayed  him,  stood 
with  them. 

0 As  soon  therefore  as  he  had 
said  to  them : I am  he : they 
went  backward,  and  fell  to  the 
ground. 

7 Again  therefore  he  asked 
them : Whom  seek  ye  ? And 
they  said  : Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

8 Jesus  answered,  I have  told 
you,  that  I am  he.  If  therefore 
you  seek  me,  let  these  go  their 
way. 

9 That  the  word  might  be 
fulfilled,  which  he  said:  «Of 
them  whom  thou  hast  given 
me,  I have  not  lost  any  one. 

10  Then  Simon  Peter  having 
a sword,  drew  it;  and  struck 
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the  servant  of  the  high-priest, 
and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  And 
the  name  of  the  servant  was 
Malchus. 

11  Jesus  therefore  said  to 
Peter : Put  up  thy  sword  into 
the  scabbard.  The  chalice 
which  my  Father  hath  given 
me,  shall  I not  drink  it? 

12  Then  the  band  and  the 
tribune,  and  the  servants  of  the 
Jews,  took  Jesus,  and  bound 
him : 

13  And  they  led  him  away  to 
a Annas  first,  for  he  was  father- 
in-law  to  Caiphas,  who  was  the 
high-priest  of  that  year. 

14  Now  Caiphas  was  he 
b who  had  given  the  counsel  to 
the  .Jews,  that  it  was  expedient 
that  one  man  should  die  for  the 
people. 

15  And  Simon  Peter  followed 
Jesus,  and  so  did  another  dis- 
ciple. And  that  disciple  was 
known  to  the  high-priest,  and 
went  in  with  Jesus  into  the 
court  of  the  high-priest. 

1(3  But  Peter  stood  at  the  door 
without.  cThe  other  disciple 
therefore  who  was  known  to  the 
high-priest,  went  out,  and  spoke 
to  the  portress,  and  brought  in 
Peter. 

17  The  maid  therefore  that 
was  portress,  saith  to  Peter : Art 
not  thou  also  one  of  this  man’s 
disciples?  He  saith : I am  not. 

18  Now  the  servants  and 
ministers  stood  at  a fire  of 
coals,  because  it  was  cold,  and 
warmed  themselves.  And  with 
them  was  Peter  also  standing, 
warming  himself. 

19  The  high-priest  therefore 
asked  Jesus  of  his  disciples, 
and  of  his  doctrine. » 


a Luke  23. — b Supra,  11.  49.— c Matt. 
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20  Jesus  answered  him:  I 
have  spoken  openly  to  the 
world : I have  always  taught 
in  the  synagogue,  and  in  the 
temple,  whither  all  the  Jews 
resort;  and  in  secret  I have 
spoken  nothing. 

21  Why  askest  thou  me?  ask 
them  who  have  heard  what  I 
have  spoken  unto  them : behold 
they  know  what  things  I have 
said. 

22  And  when  he  had  said 
these  things,  one  of  the  servants 
standing  by  gave  Jesus  a blow, 
saying : Answerest  thou  the 
high-priest  so? 

23  Jesus  answered  him : If 
I have  spoken  evil,  give  testi- 
mony of  the  evil : but  if  well, 
why  strikest  thou  me? 

24  <*And  Annas  sent  him 
bound  to  Caiphas  the  high- 
priest. 

26  And  Simon  Peter  was 
standing,  and  warming  himself . 
• They  said  therefore  to  him : 
Art  not  thou  also  one  of  his 
disciples?  He  denied  it,  and 
said  : I am  not. 

26  One  of  the  servants  of  the 
high-priest  (a  kinsman  to  him 
whose  ear  Peter  cut  ofT)  saith 
to  him : Did  I not  see  thee  in 
the  garden  with  him  ? 

27  Again  therefore  Peter  de- 
nied : and  immediately  the  cock 
crew. 

28  /Then  they  led  JESUS  from 
Caiphas  to  the  governor  s halt 
Ana  it  was  morning : and  they 
went  not  into  the  hall,  ? that 
they  might  not  be  defiled,  but 
that  they  might  eat  the  pasch. 

29  Pilate  therefore  went  out 
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to  them,  and  said : What  accu- 
sation bring  you  against  this 
man  ? 

30  They  answered  and  said  to 
him : If  he  were  not  a malefac- 
tor, we  would  not  have  delivered 
him  up  to  thee. 

31  Pilate  therefore  said  to 
them:  Take  him  you,  and  judge 
him  according  to  your  law. 
The  Jews  therefore  said  to  him : 
It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put 
any  man  to  death. 

32  aThat  the  word  of  JESUS 
might  be  fulfilled  which  he  said, 
signifying  what  death  he  should 
die. 

33  6 Pilate  therefore  went 
into  the  hall  again,  and  called 
Jesus,  and  said  to  him:  Art 
thou  the  king  of  the  Jews? 

34  Jesus  answered : Sayest 
thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or 
have  others  told  it  thee  of  me  ? 

35  Pilate  answered  : Am  I a 
Jew?  Thy  own  nation  and 
the  chief  priests  have  delivered 
thee  up  to  me : what  hast  thou 
done? 

36  Jesus  answered : My  king- 
dom is  not  of  this  world.  If  my 
kingdom  were  of  this  world,  my 
servants  would  certainly  strive 
that  I should  not  be  delivered 
to  the  Jews : but  now  my  king- 
dom is  not  from  hence. 

37  Pilate  therefore  said  to 
him : Art  thou  a king  then  ? 
Jesus  answered : Thou  sayest, 
that  I am  a king.  For  this  was 
I born,  and  for  this  came  I into 
the  world : that  I should  give 
testimony  to  the  truth.  Every 
one  that  is  of  the  truth,  heareth 
my  voice. 

38  Pilate  saith  to  him : What 
is  troth?  And  when  he  said

this  he  went  put  again  to  the 
Jews,  and  saitn  to  them : I find 
no  cause  in  him. 

39  cBut  you  have  a custom 
that  I should  release  one  unto 
you  at  the  pasch:  will  you 
therefore  that  I release  unto 
you  the  king  of  the  Jews? 

40  Then  cried  they  all  again, 
saving : Not  this  man,  but  Ba- 
rabbas.  Now  Barabbas  was  a 
robber. 

CHAP.  XIX. 

The  continuation  of  the  history  of  the 
passion  of  Christ. 

THEN  d therefore  Pilate  took 
'Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 

2  And  the  soldiers  platting 
a crown  of  thorns,  put  it  upon 
his  head : and  they  put  on  him 
a purple  garment. 

3  And  they  came  to  him,  and 
said : Hail,  king  of  the  Jews : 
and  they  gave  him  blows. 

4  Pilate  therefore  went  forth 
again,  and  saith  to  them : Be- 
hold I bring  him  forth  unto 
you,  that  you  may  know  that  I 
find  no  cause  in  him. 

5  (Jesus  therefore  came  forth 
bearing  the  crown  of  thorns, 
and  the  purple  garment.)  And 
he  saith  to  them : Behold  the 
Man. 

6  When  the  chief  priests 
therefore  and  the  servants  had 
seen  him,  they  cried  out,  say- 
ing : Crucify  him,  crucify  him. 
Pilate  saith  to  them : Take 
him  you,  and  crucify  him ; for 
I find  no  cause  in  him. 

7  The  Jews  answered  him : 
We  have  a law  ; and  according 
to  the  law  he  ought  to  die,  be- 
cause he  made  himself  the  Son 
of  God. 
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8 When  Pilate  therefore  had 
heard  this  saying,  he  feared  the 
more. 

9 And  he  entered  into  the 
hall  again,  and  he  said  to 
Jesus:  Whence  art  thou?  But 
Jesus  gave  him  no  answer. 

10  Pilate  therefore  saith  to 
him : Speakest  thou  not  to  me? 
knowest  thou  not  that  I have 

Sower  to  crucify  thee,  and  I 
ave  power  to  release  thee? 

11  Jesus  answered:  Thou 
shouldest  not  have  any  power 
against  me,  unless  it  were  given 
thee  from  above.  Therefore  he 
that  hath  delivered  me  to  thee, 
hath  the  greater  sin. 

12  And'  from  thenceforth 
Pilate  sought  to  release  him. 
But  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying : 
If  thou  release  this  man,  thou 
art  not  Cesar’s  friend.  For 
whosoever  maketh  himself  a 
king,  speaketh  against  Cesar. 

13  Now  when  Pilate  had 
heard  these  words,  he  brought 
Jesus  forth ; and  sat  down  in 
the  judgment-seat,  in  the  place 
that  is  called  Lithostrotos,  and 
in  Hebrew  Gabbatha. 

14  And  it  was  the  parasceve 
of  the  pasch,  about  the  sixth 
hour,  and  he  saith  to  the  Jews : 
Behold  your  king. 

16  But  they  cried  out : Away 
with  him,  away  with  him,  cru- 
cify him.  Pilate  saith  to  them : 
Shall  I crucify  your  king?  The 
chief  priests  answered:  We 
have  no  king  but  Cesar. 

10  Then  therefore  he  deliver- 
ed him  to  them  to  be  crucified. 


CHAP.  XIX.  Ver.  14.  The  parasceve 
of  the  pasch.  That  is,  the  day  before 
the  paschal  sabbath.  The  eve  of  every 
sabbath  was  called  the  parasceve,  or 
day  of  preparation.  But  this  was  the 
eve  of  a high  sabbath,  viz.,  that  which 
fell  in  thepaschal  week. 


)HN.  CHAP.  XIX. 

And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led 
him  forth. 

17  "And  bearing  his  own 
cross  he  went  forth  to  that 
place  which  is  called  Calvary, 
but  in  Hebrew  Golgotha. 

18  Where  they  crucified  him, 
and  with  him  two  others,  one 
on  each  side,  and  Jesus  in  the 
midst. 

19  And  Pilate  wrote  a title 
also : and  he  put  it  upon  the 
cross.  And  tne  writing  was, 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  the  King 
of  the  Jews. 

20  This  title  therefore  many 
of  the  Jews  did  read  : because 
the  place  where  Jesus  was  cru- 
cified was  nigh  to  the  city : 
and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew, 
in  Greek,  and  in  Latin. 

21  Then  the  chief  priests  of 
the  Jews  said  to  Pilate  : Write 
not,  the  king  of  the  Jews  ; but 
that  he  said  : I am  the  king  of 
the  Jews. 

22  Pilate  answered:  What 
I have  written,  I have  writ- 
ten. 

23  The  soldiers  therefore 
when  they  had  crucified  him, 
& took  his  garments  (and  they 
made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier 
a part)  and  also  his  coat.  Now 
the  coat  was  without  seam,  wo- 
ven from  the  top  throughout. 

24  They  said  then  one  to 
another:  Let  us  not  cut  it, 
but  let  us  cast  lots  for  it  whose 
it  shall  be ; that  the  scripture 
mightbe fulfilled, saying:  'They 
have  parted  my  garments  among 
them:  and  upon  my  vesture  they 
have  east  lot.  And  the  soldiers 
indeed  did  these  things. 

25  Now  there  stood  by  the 
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cross  of  J esus,  his  mother,  and 
Jiis  mother’s  sister,  Mary  of 
Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalen. 

26  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
seen  his  mother  and  the  dis- 
ciple standing,  whom  he  loved, 
he  saith  to  his  mother:  Woman, 
behold  thy  son. 

27  After  that,  he  saith  to  the 
disciple:  Behold  thy  mother. 
And  from  that  hour  the  dis- 
ciple took  her  to  his  own. 

28  Afterwards  Jesus  know- 
ing that  all  things  were  now  ac- 
complished, ,l  that  the  scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  said:  I thirst. 

29  Now  there  was  a vessel  set 
there  full  of  vinegar.  And  they 
putting  a sponge  full  of  vine- 
gar about  hyssop,  put  it  to  his 
mouth. 

30  Jesus  therefore  when  he 
had  taken  the  vinegar,  said  : It 
is  consummated.  And  bowing 
fckhead,  he  gave  up  the  ghost 

31  Then  the  Jews  (because  it 
was  the  parasceve)  that  the 
bodies  might  not  remain  upon 
the  cross  on  the  sabbath-day 
(for  that  was  a great  sabbath- 
day)  besought  Pilate  that  their 
legs  might  be  broken,  and  that 
they  might  be  taken  away. 

32  The  soldiers  therefore 
came : and  they  broke  the  legs 
of  the  first,  and  of  the  other 
that  was  crucified  with  him. 

33  But  after  they  were  come 
to  Jesus,  When  they  saw  that 
he  was  already  dead,  they  did 
not  break  his  legs. 

34  But  one  of  the  soldiers 
with  a spear  opened  his  side, 
and  immediately  there  came 
out  blood  and  water. 

35  And  he  that  saw  it  hath 1 
given  testimony : and  his  testi- 
mony is  true.  Andheknoweth

36  For  these  things  were  done 
that  the  scripture  might  be  ful- 
filled : b You  shall  not  break  a 
bone  of  him.

38  ^ After  these  things  Joseph 
of  Arimathea  (because  he  was  a 
disciple  of  Jesus,  but  secretly 
Si  (eaf.  °*  Jews)  besought 
Pilate  that  he  might  take  away 
the  body  of  Jesus.  And  Pilate 
gave  leave.  He  came  therefore 
and  took  away  the  body  of 
Jesus. 

39  And  Nicodemus  also  came, 
•he  who  at  first  came  to  Jesus 
by  night,  bringing  a mixture  of 
myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an  hun- 
dred pound  weight 

40  They  took  therefore  the 
body  of  Jesus,  and  bound  it  in 
linen  cloths  with  the  spices,  as 
the  manner  of  the  Jews  is  to 
bury. 

41  Now  there  was  in  the  place, 
where  he  was  crucified,  a gar- 
den ; and  in  the  garden,  a new 
sepulchre,  wherein  no  man  yet 
had  been  laid. 

42  There  therefore  because  of 
the  parasceve  of  the  Jews,  they 
laid  Jesus,  because  the  sepul- 
chre was  nigh  at  hand.

The  disciples 
therefore  were  glad,  when  they 
saw  the  Lord. 

21  He  said  therefore  to  them 
again : Peace  be  to  you.  As 
the  Father  hath  sent  me,  I also 
send  you. 

22  When  he  had  said  this,  he 
breathed  on  them ; and  he  said 
to  them  : Receive  ye  the  Holy  ] 
Ghost : 

23  « Whose  sins  you  shall  for- 
give, they  are  forgiven  them  : [ 
and  whose  sins  you  shall  retain, 
they  are  retained. 

24  Now  Thomas,  one  of  the 
twelve,  who  is  called  Didymus, 
was  not  with  them  when  Jesus 
came. 

25  The  other  disciples  there- 
fore said  to  him  : We  have  seen 
the  Lord.  But  he  said  to  them : 
Except  I shall  see  in  his  hands 
the  print  of  the  nails,  and  put 
my  finger  into  the  place  of  the 
nails,  and  put  my  hand  into  his 
side,  I will  not  believe. 

26  And  after  eight  days,  again 
his  disciples  were  within,  and 
Thomas  with  them.  Jesus 
cometh,  the  doors  being  shut, 
and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  said: 
Peace  be  to  you. 

27  Then  he  saith  to  Thomas : 
Put  in  thy  finger  hither,  and 
see  my  hands,  and  bring  hither 
thy  hand  and  put  it  into  my 
side ; and  be  not  faithless,  but 
believing. 

28  Thomas  answered,  and 
said  to  him : My  Lord,  and  my 
God. 


29  Jesus  saith  to  him : Be- 
cause thou  hast  seen  me, 
Thomas,  thou  hast  believed: 
blessed  are  they  that  have  not 
seen,  and  have  believed. 

30  bMany  other  signs  also 
did  Jesus  in  the  sight  of  his 
disciples,  which  are  not  written 
in  this  book. 

31  But  these  are  written  that 
you  may  believe  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ  the  Son  of  God;  and 
that  believing  you  may  have 
life  in  his  name. 

CHAP.  XXI. 

Christ  manifests  himself  to  his  disciples 

by  the  seaside,  and  gives  Peter  the 

charge  of  his  sheep. 

A FTER  this  Jesus  shewed 
A himself  again  to  the  dis- 
ciples at  the  sea  of  Tiberias. 
And  he  shewed  himself  after 
this  manner. 

2 There  were  together  Simon 
Peter,  and  Thomas  who  is  called 
Didymus,  and  Nathanael  who 
was  of  Cana  in  Galilee,  and  the 
sons  of  Zebedee,  and  two  others 
of  his  disciples. 

3 Simon  Peter  saith  to  them : 
I go  a fishing.  They  say  to 
him : We  also  come  with  thee. 
And  they  went  forth  and  en- 
tered into  the  ship:  and  that 
night  they  caught  nothing. 

4 But  when  the  morning  was 
come,  Jesus  stood  on  the  shore: 
I yet  the  disciples  knew  not  that 
it  was  Jesus. 

5 Jesus  therefore  said  to 
them : Children,  have  you  any 
meat?  They  answered  him:

See  here 
the  commission,  stamped  by  the  broad 
seal  of  Heaven,  by  virtue  of  which  the 
pastors  of  Christ’s  Church  absolve 
repenting  sinners  upon  their  confes- 
sion.

6 He  saith  to  them : Cast  the 
net  on  the  right  side  of  the 
ship  ; and  you  shall  find.  They 
cast  therefore : and  now  they

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were  not  able  to  draw  it  for  the 
multitude  of  fishes. 

7 That  disciple  therefore 

whom  Jesus  loved,  said  to 
Peter : It  is  the  Lord.  Simon 
Peter,  when  he  heard  that  it 
was  the  Lord,  girt  his  coat  about 
him  (for  he  was  naked)  and  cast . 
himself  into  the  sea.  I 

8 But  the  other  disciples  came 
in  the  ship  (for  they  were  not 
far  from  the  land,  but  as  it  were 
two  hundred  cubits)  dragging 
the  net  with  fishes. 

9 As  soon  then  as  they  came 

to  land,  they  saw  hot  coals 
lying,  and  a fish  laid  thereon, 
and  bread.  i 

10  Jesus  saith  to  them : Bring 
hither  of  the  fishes  which  you 
have  now  caught 

11  Simon  Peter  went  up,  and 
drew  the  net  to  land,  lull  of 
great  fishes,  one  hundred  fifty 
three.  And  although  there 
were  so  many,  the  net  was  not 
broken. 

12  J esus  saith  to  them : Come, 
and  dine.  And  none  of  them 
who  were  at  meat,  durst  ask 
him:  Who  art  thou?  knowing 
that  it  was  the  Lord. 

13  And  Jesus  cometh  and 
taketh  bread,  and  giveth  them, 
and  fish  in  like  manner. 

14  This  is  now  the  third  time 
that  Jesus  was  manifested  to 
his  disciples,  after  he  was  risen 
from  the  dead. 

15  When  therefore  they  had 
dined,  Jesus  saith  to  Simon 
Peter : Simon  son  of  John, 
lovest  thou  me  more  than 
these?  He  saith  to  him:  Yea, 
Lord,  thou  knowest  that  I love 
thee.  He  saith  to  him  : Feed 
my  lambs. 

16  He  saith  to  him  again: 
Simon  son  of  John,  lovest  thou 
me?  He  saith  to  him:  Yea, 
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I Lord,  thou  knowest  that  I love 
thee.  He  saith  to  him : Feed 
my  lambs. 

17  He  said  to  him  the  third 
time : Simon  son  of  John,  lovest 
thou  me?  Peter  was  grieved, 
because  he  had  said  to  him  the 
third  time,  Lovest  thou  me? 
And  he  said  to  him : Lord, 
thou  knowest  all  things : thou 
knowest  that  I love  thee.  He 
said  to  him : Feed  my  sheep. 

18  Amen,  amen,  I say  to  thee : 
“when  thou  waat  younger,  thou 
didst  gird  thyself,  and  didst 
walk  where  thou  wouldst.  But 
when  thou  shalt  be  old,  thou 
shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands, 
and  another  shall  gird  thee,  and 
lead  thee  whither  thou  wouldst 
not. 

19  And  this  he  said,  signify- 
ing by  what  death  he  should 
glorify  God.  And  when  he  had 
said  this,  he  saith  to  him : Fol- 
low me. 

20  Peter  turning  about,  saw 
that  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved 
following,  b who  also  leaned  on 
his  breast  at  supper,  and  said  : 
Lord,  who  is  he  that  shall  be- 
tray thee  ? 

21  Him  therefore  when  Peter 
had  seen,  he  saith  to  Jesus: 
Lord,  and  what  shall  this  man 
do? 

22  Jesus  saith  to  him  : So  I 
will  have  him  to  remain  till  I 
come,  what  is  it  to  thee?  follow 
thou  me. 

“2  Pet  1.  14.— b Supra,  IS.  28. 

CHAP.  XXI.  Ver.  17.  Feed  my 
Kherp.  Our  Lord  had  promised  the 
spiritual  supremacy  to  St.  Peter:  St. 
Matt.  xvi.  19;  and  here  he  fulfils  that 
promise,  by  charging  him  with  the 
superintendencv  of  all  his  sheep, 
without  exception ; and  consequently 
of  his  whole  nock,  that  is.  of  his  whole 
Church. 
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23  This  saying  therefore  went 
abroad  amongthe  brethren,  that 
that  disciple  should  not  die. 
And  Jesus  did  not  say  to  him : 
He  should  not  die ; but,  So  I 
will  have  him  to  remain  till  I 
comejWhat  is  it  to  thee  ? 

24  This  is  that  disciple  who 
giveth  testimonyof  these  things, 
and  hath  written  these  things : j 


and  we  know  that  his  testimony 
is  true. 

25  “But  there  are  also  many 
other  things  which  Jesus  did : 
which  if  they  were  written 
every  one,  the  world  itself,  I 
think,  would  not  be  able  to 
contain  the  books  that  should 
be  written.

THE 

ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES. 


This  book,  which  from  the  first  ages  hath  been  called  The  Aon  or  the  apostles, 
is  not  to  be  considered  as  a history  of  what  was  done  by  all  the  Apostles,  who 
were  dispersed  into  different  nations;  but  only  a short  view  of  the  first  estab- 
lishment of  the  Christian  Church.  A part  of  the  preaching  and  actions  of  St. 
Peter  are  related  in  the  twelve  first  chapters;  and  a particular  account  of 
St.  Paul’s  apostolical  labours  in  the  subsequent  chapters.  It  was  written  by 
St.  Luke  the  Evangelist,  and  the  original  in  Greek.  Its  history  commences 
from  the  Ascension  of  Christ  our  Lord,  and  ends  in  the  year  sixty-three, 
being  a brief  account  of  the  Church  for  the  space  of  about  thirty  years. 


CHAP.  I. 

The  Ascension  of  Christ.  Matthias  is 
chosen  in  place  of  Judas.  - 

rpHE  former  treatise  I made,  0 
1 Theophilus,  of  all  things, 
which  Jesus  began  to  do  and 
to  teach. 

2 Until  the  day  “on  which, 
giving  commandments  by  the 
Holy  Ghost  to  the  apostles 
whom  he  had  chosen,  he  was 
taken  up. 

3 To  whom  also  he  shewed 
himself  alive  after  his  passion, 
by  many  proofs,  for  forty  days 
appearing  to  them,  and  speak- 
ing of  the  kingdom  of  Goa, 


•A.D.S3. 
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4 And  eating  together  with 
them,  6 he  commanded  them, 
that  they  should  not  depart 
from  Jerusalem,  but  should 
wait  for  the  promise  of  the 
Father,  c which  (you  have  heard 
(saith  he)  by  my  mouth : 

5 For  John  indeed  baptized 
with  water,  but  you  shall  be 
baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
not  many  days  hence. 

6 They  therefore  who  were 
come  together,  asked  him,  say- 
ing: Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this 
time  restore  again  the  king- 
dom to  Israel? 

7 But  he  said  to  them  : It  is 


h Luke  24.  49.  John  14. 26.— 9 Matt.  8. 
11.  Mark  1.  & Luke  8. 16.  John  1.  20. 
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not  for  you  to  know  the  times 
or  moments,  which  the  Father 
hath  put  in  his  own  power : 

8 "But  you  shall  receive  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ohost  coming 
upon  you,  6 and  you  shall  be 
witnesses  unto  me  in  Jerusa- 
lem, and  in  all  Judea  and  Sa- 
maria, and  even  to  the  utter- 
most part  of  the  earth. 

9 And  when  he  had  said  these 
things,  while  they  looked  on,  he 
was  raised  up : and  a cloud  re- 
ceived him  out  of  their  sight. 

10  And  while  they  were  be- 
holding him  going  up  to  hea- 
ven, behold  two  men  stood  by 
them  in  white  garments. 

11  Who  also  said  : Ye  men  of 
Galilee,  why  stand  you  looking 
up  to  heaven?  This  Jesus  who 
is  taken  up  from  you  into  hea- 
ven, shall  so  come  as  you  have 
seen  him  going  into  heaven. 

12  Then  they  returned  to  Je- 
rusalem. from  the  mount  that 
is  called  Olivet,  which  is  nigh 
Jerusalem,  within  a sabbath- 
day’s  journey. 

13  And  when  they  were  come 
in,  they  went  up  into  an  upper 
room,  where  abode  Peter  and 
John, James  and  Andrew, Philip 
and  Thomas,  Bartholomew  and 
Matthew,  James  of  Alpheus  and 
Simon  Zelotes,  and  Jude  the 
brother  of  James. 

14  All  these  were  persever- 
ing with  one  mind  in  prayer 
with  the  women,  and  Mary  the 
mother  of  Jesus,  and  with  his 
brethren. 

15  In  those  days  Peter  rising 
up  in  the  midst  of  the  brethren, 
said  : (now  the  number  of  per- 
sons together  was  about  an 
hundred  and  twenty,) 

10  Men  brethren,  the  scrip-

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ture  must  needs  be  fulfilled, 
c which  the  Holy  Ghost  spoke 
before  by  the  mouth  of  David 
concerning  Judas,  who  was  the 
leader  of  them  that  appre- 
hended Jesus: 

17  Who  was  numbered  with 
us.  and  had  obtained  part  of 
this  ministry. 

18  d And  he  indeed  hath  pos- 
sessed a field  of  the  reward  of 
iniquity,  and  being  hanged, 
burst  asunder  in  the  miast: 
and  all  his  bowels  gushed  out. 

19  And  it  became  known  to 
all  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem : 
so  that  the  same  field  was  called 
in  their  tongue  Hace}dama,that 
is  to  say,  The  field  of  blood. 

20  For  it  is  written  in  the 
book  of  Psalms : « Let  their  ha- 
bitation become  desolate , and  let 
there  be  none  to  dwell  therein, 
f And  his  bishoprick  let  another 
take. 

21  Wherefore  of  these  men 
who  have  companied  with  us, 
all  the  time  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
came  in  and  went  out  among 
us, 

22  Beginning  from  the  bap- 
tism of  John  until  the  day 
wherein  he  was  taken  up  from 
us,  one  of  these  must  be  made 
a witness  with  us  of  his  resur- 
rection. 

23  And  they  appointed  two, 
Joseph,  called  Barsabas,  who 
was  sumamed  Justus,  and 
Matthias. 

24  And  praying  they  said  : 
Thou,  Lord,  who  knowest  the 
hearts  of  all  men,  shew  whether 
of  these  two  thou  hast  chosen, 

25  To  take  the  place  of  this 
ministry  and  apostleship,  from 
which  Judas  hath  by  transgres-

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sion  fallen,  that  he  might  go  to 
his  own  place. 

26  And  they  gave  them  lots, 
and  the  lot  fell  upon  Matthias, 
and  he  was  numbered  with  the 
eleven  apostles. 

CHAP.  IL 

The  disciple*  receive  the  Holy  Ohott. 
Peter’s  sermon  to  the  people.  The 
piety  of  the  first  converts. 

AND  when  the  days  of  the 
pentecost  were  accom- 

Slished,  they  were  altogether 
1 one  place : 

2  And  suddenly  there  came 
a sound  from  heaven,  as  of  a 
mighty  wind  coming,  and  it 
filled  the  whole  house  where 
they  were  sitting. 

3  And  there  appeared  to  them 
parted  tongues  as  it  were  of  fire, 
and  it  sat  upon  every  one  of 
them: 

4  “And  they  were  all  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  they 
began  to  speak  with  divers 
tongues,  according  as  the  Holy 
Ghost  gave  them  to  speak. 

6  Now  there  were  dwelling 
at  Jerusalem  Jews,  devout  men 
out  of  every  nation  under 
heaven. 

6 And  when  this  was  noised 
abroad,  the  multitude  came  to- 
gether. and  were  confounded  in 
mind,  because  that  every  man  | 
heard  them  speak  in  his  own 
tongue. 

7  And  they  were  all  amazed 
and  wondered,  saying : Behold 
are  not  all  these,  that  speak, 
Galileans? 

8  And  how  have  we  heard, 
every  man  our  own  tongue 
wherein  we  were  born?

9 Parthians,  and  Medes,  and 
Elamites,  and  inhabitants  of 
Mesopotamia,  Judea,  and  Cap- 
padocia, Pontus  and  Asia, 

10  Phrygia,  and  Pamphilia, 
Egypt,  and  the  parts  of  Libya 
about  Cyrene,  and  strangers  of 
Home, 

11  Jews  also,  and  proselytes, 
Cretes  and  Arabians  : we  have 
heard  them  speak  in  our  own 
tongues  the  wonderful  works  of 
God. 

12  And  they  were  all  asto- 
nished, and  wondered,  saying 
one  to  another : What  meaneth 
this? 

13  But  others  mocking  said : 
These  men  are  full  of  new  wine. 

14  But  Peter  standing  up 
with  the  eleven,  lifted  up  his 
voice,  and  spoke  to  them : Ye 
men  of  Judea,  and  all  you  that 
dwell  in  Jerusalem,  be  this 
known  to  you,  and  with  your 
ears  receive  my  words. 

16  For  these  are  not  drunk, 
as  you  suppose,  seeing  it  is  but 
the  third  hour  of  the  day. 

16  But  this  is  that  which  was 
spoken  of  by  the  prophet  Joel : 

17  bAnd  it  shall  t ome  to  vase, 
in  the  last  dat‘8 , (saith  the  Lord) 
1 will  pour  out  of  my  Spirit  upon 
all  flesh : and  your  sons  and  your 
daughters  shall  prophesy , and 
your  young  men  shall  see  visions, 
and  your  old  men  shall  dream 
dreams . 

18  And  upon  my  servants 
indeed, and  upon  my  handmaids 
will  I pour  out  in  those  days  of 
my  Spirit , and  they  shall  pro- 
phesy. 

19  And  I will  shew  wonders 
in  the  heaven  above,  and  signs  on 
the  earth  beneath ; blood  and  fire, 
and  vapour  or  smoke. 


b Isaias  44  3.  Joel  2.  28. 
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20  The  tun  shall  be  turned, 
into  darkness , and  the  moan  into 
blood,  before  the  great  and  mani- 
fest dap  of  the  Lord  come. 

21  nAnd  it  shall  come  to  pass , 
tha  t whosoever  shall  call  uponthe 
name  of  the  Lord , shall  be  saved. 

22  Ye  nien  of  Israel,  hear 
these  words:  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
a man  approved  of  God  among 
you,  by  miracles  and  wonders 
and  signs,  which  God  did  by 
him  in  the  midst  of  you,  as  you 
also  know : 

23  This  same  being  delivered 
up,  by  the  determinate  counsel 
and  foreknowledge  of  God,  you 
by  the  hands  of  wicked  men 
have  crucified  and  slain. 

24  Whom  God  hath  raised 
up,  having  loosed  the  sorrows  of 
hell,  asit  was  impossible  that  he 
should  be  holden  by  it. 

25  For  David  saith  concern- 
ing him  : 6 I foresaw  the  Lord 
before  my  face:  because  he  is  at 
my  right  hand  that  1 may  not 
be  moved. 

26  For  this  my  heart  hath 
been  glad,  and  my  tongue  hath 
rejoiced : moreover  my  flesh  also 
shall  rest  in  hope. 

a Joel  2.  82.  Bono.  10.  18.— A Pa.  15.  8. 

CHAP.  11.  Ver.  23.  By  the  determi- 
nate, Ac.  God  delivered  up  his  Sou ; 
and  hie  Son  delivered  up  himself,  for 
the  love  of  us,  and  for  the  sake  of 
our  salvation:  and  so  Christ's  being 
delivered  up  was  holy,  and  was  God's 
own  determination.  But  they  who  be- 
trayed and  crucified  him  did  wickedly, 
following  therein  their  own  malice  ana 
the  instigation  of  the  devil;  not  the 
will  and  determination  of  God,  who 
was  by  no  means  the  author  of  their 
wickedness ; though  he  permitted  it ; 
because  he  oould,  and  aid  draw  out 
of  it  so  great  a good,  viz.,  the  salvation 
of  man. 

Ver.  24.  Having  looted  the  sorrows, 
Ac.  Having  overcome  the  grievous 
of  death,  and  all  the  power  of 
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27  Because  thou  wilt  not  leave 
my  soul  in  hell,  nor  suffer  thy 
Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

28  Thou  hast  made  known  to 
me  the  ways  of  life : thou  shalt 
make  me  full  of  joy  with  thy 
countenance. 

29  Ye  men  brethren,  let  me 
freely  speak  to  you  of  the 
patriarch  David ; e that  he  died 
and  was  buried ; and  his  sepul- 
chre is  with  us  to  this  present 
day. 

30  Whereas  therefore  he  was 
a prophet,  and  knew  <*  that  God 
had  sworn  to  him  with  an  oath 
that  of  the  fruit  of  his  loins  one 
should  sit  upon  his  throne  ; 

31  Foreseeing  this,  he  spoke 
of  the  resurrection  of  Christ. 
* For  neither  was  he  left  in  hell, 
neither  did  his  flesh  sec  corrup- 
tion. 

32  This  Jesus  hath  God 
raised  again,  whereof  all  we 
are  witnesses. 

33  Being  exalted  therefore 
by  the  right  hand  of  God,  and 
having  received  of  the  Father 
the  promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
he  hath  poured  forth  this  which 
you  see  and  hear. 

34  For  David  ascended  not 
into  heaven ; but  he  himself 
said : / The  Lord  said  to  my 
Lord,  sit  thou  on  my  right 
hand, 

35  Until  1 make  thy  enemies 
thy  footstool. 

36  Therefore  let  all  the  house 
of  Israel  know  most  certainly 
that  God  hath  made  both  Lord, 
and  Christ,  this  same  Jesus, 
whom  you  have  crucified. 

37  Now  when  they  had  heard 
these  things  they  had  com- 
punction in  their  heart,  and 

eS  Kings  2.  10.  — <<Ps.  131.  11.— 'Pz. 
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said  to  Peter  and  to  the  rest  of 
the  apostles : What  shall  we  do, 
men  and  brethren  ? 

38  But  Peter  said  to  them : 
Do  penance,  and  be  baptized 
every  one  of  you  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  re- 
mission of  your  sins : and  you 
shall  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

39  For  the  promise  is  to  you, 
and  to  your  children,  ana  to 
all  that  are  far  off,  whomso- 
ever the  Lord  our  God  shall 
call. 

40  And  with  very  many  other 
words  did  he  testify  and  exhort 
them,  saying : Save  yourselves 
from  this  perverse  generation. 

41  They  therefore  that  re- 
ceived his  word  were  baptized : 
and  there  were  added  in  that 
day  about  three  thousand  souls. 

42  And  they  were_persevering 
in  the  doctrine  of  tne  apostles, 
and  in  the  communication  of 
the  breaking  of  bread,  and  in 
prayers. 

43  And  fear  came  upon  every 
soul : many  wonders  also  and 
signs  were  done  by  the  apostles 
in  Jerusalem,  and  there  was 
great  fear  in  all. 

44  And  all  they  that  believed 
were  together, and  had  all  things 
common. 

45  Their  possessions  and 
goods  they  sold,  and  divided 
them  to  all,  according  as  every 
one  had  need. 

46  And  continuing  daily  with 
one  accord  in  the  temple,  and 
breaking  bread  from  house  to 
house,  they  took  their  meat 
with  gladness  and  simplicity  of 
heart : 

47  Praising  God  and  having 
favour  with  all  the  people.  And 
the  Lord  increased  daily  toge- 
ther such  as  should  be  saved. 


CHAP.  in. 

The  miracle  upon  the  lame  man,  fol- 
lowed by  the  conversion  of  many. 

NOW  Peter  and  John  went 
up  into  the  temple,  at  the 
ninth  hour  of  prayer. 

2 And  a certain  man  who  was 
lame  from  his  mother’s  womb, 
was  carried;  whom  they  laid 
every  day  at  the  gate  of  the 
temple,  which  is  called  Beauti- 
ful, that  he  might  ask  alms  of 
them  that  went  into  the  temple. 

8  He,  «when  he  had  seen 
Peter  and  John  about  to  go 
into  the  temple,  asked  to  re- 
ceive an  alms. 

4  But  Peter  with  John  fasten- 
ing his  eyes  upon  him,  said; 
Look  upon  us. 

5  But  he  looked  earnestly  upon 
them,  hoping  that  he  should  re- 
ceive something  of  them. 

6  But  Peter  said  : Silver  and 

Sold  I have  none ; but  what  I 
ave,  I give  thee : in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth, 
arise,  and  walk. 

7  And  taking  him  by  the 
right  hand,  he  lifted  him  up, 
and  forthwith  his  feet  and  soles 
received  strength. 

8  And  he  leaping  up  stood, 
and  walked  and  went  in  with 
them  into  the  temple,  walking, 
and  leaping,  and  praising  Goa.

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12  But  Peter  seeing,  made 
answer  to  the  people : Ye  men 
of  Israel,  why  wonder  you  at 
this  V or  why  look  you  upon  us, 
as  if  by  our  strength  or  power 
we  had  made  this  man  to  walk? 

13  The  God  of  Abraham,  and 
the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God 
of  Jacob,  the  God  of  our  fathers, 
hath  glorified  his  Son  Jesus, 
whom  you  indeed  delivered  up 
and  denied  before  the  face 
of  Pilate,  when  he  judged  he 
should  be  released. 

14  a But  you  denied  the  Holy 
One  and  the  Just,  and  desired 
a murderer  to  be  granted  unto 
you. 

15  But  the  author  of  life  you 
killed,  whom  God  hath  raised 
from  the  dead,  of  which  we  are 
witnesses. 

16  And  in  the  faith  of  his 
name,  this  man  whom  you  have 
seen  and  known,  hath  his  name 
strengthened*  and  the  faith 
which  is  by  him,  hath  given 
this  perfect  soundness  in  the 
sight  of  you  all. 

17  And  now,  brethren,  I know 
that  you  did  it  through  igno- 
rance, as  did  also  your  rulers. 

18  But  those  things  which 
God  before  had  shewed  by  the 
mouth  of  all  the  prophets,  that 
his  Christ  should  suffer,  he 
hath  so  fulfilled. 

19  Be  penitent,  therefore,  and 
be  converted,  that  your  sins 
may  be  blotted  out. 

20  That  when  the  times  of 
refreshment  shall  come  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and 
he  shall  send  him  who  hath 
been  preached  unto  you,  Jesus 
Christ, 

21  Whom  heaven  indeed  must

25  You  are  the  children  of 
the  prophets  and  of  the  testa- 
ment which  God  made  to  our 
fathers,  saying  to  Abraham:

26  To  you  first  God  raising 
up  his  Son,  hath  sent  him  to 
bless  you  : that  every  one  may 
convert  himself  from  his  wick- 
edness.

AND  rfas  they  were  speaking

6 And  Annas  the  high-priest, 
and  Caiphas,  and  John,  and 
Alexander,  and  as  many  as  were 
of  the  kindred  of  the  high-priest 

7 And  setting  them  in  the 
midst,  they  asked  : By  what 
power,  or  by  what  name  have 
you  done  this? 

8 Then  Peter,  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  said  to  them  : Ye 
princes  of  the  people  and  an- 
cients, hear : 

9 If  we  this  day  are  examined 
concerning  the  good  deed  done 
to  the  infirm  man,  by  what 
means  he  hath  been  made 
whole, 

10  Be  it  known  to  you  all, 
and  to  all  the  people  of  Israel, 
that  by  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth.  I 
whom  you  crucified,  whom  Goa 
hath  raised  from  the  dead,  even 
by  him  this  man  standeth  here 
before  you  whole. 

11  “This  is  the  stone  which 
t cos  rejected  by  you  the  builders  : 
which  is  become  the  head- of  the ' 
comer: 

12  Neither  is  there  salvation  | 
in  any  other.  For  there  is  no  > 
other  name  under  heaven  given 
to  men,  whereby  we  must  be 1 
saved. 

13  Now  seeing  the  constancy 
of  Peter  and  of  John,  under- 
standing that  they  were  illite- 
rate and  ignorant  men,  they

32  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
these  things,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  whom  God  hath  given 
to  all  that  obey  him. 

33  When  they  had  heard 
these  things,  they  were  cut  to 
the  heart , and  they  thought  to 
put  them  to  death- 

34  But  one  in  the  council 
rising  up,  a Pharisee,  named 
Gamaliel,  a doctor  of  the  law, 
respected  by  all  the  people, 
commanded  the  men  to  be  put 
forth  a little  while. 

35  And  he  said  to  them : Ye 
men  of  Israel,  take  heed  to 
yourselves  what  you  intend  to 
do,  as  touching  these  men. 

36  For  before  these  days  rose 
up  Theodas,  affirming  himself 
to  be  somebody,  to  whom  a 
number  of  men,  about  four 
hundred,  joined  themselves: 
who  was  slain ; and  all  that  be-

CHAP  VI. 

The  ordaining  of  the  town  deacon*.

AND  ain  those  days,  the 
number  of  the  disciples 
increasing,  there  arose  a mur- 
muring of  the  Greeks  against 
the  Hebrews,  for  that  their 
widows  were  neglected  in  the 
daily  ministration.

CHAP.  VI.  Ver.  1.  Greek t.  So  they 
celled  the  Jew*  that  were  born  and 
brought  up  in  Greece. 
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2  Then  the  twelve  calling  to- 
gether the  multitude  of  the  dis- 
ciples said:  It  is  not  reason 
that  we  should  leave  the  word 
of  God  and  serve  tables. 

8  Wherefore,  brethren,  look 
ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of 
good  reputation,  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we 
may  appoint  over  this  business. 

4 But  we  will  give  ourselves 
continually  to  prayer,  and  to 
the  ministiy  of  the  word. 

6  And  the  saying  was  liked 
by  all  the  multitude.  And  they 
chose  Stephen,  a man  full  of 
faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  Philip,  and  Prochorus,  ana 
Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Par- 
menas,  and  Nicolas  a proselyte 
of  Antioch. 

6 These  they  set  before  the 
apostles  : and  they  praying  im- 
posed hands  upon  them. 

7 And  the  word  of  the  Lord 
increased,  and  the  number  of 
the  disciples  was  multiplied  in 
Jerusalem  exceedingly : a great 
multitude  also  of  the  priests 
obeyed  the  faith. 

8 And  Stephen  full  of  grace 
and  fortitude  did  great  wonders 
and  signs  among  the  people. 

9 Now  there  arose  some  of 
that  which  is  called  the  syna- 
gogue of  the  Libertines,  and  of 
the  Cyrenians,  and  of  the  Alex- 
andrians, and  of  them  that  were 
of  Cilicia  and  Asia,  disputing 
with  Stephen. 

10  And  they  were  not  able  to 
resist  the  wisdom  and  the  spirit 
that  spoke. 

11  Then  they  suborned  men 
to  say  they  had  heard  him  speak 
words  of  blasphemy  against 
Moses  and  against  God. 

12  And  they  stirred  up  the 
people,  and  the  ancients,  and 
the  scribes:  and  naming  to- 


gether they  took  him,  and 
brought  him  to  the  council. 

13  And  they  set  up  false  wit- 
nesses. who  said:  This  man 
ceasetn  not  to  speak  words 
against  the  holy  place  and  the 
law. 

14  For  we  have  heard  him 
say,  that  this  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
shall  destroy  this  place,  and 
shall  change  the  traditions 
which  Moses  delivered  unto  us. 

15  And  all  that  sat  in  the 
council  looking  on  him,  saw  his 
face  as  if  it  had  been  the  face  of 
an  Angel. 

CHAP.  VII. 

Stephen' t speech  before  the  council:  his 
martyrdom. 

THEN  « the  high-priest  said : 
Are  these  things  so  ? 

2 Who  said:  Ye  men,  bre- 
thren and  fathers,  hear.  The 
God  of  glory  appeared  to  our 
father  Abraham,  when  he  was 
in  Mesopotamia, before  he  dwelt 
in  Ciiaran. 

3  And  said  to  him : bGo  forth 
out  of  thy  country  and  from  thy 
kindred , and  come  into  the  land 
which  I shall  shew  thee . 

4  Then  he  went  out  of  the 
land  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  dwelt 
in  Charan.  And  from  thence, 
after  his  father  was  dead,  he 
removed  him  into  this  land 
wherein  you  now  dwell. 

5  And  he  gave  him  no  inherit- 
ance in  it,  no  not  the  pace  of  a 
foot : but  he  promised  to  give  it 
him  in  possession,  and  to  his 
seed  after  him,  when  as  yet  he 
had  no  child. 

6  And  God  said  to  him, 
c That  his  seed  should  sojourn  in 
a strange  country , and  that  they 
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should  bring  them  under  bond- 
age, and  treat  them  evil  four 
hundred  years : 

7 And  the  nation  which  they 
shaU  serve,  will  l judge,  saith  the 
Lord : andafter  these  things  they 
shall  go  out,  andshall  serve  me  in 
this  place. 

8 “And  he  gave  him  the 
covenant  of  circumcision,  6 and 
so  he  begot  Isaac,  and  circum- 
cised him  the  eighth  day : and 
'Isaac  begot  Jacob : dand  Jacob 
the  twelve  patriarchs. 

9 And  the  patriarchs,  through 
envy  'sold  Joseph  in  Egypt; 
and  God  was  with  him, 

10  And  delivered  him  out  of 

all  his  tribulations:  /and  he 
gave  him  favour  and  wisdom  in 
the  sight  of  Pharao  king  of 
Egypt,  and  he  appointed  nim 
governor  over  Egypt,  and  over 
all  his  house.  I 

11  Now  there  came  a famine  I 
upon  all  Egypt,  and  Canaan, 
and  great  tribulation : and  our 
fathers  found  no  food. 

12  o But  when  Jacob  had 
heard  that  there  was  corn  in 
Egypt,  he  sent  our  fathers  first : 

13  And  at  the  second  time 
Joseph  was  known  by  his  bre- 
thren, and  his  kindred  was  made 
known  to  Pharao. 

14  And  Joseph  sending, called 
thither  his  father  Jacob  and  all 
his  kindred  in  seventy-five  souls. 

15  1 So  Jacob  went  down  into 
Egypt,  and  *he  died,  and  our 
fathers. 

16  And  they  were  translated 
into  Sichem,  and  were  laid  in 
the  sepulchre  * that  Abraham 
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bought  for  a sum  of  money  of  the 
sons  of  Hemor,the  son  of  Sichem. 

17  And  when  the  time  of  the 
promise  drew  near,  which  God 
had  promised  to  Abraham, ,n the 
people  increased  and  was  mul- 
tiplied in  Egypt 

18  Till  another  king  arose  in 
Egypt  who  knew  not  Joseph. 

19  This  same  dealing  craftily 
with  our  race,  afflicted  our 
fathers,  that  they  should  expose 
their  children  to  the  end  they 
might  not  be  kept  alive. 

20  "At  the  same  time  was 
Moses  born,  and  he  was  accep- 
table to  God ; who  was  nou- 
rished three  months  in  his 
father’s  house. 

21  And  when  he  was  exposed, 
Pharao’ s daughter  took  him  up, 
and  nourished  him  for  her  own 


son. 

22  And  Moses  was  instruct- 
ed in  all  the  wisdom  of  the 
Egyptians : and  he  was  mighty 
in  his  words  and  in  his  deeds. 

23  And  when  he  was  full 
forty  years  old,  it  came  into 
his  heart  to  visit  his  brethren 
the  children  of  Israel. 

24  °And  when  he  had  seen 
one  of  them  suffering  wrong, 
he  defended  him  : and  striking 
the  Egyptian,  he  avenged  him 
who  suffered  the  injury. 

25  And  he  thought  that  his 
brethren  understood  that  God 
by  his  hand  would  save  them : 
but  they  understood  it  not. 

26  p And  the  day  following 
he  shewed  himself  to  them 
when  they  were  at  strife ; and 
would  have  reconciled  them  in 
peace,  saying:  Men,  ye  are 
brethren,  why  hurt  you  one  an- 
other? 
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27  But  he  that  did  the  injury 
to  his  neighbour,  thrust  him 
away,  saying:  Who  hath  ap- 
pointed thee  prince  and  judge 
over  us? 

28  What,  unit  thou  kill  me, 
as  thou  didst  yesterday  kill  the 
Egyptian? 

29  And  Moses  fled  upon  this 
word : and  wa&a  stranger  in  the 
land  of  Madian,  where  he  begot 
two  sons. 

30  And  when  forty  years  were 
expired. a there  appeared  to  him 
in  the  desert  of  Mount  Sina  an 
Angel  in  a flame  of  Are  in  a 
bush. 

31  And  Moses  seeing  it,  won- 
dered at  the  sight.  And  as 
he  drew  near  to  view  it,  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  came  unto 
him,  saying : 

32  I am  the  God  of  thy  fathers  ; 
the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of 
Isaac , and  the  God  of  Jacob. 
And  Moses  being  terrified, 
durst  not  behold. 

33  And  the  Lord  said  to  him  : 
Loose  the  shoes  from  thy  feet;  for 
the  place  wherein  thou  standest, 
is  holy  ground. 

34  Seeing  I have  seen  the  afflic- 
tion of  my  people,  which  is  in 
Egypt,  and  I have  heard  their 
groaning,  and  am  come  down  to 
deliver  them.  And  now  come, 
and  I will  send  thee  into 
Egypt. 

36  This  Moses,  whom  they 
refused,  saying : Who  hath  ap- 
pointed thee  prince  and  judge  1 
him  God  sent  to  be  prince  and 
redeemer  by  the  hand  of  the 
Angel  who  appeared  to  him  in 
the  bush. 

36  *He  brought  them  out, 
doing  wonders  and  signs  in  the 
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land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  Bed 
Sea,  and  in  the  desert  forty 
years. 

37  This  is  that  Moses  who 
said  to  the  children  of  Israel : 
c A prophet  shall  God  raise  up 
to  you  of  your  own  brethren,  as 
myself:  him  shall  you  hear. 

38  dThis  is  he  that  was  in 
the  church  in  the  wilderness, 
with  the  Angel  who  spoke  to 
him  on  mount  Sina,  and  with 
our  fathers : who  received  the 
words  of  life  to  give  unto  us. 

39  Whom  our  fathers  would 
not  obey ; but  thrust  him  away, 
and  iu  their  hearts  turned  back 
into  Egypt 

40  Saying  to  Aaron  : « Make 
us  gods  to  go  before  us.  For  as 
for  this  Moses,  who  brought  us 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  we 
know  not  what  is  become  of  him. 

41  And  they  made  a calf  in 
those  days,  and  offered  sacrifice 
to  the  idol,  and  rejoiced  in  the 
works  of  their  own  hands. 

42  And  God  turned,  and  gave 
them  up  to  serve  the  host  of 
heaven,  as  it  is  written  in  the 
book  of  the  prophets : / Did  you 
offer  victims  and  sacrifices  to  me 
for  forty  years  in  the  desert,  0 
house  of  Israel  1 

43  And  you  took  unto  you  the 
tabernacle  of  Moloch,  and  the 
star  of  your  god  Rempham, 
figures  which  you  made,  to  adore 
them.  And  I will  carry  you 
away  beyond  Babylon. 

44  The  tabernacle  of  the  tes- 
timony was  with  our  fathers  in 
the  desert,  as  God  ordained  for 
them,  9 speaking  to  Moses  that 
he  should  make  it  according  to 
the  form  which  he  had  seen. 


e Dent  18.  15.  — d Exod.  19.  8.  — 
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45  ° Which  also  our  fathers 
receiving,  brought  in  with  Je- 
sus, into  the  possession  of  the 
gentiles,  whom  God  drove  out 
before  the  face  of  our  fathers : 
unto  the  days  of  David. 

46  6 Who  found  grace  before 
God,  cand  desired  to  find  a ta- 
bernacle for  the  God  of  Jacob. 

47  d But  Solomon  built  him 
a house. 

48  •Yet  the  Most  High  dwell- 
efch  not  in  houses  made  by 
hand,  as  the  prophet  saith : 

49  / Heaven  is  my  throne : and 
the  earth  my  footstool.  What 
house  will  you  build  me , saith 
the  Lord,  or  what  is  the  place  of 
my  resting  ? 

50  Hath  not  my  hand  made 
ail  these  things  f 

51  You  stiff-necked  and  un- 
circumcised in  hearts  and  ears, 
you  always  resist  the  Holy 
Ghost : as  your  fathers  did,  so 
do  you  also. 

52  Which  of  the  prophets 
have  not  your  fathers  perse- 
cuted? And  they  have  slain 
them  who  foretold  of  the  coming 
of  the  Just  One ; of  whom  you 
have  been  now  the  betrayers 
and  murderers: 

53  Who  have  received  the  law 
by  the  disposition  of  Angels, 
and  have  not  kept  it. 


“Jos.  3.  14.  Heb.  8.  9.— *1  Kings

is.  Josue,  so  called  in  Greek.  I 

Ver.  48.  Dwdleth  not  in  houses,  Ac. 
That  is.  so  as  to  stand  in  need  ofi 
earthly  dwellings,  or  to  he  contained, 
or  circnmscribed  by  them.  Though, 
otherwise  by  his  immense  divinity, 
he  is  in  our  houses,  and  everywhere 
else : and  Christ  in  his  humanity 
dwelt  in  houses,  and  is  now  on  our 
altars. 
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54  Now  hearing  these  things 
they  were  cut  to  the  heart,  and 
they  gnashed  with  their  teeth 
at  him. 

55  But  he  being  full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  looking  up  stead- 
fastly to  heaven,  saw  the  glory 
of  God,  and  Jesus  standing  on 
the  right  hand  of  God.  And 
he  said : Behold  I see  the  hea- 
vens opened,  and  the  son  of 
man  standing  on  the  right  hand 
of  God 

56  And  they  crying  out  with 
a loud  voice,  stopped  their  ears, 

| and  with  one  accord  ran  vio- 
lently upon  him. 

57  And  casting  him  forth 
without  the  city,  they  stoned 
him : and  the  witnesses  laid 
down  their  garments  at  the  feet 
of  a young  man  whose  name 
was  Saul. 

58  And  they  stoned  Stephen, 
invoking,  and  saying : Lord 
Jesus,  receive  my  spirit. 

59  And  falling  on  his  knees, 
he  cried  with  a loud  voice,  say- 
ing : Lord,  lay  not  this  sin  to 
their  charge.  And  when  he  had 
said  this,  he  fell  asleep  in  the 
Lord  And  Saul  was  consent- 
ing to  his  death. 

CHAP  VIII. 

Philip  converts  the  Samaritans,  and 
baptizes  the  eunuch. 

AND  vat  that  time  there  was 
raised  a great  persecution 
against  the  church,  which  was 
at  Jerusalem,  and  they  were  all 
dispersed  through  the  countries 
of  Judea  and  Samaria,  except 
the  apostles 

2 And  devout  men  took  orders 
for  Stephen ’8  funeral,  and  made 
great  mourning  over  him. 

3 But  Saul  made  havoc  of  the 
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church,  entering  in  from  house 
to  house,  and  dragging  away 
men  and  women,  committed 
them  to  prison. 

4 They  therefore  that  were 
dispersed,  went  about  preach- 
ing the  word  of  God. 

5 And  Philip,  going  down  to 
the  city  of  Samaria,  preached 
Christ  unto  them. 

6 And  the  people  with  one 
accord  were  attentive  to  those  i 
things  which  were  said  by  I 
Philip,  hearing,  and  seeing  the 
miracles  which  he  did. 

7 For  many  of  them  who  had 
unclean  spirits,  crying  with  a 
loud  voice,  went  out. 

8 And  many  taken  with  the 
palsy  and  that  were  lame,  were 
healed. 

9 There  was  therefore  great 
Joy  in  that  city.  Now  there  was 
a certain  man  named  Simon, 
who  before  had  been  a magician 
in  that  city,  seducing  the  people 
of  Samaria,  giving  out  that  he 
was  some  great  one  : 

10  To  whom  they  all  gave  ear, 
from  the  least  to  the  greatest,  i 
saying : This  man  is  the  power 
of  God,  which  is  called  great,  i 

11  And  they  were  attentive 
to  him,  because  for  a long  time 
he  had  bewitched  them  with; 
his  magical  practices. 

12  But  when  they  had  be- 
lieved Philip  preaching  of  the 
kingdom  of  God,  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ,  they  were 
baptized  both  men  and  women. 

13  Then  Simon  himself  be- 
lieved also:  and  being  baptized, 
he  stuck  close  to  Philip.  Ana 
being  astonished,  wondered  to 
see  the  signs  and  exceeding 
great  miracles  which  were  done. 

14  Now  when  the  apostles, 
who  were  in  Jerusalem,  had 
heard  that  Samaria  had  received 


the  word  of  God ; they  sent  unto 
them  Peter  and  John. 

15  Who  when  they  were  come, 
prayed  for  them, that  theymight 
receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 

16  For  he  was  not  as  yet  come 
upon  any  of  them:  but  they 
were  only  baptized  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

17  Then  they  laid  their  hands 
upon  them,  and  they  received 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  And  when  Simon  saw  that 
by  the  imposition  of  the  hands 
of  the  apostles  the  Holy  Ghost 
was  given,  he  offered  them 
money, 

19  Saying : Give  me  also  this 
power,  that  on  whomsoever  I 
shall  lay  my  hands,  he  may 
receive  the  Holy  Ghost.  But 
Peter  said  to  him  : 

| 20  Keep  thy  money  to  thyself, 

to  perish  with  thee,  because  thou 
hast  thought  that  the  gift  of  God 
may  be  purchased  with  money. 

21  Thou  hast  no  part  nor  lot 
in  this  matter  For  thy  heart  is 
not  right  in  the  sight  of  God. 

22  Do  penance  therefore  for 
this  thy  wickedness  : and  pray 
to  God,  if  perhaps  this  thought 
of  thy  heart  may  be  iorgiven 
thee. 

23  For  I see  thou  art  in  the 
gall  of  bitterness,  and  in  the 
bonds  of  iniquity. 

24  Then  Simon  answering, 


CHAP.  VIII.  Ver.  17.  They  laid 
their  hand*  upon  them,  Ac.  The 
apostles  administered  the  sacrameat 
of  confirmation,  by  imposition  of 
hands,  and  prayer:  and  the  faithful 
thereby  received  the  Holy  Ghost  Not 
but  they  had  received  the  graoe  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  at  their  baptism : yet  not 
that  plenitude  of  graoe  and  thoee 
spiritual  gifts  which  they  afterwards 
received  from  Bishops  in  the  sacra- 
ment of  confirmation,  which  strength- 
ened them  to  profess  their  faith  pub- 
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said : Pray  you  for  me  to  the 
Lord,  that  none  of  these  things 
which  you  have  spoken,  may 
come  upon  me. 

25  And  they  indeed  having 
testified  and  preached  the  word 
of  the  Lord : returned  to  Jeru- 
salem, and  preached  the  gospel 
to  many  countries  of  the  Sama- 
ritans. 

26  Now  an  Angel  of  the  Lord 
spoke  to  Philip,  saying : Arise, 
go  towards  the  south,  to  the  way 
that  goeth  down  from  Jerusa- 
lem into  Gaza  : this  is  desert. 

27  And  rising  up  he  went 
And  behold  a man  of  Ethiopia, 
an  eunuch,  of  great  authority 
under  Candace  the  queen  of  the 
Ethiopians,  who  had  charge  over 
all  her  treasures,  had  come  to 
Jerusalem  to  adore. 

28  And  he  was  returning 
sitting  in  his  chariot,  and  resid- 
ing Isaias  the  prophet. 

29  And  the  Spirit  said  to 
Philip : Go  near,  and  join  thy- 
self to  this  chariot. 

30  And  Philip  running  thi- 
ther, heard  him  reading  the 
prophet  Isaias,  and  he  said: 
Thinkest  thou  that  thou  under- 
standest  what  thou  readest  ? 

31  Who  said : And  how  can 
I,  unless  some  man  shew  me? 
And  he  desired  Philip  that  he 
would  come  up  and  sit  with  him. 

32  And  the  place  of  the  scrip- 
ture which  he  was  reading  was 
this : « He  was  led  as  a sheep  to 
the  slaughter : and  like  a lamb 
without  voice  before  his  shearer , 
80  openeth  he  not  his  mouth. 

33  In  humility  his  judgment 
was  taken  away.  His  generation 
who  shall  declare,  for  his  life 
shall  be  taken  from  the  earth  ? 

34  And  the  eunuch  answering 
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Philip,  said : I beseech  thee,  of 
whom  doth  the  prophet  speak 
this  ? of  himself,  or  some  other 
man? 

85  Then  Philip  opening  his 
mouth,  and  beginning  at  this 
scripture,  preached  unto  him 
JK8US. 

36  And  as  they  went  on  their 
way,  they  came  to  a certain 
water : and  the  eunuch  said : 
See  here  is  water,  what  doth 
hinder  me  from  being  baptized  ? 

37  And  Philip  said : If  thou 
believest  with  all  thy  heart, 
thou  mayest  And  he  answer- 
ing said : I believe  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  Son  of  God. 

38  And  he  commanded  the 
chariot  to  stand  still : and  they 
went  down  into  the  water,  both 
Philip  and  the  eunuch,  and  he 
baptized  him. 

39  And  when  they  were  come 
up  out  of  the  water,  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  took  away  Philip, 
and  the  eunuch  saw  him  no 
more.  And  he  went  on  his  way 
rejoicing. 

40  But  Philip  was  found  in 
Azotus,  and  passing  through  he 
preached  the  gospel  to  all  the 
cities,  till  he  came  to  Cesarea. 

CHAP.  IX. 

PavCt  conversion  and  zeal  Peter 
heeds  Eneas,  and  raises  Tabitha  to 
life. 

AND  6 Saul  as  yet  breath- 
ing out  threatenings  and 
slaughter  against  the  disciples 

b A.D.  34.  GaL  1.  13. 


Ver.  37.  If  thou  believest  with  all 
thy  heart.  The  Scripture  many  times 
mentions  only  one  disposition,  as  here 
belief,  when  others  equally  necessary 
are  not  expressed,  viz.,  a sorrow  for 
sins,  a firm  hope,  and  the  love  of  God. 
Moreover,  believing  with  the  whole 
heart  signifies  a belief  of  everythin* 
necessary  for  salvation. 
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of  the  Lord,  went  to  the  high- 
priest, 

2 And  asked  of  him  letters  to 
Damascus,  to  the  synagogues: 
that  if  he  found  any  men  and 
women  of  this  way,  he  might 
bring  them  bound  to  Jerusalem. 

3 °And  as  he  went  on  his 
journey,  it  came  to  pass  that  he 
drew  nigh  to  Damascus:  and 
suddenly  a light  from  heaven 
shined  round  about  him. 

4 And  falling  on  the  ground, 
he  heard  a voice  saying  to  him : 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou 
me? 

5 Who  said : Who  art  thou, 
Lord?  And  he : I am  Jesus 
whom  thou  persecutest  It  is 
hard  for  thee  to  kick  against 
the  goad. 

6 And  he  trembling  and  as- 
tonished, said : Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do? 

7 And  the  Lord  said  to  him : 
Arise,  and  go  into  the  city,  and 
there  it  shall  be  told  thee  what 
thou  must  do.  Now  the  men 
who  went  in  company  with  him 
stood  amazed,  hearing  indeed  a 
voice,  but  seeing  no  man. 

8 And  Saul  arose  from  the 
ground,  and  when  his  eyes  were 
opened,  he  saw  nothing.  But 
they  leading  him  by  the  hands, 
brought  him  to  Damascus. 

0 And  he  was  there  three 
dap  without  sight,  and  he  did 
neither  eat  nor  drink. 

10  Now  there  was  a certain 
disciple  at  Damascus,  named 
Ananias:  6 and  the  Lord  said 
to  him  in  a vision : Ananias. 
And  he  said:  Behold  I am  here, 
Lord. 

11  And  the  Lord  said  to  him : 
Arise,  and  go  into  the  street

| that  is  called  Strait,  and  seek 
| in  the  house  of  Judas,  one 
named  Saul  of  Tarsus.  For  be- 
hold he  prayeth. 

12  C And  he  saw  a man  named 
Ananias,  coming  in  and  putting 
his  hands  upon  him,  that  he 
might  receive  his  sight) 

13  But  Ananias  answered : 
Lord,  I have  heard  by  many  of 
this  man,  how  much  evil  he 
hath  done  to  thy  saints  in 
Jerusalem : 

14  And  here  he  hath  autho- 
rity from  the  chief  priests  to 
bind  all  that  invoke  thy  name. 

16  And  the  Lord  said  to  him ; 
Go  thy  way,  for  this  man  is  to 
me  a vessel  of  election,  to  carry 
my  name  before  the  gentiles, 
and  kings,  and  the  children  of 
Israel. 

16  For  I will  shew  him  how 
great  things  he  must  suffer  for 
my  name’s  sake. 

17  And  Ananias  went  his  way. 
and  entered  into  the  house:  and 
laying  his  hands  upon  him,  he 
said:  Brother  Said,  the  Lord 
Jesus  hath  sent  me,  he  that  ap- 
peared to  thee  in  the  way  as 
thou  earnest : that  thou  mayest 
receive  thy  sight,  and  be  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  And  immediately  there  fell 
from  his  eyes  as  it  were  scales, 
and  he  received  hiB  Bight ; ana 
rising  up  he  was  baptized. 

10  And  when  he  had  taken 
meat  he  was  strengthened. 
And  he  was  with  the  disciples, 
that  were  at  Damascus,  for 
some  days. 

20  And  immediately  he 
preached  Jesus  in  the  syna- 
gogues, that  he  is  the  Son  of 
God. 

21  And  all  that  heard  him 
were  astonished,  and  said : la 
not  this  he  who  persecuted  in 
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Jerusalem  those  that  called 
upon  this  name;  and  came 
hither  for  that  intent,  that  he 
might  carry  them  bound  to  the 
chief  priests? 

22  But  Saul  increased  much 
more  in  strength,  and  con- 
founded the  Jews  who  dwelt  at 
Damascus,  affirming  that  this 
is  the  Christ. 

23  And  when  many  days  were 
passed,  the  Jews  consulted  to- 
gether to  kill  him. 

24  But  their  laying  in  wait 
was  made  known  to  Saul.  “And 
they  watched  the  gates  also  day 
and  night,  that  they  might  kill 
him. 

25  But  the  disciples  taking 
him  in  the  night,  conveyed  him 
away  by  the  wall,  letting  him 
down  in  a basket. 

26  And  when  he  was  come 
into  Jerusalem,  he  essayed  to 
join  himself  to  the  disciples, 
and  they  were  all  afraid  of  nim, 
not  believing  that  he  was  a dis- 
ciple. 

27  But  Barnabas  took  him  and 
brought  him  to  the  apostles, 
and  told  them  how  he  had  seen 
the  Lord,  and  that  he  had  spoken 
to  him,  and  how  in  Damascus 
he  had  dealt  confidently  in  the 
name  of  Jesus. 

28  And  he  was  with  them 
coming  in  and  going  out  in  Jeru- 
salem, and  dealing  confidently 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

29  He  spoke  also  to  the  gen- 
tiles, and  disputed  with  the 
Greeks : but  they  sought  to  kill 
him. 

30  Which  when  the  brethren 
had  known,  they  brought  him 
down  to  Cesarea,  and  sent  him 
away  to  Tarsus. 

31  Now  the  church  had  peace 
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throughout  all  Judea  and  Gali- 
lee and  Samaria,  and  was  edi- 
fied, walking  in  the  fear  of  the 
Lord,  and  was  filled  with  the 
consolation  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

32  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
Peter,  as  he  passed  through 
visiting  all,  came  to  the  saints 
who  dwelt  at  Lydda. 

33  And  he  found  there  a cer- 
tain man  named  Eneas,  who 
had  kept  his  bed  for  eight  years, 
who  was  ill  of  the  palsy. 

34  And  Peter  said  to  him : 
Eneas,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
healeth  thee  : arise,  and  make 
thy  bed.  And  immediately  he 
arose. 

35  And  all  that  dwelt  at 
Lydda  and  Saron  saw  him : who 
were  converted  to  the  Lord. 

36  And  in  Joppe  there  was 
a certain  disciple  named  Ta- 
bitha,  which  by  interpretation 
is  called  Dorcas.  This  woman 
was  full  of  good  works  and 
alms-deeds  which  she  did. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass  in 
those  days,  that  she  was  sick 
and  died.  Whom  when  they 
had  washed,  they  laid  her  in 
an  upper  chamber. 

38  And  forasmuch  as  Lydda 
was  nigh  to  Joppe,  the  disciples 
hearing  that  Peter  was  there, 
sent  unto  him  two  men,  desir- 
ing him  that  he  would  not  be 
slack  to  come  unto  them. 

39  And  Peter  rising  up  went 
with  them.  And  when  he  was 
come,  they  brought  him  into 
the  upper  chamber : and  all  the 
widows  stood  about  him  weep- 
ing, and  shewing  him  the  coats 
and  garments  which  Dorcas 
made  them. 


40  And  they  all  being  put 
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she  opened  her  eyes ; and  seeing 
Peter,  she  sat  up. 

41  And  giving  her  his  hand, 
he  lifted  her  up.  And  when  he 
had  called  the  saints  and  the 
widows,  he  presented  her  alive. 

42  And  it  was  made  known 
throughout  all  J oppe ; and  many 
believed  in  the  Lord. 

43  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
he  abode  many  days  in  Joppe, 
with  one  Simon  a tanner. 

CHAP.  X. 

Cornelius  it  received,  into  the  church. 
Peter's  vision. 

AND  « there  was  a certain  man 
in  Cesarea,  named  Corne- 
lius ,*a  centurion  of  that  which 
is  called  the  Italian  band,  i 
2 A religious  man,  and  fear- 1 
ing  God  with  all  his  house,  giv- 
ing much  alms  to  the  people, ! 
and  always  praying  to  God. 

3 This  man  saw  in  a vision 
manifestly,  about  the  ninth 
hour  of  the  day,  an  Angel  of  God 
coming  in  unto  him,  and  saying 
to  him:  Cornelius. 

4 And  he  beholding  him, 
being  seized  with  fear,  said : 
What  is  it.  Lord?  And  he  said 
to  him : Thy  prayers  and  thy 
alms  are  ascended  for  a memo- 
rial in  the  sight  of  God. 

5 And  now  send  men  to 
Joppe,  and  call  hither  one 
Simon,  who  is  Burnamed  Peter : 
6 He  lodgeth  with  one  Simon 
a tanner,  whose  house  is  by  the 
seaside : he  will  tell  thee  what 
thou  must  do. 

7 And  when  the  Angel  who 
spoke  to  him  was  departed,  he 
called  two  of  his  household  ser- 
vants, and  a soldier  who  feared 
the  Lord,  of  them  that  were 
under  him : | 
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I 8 To  whom  when  he  had 
I related  all,  he  sent  them  to 
Joppe. 

9 And  on  the  next  day  whilst 
they  were  going  on  their  jour- 
ney, and  drawing  nigh  to  the 

I city,  Peter  went  up  to  the  higher 
parts  of  the  house,  to  pray 
about  the  sixth  hour. 

10  And  being  hungry,  he  was 
desirous  to  taste  somewhat.  And 
as  they  were  preparing,  there 
came  upon  him  an  ecstasy  of 
mind : 

11.  And  he  saw  the  heaven 
opened,  and  a certain  vessel 
descending,  as  it  were  a great 
linen  sheet  let  down  by  the  four 
corners  from  heaven  to  the 
earth. 

12  Wherein  were  all  manner 
of  four-footed  beasts,  and  creep- 
ing things  of  the  earth,  and 
fowls  of  the  air. 

13  And  there  came  a voice  to 
him  : Arise,  Peter,  kill,  and  eat. 

14  But  Peter  said : Far  be  it 
from  me ; for  I never  did  eat 
anything  that  is  common  and 
unclean. 

1 15  And  the  voice  spoke  to 

him  again  the  second  time: 
That  which  God  hath  cleansed 
do  not  thou  call  common. 

| 16  And  this  was  done  thrice : 

and  presently  the  vessel  was 
taken  up  into  heaven. 

17  Now  whilst  Peter  was 
doubting  within  himself,  what 
the  vision  that  he  had  seen 
should  mean  : behold  the  men 
who  were  sent  from  Cornelius, 
inquiring  for  Simon ’b  house, 
stood  at  the  gate. 

18  And  when  they  had  called, 
they  asked,  if  Simon,  who  is 
surnamed  Peter,  were  lodged 
there? 

19  And  as  Peter  was  thinking 
of  the  vision,  the  Spirit  said  to 
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him:  Behold  three  men  seek' 
thee.  : 

30  Arise,  therefore,  get  thee 
down,  and  go  with  them,  doubt- 
ing nothing:  for  I have  sent 
them.  1 

21  Then  Peter  going  down  to  i 
the  men,  said : Behold  I am  he 
whom  you  seek;  what  is  the 
cause  for  which  you  are  come  ? , 

22  Who  said : Cornelius,  a 
centurion,  a just  man  and  one ! 
that  feareth  God,  and  haring 
good  testimony  from  all  the 
nation  of  the  Jews,  received  an 
answer  of  an  holy  Angel,  to  send 
for  thee  into  his  house,  and  to 
hear  words  of  thee. 

23  Then  bringiug  them  in,  he 
lodged  them.  And  the  day  fol- 
lowing he  arose  and  went  with 
them : and  some  of  the  brethren 
from  Joppe  accompanied  him. 

24  And  the  morrow  after  he 
entered  into  Cesarea.  And  Cor- 
nelius waited  for  them,  having 
called  together  his  kinsmen, 
and  special  friends. 

25  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
when  Peter  was  come  in,  Cor-  j 
nelius  came  to  meet  him,  and  I 
falling  at  his  feet  adored. 

26  But  Peter  lifted  him  up,  | 
saying : Arise,  I myself  also  am , 
a man. 

27  And  talking  with  him,  he 
went  in,  and  found  many  that 
were  come  together. 

28  And  he  said  to  them : You 
know  how  abominable  it  is  for 
a man  that  is  a Jew,  to  keep 
company  or  to  come  unto  one 
of  another  nation : but  God  hath 
shewed  to  me,  to  call  no  man 
common  or  unclean. 

29  For  which  cause,  making 
no  doubt,  I came  when  I was 
sent  for.  I ask  therefore,  for 
what  cause  you  have  sent  for 
me? 


30  And  Cornelius  said  : Four 
days  ago,  uuto  this  hour,  I was 
praying  in  my  house,  at  the 
ninth  hour,  and  behold  a man 
stood  before  me  in  white  appa- 
rel, and  said  : 

31  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is 
heard,  and  thy  alms  are  had  in 
remembrance  in  the  sight  of 
God. 

32  Send  therefore  to  Joppe, 
and  call  hither  Simon,  who  is 
surnamed  Peter : he  lodgeth  in 
the  house  of  Simon  a tanner  by 
the  seaside. 

I 33  Immediately  therefore  I 
1 sent  to  thee : and  thou  hast  done 
| well  in  coming.  Now  therefore 
all  we  are  present  in  thy  sight, 

1 to  hear  all  things  whatsoever 
'are  commanded  thee  by  the 
| Lord. 

| 34  And  Peter  opening  his 

mouth,  said : In  very  deed  I 
' perceive  **  that  God  is  not  a 
respecter  of  persons. 

35  But  in  every  nation,  he 
that  feareth  him,  and  worketh 
justice,  is  acceptable  to  him. 

36  God  sent  the  word  to  the 
children  of  Israel,  preaching 
peace  by  Jitsrs  Christ  : (he  is 
Lord  of  all.)

CHAP.  X.  Ver.  SV  in  even  nation. 
Slc.  That  is  to  my,  not  only  Jews,  bat 
gentile*  also,  of  what  nation  soever, 
are  acceptable  to  God,  if  they  fear 
him  and  work  justice.  But  then  true 
1 faith  is  always  to  be  presupposed,  with* 

1 out  srAieA  (aaith  8t.  Paul.  Heh.  xL  t) 
« it  impostibie  to  pU*ue  God.  Beware 
then  of  the  error  of  those,  who  wonld 
I infer  from  this  passage,  that  men  of 
all  religions  may  be  pleasing  to  God. 
For  since  noue  bat  the  true  religion 
;cau  be  from  God.  all  other  religions 
most  be  from  the  father  of  lies,  and 
therefore  highly  displeasing  to  the  God 
1 of  truth. 
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37  You  know  the  word  which  i 
hath  been  published  through  all 
Judea:  afor  it  began  from  Gali- 
lee, after  the  baptism  which 
John  preached, 

88  Jesus  of  Nazareth  : how 
God  anointed  him  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  with  power, 
who  went  about  doing  good, 
and  healing  all  that  were  op- 
pressed by  the  devil,  for  God 
was  with  him. 

39  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
all  things  that  he  did  in  the 
land  of  the  Jews  and  in  Jerusa- 
lem, whom  they  killed,  hanging 
him  upon  a tree. 

40  Him  God  raised  up  the 
third  day,  and  gave  him  to  be 
made  manifest, 

41  Not  to  all  the  people,  but 
to  witnesses  pre-ordained  by 
God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat 
and  drink  with  him  after  he 
arose  again  from  the  dead. 

42  And  he  commanded  us  to 
preach  to  the  people,  and  to  tes- 
tify that  it  is  he  who  was  ap- 
pointed by  God  to  be  judge  of 
the  living  and  of  the  dead. 

43  * To  him  all  the  prophets 
give  testimony,  that  by  his 
name  all  receive  remission  of 
sins,  who  believe  in  him. 

44  While  Peter  was  yet  speak- 
ing these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost 
fell  on  all  them  that  heard  the 
word. 

45  And  the  faithful  of  the 
circumcision,  who  came  with 
Peter,  were  astonished,  for  that 
the  grace  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was 
poured  out  upon  the  gentiles 
also. 

46  For  they  heard  them 
speaking  with  tongues,  and 
magnifying  God.

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| 47  Then  Peter  answered : 
Can  any  man  forbid  water,  that 
these  should  not  be  baptized, 
Who  have  received  the  Holy 
Ghost  as  well  as  we  ? 

48  And  he  commanded  them 
to  be  baptized  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Then 
they  desired  him  to  tarry  with 
them  some  days. 

CHAP.  XL 

Peter  defend*  hit  having  received  the 
gentile*  into  the  Church.  Many  are 
converted  at  Antioch. 

AND  the  apostles  and  brethren 
who  were  in  Judea,  heard 
that  the  gentiles  also  had  re- 
ceived the  word  of  God. 

2  And  when  Peter  was  come 
up  to  Jerusalem,  they  that  were 
of  the  circumcision  contended 
with  him, 

3  Saying  : Why  didst  thou  go 
in  to  men  uncircumcised,  and 
didst  eat  with  them  ? 

4  But  Peter  began  and  de- 
clared to  them  the  matter  in 
order,  saying : 

6  I was  in  the  city  of  Joppe 
praying,  and  I saw  in  an  ecstasy 
of  mind  a vision,  a certain  ves- 
sel descending,  as  it  were  a 
great  sheet  let  down  from  hea- 
ven by  four  corners,  and  it  came 
even  unto  me. 

6 Into  which  looking  I con- 
sidered, and  saw  four-footed 
creatures  of  the  earth,  and 
beasts,  and  creeping  things, 
and  fowls  of  the  air: 

7  And  I heard  alBo  a voice 
saying  to  me:  Arise,  Peter,  kill, 
and  eat. 

8  And  I said  : Not  so,  Lord ; 
for  nothing  common  or  unclean 
hath  ever  entered  into  my 
mouth. 

9  And  the  voice  answered 
again  from  heaven  : What  God 
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hath  made  clean,  do  not  thou 
call  common. 

10  And  this  was  done  thrqe 
times : and  all  were  taken  up 
again  into  heaven. 

11  And  behold,  immediately 
there  were  three  men  come  to 
the  house  wherein  I was,  sent 
to  me  from  Cesarea. 

12  And  the  Spirit  said  to  me, 
that  I should  go  with  them, 
nothing  doubting.  And  these 
six  brethren  went  with  me  also: 
and  we  entered  into  the  man’s 
house. 

13  And  he  told  us,  how 
he  had  seen  an  angel  in  his 
house,  standing  and  saying  to 
him : Send  to  Joppe,  and  call 
hither  Simon,  who  is  surnamed 
Peter, 

14  Who  shall  speak  to  thee 
words  whereby  thou  shalt  be 
saved,  and  all  thy  house. 

16  And  when  I had  begun  to 
speak,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  upon 
them,  as  upon  us  also  in  the 
beginning. 

16  And  I remembered  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  how  that  he 
said : aJ ohn  indeed  baptized  with 
water , but  you  shall  be  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

17  If  then  God  gave  them  the 
•same  grace,  as  to  us  also  who 
believed  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  : who  was  I,  that  could 
withstand  God  ? 

18  Having  heard  these  things, 
they  held  their  peace,  and  glori- 
fied God,  saying : God  then  hath 
also  to  the  gentiles  given  re- 
pentance unto  life. 

19  Now  they  who  had  been 
dispersed,  by  the  persecution 
that  arose  on  occasion  of  Ste-

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phen,  went  about  as  far  as  Phe- 
nice  and  Cyprus  and  Antioch, 
speaking  the  word  to  none,  but 
to  the  Jews  only. 

20  But  some  of  them  were 
men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene. 
who  when  they  were  enterea 
into  Antioch,  spoke  also  to  the 
Greeks,  preaching  the  Lord 
Jbsus. 

21  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord 
was  with  them : and  a great 
number  believing  was  con- 
verted to  the  Lord. 

22  And  the  tidings  came  to 
the  ears  of  the  church  that  was 
at  Jerusalem,  touching  these 
things : and  they  sent  Barnabas 
as  far  as  Antioch. 

23  Who  when  he  was  come, 
and  had  seen  the  grace  of  God, 
rejoiced : and  he  exhorted  them 
all  with  purpose  of  heart  to 
continue  in  the  Lord. 

24  For  he  was  a good  man 
and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  of  faith.  And  a great 
multitude  was  added  to  the 
Lord. 

26  And  Barnabas  went  to 
Tarsus,  to  seek  Saul : whom 
when  he  had  found  he  brought 
to  Antioch.* 

26  And  they  conversed  there 
in  the  church  a whole  year: 
and  they  taught  a great  mul- 
titude, so  that  at  Antioch  the 
disciples  were  first  named 
Christians. 

27  And  in  these  days  there 
came  prophets  from  Jerusalem 
to  Antioch. 

28  And  one  of  them  named 
Agabus,  rising  up  signified  by 
the  Spirit  that  there  should  be 
a great  famine  over  the  whole 
world,  which  came  to  pass 
under  Claudius. 
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29  And  the  disciples,  every 
man  according  to  his  ability, 
proposed  to  send  relief  to  the 
brethren  who  dwelt  in  Judea : 

30  Which  also  they  did,  send- 
ing it  to  the  ancients,  by  the 
hands  of  Barnabas  and  Saul,  a 

CHAP.  XII. 

Herod’s  persecution.  Peter’s  deliver- 
ance by  an  Angel . Herod*  punish- 
ment. 

AND  * at  the  same  time  Herod 
the  king  stretched  forth  his 
hands,  to  afflict  some  of  the 
church. 

2 And  he  killed  James  the 
brother  of  John  with  the  sword. 

3 And  seeing  that  it  pleased 
the  Jews,  he  proceeded  to  take 
up  Peter  also.  Now  it  was  in 
the  days  of  the  azymes. 

4 And  when  he  had  appre- 
hended him,  he  cast  him  into 
prison,  delivering  him  to  four 
files  of  soldiers  to  be  kept,  in- 
tending after  the  pasch  to  bring 
him  forth  to  the  people. 

5 Peter  therefore  was  kept  in 
prison.  But  prayer  was  made 
without  ceasing  by  the  church 
unto  God  for  him. 

6 And  when  Herod  would 
have  brought  him  forth,  the 
same  night  Peter  was  sleeping 
between  two  soldiers,  bound 
with  two  chains : and  the 
keepers  before  the  door  kept 
the  prison. 

7 And  behold  an  Angel  of  the 
Lord  stood  by  him : and  a light 
shined  in  the  room : and  he 
striking  Peter  on  the  side  raised 
him  up,  saying : Arise  quickly.

CHAP.  XII.  Ver.  A Azymes.  The 
festival  of  the  unleavened  bread,  or 
the  poach,  which  answers  to  our 
Boater. 


ACTS.  Chap.  XII. 

And  the  chains  fell  off  from  his 
hands. 

8 And  the  Angel  said  to  him : 
Gird  thyself,  and  put  on  thy 
sandals.  And  he  did  so.  And 
he  said  to  him  : Cast  thy  gar- 
ment about  thee,  and  follow 
me. 

9 And  going  out  he  followed 
him,  and  he  knew  not  that  it 
was  true  which  was  done  by 
the  Angel : but  thought  he  saw 
a vision. 

10  And  passing  through  the 
first  and  the  second  ward,  they 
came  to  the  iron  gate  that  lead- 
eth  to  the  city,  which  of  itself 
opened  to  them.  And  going 
out,  they  passed  on  through 
one  street : and  immediately 
the  Angel  departed  from  him. 

11  And  Peter  coming  to  him- 
self, said  : Now  I know  in  very 
deed  that  the  Lord  hath  sent 
his  Angel,  and  hath  delivered 
me  out  of  the  hand  of  Herod, 
and  from  all  the  expectation  of 
the  people  of  the  Jews. 

12  And  considering,  he  came 
to  the  house  of  Mary  the  mother 
of  John,  who  was  surnamed 
Mark,  where  many  were  ga- 
thered together  and  praying. 

13  And  when  he  knocked  at 
the  door  of  the  gate,  a damsel 
came  to  hearken,  whose  name 
was  Rhode. 

14  And  as  soon  as  she  knew 
Peter’s  voice,  she  opened  not 
the  gate  for  joy,  but  running 
in  she  told  that  Peter  stood  be- 
fore the  gate. 

15  But  they  said  to  her: 
Thou  art  mad.  But  she  af- 
firmed that  it  was  so.  Then 
said  they : It  is  his  Angel. 

16  But  Peter  continued 
knocking.  And  when  they  had 
opened,  they  saw  him,  and  were 
astonished. 
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17  But  he  beckoning  to  them 
with  his  hand  to  hold  their 

Seace,  told  how  the  Lord  had 
rought  him  out  of  prison,  and 
he  said:  Tell  these  things  to 
James  and  to  the  brethren. 
And  going  out  he  went  into 
another  place. 

18  Now  when  day  was  come, 
there  was  no  small  Btir  among 
the  soldiers,  what  was  become 
of  Peter. 

19  And  when  Herod  had 
sought  for  him,  and  found  him 
not ; having  examined  the 
keepers,  he  commanded  they 
should  be  put  to  death:  and 
going  down  from  Judea  to 
Cesarea,  he  abode  there. 

20  And  he  was  angry  with  the 
Tyrians  and  the  Sidonians.  But 
they  with  one  accord  came  to 
him,  and  having  gained  Blastus, 
who  was  the  king’s  chamber- 
lain,  they  desired  peace,  because 
their  countries  were  nourished 
by  him. 

21  And  upon  a day  appointed, 
Herod  being  arrayed  in  kingly 
apparel,  sat  in  the  judgment- 
seat,  and  made  an  oration  to 
them. 

22  And  the  people  made  ac- 
clamation, saying:  It  is  the  voice 
of  a god,  and  not  of  a man. 

23  And  forthwith  an  Angel 
of  the  Lord  struck  him,  be- 
cause he  had  not  given  the 
honour  to  God : and  being 
eaten  up  by  worms,  he  gave 
up  the  ghost. a 

24  But  the  word  of  the  Lord 
increased  and  multiplied. 

25  And  Barnabas  and  Saul 
returned  from  Jerusalem,  b hav- 
ing fulfilled  their  ministry, 
taking  with  them  John,  who 
was  surnamed  Mark. 
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CHAP.  XIII. 

Saul  and  Bamabaa  are  amt  forth  bp 
the  Hotp  Ghoet.  Thep  nreach  to  Cp~ 
prut  and  to  Antioch  of  Pitidia. 

NOW  cthere  were  in  the  church 
which  was  at  Antioch,  pro- 
phets and  doctors,  among  whom 
was  Barnabas,  and  Simon  who 
was  called  Niger,  and  Lucius  of 
Gyrene,  and  Manaheu,  who  was 
the  foster-brother  of  Herod  the 
tetrarch,  and  Saul. 

2 And  as  they  were  minister- 
ing to  the  Lord,  and  fasting, 
the  Holy  Ghost  said  to  them  : 
Separate  me  Saul  and  Barna- 
bas, for  the  work  whereunto  I 
have  taken  them, 
i 3 Then  they  fasting  and  pray- 
ing, and  imposing  their  hands 
upon  them,  sent  them  away. 

4  So  they  being  sent  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  went  to  Seleucia : 
and  from  thence  they  sailed  to 
Cyprus. 

5  And  when  they  were  come 
to  Salami  na,  they  preached  the 
word  of  God  in  the  synagogues 
of  the  Jews.  And  they  had 
John  also  in  their  ministry. 

6  And  when  they  had  gone 
through  the  whole  island  as  far 
as  Paphos,  they  found  a certain 
man  a magician,  a false  prophet, 
a Jew,  whose  name  was  Bar-jesu, 
7 Who  was  with  the  procon- 
sul Sergius  Paul  us,  a prudent 
man.  He,  sending  for  Barnabas 
and  Saul,  desired  to  hear  the 
word  of  God. 

8 But  Elymas  the  magician 
(for  so  his  name  is  interpreted) 
withstood  them,  seeking  to  turn 
away  the  proconsul  from  the 
faith. 

| 9 Then  Saul,  otherwise  Paul, 

filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  look- 
| ing  upon  him, 
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10  Said : O full  of  all  guile, 
and  of  all  deceit,  child  of  the 
devil,  enemy  of  all  justice,  thou 
ceasest  not  to  pervert  the  right 
ways  of  the  Lord. 

11  And  now  behold  the  hand 
of  the  Lord  is  upon  thee,  and 
thou  shalt  be  blind,  not  seeing 
the  sun  for  a time.  And  imme- 
diately there  fell  a mist  and  a 
darkness  upon  him,  and  going 
about,  he  sought  some  one  to 
lead  him  by  the  hand. 

12  Then  the  proconsul,  when 
he  had  seen  what  was  done,  be- 
lieved, admiring  at  the  doctrine 
of  the  Lord. 

13  Now  when  Paul  and  they 
that  were  with  him  had  sailed 
from  Paphos,  they  came  to 
Perge  in  Pamphylia.  “And 
John  departing  from  them,  re- 
turned to  Jerusalem. 

14  But  they  passing  through 
Perge,  came  to  Antioch  in 
Pisidia : and  entering  into  the 
synagogue  on  the  sabbath-day, 
they  sat  down. 

16  And  after  the  reading  of 
the  law  and  the  prophets,  the 
rulers  of  the  synagogue  sent 
to  them,  saying : Ye  men  bre- 
thren, if  you  have  any  word 
of  exhortation  to  make  to  the 
people,  speak. 

16  Then  Paul  rising  up,  and 
with  his  hand  bespeaking  si- 
lence, said : Ye  men  of  Israel, 
and  you  that  fear  Qod,  give  ear. 

17  The  God  of  the  people  of 
Israel  chose  our  fathers,  and 
exalted  the  people  when  they 
were  sojourners  b in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  cand  with  an  high 
arm  brought  them  out  from 
thence. 

18  d And  for  the  space  of

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forty  yean  endured  their  man- 
ners in  the  desert. 

19  And  destroying  seven  na- 
tions in  the  land  of  Chanaan,

these  things  he  gave  unto  them 
judges,  until  Samuel  the  pro- 
phet. 

21  And  after  that  »they  de- 
sired a king:  and  God  gave 
them  Saul  the  son  of  Cis,  a man 
of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  forty 
years. 

22  * And  when  he  had  re- 
moved him,  he  raised  them  up 
David  to  be  king:  to  whom 
giving  testimony,  he  said : » I 
have  found  David  the  son  of 
Jesse , a man  according  to  my 
own  heart , who  shall  do  all  my 
wills. 

23  Of  this  man’s  seed  God, 
a according  to  his  promise,  hath 
raised  up  to  Israel  a saviour, 
Jbsus. 

24  * John  first  preaching  be- 
fore his  coming  the  baptism  of 
penance  to  all  the  people  of 
Israel. 

26  And  when  John  was  ful- 
filling his  course,  he  said  : I 

am  not  he  whom  you  think  me 
to  be : but  behold  there  cometh 
one  after  me,  whose  shoes  of 
his  feet  I am  not  worthy  to 
loose.

8 And  God,  who  knoweth  the

10  Now  therefore  why  tempt 
you  God,  to  put  a yoke  upon 
the  necks  of  the  disciples,  which 
neither  our  fathers  nor  we  have 
been  able  to  bear? 

11  But  by  the  grace  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  we  believe 
to  he  saved,  in  like  manner  as 
they  also. 

12  And  all  the  multitude  held 
their  peace : and  they  heard 
Barnabas  and  Paul  telling  what 
great  signs  and  wonders  God 
had  wrought  among  the  gen- 
tiles by  them. 

18  And  after  they  had  held 
their  peace,  James  answered, 
saying : Men  brethren,  hear 
me.

I 19  For  which  cause  I judge 
that  they,  who  from  among  the 
gentiles  are  converted  to  God, 
are  not  to  be  disquieted. 

20  But  that  we  write  unto 
them  that  they  refrain  them- 
selves from  the  pollutions  of 
idols,  and  from  fornication, 
and  from  things  strangled,  ana 
from  blood. 

21  For  Moses  of  old  time 
hath  in  every  city  them  that 
preach  him  in  the  synagogues, 
where  rfhe  is  read  every  sab- 
bath. 

22  Then  it  pleased  the  apos- 
tles and  ancients  with  the  whole 
church,  to  choose  men  of  their 
own  company,  and  to  send  to 
Antioch  with  Paul  and  Barna- 
bas, namely,  Judas,  who  was 
sumamed  Barsabas,  and  Silas,

25  It  hath  seemed  good  to 
us,  being  assembled  together, 
to  choose  out  men,  and  to  send 
them  unto  you  with  our  well- 
beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul, 

26  Men  that  have  given  their 
lives  for  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

27  We  have  sent  therefore 
Judas  and  Silas,  who  themselves 
also  will  by  word  of  mouth  tell 
you  the  same  things. 

28  For  it  hath  seemed  good 
to  the  Holy  Ghost  and  to  us,  to 
lay  no  farther  burden  upon  you 
than  these  necessary  things  : 

29  That  you  abstain  from 
things  sacrificed  to  idols,  and 
from  blood,  and  from  things 
strangled,  and  from  fornica- 
tion : from  which  things  keep- 
ing yourselves,  you  shall  do 
well.  Fare  ye  well. 

30  They  therefore  being  dis- 
missed went  down  to  Antioch  : 
and  gathering  together  the 
multitude, delivered  the  epistle. 

31  Which  when  they  had 
read,  they  rejoiced  for  the  con- 
solation : 

32  But  Judas  and  Silas  being 
prophets  also  themselves,  with 
many  words  comforted  the  bre- 
thren, and  confirmed  them. 


CHAP.  XV.  Ver.  29.  From  blood , 
and  from  thing*  ttrangled.  The  use 
of  these  things,  though  of  their  own 
nature  indifferent,  was  here  prohibited, 
to  bring  the  Jew*  more  easily  to  admit 
of  the  society  of  the  gentile*;  and 
to  exercise  the  latter  in  obedience. 
But  this  prohibition  waa  but  tem- 
porary, ana  has  long  since  censed  to 
oblige : more  especially  in  the  Western 
Churches. 
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33  And  after  they  had  spent 
some  time  there,  they  were  let 
go  with  peace  by  the  brethren, 
unto  them  that  had  sent  them. 

34  But  it  seemed  good  unto 
Silas  to  remain  there,  and  Judas 
alone  departed  to  Jerusalem. 

35  And  Paul  and  Barnabas 
continued  at  Antioch,  teaching 
and  preaching  with  many  others 
the  word  of  the  Lord. 

36  aAnd  after  some  days, 
Paul  said  to  Barnabas : Let  us 
return  and  visit  our  brethren 
in  all  the  cities,  wherein  w# 
have  preached  the  word  of  tlu* 
Lord,  to  see  how  they  do. 

37  And  Barnabas  would  havf 
taken  with  them  John  also,  thaf 
was  surnamed  Mark : 

38  But  Paul  desired  that  he 
(as  having  departed  from  them 
out  of  Pamphylia,  6 and  not 
gone  with  them  to  the  work) 
might  not  be  received. 

39  And  there  arose  a dissen- 
sion, so  that  they  departed  one 
from  another,  and  Barnabas  in- 
deed taking  Mark,  sailed  to 
Cyprus. 

40  But  Paul  choosing  Silas 
departed,  being  delivered  by 
the  brethren  to  the  grace  of 
God. 

41  And  he  went  through 

Syria  and  Cilicia,  confirming 
the  churches : commanding 

them  to  keep  the  precepts  of 
the  apostles  and  the  ancients. 

CHAP.  XVI. 

Paul  visit * the  churches.  He  is  called  to 

preach  in  Macedonia.  He  is  scourged 

at  Philippi. 

AND  che  came  to  Derbe  and 
Lystra.  And  behold  there 
was  a certain  disciple  there 

a A.D.  M,  — b Supra,  13.  18.— «A.Dl 
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named  Timothy,  the  son  of  a' 
Jewish  woman  that  believed, 
but  his  father  was  a gentile. 

2 To  this  man  the  brethren 
that  were  in  Lystra  and  Ico- 
nium  gave  a good  testimony. 

3 Him  Paul  would  have  to 

So  along  with  him : and  taking 
im  he  circumcised  him,  be- 
cause of  the  Jews  who  were  in 
those  places.  For  they  all  knew 
that  his  father  was  a gentile. 

4  And  as  they  passed  through 
the  cities,  they  delivered  unto 
them  the  decrees  for  to  keep, 
that  were  decreed  by  the  apos- 
tles and  ancients  who  were  at 
Jerusalem. 

6  And  the  churches  were  con- 
firmed in  faith,  and  increased 
in  number  daily. 

6 And  when  they  had  passed 
through  Phrygia  and  the  coun- 
try of  Galatia,  they  were  for- 
bidden by  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
preach  the  word  in  Asia. 

7  And  when  they  were  come 
into  Mysia,  they  attempted  to 
go  into  Bithynia,  and  the  Spirit 
of  Jesus  suffered  them  not. 

8  And  when  they  had  passed 
through  Mysia,  they  went  down 
to  Troas : 

9  And  a vision  was  shewed  to 
Paul  in  the  night,  which  was  a 
man  of  Macedonia  standing  and 
beseeching  him,  and  saying: 
Pass  over  into  Macedonia,  and 
help  us. 

10  And  as  soon  as  he  had 
seen  the  vision,  immediately  we 
sought  to  go  into  Macedonia, 
being  assured  that  God  had 
called  us  to  preach  the  gospel 
to  them. 

11  And  sailing  from  Troas,  we 
came  with  a straight  course  to 
Samothracia,  and  the  day  fol- 
lowing to  Neapolis : 

12  And  from  thence  to  Phi- 


lippi, which  is  the  chief  city  of 
part  of  Macedonia,  a colony. 
And  we  were  in  this  city  some 
days  conferring  together. 

13  And  upon  the  sabbath- 
day  we  went  forth  without  the 
gate  by  a river-side,  where  it 
seemed  that  there  was  prayer ; 
and  sitting  down  we  spoke 
to  the  women  that  were  assem- 
bled. 

14  And  a certain  woman 
named  Lydia,  a seller  of  purple 
of  the  city  of  Thyatira,  one 
that  worshipped  God,  did  hear : 
whose  heart  the  Lord  opened  to 
attend  to  those  things  which 
were  said  by  Paul. 

15  And  when  she  was  bap- 
tized, and  her  household,  she 
besought  us,  saying : If  you  have 
judged  me  to  be  faithful  to 
the  Lord,  come  into  my  house 
and  abide  there.  And  die  con- 
strained us. 

16  And  it  came  to  pass  as  we 
went  to  prayer,  a certain  girl, 
having  a pythonical  spirit,  met 
us,  who  brought  to  her  masters 
much  gain  by  divining. 

17  This  same  following  Paul 
and  us,  cried  out,  saying : These 
men  are  the  servants  of  the 
most  high  God,  who  preach 
unto  you  the  way  of  salva- 
tion. 

18  And  this  she  did  many 
days.  But  Paul  being  grieved, 
turned  and  said  to  the  spirit : I 
command  thee,  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  to  go  out  from 
her.  And  he  went  out  the  same 
hour. 

19  But  her  masters  seeing 
that  the  hope  of  their  gain  was 
gone,  apprehending  Paul  and

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Silas,  brought  them  into  the 
market-place  to  the  rulers. 

20  And  presenting  them  to 
the  magistrates,  they  said : 
These  men  disturb  our  city, 
being  Jews : 

21  And  preach  a fashion 
which  it  is  not  lawful  for  us 
to  receive,  nor  observe,  being 
Romans. 

22  And  the  people  ran  toge- 
ther agAinst  them  : and  * the 
magistrates  rending  off  their 
clothes,  commanded  them  to 
be  beaten  with  rods. 

23  And  when  they  had  laid 
many  stripes  upon  them,  they 
cast  them  into  prison,  charging 
the  gaoler  to  keep  them  dili- 
gently. 

24  Who  having  received  such 
a charge,  thrust  them  into  the 
inner  prison,  and  made  their 
feet  fast  in  the  stocks. 

25  And  at  midnight,  Paul 
and  Silas  praying,  praised  God. 
And  they  that  were  in  prison 
heard  them. 

26  And  suddenly  there  was  a 
great  earthquake,  so  that  the 
foundations  of  the  prison  were 
shaken.  And  immediately  all 
the  doors  were  opened,  and  the 
l>and8  of  all  were  loosed. 

27  And  the  keeper  of  the  pri- 
son awaking  out  of  his  sleep, 
and  seeing  the  doors  of  the  pri- 
son open,  drawing  his  sword, 
would  have  killed  himself,  sup- 
posing that  the  prisoners  had 

28  But  Paul  cried  with  a loud 
voice,  saying : Do  thyself  no 
harm,  for  we  all  are  here. 

29  Then  calling  for  a light,  he 
went  in.and  tremblingfell  down 
at  the  feet  of  Paul  and  Silas.

33  And  he  taking  them  the 
same  hour  of  the  night,  washed 
their  stripes : and  himself  was 
baptized,  and  all  his  house,  im- 
mediately. 

34  And  when  he  had  brought 
them  into  his  own  house,  he 
laid  the  table  for  them,  and  re- 
joiced with  all  his  house,  be 
lieving  God. 

35  And  when  the  day  was 
come,  the  magistrates  sent  the 
serjeanta,  saying:  Let  those 
men  go. 

36  And  the  keeper  of  the  pri- 
son told  these  words  to  Paul : 
The  magistrates  have  sent  to 
let  you  go : now  therefore  de- 
part, and  go  in  peace. 

37  But  Paul  said  to  them : 
They  have  beaten  us  publicly, 
uncondemned,  men  that  are 
Romans,  and  have  cast  us  into 
prison : and  now  do  they  thrust 
us  out  privately?  Not  so,  but 
let  them  come, 

38  And  let  us  out  themselves. 
And  the  serjeanta  told  these 
words  to  the  magistrates.  And 
they  were  afraid,  hearing  that 
they  were  Romans. 

39  And  coming  they  besought 
them ; and  bringing  them  out 
they  desired  them  to  depart 
out  of  the  city. 

40  And  they  went  out  of  the 

rison,  and  entered  into  the 

ouse  of  Lydia:  and  having 

seen  the  brethren,  they  com- 
forted them,  and  departed.

2  And  Paul  according  to  his 
custom  went  in  unto  them  ; and 
for  three  sabbath-days  he  rea- , 
soned  with  them  out  of  the 
scriptures, 

3  Declaring  and  insinuating 
that  the  Christ  was  to  suffer, 
and  to  rise  again  from  the  dead : 
and  that  this  is  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  I preach  to  you. 

4  And  some  of  them  believed, 
and  were  associated  to  Paul  and 
Silas,  and  of  those  that  served 
God  and  of  the  gentiles  a great 
multitude,  and  of  noble  women 
not  a few. 

6  But  the  Jews  moved  with 
envy,  and  taking  unto  them ' 
some  wicked  men  of  the  vulgar 
sort,  and  making  a tumult,  set  I 
the  city  in  an  uproar ; and  be- 
setting Jason’s  house,  sought 
to  bring  them  out  unto  the  | 
people. 

6 And  not  finding  them,  they 1 
drew  Jason  and  certain  breth- 
ren to  the  rulers  of  the  city,  cry- 
ing : They  that  set  the  city  in

8  And  they  stirred  up  the 
people,  and  the  rulers  of  the 
city  hearing  these  things.

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9 And  having  taken  satisfac- 
tion of  Jason,  and  of  the  rest, 
they  let  them  go. 

10  But  the  brethren  immedi- 
ately sent  away  Paul  and  Silas 
by  night  unto  Berea.  Who 
when  they  were  come  thither 
went  into  the  synagogue  of  the 
Jews. 

11  Now  these  were  more 
noble  than  those  in  Thessalo- 
nica,  who  received  the  word 
with  all  eagerness,  daily  search- 
ing the  scriptures,  whether 
these  things  were  so. 

12  And  many  indeed  of  them 
believed,  and  of  honourable 
women  that  were  gentiles,  and 
of  men  not  a few. 

13  And  when  the  Jews  of 
Thessalonica  had  knowledge 
that  the  word  of  God  was  also 
preached  by  Paul  at  Berea,  they 
came  thither  also,  stirring  up 
and  troubling  the  multitude. 

14  And  then  immediately  the 
brethren  sent  away  Paul,  to  go 
unto  the  sea:  but  Silas  and 
Timothy  remained  there. 

15  And  they  that  conducted 
Paul  brought  him  as  far  as 
Athens,  and  receiving  a com- 
mandment from  him  to  Silas 
and  Timothy,  that  they  should 
come  to  him  with  all  speed, they 
departed. 

16  b Now  whilst  Paul  waited 
for  them  at  Athens,  his  spirit 
was  stirred  within  him,  seeing

Ver.  li.  More  noble.  The  Jews  of 
Berea  are  justly  commended  for  their 
eagerly  embracing  the  truth,  aud 
searching  the  Scrfpturee  to  find  out 
the  texts  alleged  by  the  apostle : which 
was  a far  more  generous  proceeding 
than  that  of  their  countrymen  at  Thet- 
galnni  a,  who  persecuted  the  preachers 
or  the  gospel,  without  examining  the 
grounds  they  alleged  for  what  they 
taught. 
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the  city  wholly  given  to  idol- 
atry. 

17  He  disputed  therefore  in 
the  synagogue  with  the  Jews, 
and  with  them  that  served  God, 
and  in  the  market-place,  every 
day  with  them  that  were  there. 

18  And  certain  philosophers 
of  the  Epicureans  and  of  the 
Stoics  disputed  with  him,  and 
some  said : What  is  it  that  this 
word-sower  would  say?  But 
others:  He  seemeth  to  be  a 
setter  forth  of  new  gods  ; be- 
cause he  preached  to  them 
Jbsus  and  the  resurrection. 

19  And  taking  him  they 
brought  him  to  Areopagus,  say- 
ing : May  we  know  what  this 
new  doctrine  is  which  thou 
speakest  of  ? 

20  For  thou  bringest  in  cer- 
tain new  things  to  our  ears. 
We  would  know  therefore  what 
these  things  mean. 

21  (Now  all  the  Athenians, 
and  strangers  that  were  there, 
employed  themselves  in  nothing 
else  but  either  in  telling  or  in 
hearing  some  new  thing.) 

22  But  Paul  standing  in  the 
midst  of  Areopagus,  said  : Ye 
men  of  Athens,  I perceive  that 
in  all  things  you  are  too  super- 
stitious. 

23  For  passing  by  and  seeing 
your  idols,  I found  an  altar  also 
on  which  was  written : To  the 
unknown  God.  What  therefore 
you  worship,  without  knowing 
it,  that  I preach  to  you, 

24  « God,  who  made  the

Yer.  24.  Dv^lleth  not  in  templet. 
God  is  not  contnined  in  temples,  so  an 
to  need  them  for  bis  dwelling,  or  any 
other  naes,  as  the  heathens  imagined. 
Yet  by  his  omnipresence  he  is  both 
there  and  everywhere. 
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world  and  all  things  therein. 
He  being  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  dwelleth  &not  in  temples 
made  with  hands. 

26  Neither  is  he  served  with 
men’s  hands  as  though  he 
needed  anything,  seeing  it  is 
he  who  giveth  to  all  life,  and 
breath,  and  all  things : 

26  And  hath  made  of  one,  all 
mankind,  to  dwell  upon  the 
whole  face  of  the  earth,  deter- 
mining appointed  times,  and 
the  limits  of  their  habitation. 

27  That  they  should  seek 
God,  if  happily  they  may  feel 
after  him  or  find  him  : although 
he  be  not  far  from  every  one  of 
us : 

28  For  in  him  we  live  and 
move  and  be  : as  some  also  of 
your  own  poets  said,  For  toe 
are  also  hie  of  spring. 

29  Being  therefore  the  off- 
spring of  God,  we  must  not 
suppose  the  divinity  to  be  like 
unto  gold  or  silver,  or  stone, 
the  graving  of  art  and  device  of 
man. 

30  And  God  indeed  having 
winked  at  the  times  of  this 
ignorance,  now  declareth  unto 
men  that  all  should  everywhere 
do  penance. 

31  Because  he  hath  appointed 
a day  wherein  he  will  judge  the 
world  in  equity,  by  the  man 
whom  he  hath  appointed,  giv- 
ing faith  to  all,  by  raising  him 
up  from  the  dead. 

32  And  when  they  had  heard 
of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
some  indeed  mocked ; but 
others  said  : We  will  hear  thee 
again  concerning  this  matter. 

33  So  Paul  went  out  from 
among  them. 

34  But  certain  men  adhering 


* Supra,  7.  48. 
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to  him,  did  believe:  among 
whom  was  also  Dionysius  the 
Areopagite,and  a woman  named 
Damaris,  and  others  with  them. 

CHAP.  XVIII. 

Paui/ounds  the  Church  of  Corinth,  and 
preaches  at  Ephesus,  Ac.  Apollo  goes 
to  Corinth. 

AFTER  a these  things,  depart- 
ing from  Athens,  he  came 
to  Corinth. 

2  And  finding  a certain  Jew, 
named  Aquila,  born  in  Pontus, 
lately  come  from  Italy,  with 
Priscilla  his  wife  (because  that 
Claudius  had  commanded  all 
Jews  to  depart  from  Rome),  he 
came  to  them. 

3  And  because  he  was  of  the 
same  trade,  he  remained  with 
them  and  wrought : (now  they 
were  tent-makers  by  trade.) 

4  And  he  reasoned  in  the 
synagogue  every  sabbath,  bring- 
ing in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  he  persuaded  the 
Jews  and  the  Greeks. 

6  And  when  Silas  and  Timo- 
thy were  come  from  Macedonia, 
Paul  was  earnest  in  preaching, 
testifying  to  the  Jews  that 
Jesus  is  the  Chrtst. 

6 But  they  gainsaying  and 
blaspheming,  he  shook  his  gar- 
ments, and  said  to  them : Your 
blood  be  upon  your  own  heads: 
I am  clean ; from  henceforth  I 
will  go  unto  the  gentiles. 

7  And  departing  thence,  he 
entered  into  the  house  of  a cer- 
tain man,  named  Titus  Justus, 
one  that  worshipped  God,  whose 
house  was  adjoining  to  the 
synagogue. 

8  And  Crispus  the  ruler  of 
the  synagogue  believed  in  the 
Lord  with  all  his  house : and 


many  of  the  Corinthians  hear- 
ing believed,  and  were  bap- 
tized. 

9 And  the  Lord  said  to  Paul 
in  the  night  by  a vision : Do 
not  fear,  but  speak,  and  hold 
not  thy  peace. 

10  Because  1 am  with  thee: 
and  no  man  shall  set  upon  thee 
to  hurt  thee ; for  I have  much 
people  in  this  city. 

11  And  he  stayed  there  a year 
and  six  months,  teaching  among 
them  the  word  of  God. 

12  But  when  Gallio  was  pro- 
consul  of  Achaia,  the  Jews  with 
one  accord  rose  up  against  Paul, 
and  brought  him  to  the  judg- 
ment-seat, 

13  Saying : This  man  per- 
suadeth  men  to  worship  God 
contrary  to  the  law. 

14  And  when  Paul  was  be- 
ginning to  open  his  mouth, 
Gallio  said  to  the  Jews : If  it 
were  some  matter  of  injustice, 
or  an  heinous  deed,  Oyou  Jews, 
I should  with  reason  bear  with 
you. 

15  But  if  they  be  questions  of 
word  and  nnmes,  and  of  your 
law,  look  you  to  it : I will  not 
be  judge  of  such  things. 

16  And  he  drove  them  from 
the  judgment-seat. 

17  Aud  all  laying  hold  on 

Sosthenes  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue,  beat  him  before  the 
judgment  - seat : and  Gallio 

cared  for  none  of  those  things. 

18  But  Paul  when  he  had 
stayed  yet  many  days,  taking 
his  leave  of  the  brethren,  sailed 
thence  into  & Syria,  (and  with 
him  Priscilla  and  Aquila,)  c hav- 
ing shorn  his  head  in  Cenchra. 
For  he  had  a vow.

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19  And  he  came  to  Ephe- 
sus, and  left  them  there.  But 
he  himself  entering  into  the 
synagogue,  disputed  with  the 
Jews. 

20  And  when  they  desired 
him,  that  he  would  tarry  a 
longer  time,  he  consented  not 

21  But  taking  his  leave  and 
saying:  I will  return  to  you 
again,  God  willing,  he  departed 
from  Ephesus. 

22  And  going  down  to  Cesa- 
rea,  he  went  up  to  Jerusalem, 
and  saluted  the  church,  and  so 
came  down  to  Antioch. 

23  And  after  he  had  spent 
some  time  there,  he  departed, 
and  went  through  the  coun- 
try of  Galatia  and  Phrygia,  in 
order,  confirming  all  the  dis- 
ciples. 

24  Now  a certain  Jew  named 
Apollo,  born  at  Alexandria,  an 
eloquent  man,  came  to  Ephe- 
sus, one  mighty  in  the  scrip- 
tures. 

25  This  man  was  instructed 
in  the  way  of  the  Lord:  and 
being  fervent  in  spirit  spoke, 
and  taught  diligently  the  things 
that  are  of  Jesus,  knowing  only 
the  baptism  of  John. 

20  This  man  therefore  began 
to  speak  boldly  in  the  syna- 
gogue. Whom  when  Priscilla 
and  Aquila  had  heard,  they  took 
him  to  them,  and  expounded  to 
him  the  way  of  the  Lord  more 
diligently. 

27  And  whereas  he  was  de- 
sirous to  go  to  Achaia,  the  bre- 
thren exhorting,  wrote  to  the 
disciples  to  receive  him.  Who, 
when  he  was  come,  helped  them 
much  who  had  believed. 

28  For  with  much  vigour  he 
convinced  the  Jews  openly, 
shewing  by  the  scriptures  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ. 
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AND  ajt  came  to  pass  while 
Apollo  was  at  Corinth,  that 
Paul  having  passed  through  the 
upper  coasts,  came  to  Ephesus, 
and  found  certain  disciples : 

, 2 And  he  said  to  them : Have 

you  received  the  Holy  Ghost 
since  ye  believed?  But  they 
said  to  him : We  have  not  so 
much  as  heard  whether  there 
be  a Holy  Ghost. 

3 And  he  said : In  what  then 
were  you  baptized  ? "Who  said : 
In  John’s  baptism. 

4 Then  Paul  said:  *John 
baptized  the  people  with  the 
I baptism  of  penance,  saying : 

| That  they  should  believe  in  him 
who  was  to  come  after  him,  that 
is  to  say,  in  Jesus. 

5 Having  heard  these  things, 
they  were  baptized  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

6 And  when  Paul  had  im- 
posed his  hands  on  them,  the 
Holy  Ghost  came  upon  them, 

, and  they  spoke  with  tongues 
[ and  prophesied. 

7 And  all  the  men  were  about 
twelve. 

8 And  entering  into  the  syna- 
gogue, he  spoke  boldly  for  the 
space  of  three  months,  disput- 
ing and  exhorting  concerning 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

9 But  when  some  were  hard- 
ened, and  believed  not,  speak- 
ing evil  of  the  way  of  the  Lord 
before  the  multitude,  departing 
from  them,  he  separated  the 
disciples,  disputing  daily  in  the 
school  of  one  Tyrannus.® 

10  And  this  continued  for  the 


a A.D.  54.-6  Matt.  8.  11.  Mark  1.  8. 
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space  of  two  years,  so  that  all 
they  who  dwelt  in  Asia  heard 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  both  Jews 
and  gentiles. 

11  And  God  wrought  by  the 
hand  of  Paul  more  than  com- 
mon miracles : 

12  So  that  even  there  were 
brought  from  his  body  to  the 
sick  handkerchiefs  and  aprons, 
and  the  diseases  departed  from 
them,  and  the  wicked  spirits 
went  out  of  them. 

13  “Now  some  also  of  the 
Jewish  exorcists,  who  went 
about,  attempted  to  invoke, 
over  them  that  had  evil  spirits, 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
saying:  I conjure  you  by  Jesus 
whom  Paul  preacheth. 

14  And  there  were  certain 
men,  seven  sons  of  Sceva,  a 
Jew,  a chief  priest,  that  did 
this. 

15  But  the  wicked  spirit  an- 
swering, said  to  them  : Jesus 
I know,  and  Paul  I know : but 
who  are  you  ? 

16  And  the  man  in  whom  the 
wicked  spirit  was,  leaping  upon 
them  and  mastering  them  both, 
prevailed  against  them,  so  that 
they  fled  out  of  thathouse  naked 
and  wounded. 

17  And  this  became  known 
to  all  the  Jews  and  the  gentiles 
that  dwelt  at  Ephesus : and 
fear  fell  on  them  all,  and  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  was 
magnified. 

18  And  many  of  them  that 
believed  came  confessing  and 
declaring  their  deeds. 

19  And  many  of  them  who 
had  followed  curious  arts, 
brought  together  their  books 
and  burnt  them  before  all : and 
counting  the  price  of  them,  they 
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found  the  money  to  be  fifty 
thousand  pieces  of  silver. 

20  So  mightily  grew  the  word 
of  God  and  was  confirmed. 

21  And  when  these  things 
[ were  ended,  Paul  purposed  in 
the  spirit,  when  he  had  passed 
! through  Macedonia  and  Achaia, 
to  go  to  Jerusalem,  saying: 
After  I have  been  there  I must 
see  Rome  also. 

22  And  sending  into  Mace- 
donia two  of  them  that  minis- 
tered to  him,  Timothy  and  Eras- 
tus,  he  himself  remained  for  a 
time  in  Asia. 

23  Now  at  that  time  there 
arose  no  small  disturbance 
about  the  way  of  the  Lord.* 

24  For  a certain  man  named 
Demetrius,  a silversmith,  who 
made  silver  temples  for  Diana, 
brought  no  small  gain  to  the 
craftsmen. 

25  Whom  he  calling  together, 
with  the  workmen  of  like  occu- 
pation, said:  Sirs,  you  know 
I that  our  gain  is  by  this  trade ; 

| 26  And  you  see  and  hear 

that  this  Paul  by  persuasion 
hath  drawn  away  a great  mul- 
titude, not  only  of  Ephesus,  but 
almost  of  all  Asia,  saying:  They 
are  not  gods  which  are  made  by 
hands. 

27  So  that  not  only  this  our 
craft  is  in  danger  to  be  set  at 
nought,  but  also  the  temple  of 
great  Diana  shall  be  reputed  for 
[nothing,  yea  and  her  majesty 
shall  begin  to  be  destroyed, 
whom  all  Asia  and  the  world 
I worshippeth. 

| 28  Having  heard  these  things, 

they  were  full  of  anger,  and 
cried  out,  saying:  Great  is  Diana 
of  the  Ephesians. 

29  And  the  whole  city  was 

b A.D.  67. 
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filled  with  confusion,  and  hav- 
ing caught  Gaius  and  Aristar- 
chus, men  of  Macedonia,  Paul’s 
companions,  they  rushed  with 
one  accord  into  the  theatre.  | 

30  And  when  Paul  would 
have  entered  in  unto  the  people, 
the  disciples  suffered  him  not.  > 

31  And  some  also  of  the 
rulers  of  Asia,  who  were  his 
friends,  sent  unto  him,  desiring 
that  he  would  not  venture  him- ; 
self  into  the  theatre. 

32  Now  some  cried  one  thing, 
some  another.  For  the  assem- 
bly was  confused,  and  the  greater 
part  knew  not  for  what  cause 
they  were  come  together. 

33  And  they  drew  forth  Alex- 
ander out  of  the  multitude,  the 
Jews  thrusting  him  forward. 
And  Alexander  beckoning  with 
his  hand  for  silence  would  have 
given  the  people  satisfaction. 

34  But  as  soon  as  they  per- 
ceived him  to  be  a Jew,  all 
with  one  voice,  for  the  space  of 
alxmt  two  hours,  cried  out: 
Great  is  Diana  of  the  Ephe- 
sians. 

35  And  when  the  town-clerk 
had  appeased  the  multitudes,  he 
said : Ye  men  of  Ephesus,  what 
man  is  there  that  knoweth  not 
that  the  city  of  the  Ephesians  is 
a worshipper  of  the  great  Diana, 
and  of  Jupiter’s  offspring? 

36  Forasmuch  therefore  as 
these  things  cannot  be  gain- 
sayed,  you  ought  to  be  quiet, 
and  to  do  nothing  rashly. 

37  For  you  have  brought 
hither  these  men,  who  are 
neither  guilty  of  sacrilege,  nor 
of  blasphemy  against  your  god- 
dess. 

38  But  if  Demetrius  and  the 
craftsmen  that  are  with  him 
have  a matter  against  any  roan, 
the  courts  of  justice  are  open, 
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and  there  are  proconsuls;  let 
them  accuse  one  another. 

39  And  if  you  inquire  after 
any  other  matter,  it  may  be  de- 
cided in  a lawful  assembly. 

40  For  we  are  even  in  danger 
to  be  called  in  question  for  this 
day's  uproar:  there  being  no 
man  guilty  (of  whom  we  may 
give  account)  of  this  concourse. 
And  when  he  had  said  these 
things,  he  dismissed  the  assem- 
bly. 

CHAP.  XX. 

Paul  passes  through  Macedonia  and 
Greece:  he  raieet  a dead  man  to  life 
at  Troas : hit  ditcourte  to  th;  clergy 
of  Ephesus. 

AND  after  the  tumult  was 
ceased.  Paul  calling  to  him 
the  disciples,  and  exhorting 
them,  took  his  leave,  and  set 
forward  to  go  into  Macedonia. 

2 And  when  he  had  gone 
over  those  parts,  and  had  ex- 
horted them  with  many  words, 
he  came  into  Greece. 

3 Where  when  he  had  spent 
three  months,  the  Jews  laid 
wait  for  him,  as  he  was  about 
to  sail  into  Syria : « so  he  took 
a resolution  to  return  through 
Macedonia. 

4 And  there  accompanied  him 
Sopater  the  son  of  Pyrrhus,  of 
Berea : and  of  the  Thessaloni- 
ans,  Aristarchus,  and  Secundus, 
and  Gaius  of  Derbe,  and  Timo- 
thy : and  of  Asia,  Tychicus  and 
Trophimus, 

5 These  going  before,  stayed 
; for  us  at  Troas. 

6 But  we  sailed  from  Philippi 
after  the  days  of  the  azymes, 
and  came  to  them  to  Troas  in 
five  days, where  we  abode  seven 
I days. 
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7 And  on  the  first  day  of  the  ; 
week,  when  we  were  assembled 
to  break  bread,  Paul  discoursed 
with  them,  being  to  depart  on 
the  morrow : and  he  continued 
his  speech  until  midnight. 

8 And  there  were  a great 
number  of  lamps  in  the  upper 
chamber  where  we  were  assem- 
bled. 

9 And  a certain  young  man  ' 
named  Eutychus,  sitting  on  the 
window,  being  oppressed  with 
a deep  sleep,  (as  Paul  was  long 
preaching,)  by  occasion  of  his 
sleep  fell  from  the  third  loft 
down,  and  was  taken  up  dead. 

10  To  whom  when  Paul  had 
gone  down,  he  laid  himself  upon 
him  ; and  embracing  him,  said : 
Be  not  troubled,  for  his  soul  is 
in  him. 

11  Then  going  up,  and  break- 
ing bread  and  tasting,  and  hav- 
ing talked  a long  time  to  them 
until  daylight,  so  he  departed. 

12  And  they  brought  the 
youth  alive,  and  were  not  a 
little  comforted. 

18  But  we  going  aboard  the 
ship,  sailed  to  A 8808,  beingthere 
to  take  in  Paul  ; for  so  he  had 
appointed,  himself  purposing  to 
travel  by  land. 

14  And  when  he  had  met 
with  us  at  Assos,  we  took  him 
in  and  came  to  Mitylene. 

15  And  sailing  thence,  the 
day  following  we  came  over 

CHAP.  XX.  "Ver.  7.  And  on  the 
first  day  of  the  week.  Here  8t.  Chry- 
sostom, with  many  other  interpreters 
of  the  8cripture  explain,  that  the 
Christians,  even  at  this  time,  must 
have  changed  the  8abbath  into  the 
first  day  of  t.he  week  (the  Lord's  day), 
as  ail  Christians  now  keep  it : This 
change  was  undoubtedly  made  by  the 
authority  of  the  Church : Hence  the 
exercise  of  the  power  which  Christ 
bad  given  to  her ; for  be  is  Lord  of  the 
sabbath. 


against  Chios:  and  the  next 
day  we  arrived  at  Samos : and 
the  day  following  we  came  to 
Miletus. 

16  For  Paul  had  determined 
to  sail  by  Ephesus,  lest  he 
should  be  stayed  any  time  in 
Asia.  For  he  hasted,  if  it  were 
possible  for  him,  to  keep  the 
day  of  Pentecost  at  Jerusalem. 

17  And  sending  from  Miletus 
to  Ephesus,  he  called  the  an* 
cients  of  the  church. 

18  And  when  they  were  come 
to  him,  and  were  together,  he 
said  to  them  : You  know  from 
the  first  day  that  I came  into 
Asia,  in  what  manner  I have 
been  with  you  for  all  the  time, 

19  Serving  the  Lord  with  all 
humility,  and  with  tears,  and 
temptations  which  befell  me  by 
the  conspiracies  of  the  Jews  : 

20  How  I have  kept  back 
nothing  that  was  profitable  to 
you,  but  have  preached  it  to 
you,  and  taught  you  publicly, 
and  from  house  to  house, 

21  Testifying  both  to  Jews 
and  gentiles  penance  towards 
God,  and  faith  in  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

22  And  now  behold,  being 
bound  in  the  Spirit,  I go  to 
Jerusalem : not  knowing  the 
things  which  shall  befall  me 
there : 

23  Save  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
in  every  city  witnesseth  to  me, 
saying:  that  bands  and  afflic- 
tions wait  for  me  at  Jerusalem. 

24  But  I fear  none  of  these 
things,  neither  do  I count  my 
life  more  precious  than  myself, 
so  that  I may  consummate  my 
course  and  the  ministry  of  the 
word  which  I received  from  the 
Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  gos- 
pel of  the  grace  of  God. 

| 25  And  now  behold  I know 
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that  all  you,  among  whom  I 
have  gone  preaching  the  king- 
dom of  God,  shall  see  my  face 
no  more. 

26  Wherefore  I take  you  to 
witness  this  day,  that  I am  clear 
from  the  blood  of  all  men. 

27  For  I have  not  spared  to 
declare  unto  you  all  the  counsel 
of  God. 

28  Take  heed  to  yourselves, 
and  to  the  whole  flock,  wherein 
the  Holy  Ghost  hath  placed  you 
bishops,  to  rule  the  church  of 
God,  which  he  hath  purchased 
with  his  own  blood. 

29  I know  that  after  my  de- 
parture ravening  wolves  will 
enter  in  among  you,  not  sparing 
the  flock. 

30  And  of  your  own  selves 
shall  arise  men  speaking  per- 
verse things,  to  draw  away  dis- 
ciples after  them. 

31  Therefore  watch,  keeping 
in  memory,  that  for  three  years 
I ceased  not  with  tears  to  ad- 
monish every  one  of  you  night 
and  day. 

32  And  now  I commend  you 
to  God  and  to  the  word  of  his 
grace,  who  is  able  to  build  up, 
and  to  give  an  inheritance 
among  all  the  sanctified. 

33  I have  not  coveted  any 
man's  silver,  gold,  or  apparel,  as 

34  You  yourselves  know : 
° for  such  things  as  were  need- 
ful for  me  and  them  that  are 
with  me,  these  hands  have  fur- 
nished. 

35  I have  shewed  you  all 
things,  how  that  so  labouring 
you  ought  to  support  the  weak, 
and  to  remember  the  word  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said : It 
is  a more  blessed  thing  to  give, 
rather  than  to  receive. 


* 1 Cor.  4.  IS.  2 Theu.  a 8. 
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36  And  when  he  had  said 
these  things,  kneeling  down  he 
, prayed  with  them  alL 
I 37  And  there  was  much 
weeping  among  them  all ; and 
falling  on  the  neck  of  Paul,  they 
kissed  him. 

I 38  Being  grieved  most  of  all 
for  the  word  which  he  had  said, 

I that  they  should  see  his  face  no 
more.  And  they  brought  him 
on  his  way  to  the  ship. 

CHAP.  XXI. 

Paul  goes  up  to  Jeruealem.  He  it  ap- 
prehended by  the  Jem  tn  the  temple. 

AND  6 when  it  came  to  pass 
that  being  parted  from 
them  we  set  sail,  we  came  with 
a straight  course  to  Coos,  and 
the  day  following  to  Rhodes, 
and  from  thence  to  Patara. 

I 2 And  when  we  had  found  a 
[ ship  sailing  over  to  Phenice,  we 
went  aboard  and  set  forth. 

3 And  when  we  had  discovered 
Cyprus,  leaving  it  on  the  left 
hand,  we  sailed  into  Syria,  and 
I came  to  Tyre ; for  there  the 
ship  was  to  unlade  her  burden. 

4 And  finding  disciples,  we 
tarried  there  seven  days : who 
said  to  Paul  through  the  Spirit, 
that  he  should  not  go  up  to 
Jerusalem. 

6 And  the  days  being  expired, 
departing  we  went  forward,  they 
all  bringing  us  on  our  way,  with 
their  wives  and  children,  till  we 
were  out  of  the  city:  and  we 
kneeled  down  on  the  shore,  and 
we  prayed. 

6 And  when  we  had  bid  one 
another  farewell,  we  took  ship ; 
and  they  returned  home. 

7 But  we  having  finished  the 
voyage  by  sea,  from  Tyre  came 
down  to  Ptolemais : and  saluting 
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the  brethren  we  abode  one  day  j 
with  them.  | 

8 And  the  next  day  depart- 
ing, we  came  to  Cesarea.  And 
entering  into  the  house  of  Philip 
the  evangelist,  awho  was  one 
of  the  seven,  we  abode  with 
him. 

9 And  he  had  four  daughters 
virgins,  who  did  prophesy. 

10  And  as  we  tarried  there  for 
some  days,  there  came  from 
Judea  a certain  prophet,  named 
Agabus. 

11  Who  when  he  was  come 
to  us,  took  Paul’s  girdle,  and 
binding  his  own  feet  and  hands, 
he  said : Thus  saith  the  Holy 
Ghost:  The  man  whose  girdle 
this  is,  the  Jews  shall  bind  in 
this  manner  in  Jerusalem,  and 
shall  deliver  him  into  the  hands 
of  the  gentiles. 

12  Which  when  we  had  heard, 
both  we  and  they  that  are  of 
that  place,  desired  him  that 
he  would  not  go  up  to  Jeru- 
salem. 

13  Then  Paul  answered,  and 
said  : What  do  you  mean  weep- 
ing and  afflicting  my  heart? 
For  I am  ready  not  only  to  be 
bound,  but  to  die  also  in  Jeru- 
salem, for  the  name  of  the  Lord 
JK8US. 

14  And  when  we  could  not 
persuade  him,  we  ceased,  say- 
ing: The  will  of  the  Lord  be 
done. 

15  And  after  those  days,  being 
prepared,  we  went  up  to  Jeru- 
salem. 

16  And  there  went  also  with

us  some  of  the  disciples  from 
Cesarea,  bringing  with  them 
one  Mnason.  a Cyprian,  an  old 
disciple,  witn  whom  we  should 
lodge. 

17  And  when  we  were  come 
to  Jerusalem,  the  brethren  re- 
ceived us  gladly. 

18  And  the  day  following 
Paul  went  in  with  us  unto 
James ; and  all  the  ancients 
[were  assembled. 

19  Whom  when  he  had  sa- 
| luted,  he  related  particularly 
what  things  God  had  wrought 
among  the  gentiles  by  his  min- 
istry. 

20  But  they  hearing  it,  glo- 
rified God  and  said  to  him : 
Thou  seest,  brother,  how  many 
thousands  there  are  among  the 
Jews  that  have  believed : and 
they  are  all  zealots  for  the 
law. 

21  Now  they  have  heard  of 
thee  that  thou  teachest  those 
Jews  who  are  among  the  gen- 
tiles to  depart  from  Moses : 
saying  that  they  ought  not 
to  circumcise  their  children, 
nor  walk  according  to  the 
custom. 

| 22  What  is  it  therefore?  the 
multitude  must  needs  come  to- 
gether : for  they  will  hear  that 
thou  art  come. 

| 23  Do  therefore  this  that  we 

say  to  thee.  W e have  four  men, 
who  have  a vow  on  them. 

1 24  Take  these  and  sanctify 

thyself  with  them  : and  bestow 
on  them, 6 that  they  may  shave 
their  heads : and  all  will  know

The  law, 
though  now  no  longer  obligatory,  wna 
for  a time  observed  by  the  Christian 
Jews;  to  bury,  as  it  were,  the  syna- 
gogue with  bouour. 
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that  the  things  which  they  have 
heard  of  thee  are  false : but  that 
thou  thyself  also  walkest  keep- 
ing the  law. 

26  But  as  touching  the  gen- 
tiles that  believe,  « we  have 
written  decreeing  that  they 
should  only  refrain  themselves 
from  that  which  has  been 
offered  to  idols,  and  from 
blood,  and  from  things  stran- 
gled, and  from  fornication. 

26  Then  Paul  took  the  men, 
and  the  next  day  being  puri- 
fied with  them,  entered  into  the 
temple,  giving  notice  of  the 
accomplishment  of  the  days  of 
purification,  until  an  oblation 
should  be  offered  for  every  one 
of  them. 

27  But  when  the  seven  days 
were  drawing  to  an  end,  those 
Jews  that  were  of  Asia,  when 
they  saw  him  in  the  temple, 
stirred  up  all  the  people,  and 
laid  hands  upon  them,  crying 
out : 

28  Men  of  Israel,  help : This 
is  the  man  that  teacheth  all 
men  everywhere  against  the 
people,  and  the  law,  and  this 
place : and  moreover  hath 
brought  in  gentiles  into  the 
temple,  and  hath  violated  this 
holy  place. 

29  (For  they  had  seen  Tro- 
phimus the  Ephesian  in  the  city 
with  him,  whom  they  supposed 
that  Paul  had  brought  into  the 
temple.) 

30  And  the  whole  city  was  in 
an  uproar : and  the  people  ran 
together.  And  taking  Paul, 
they  drew  him  out  of  the  tem- 
ple, and  immediately  the  doors 
were  shut. 

31  And  as  they  went  about 
to  kill  him,  it  was  told  the  tri- 


° Supra,  IS.  20.  and  29. 
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bune  of  the  band,  that  all  Jeru- 
salem was  in  confusion. 

32  Who  forthwith  taking 
with  him  soldiers  and  centu- 
rions, ran  down  to  them.  And 
when  they  saw  the  tribune  and 
the  soldiers,  they  left  off  beating 
Paul. 

33  Then  the  tribune  coming 
near  took  him,  and  commanded 
him  to  be  bound  with  two 
chains : and  demanded  who  he 
was,  and  what  he  had  done. 

34  And  some  cried  one  thing, 
some  another,  among  the  mul- 
titude. And  when  he  could  not 
know  the  certainty  for  the  tu- 
mult, he  commanded  him  to  be 
carried  into  the  castle. 

35  Aud  when  he  was  come  to 
the  stairs,  it  fell  out  that  he  was 
carried  by  the  soldiers,  because 
of  the  violence  of  the  people. 

36  For  the  multitude  of  the 
people  followed  after,  crying : 
Away  with  him. 

37  And  as  Paul  was  about  to 
be  brought  into  the  castle,  he 
said  to  the  tribune:  May  I speak 
something  to  thee?  Who  said : 
Canst  thou  speak  Greek  ? 

38  Art  not  thou  that  Egyptian 
who  before  these  days  didst  raise 
a tumult,  *»and  didst  lead  forth 
into  the  desert  four  thousand 
men  that  were  murderers  ? 

39  But  Paul  said  to  him : I 
am  a Jew  of  Tarsus  in  Cilicia, 
a citizen  of  no  mean  city.  And 
I beseech  thee,  suffer  me  to 
speak  to  the  people. 

40  And  when  he  had  given 
him  leave,  Paul  standing  on  the 
stairs,  beckoned  with  his  hand 
to  the  people.  And  a great 
silence  being  made,  he  spoke 
unto  them  in  the  Hebrew 
tongue,  saying : 
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Paul  declare*  to  the  people  the  history 
of  hi*  conversion.  He  escape * tcourg- 
ing  by  claiming  the  privilege  of  a 
Roman. 

MEN  “brethren,  and  fathers, 
hear  ye  the  account  which 
I now  give  unto  you. 

2  (And  when  they  heard  that 
he  spoke  to  them  in  the  Hebrew 
tongue,  they  kept  the  more  si- 
lence.) 

3  And  he  saith : I am  a Jew, 
born  at  Tarsus  in  Cilicia,  but 
brought  up  in  this  city,  at  the 
feet  of  Gamaliel,  taught  accord- 
ing to  the  truth  of  the  law  of 
the  fathers,  zealous  for  the  law, 
as  also  all  you  are  this  day  : 

4  6 Who  persecuted  this  way 
unto  death,  binding  and  deli- 
vering into  prisons  both  men 
and  women. 

5  As  the  high-priest  doth 
bear  me  witness,  and  all  the 
ancients:  cfrom  whom  also 
receiving  letters  to  the  breth- 
ren, I went  to  Damascus,  that 
I might  bring  them  bound 
from  thence  to  Jerusalem  to  be 
punished. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  I 
was  going,  and  drawing  nigh  to 
Damascus  at  mid-day,  that  sud- 
denly from  heaven  there  shone 
round  about  me  a great  light : 
7 And  falling  on  the  ground, 
I heard  a voice  saying  to  me : 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou 
me? 

8 And  I answered : Who  art 
thou,  Lord?  And  he  said  to 
me : I am  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
whom  thou  persecutest 
9 And  they  that  were  with

And  I the  same 
hour  looked  upon  him. 

14  But  he  said : The  God  of 
our  fathers  hath  pre-ordained 
thee  that  thou  shouldst  know 
his  will,  and  see  the  Just  One, 
and  shouldst  hear  the  voice 
from  his  mouth. 

16  For  thou  shalt  be  his  wit- 
ness to  all  men,  of  those  things 
which  thou  hast  seen  and  heard. 

16  And  now  why  tarriest 
thou  ? Rise  up,  and  be  baptized, 
and  wash  away  thy  sins,  invok- 
ing his  name. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass  when 
I was  come  again  to  Jerusalem, 
<*and  was  praying  in  the  temple, 
that  I was  in  a trance. 

18  And  saw  him  saying  unto 
me : Make  haste,  and  get  thee 
quickly  out  of  Jerusalem : be- 
cause they  will  not  receive  thy 
testimony  concerning  me.

7 And  when  he  had  so  said, 
there  arose  a dissension  between 
the  Pharisees  and  the  Saddu- 
eees ; and  the  multitude  was 
divided. 

8 “For  the  Sadducees  say 
that  there  is  no  resurrection, 
neither  angel,  nor  spirit:  but 
the  Pharisees  confess  both. 

9 And  there  arose  a great  cry. 
And  some  of  the  Pharisees 
rising  up,  strove,  saying : We 
find  no  evil  in  this  man.  What 
if  a spirit  hath  spoken  to  him, 
or  an  Angel? 

10  And  when  there  arose  a 
great  dissension,  the  tribune 
fearing  lest  Paul  should  be 
pulled  in  pieces  by  them,  com- 
manded the  soldiers  to  go  down, 
and  to  take  him  by  force  from 
among  them,  and  to  bring  him 
into  the  castle. 

11  And  the  night  following 
the  Lord  standing  by  him,  said : 
Be  constant ; for  as  thou  hast 
testified  of  me  in  Jerusalem,  so 
must  thou  bear  witness  also  at 
Borne. 

12  And  when  day  was  come, 
some  of  the  Jews  gathered  to- 
gether, and  bound  themselves 
under  a curse,  saying,  that  they 
would  neither  eat  nor  drink  till 
they  killed  Paul. 

13  And  they  were  more  than 
forty  men  that  had  made  this 
conspiracy. 

14  Who  came  to  the  chief 
priests  and  the  ancients,  and 
said  : We  have  bound  ourselves 
under  a great  curse  that  we  will 
eat  nothing  till  we  have  slain 
Paul. 

16  Now  therefore  do  you  with 
the  council  signify  to  the  tri- 
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bune,  that  he  bring  him  forth 
to  you,  as  if  you  meant  to  know 
something  more  certain  touch- 
ing him.  And  we,  before  he 
come  near,  are  ready  to  kill 
him. 

16  Which  when  Paul’s  sister’s 
son  had  heard  of  their  lying  in 
wait,  he  came,  and  entered  into 
the  castle  and  told  Paul. 

17  And  Paul  calling  to  him 
one  of  the  centurions,  said: 
Bring  this  young  man  to  the 
tribune,  for  he  hath  something 
to  tell  him. 

18  And  he  taking  him, 
brought  him  to  the  tribune, 
and  said : Paul  the  prisoner 
desired  me  to  bring  this  young 
man  unto  thee,  who  hath  some- 
I thing  to  say  to  thee. 

19  And  the  tribune  taking 
'him  by  the  hand,  went  aside 
! with  him  privately  and  asked 
him  : What  is  it  that  thou  hast 
to  tell  me? 

20  And  he  said : The  Jews 
have  agreed  to  desire  thee,  that 
thou  wouldst  bring  forth  Paul 
to-morrow  into  the  council,  as 
| if  they  meant  to  inquire  some- 
thing more  certain  touching 
him. 

| 21  But  do  not  thou  give 

credit  to  them  ; for  there  lie  in 
wait  for  him  more  than  forty 
I men  of  them,  who  have  bound 
themselves  by  oath,  neither  to 
eat  nor  to  drink  till  they  have 
I killed  him  : and  they  are  now 
ready,  looking  for  a promise 
from  thee. 

22  The  tribune  therefore  dis- 
missed the  young  man,  charg- 
ing him  that  he  should  tell  no 
I man  that  he  had  made  known 
1 these  things  unto  him. 

I 23  Then  having  called  two 
centurions,  he  said  to  them : 
I Make  ready  two  hundred  sol- 
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diers  to  go  as  far  as  Ceaarea,  and 
seventy  horsemen,  and  two  hun- 
dred spearmen  for  the  third 
hour  of  the  night. 

24  And  provide  beasts,  that 
they  may  set  Paul  on.  and 
bring  him  safe  to  Felix  the  go- 
vernor. 

25  fFor  he  feared  lest  per- 
haps the  Jews  might  take  him 
away  by  force  and  kill  him,  and 
he  should  afterwards  be  slan- 
dered as  if  he  was  to  take 
money.)  And  he  wrote  a letter 
after  this  manner : 

26  Claudius  Lysias  to  the 
most  excellent  governor  Felix, 
greeting. 

27  This  man  being  taken  by 
the  Jews,  and  ready  to  be  killed 
by  them,  I rescued  coming  in 
with  an  army,  understanding 
that  he  is  a Roman  : 

28  And  meaning  to  know  the 
cause  which  they  objected  unto 
him,  I brought  him  forth  into 
their  council. 

29  Whom  I found  to  be  ac- 
cused concerning  questions  of 
their  law  ; but  having  nothing 
laid  to  his  charge  worthy  of 
death  or  of  bands. 

30  And  when  I was  told  of 
ambushes  that  they  had  pre- 
pared for  him,  I sent  him  to 
thee,  signifying  also  to  his  ac- 
cusers to  plead  before  thee. 
Farewell. 

31  Then  the  soldiers,  accord- 
ing as  it  was  commanded  them, 
taking  Paul,  brought  him  by 
night  to  Antipatris. 

32  And  the  next  day  leaving 
the  horsemen  to  go  with  him, 
they  returned  to  the  castle. 

33  Who  when  they  were  come 
to  Cesarea,  and  had  delivered 
the  letter  to  the  governor, 
did  also  present  Paul  before 

him. 
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34  And  when  he  had  read  it, 
and  had  asked  of  what  province 
he  was : and  understood  that  he 
was  of  Cilicia : 

. 35  I will  hear  thee,  said  he.

CHAP.  XXIV. 

Paul  defends  hit  innocence  before  Felix 

the  governor.  He  preaches  the  faith 

to  him. 

A ND  after  five  days  the  high- 
xx  priest  Ananias  came  down, 
with  some  of  the  ancients,  and 
one  Tertullus  an  orator,  who 
| went  to  the  governor  against 
Paul. 

2 And  Paul  being  called  for, 

[ Tertullus  began  to  accuse  him 
saying : Whereas  through  thee 
| we  live  in  much  peace,  and 
many  things  are  rectified  by 
thy  providence. 

3 We  accept  it  always  and  in 
[ all  places,  most  excellent  Felix, 
with  all  thanksgiving. 

4 But  that  I be  no  further 
tedious  to  thee,  I desire  thee  of 
thy  clemency  to  hear  us  in  few 
words. 

6  We  have  found  this  to  be 
a pestilent  man,  and  raising 
seditions  among  all  the  Jews 
throughout  the  world,  and  au- 
thor of  the  sedition  of  the  sect 
of  the  Nazarenes. 

6 Who  also  hath  gone  about 
| to  profane  the  temple  : whom 
we  having  apprehended  would 
also  have  judged  according  to 
our  law. 

7 But  Lysias  the  tribune 
coming  upon  us,  with  great 
violence  took  him  away  out  of 
our  hands, 

8 Commanding  his  accusers 
to  come  to  thee : of  whom  thou 
mayest  thyself,  byexamination, 
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have  knowledge  of  all  these 
things,  whereof  we  accuse  him. 

9 And  the  Jews  also  added, 
and  said  that  these  things  were 
so. 

10  Then  Paul  answered,  (the 
governor  making  a sign  to  him 
to  speak :)  Knowing  that  for 
many  years  thou  hast  been 
judge  over  this  nation,  I will 
with  good  courage  answer  for 
myself : 

11  That  thou  mayest  under- 
stand that  there  are  yet  but 
twelve  days  since  I went  up  to 
adore  in  Jerusalem  : 

12  And  neither  in  the  temple 
did  they  find  me  disputing  with 
any  man,  or  causing  any  con- 
course of  the  people,  neither  in 
the  synagogues,  nor  in  the  city  : 

13  Neither  can  they  prove 
unto  thee  the  things  whereof 
they  now  accuse  me. 

14  But  this  I confess  to  thee, 
that  according  to  the  sect  which 
they  call  heresy,  so  I serve  the 
Father  and  my  God,  believing 
all  things  which  are  written  in 
the  law  and  the  prophets  : 

16  Having  hope  in  God,  which 
these  also  themselves  look  for, 
that  there  shall  be  a resurrec- 
tion of  the  just  and  unjust.  i 

16  And  herein  do  I endeavour 
to  have  always  a conscience 
without  offence  towards  God 
and  towards  men. 

17  Now  after  many  years  I 
came  to  bring  alms  to  my  na- 
tion and  offerings  and  vows  : 

18  “In  which  I was  found 
purified  in  the  temple : neither 
with  multitude  nor  with  tumult: 

19  By  certain  Jews  of  Asia, 
who  ought  to  have  been  here 
before  thee,  and  to  accuse,  if 
they  had  anything  against  me  :

20  Or  let  these  men  them- 
selves Bay,  if  they  found  in  me 
any  iniquity,  when  standing 
before  their  council, 

21  Except  it  be  for  this  one 
voice  only,  that  I cried  standing 
among  them,  b Concerning  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead  am  I 
judged  this  day  by  you. 

22  And  Felix  put  them  off, 
having  most  certain  knowledge 
of  this  way,  saying : When  Ly- 
sias the  tribune  shall  come 
down,  I will  hear  you. 

23  And  he  commanded  a cen- 
turion to  keep  him,  and  that  he 
should  be  easy,  and  that  he 
should  not  prohibit  any  of  his 
friends  to  minister  unto  him. 

24  And  after  some  days,  Fe- 
lix coming  with  Drusilla  his 
wife,  who  was  a Jew,  sent  for 
Paul,  and  heard  of  him  the 
faith  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

26  And  as  he  treated  of  jus- 
tice and  chastity,  and  of  the 
judgment  to  come,  Felix  being 
terrified,  answered:  For  this 
time  go  thy  way ; but  when  I 
have  a convenient  time  I will 
send  for  thee. 

26  Hoping  also  withal,  that 
money  should  be  given  him 
by  Paul ; for  which  cause  also 
oftentimes  sending  for  him,  he 
spoke  with  him. 

27  c But  when  two  years  were 
ended,  Felix  had  for  successor 
Portius  Festus.  And  Felix 
being  willing  to  shew  the  Jews 
a pleasure,  left  Paul  bound. 

CHAP.  XXV. 

Paul  appeals  to  Cesar.  King  Agrippa 
desires  to  hear  him. 

NOW  dwhen  Festus  was  come 
into  the  province,  after 
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three  days  he  went  np  to  Jeru- 
salem from  Cesarea. 

2 And  the  chief  priests  and 
principal  men  of  the  Jews  went 
unto  him  against  Paul ; and : 
they  besought  him, 

3 Requesting  favour  against 

him,  that  he  would  command 
him  to  be  brought  to  J erusalem, 
laying  wait  to  kill  him  in  the 
way.  ! 

4 But  Festus  answered:  That 
Paul  was  kept  in  Cesarea ; and 
that  he  himself  would  very 
shortly  depart  thither. 

5 Let  them  therefore,  saith 
he,  among  you  that  are  able, 
go  down  with  me,  and  accuse 
him,  if  there  be  any  crime  in 
the  man. 

6 And  having  tarried  among 
them  no  more  than  eight  or  ten 
days,  he  went  down  to  Cesarea, 
and  the  next  day  he  sat  in  the 
judgment-seat,  and  commanded 
Paul  to  be  brought. 

7 Who  being  brought,  the 

Jews  stood  about  him,  who 
were  come  down  from  Jeru- 
salem, objecting  many  and  I 
grievous  causes  which  they 
could  not  prove  ; I 

8 Paul  making  answer  for 
himself : Neither  against  the 
law  of  the  Jews,  nor  against 
the  temple,  nor  against  Cesar, 
have  I offended  in  anything.  j 

9 But  Festus  willing  to  shew 
the  Jews  a pleasure,  answering  I 
Paul,  said : Wilt  thou  go  up  to 
Jerusalem,  and  there  be  judged 
of  these  things  before  me? 

10  Then  Paul  said : I stand 
at  Cesar’s  judgment-seat  where 
I ought  to  be  judged.  To  the 
Jews  1 have  done  no  injury,  as 
thou  very  well  knowest. 

11  For  if  I have  injured  them, 
or  have  committed  anything 
worthy  of  death,  I refuse  not 
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to  die.  But  if  there  be  none  of 
these  things  whereof  they  ac- 
cuse me,  no  man  may  deliver 
me  to  them : I appeal  to  Cesar. 

12  Then  Festus  having  con- 
ferred with  the  council,  an- 
swered : Hast  thou  appealed  to 
Cesar?  To  Cesar  shalt  thou 
go. 

13  And  after  some  days  king 
Agrippa  and  Bernice  came 
down  toCesarea  to  saluteFestus. 

14  And  as  they  tarried  there 
many  days,  Festus  told  the  king 
of  Paul,  saying : A certain  man 
was  left  prisoner  by  Felix. 

i 15  About  whom,  when  I was 
at  Jerusalem,  the  chief  priests 
and  the  ancients  of  the  Jews 
came  unto  me,  desiring  con- 
demnation against  him. 

16  To  whom  I answered : It 
is  not  the  custom  of  the  Romans 
to  condemn  any  man  before 
that  he  who  is  accused  have 
his  accusers  present,  and  have 
liberty  to  make  his  answer,  to 
clear  himself  of  the  things  laid 
to  his  charge 

17  When  therefore  they  were 
come  hither,  without  any  delay, 
on  the  day  following,  sitting 
in  the  judgment-seat,  I com- 
manded the  man  to  be  brought. 

18  Against  whom,  when  the 
accusers  stood  up,  they  brought 
no  accusation  of  things  which  I 
thought  ill  of : 

19  But  had  certain  questions 
of  their  own  superstitionagainst 
him,  and  of  one  J esus  deceased, 
whom  Paul  affirmed  to  be  alive. 

20  I therefore  being  in  doubt 
of  this  manner  of  question, 
asked  him  whether  he  would 
go  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be 
| judged  of  these  things. 

| 21  But  Paul  appealing  to  be 

reserved  unto  the  hearing  of 
| Augustus,  I commanded  him  to 
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be  kept,  till  I might  send  him 
to  Cesar. 

22  And  Agrippa  said  to  Fes- 
tus : I would  also  hear  the  man 
myself.  To-morrow,  said  he, 
thou  shalt  hear  him. 

23  And  on  the  next  day,  when 
Agrippa  and  Bernice  were  come 
with  great  pomp,  and  had  en- 
tered into  the  hall  of  audience, 
with  the  tribunes  and  principal 
men  of  the  city,  at  Festus’s  com- 
mandment, Paul  was  brought 
forth. 

24  And  Festus  saith:  King 
Agrippa,  and  all  ye  men  who 
are  here  present  with  us,  you 
see  this  man,  about  whom  all 
the  multitude  of  the  Jews  dealt 
with  me  at  Jerusalem,  request- 
ing and  crying  out  that  he 
ought  not  to  live  any  longer. 

26  Yet  have  I found  nothing 
that  he  hath  committed  worthy 
of  death.  But  forasmuch  as  he 
himself  hath  appealed  to  Au- 
gustus, I have  determined  to 
send  him. 

26  Of  whom  I have  nothing 
certain  to  write  to  my  lord. 
For  which  cause  I have  brought 
him  forth  before  you,  and  espe- 
cially before  thee,  O king  Ag- 
rippa, that  examination  being 
made,  I may  have  what  to 
write. 

27  For  it  seemeth  to  me  un- 
reasonable to  send  a prisoner, 
and  not  to  signify  the  things 
laid  to  his  charge. 

CHAP.  XXVL  • 

Paul  gives  an  account  to  Agrippa  of 

his  life,  conversion,  and  calling. 

THEN  ® Agrippa  said  to  Paul : 
Thou  art  permitted  to  speak 
for  thyself.  Then  Paul  stretch-

ing  forth  his  hand,  began  to 
make  his  answer. 

2 I think  myself  happy,  0 
king  Agrippa,  that  I am  to  an- 
swer for  myself  this  day  before 
thee,  touching  all  the  things 
whereof  I am  accused  by  the 
Jews. 

3 Especially  as  thou  knowest 
all,  both  customs  and  questions, 
that  are  among  the  Jews  r 
Wherefore  I beseech  thee  to 
hear  me  patiently. 

4 And  my  life  indeed  from 
my  youth,  which  was  from  the 
beginning  among  my  own  na- 
tion in  Jerusalem,  all  the  Jews 
do  know  : 

6 Having  known  me  from 
the  beginning  (if  they  will  give 
testimony)  that  according  to 
the  most  sure  sect  of  our  reli- 
gion I lived  a Pharisee. 

6 And  now  for  the  hope  of 
the  promise  that  was  made  by 
God  to  the  fathers  do  I stand 
subject  to  judgment. 

7 Unto  which,  our  twelve 
tribes,  serving  night  and  day, 
hope  to  come,  for  which  hope, 
O king,  I am  accused  by  the 
Jews. 

8 Why  should  it  be  thought 
a thing  incredible,  that  God 
should  raise  the  dead  V 

9 And  I indeed  did  formerly 
think  that  I ought  to  do  many 
things  contrary  to  the  name  of 
Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

10  * Which  also  I did  at  Jeru- 
salem, and  many  of  the  saints 
did  I shut  up  in  prison,  having 
received  authority  of  the  chief 
priests ; and  when  they  were 
put  to  death,  I brought  the 
sentence. 

11  And  oftentimes  punishing 
them,  in  every  synagogue,  I 

6 Supfa,  8.  8. 
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compelled  them  to  blaspheme : 
and  being  yet  more  mad  against 
them,  I persecuted  them  even 
unto  foreign  cities. 

12  “Whereupon  when  I was 
going  to  Damascus  with  autho- 
rity and  permission  of  the  chief 
priests, 

13  At  mid-day,  0 king,  I saw 
in  the  way  a light  from  heaven 
above  the  brightness  of  the  sun, 
shining  round  about  me  and 
them  that  were  in  company 
with  me. 

14  And  when  we  were  all 
fallen  down  on  the  ground,  I 
heard  a voice  speaking  to  me 
in  the  Hebrew  tongue  : Saul, 
Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me  V 
It  is  hard  for  thee  to  kickagainst 
the  goad. 

15  And  I said : Who  art  thou, 
Lord?  And  the  Lord  answered: 
I am  Jesus  whom  thou  perse- 
cutest. 

16  But  rise  up  and  stand  upon 
thy  feet;  for  to  this  end  have 
I appeared  to  thee,  that  I may 
make  thee  a minister  and  a wit- 
ness of  those  things  which  thou 
hast  seen,  and  of  those  things 
wherein  I will  appear  to  thee, 

17  Delivering  thee  from  the 
people,  and  from  the  nations 
unto  which  now  I send  thee  : 

18  To  open  their  eyes,  that 
they  may  be  converted  from 
darkness  to  light,  and  from  the 
power  of  satan  to  God,  that 
they  may  receive  forgiveness  of 
sins,  and  a lot  among  the  saints 
by  the  faith  that  is  in  me. 

19  Whereupon,  O king  Agrip- 

a,  I was  not  incredulous  to  the 

eavenly  vision : 

20  b But  to  them  first  that 
are  at  Damascus,  and  at  J eru- 
salem,  and  unto  all  the  country 
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of  Judea,  and  to  the  gentilea 
did  I preach,  that  they  should 
do  penance,  and  turn  to  God, 
doing  works  worthy  of  penance. 

21  For  this  cause  the  Jews, 
when  I was  in  the  temple, 
e having  apprehended  me,  went 
about  to  kill  me. 

22  But  being  aided  by  the 
help  of  God,  I stand  unto  this 
day,  witnessing  both  to  small 
and  great,  saying  no  other  thing 
than  those  which  the  prophets 
and  Moses  did  say  should  come 
to  pass : 

23  That  Christ  should  suffer, 
and  that  he  should  be  the  first 
that  should  rise  from  the  dead, 
and  should  shew  light  to  the 
people  and  to  the  gentiles 

24  As  he  spoke  these  things 
and  made  his  answer,  Festus 
said  with  a loud  voice:  Paul, 
thou  art  beside  thyself : much 
learning  doth  make  thee  mad. 

25  And  Paul  said : I am  not 
mad,  most  excellent  Festus,  but 
I speak  words  of  truth  and 
soberness. 

26  For  the  king  knoweth  of 
these  things,  to  whom  also  I 
speak  with  confidence.  For  I 
am  persuaded  that  none  of 
these  things  are  hidden  from 
him.  For  neither  was  any  of 
these  things  done  in  a corner. 

27  Believest  thou  the  pro- 
phets, O king  Agrippa  ? I know 
that  thou  believest. 

28  And  Agrippa  said  to  Paul : 
In  a little  thou  persuadest  me 
to  become  a Christian. 

29  And  Paul  said  : I would  to 
God,  that  both  in  a little  and  in 
much,  not  only  thou,  but  also 
all  that  hear  me  this  day, should 
become  such  as  I also  am,  ex- 
cept these  bands.

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30  And  the  king  rose  up,  and 
the  governor,  ana  Bernice,  and 
they  that  sat  with  them. 

31  And  when  they  were  gone 
aside,  they  spoke  among  them- 
selves, saying : This  man  hath 
done  nothing  worthy  of  death 
or  of  bands. 

32  And  Agrippa  said  to  Fes- 
tus : This  man  might  have 
been  set  at  liberty,  if  he  had 
not  appealed  to  Cesar. 

CHAP.  XXVII. 

Paul  is  shipped /or  Home.  HU  voyage 
and  shipwreck. 

AND®  when  it  was  determined 
that  he  should  sail  iuto  Italy, 
and  tfhat  Paul  with  the  other 
prisoners  should  be  delivered  to 
a centurion,  named  Julius,  of 
the  band  Augusta, 

2  6 Going  on  board  a ship 
of  Adrumetum,  we  launched, 
meaning  to  sail  by  the  coasts  of 
Asia,  Aristarchus  the  Macedo- 
nian of  Thessalonica  continuing 
with  us. 

3  And  the  day  following  we 
came  to  Sidon.  And  Julius 
treating  Paul  courteously,  per- 
mitted him  to  go  to  his  friends, 
and  to  take  care  of  himself. 

4  And  when  we  had  launched 
from  thence  we  sailed  under, 
Cyprus,  because  the  winds  were 
contrary. 

6  And  sailing  over  the  sea  of 
Cilicia  and  Pamphylia,  we  came 
to  Lystra,  which  is  in  Lycia  : 

0 And  there  the  centurion 
finding  a ship  of  Alexandria 
sailing  into  Italy,  removed  us 
into  it. 

7  And  when  for  many  days 
we  had  sailed  slowly,  and  were 
scarce  come  over  against  Cni- 
dus, the  wind  not  suffering  us,

we  sailed  near  Crete  by  Sal-- 
mone : 

8  And  with  much  ado  sailing 
by  it,  we  came  into  a certain 

glace  which  is  called  Good- 
avens,  nigh  to  which  was  the 
city  of  Thalassa. 

9  And  when  much  time  was 
spent,  and  when  sailing  now 
was  dangerous,  because  the  fast 
was  now  past,  Paul  comforted 
them, 

10  Saying  to  them : Ye  men, 

I see  that  the  voyage  beginneth 
to  be  with  injury  and  much 
damage,  not  only  of  the  lading 
and  ship,  but  also  of  our  lives. 

11  But  the  centurion  believed 
the  pilot  and  the  master  of  the 
ship,  more  than  those  things 
which  were  said  by  Paul. 

12  And  whereas  it  was  not  a 
commodious  haven  to  winter  in, 
the  greatest  part  gave  counsel 
to  sail  thence,  if  by  any  means 
they  might  reach  Phenice  to 
winter  there,  which  is  a haven 
of  Crete  looking  towards  the 
south-west  and  north-west. 

13  And  the  south  wind  geutly 
blowing,  thinking  that  they  had 
obtained  their  purpose,  when 
they  had  loosed  from  Asson, 
they  sailed  close  by  Crete. 

14  But  not  long  after  there 
arose  against  it  a tempestuous 
wind  called  Euro-aquilo. 

15  And  when  the  ship  was  * 
caught,  and  could  not  bear  up 
against  the  wind,  giving  up  the 
ship  to  the  winds,  we  were 
driven. 

16  And  running  under  a cer- 
tain island  that  is  called  Cauda, 
we  had  much  work  to  come  by 
the  boat. 

17  Which  being  taken  up, 
they  used  helps,  under-girding 
the  ship ; and  fearing  lest  they 
should  fall  into  the  quicksands, 
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.they  let  down  the  sail  yard,  and 
so  were  driven. 

18  And  we  being  mightily 
tossed  with  the  tempest,  the 
next  day  they  lightened  the 
ship. 

19  And  the  third  day  they 
cast  out  with  their  own  hands 
the  tackling  of  the  ship. 

20  And  when  neither  sun  nor 
stars  appeared  for  many  days, 
and  no  small  storm  lay  on  us, 
all  hope  of  our  being  saved  was 
now  taken  away. 

21  And  after  they  had  fasted  a 
long  time,  Paul  standing  forth 
in  the  midst  of  them,  said : You 
should  indeed,  O ye  men,  have 
hearkened  unto  me,  and  not 
have  loosed  from  Crete,  and 
have  gained  this  harm  and 
loss. 

22  And  now  I exhort  you  to 

be  of  good  cheer.  For  there 
shall  be  no  loss  of  any  man’s 
life  among  you,  but  only  of  the 
ship.  i 

23  For  an  Angel  of  God,  whose  I 
I am,  and  whom  I serve,  stood 
by  me  this  night, 

24  Saying:  Fear  not,  Paul; 
thou  must  be  brought  before 
Cesar:  and  behold  God  hath 
given  thee  all  them  that  sail 
with  thee. 

26  Wherefore,  sirs,  be  of  good 
cheer : for  I believe  God,  that  it 
shall  be  so,  as  it  hath  been  told 
me. 

26  And  we  must  come  unto  a 
certain  island. 

27  But  after  the  fourteenth 
night  was  come,  as  we  were 
sailing  in  Adria,  about  midnight 
the  ship-men  deemed  that  they 
discovered  some  country : 

28  Who  also  sounding,  found 
twenty  fathoms ; and  going  on 
a little  farther  they  found  fif- 
teen fathoms. 
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29  Then  fearing  lest  we  should 
fall  upon  rough  places,  they 
cast  four  anchors  out  of  the 
stern,  and  wished  for  the  day. 

30  But  as  the  ship-men  sought 
to  fly  out  of  the  ship,  having  let 
down  the  boat  into  the  sea, 
under  colour  as  though  they 
would  have  cast  anchors  out  of 
the  fore-part  of  the  ship, 

31  Paul  said  to  the  centurion 
and  to  the  soldiers  : Except 
these  stay  in  the  ship,  you  can- 
not be  saved. 

32  Then  the  soldiers  cut  off 
the  ropes  of  the  boat,  and  let 
her  fall  off. 

33  And  when  it  began  to  be 
light,  Paul  besought  them  all 
to  take  meat,  saying  : This  day 
is  the  fourteenth  day  that  you 
expect  and  remain  fasting,  tak- 
ing nothing. 

34  Wherefore  I pray  you  to 
take  some  meat  for  your  health ’s 
sake : for  there  shall  not  an  hair 
of  the  head  of  any  of  you  perish. 

35  And  when  he  had  said 
these  things,  taking  bread,  he 
gave  thanks  to  God  in  the  sight 
of  them  all ; and  when  he  had 
broken  it,  he  began  to  eat. 

36  Then  were  they  all  of 
better  cheer,  and  they  also  took 
some  meat. 

37  And  we  were  in  all  in  the 
ship,  two  hundred  threescore 
ana  sixteen  souls. 

38  And  when  they  had  eaten 
enough,  they  lightened  the  ship, 
casting  the  wheat  into  the  sea. 

39  And  when  it  was  day,  they 
1 knew  not  the  land : but  they 
discovered  a certain  creek  that 
had  a shore,  into  which  they 
minded,  if  they  could,  to  thrust 
in  the  snip. 

40  And  when  they  had  taken 
up  the  anchors,  they  committed 
themselves  to  the  sea,  loosing 
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Withal  the  rudder-bands ; and  Undoubtedly  this  man  is  a 
hoisting  up  the  main-sail  to  murderer,  who  though  he  hath 
the  wind,  they  made  towards  escaped  tne  sea,  yet  vengeance 
shore.  doth  not  suffer  him  to  live.

20  For  this  cause  therefore  I 
desired  to  see  you  and  to  speak 
to  you.  Because  that  for  the 
hope  of  Israel,  I am  bound  with 
this  chain. 

21  But  they  said  to  him  : We 
neither  received  letters  con- 
cerning thee  from  Judea,  nei- 
ther did  any  of  the  brethren 
that  came  hither,  relate  or 
speak  any  evil  of  thee. 

22  But  we  desire  to  hear  of 
thee  wh.°t  thou  thinkest : for  as 
concerning  this  sect,  we  know 
that  it  is  gainsayed  everywhere. 

23  And  when  they  had  ap- 
pointed him  a day,  there  came 
very  many  to  him  unto  his 
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lodgings ; to  whom  he  ex- 
pounded, testifying  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  persuading 
them  concerning  Jesus,  out  of 
the  law  of  Moses  and  the  pro- 
phets, from  morning  until  even- 
ing. 

24  And  some  believed  the 
things  that  were  said : but  some 
believed  not. 

25  And  when  they  agreed 
! not  among  themselves,  they  de- 

i parted,  Paul  speaking  this  one 
I word  : Well  did  the  Holy  Ghost 
speak  to  our  fathers  by  Isaias 
the  prophet, 

I 26  Saying : « Oo  to  this  people, 
and  say  to  them:  With  the  ear 
you  shall  hear , and  shall  not 
understand : and  seeing  you 
shall  see,  and  shall  not  perceive . 

I 27  For  the  heart  of  this  people 
is  grown  gross , and  with  their 
\ears  have  they  heard  heavily , 
and  their  eyes  they  have  shut  : 
lest  perhaps  they  should  see  with 
their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their 
ears,  and  understand  with  their 
heart , and  should  be  converted , 
and  I should  heal  them. 

28  Be  it  known  therefore  to 
you  that  this  salvation  of  God  is 
sent  to  the  gentiles,  and  they 
will  hear  it. 

I 29  And  when  he  had  said 
these  things,  the  Jews  went  out 
] from  him,  having  much  reason- 
I ing  among  themselves 

30  And  he  remained  two 
whole  years  b in  his  own  hired 
lodging : and  he  received  all 
that  came  in  to  him, 

I 31  Preaching  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  teaching  the  things 
which  concern  the  Lord  JESUS 
Christ  with  all  confidence, 
without  prohibition.

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8t.  Paul  wrote  this  Spittle  at  Corinth,  when  he  wot  preparing  to  go  to  Jeruta - 
lem  with  the  charitable  contributions  collected  in  Achaia  and  Macedonia  for 
the  relief  of  the  Christians  in  Judea ; which  was  about  twenty-four  years 
after  our  Lord’s  Ascension.  It  was  written  in  Greek,  but  at  the  same  time 
translated  into  Latin  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  did  not  understand  that 
language.  And  though  it  is  not  the  first  of  his  Epistles  in  the  order  of  time, 
yet  it  is  first  placed  on  account  of  the  sublimity  of  the  matter  contained  in  it, 
of  the  pre-eminence  of  the  place  to  which  it  was  sent,  and  in  veneration  of 
the  Church.

Be  commends  the  faith  of  the  Romans, 
whom  he  longs  to  see.  The  philosophy 
of  the  heathens,  being  void  of  faith 
and  humility,  betrayed  them  into 
shameful  sins. 

PAUL  a servant  of  Jesus 
Christ,  called  to  be  an 
apostle,  separated  unto  the 
gospel  of  God, 

2 Which  he  had  promised  be- 
fore by  his  prophets  in  the  holy 
scriptures, 

3 Concerning  his  Son,  who 
was  made  to  him  of  the  seed  of 
David  according  to  the  flesh, 

4 Who  was  predestinated  the 
Son  of  God  in  power  according 
to  the  spirit  of  sanctification, 
by  the  resurrection  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead, 

5 By  whom  we  have  received 
grace  and  apostleship  for  obedi- 


CHAP.  I.  Ver.  4.  Predestinated, 
Christ,  m man,  was  predestinated  to 
be  the  Son  of  God:  and  declared  to 
be  so  (as  the  apostle  here  signifies) 
first,  by  power,  that  is,  by  his  working 
stupendous  miracles ; secondly,  by  the 
spirit  of  sanctification,  that  is,  by  his 
infinite  sanctity ; thirdly,  by  his  resur-  ! 
re'  tion,  or  railing  himself  from  the  | 
dead.  I 


ence  to  the  faith  in  all  nations 
for  his  name, 

6 Among  whom  are  you  also 
the  called  of  Jesus  Christ  : 

7 To  all  that  are  at  Rome 
the  beloved  of  God,  called  to  be 
saints.  Grace  to  you  and  peace 
from  God  our  Father,  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

8 First  I give  thanks  to  my 
God  through  Jesus  Christ  for 
you  all,  because  your  faith  is 
spoken  of  in  the  whole  world. 

9 For  God  is  my  witness, 
whom  I serve  in  my  spirit  in  the 
gospel  of  his  Son,  that  without 
ceasing  I make  a commemora- 
tion of  you : 

10  Always  in  my  prayers, 
making  request,  if  by  any  means 
now  at  length  I may  have  a 
prosperous  journey  by  the  will 
of  God  to  come  unto  you. 

11  For  I long  to  see  you,  that 
I may  impart  unto  you  some 
spiritual  grace,  to  strengthen 
you : 

12  That  is  to  say,  that  I may 
be  comforted  together  in  you, 

| by  that  which  is  common  to  us 
I both,  your  faith  and  mine. 
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13  And  I would  not  have  you  I 
ignorant,  brethren,  that  I have  ] 
often  purposed  to  come  unto 
you,  (and  have  been  hindered 
hitherto,)  that  I ought  have 
some  fruit  among  you  also, 
even  as  among  other  gentiles. 

14  To  the  Greeks  ana  to  the 
barbarians,  to  the  wise  and  to 
the  unwise,  I am  a debtor. 

15  So  (as  much  as  is  in  me) 
I am  ready  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel to  you  also  that  are  at 
Rome. 

16  For  I am  not  ashamed  of 
the  gospel.  For  it  is  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation  to  every 
one  that  believeth,  to  the  Jew 
first  and  to  the  Greek. 

17  For  the  justice  of  God  is 
revealed  thereinfrom  faith  unto 
faith : as  it  is  written  : ° The 
just  man  liveth  by  faith. 

18  For  the  wrath  of  God  is 
revealed  from  heaven,  against 
all  ungodliness  and  injustice  of 
those  men  that  detain  the  truth 
of  God  in  injustice : 

19  Because  that  which  is 
known  of  God  is  manifest  in 
them.  For  God  hath  mani- 
fested it  unto  them. 

20  For  the  invisible  things  of 
him,  from  the  creation  of  the 
world,  are  clearly  seen,  being 
understood  by  the  things  that 
are  made : his  eternal  power 
also  and  divinity : so  that  they 
are  inexcusable. 

21  ft  Because  that,  when  they 
knew  God,  they  have  not  glori- 
fied him  as  God,  or  given 
thanks:  but  became  vain  in 
their  thoughts,  and  their  foolish 
heart  was  darkened. 

22  For  professing  themselves 
to  be  wise  they  became  fools.

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23  cAnd  they  changed  the 
glory  of  the  incorruptible  God 
into  the  likeness  of  the  image 
of  a corruptible  man,  and  of 
birds  and  of  four-footed  beasts 
and  of  creeping  things. 

24  Wherefore  God  gave  them 
up  to  the  desires  of  their  heart, 
dunto  uncleanness,  to  dishon- 
our their  own  bodies  among 
themselves : 

25  Who  changed  the  truth  of 
God  into  a lie : and  worshipped 
and  served  the  creature  rather 
than  the  Creator,  who  is  blessed 
for  ever.  Amen. 

26  For  this  cause  God  deli- 
vered them  up  to  shameful  af- 
fections. For  their  women  have 
changed  the  natural  use  into 
that  use  which  is  against  na- 
ture. 

27  And  in  like  manner  the 
men  also,  leaving  the  natural 
use  of  the  women,  have  burned 
in  their  lusts  one  towards  an- 
other, men  with  men  working 
that  which  is  filthy,  and  receiv- 
ing in  themselves  the  recom- 
pense which  was  due  to  their 
error. 

28  And  as  they  liked  not  to 
have  God  in  their  knowledge ; 
God  delivered  them  up  to  a re- 
probate sense,  to  do  those  things 
which  are  not  convenient 

29  Being  filled  with  all  ini- 
quity, malice,  fornication,  ava- 
rice, wickedness,  full  of  envy, 
murder,  contention,  deceit, 
malignity,  whisperers, 

30  Detractors,  hateful  to  God,

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contumelious,  proud,  haughty, 
inventors  of  evil  things,  dis- 
obedient to  parents, 

31  Foolish,  dissolute,  without 
affection,  without  fidelity,  with- 
out mercy. 

32  Who,  having  known  the 
justice  of  God,  did  not  under- 
stand that  they,  who  do  such 
things,  are  worthy  of  death : 
and  not  only  they  that  do  them, 
but  they  also  that  consent  to 
them  that  do  them. 

CHAP.  H. 

The  Jew*  are  censured,  who  make  their 
boast  of  the  law,  and  keep  it  not.  He 
declares  who  are  the  true  Jews. 

WHEREFORE  thou  art  inex- 
cusable, O man,  whosoever 
thou  art  that  judgest.  “For 
wherein  thou  judgest  another, 
thou  condemnest  thyself.  For 
thou  dostthe  same  things  which 
thou  judgest. 

2  For  we  know  that  the  judg- 
ment of  God  is  according  to 
truth  against  them  that  do  such 
things. 

3  And  thinkest  thou  this,  0 
man,  that  judgest  them  who  do 
such  things,  and  dost  the  same, 
that  thou  shalt  escape  the  judg- 
ment of  God  ? 

4  Or  despisest  thou  the  riches 
of  his  goodness,  and  patience, 
and  long-suffering?  b knowest 
thou  not  that  the  benignity  of 
God  leadeth  thee  to  penance  ? 

5  But  according  to  thy  hard- 
ness and  impenitent  heart,  thou 
treasurest  up  to  thyself  wrath, 
against  the  day  of  wrath  and 
revelation  of  the  just  judgment 
of  God, 

6  c Who  will  render  to  every 
man  according  to  his  works.

7 To  them  indeed,  who,  ac- 
cording to  patience  in  good 
work,  seek  glory  and  honour 
and  incorruption,  eternal  life : 

8 But  to  them  that  are  con- 
tentious, and  who  obey  not  the 
truth,  but  give  credit  to  ini- 
quity, wrath  and  indignation. 

9 Tribulation  and  anguish 
upon  every  soul  of  man  that 
worketh  evil,  of  the  Jew  first 
and  also  of  the  Greek : 

10  But  glory  and  honour  and 
peace  to  every  one  that  worketh 
good,  to  the  Jew  first  and  also 
the  Greek. 

11  <*For  there  is  no  respect 
of  persons  with  God. 

12  For  whosoever  have  sinned 
without  the  law,  shall  perish 
without  the  law:  and  whosoever 
have  sinned  in  the  law,  shall  be 
judged  by  the  law. 

13  8 For  not  the  hearers  of 
the  law  are  just  before  God;  but 
the  doers  of  the  law  shall  be 
justified. 

14  For  when  the  gentiles  who 
have  not  the  law,  do  by  nature 
those  things  that  are  of  the  law; 
these  having  not  the  law,  are  a 
law  to  themselves : 

15  Who  shew  the  work  of  the 
law  written  in  their  hearts,  their 
conscience  bearing  witness  to 
them,  and  their  thoughts  be- 
tween themselves  accusing,  or 
also  defending  one  another, 

16  In  the  day  when  God  shall 
judge  the  secrets  of  men  by 
Jesus  Christ,  according  to  my 
gospel. 

17  /But  if  thou  art  called  a 
Jew,  and  restest  in  the  law,  and 
makest  thy  boast  of  God,

23  Thou  that  makest  thy 
boast  of  the  law,  by  transgres- 
sion of  thelaw  dishonourestGod. 

24  *>(For  the  name  of  God 
through  you  is  blasphemed 
among  the  gentiles,  as  it  is 
written.) 

25  Circumcision  proflteth  in- 
deed if  thou  keep  the  law ; but 
if  thou  be  a transgressor  of  the 
law,  thy  circumcision  is  made 
uncircumcision. 

26  If  then  the  uncircumcised 
keep  the  justice  of  the  law, 
shall  not  this  uncircumcision  be 
counted  for  circumcision  ? 

27  c And  shall  not  that  which 
by  nature  is  uncircumcision,  if , 
it  fulfil  the  law,  judge  thee  who 
by  the  letter  and  circumcision 
art  a transgressor  of  the  law  ? I 

28  & For  it  is  not  he  is  a Jew, 

that  is  so  outwardly : nor  is  that 
circumcision  which  is  outward 
in  the  flesh,  | 

29  But  he  is  a Jew  that  is  one

inwardly ; and  the  circumcision 
is  that  of  the  heart,  in  the  spirit, 
not  m the  letter : whose  praise 
is  not  of  men,  but  of  God.

WHAT  advantage  then  hath 
the  Jew,  or  what  is  the 
[ profit  of  circumcision  ? 

2  Much  every  way.  First  in- 
deed, • because  the  words  of  God 
were  committed  to  them. 

3  For  what  if  some  of  them 
have  not  believed?  /shall  their 
unbelief  make  the  faith  of  God 
without  effect  ? God  forbid. 

4  v But  God  is  true : and  every 
man  a liar,  as  it  is  written  : 
hThat  thou  mayest  bejustifiedin 
thy  words , and  mayest  overcome 
when  thou  art  judged. 

6 But  if  our  injustice  com- 
mend the  justice  of  God,  what 
shall  we  say?  Is  God  unjust, 
who  executeth  wrath  ? 

6 (I  speak  according  to  man.) 
God  forbid;  otherwise  how  shall 
| God  judge  this  world  ? 

| 7 For  if  the  truth  of  God  hath 
more  abounded  through  my  lie 
unto  his  glory,  why  am  I also 
, yet  judged  as  a sinner? 

8 And  not  rather  (as  we  are 
! slandered,  and  as  some  affirm 
that  we  say)  let  us  do  evil,  that 
there  may  come  good?  whose 
damnation  is  just.

14  8 Whose  mouth  is  full  of 
cursing  and  bitterness : 

15  / i heir  feet  swift  to  shed 
blood. 

16  Destruction  and  misery  in 
their  ways. 

17  And  the  way  of  peace  they 
have  not  known. 

18  9 There  is  no  fear  of  God 
before  their  eyes. 

19  & Now  we  know  that  what 
things  soever  the  law  speaketh, 
it  speaketh  to  them  that  are  in 
the  law ; that  every  mouth  may 
be  stopped,  and  all  the  world 
may  be  made  subject  to  God. 

20  Because  by  the  works  of 
the  law  no  flesh  shall  be  justi- 
fied before  him.  For  by  the  law 
is  the  knowledge  of  sin. 

21  But  now  without  the  law 
the  justice  of  God  is  made  mani-

23  For  all  have  sinned ; and 
do  need  the  glory  of  God. 

24  Being  justified  freely  by 
his  grace,  through  the  redemp- 
tion that  is  in  Christ  Jssus. 

25  Whom  God  hath  proposed 
to  be  a propitiation,  through 
faith  in  his  blood,  to  the  shew- 
ing of  his  justice,  for  the  remis- 
sion of  former  sins. 

26  Through  the  forbearance 
of  God,  for  the  shewing  of  his 
justice  in  this  time : that  he 
himself  may  be  just,  and  the 
justifler  of  him  who  is  of  the 
faith  of  Jesus  Christ. 

27  Where  is  then  thy  boast- 
ing? It  is  excluded.  By  what 
law?  Of  works?  No,  but  by 
the  law  of  faith. 

28  For  we  account  a man  to 
be  justified  by  faith  without 
the  works  of  the  law. 

29  Is  he  the  God  of  the  Jews 
only?  Is  ho  not  also  of  the 
gentiles?  Yes,  of  the  gentiles 
also. 

30  For  it  is  one  God  that  jus- 
tifieth  circumcision  by  faith  and 
uncircumcision  through  faith. 


Ver.  28.  By  faith,  Ac.  The  faith  to 
which  the  apostle  here  attri ■ utes  man's 
justification,  is  not  a presumptuous  as- 
surance of  our  being  justified ; but  a 
firm  and  lively  belief  of  all  that  God 
has  revealed  or  promised  : Ueb.  xi.  A 
faith  working  through  charity  in  Jesus 
Christ,  Gal . v.  6.  In  short,  a faith 
which  takes  in  hope,  love,  repentance, 
and  the  use  of  the  Sacraments.  And 
the  work t which  he  here  excludes  are 
only  the  workt  of  the  law;  that  is,  such 
as  are  done  by  the  law  of  nature,  or  that 
of  Motet,  antecedent  to  the  faith  of 
Ohrist : but  by  no  means  such  as  follow 
faith  and  proceed  from  it 
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31  Do  we  then  destroy  the ' justifleth  the  ungodly,  his  faith 
law  through  faith?  God  forbid:  is  reputed  to  justice  according 
but  we  establish  the  law. 


CHAP.  IV. 


Abraham  was  not  Justified  by  works 
done,  at  of  himself  : but  by  grace, 
and  by  faith;  and  that  before  he  was 
circumcised.  Gentiles  by  faith  are 
his  children. 

WHAT  shall  we  say  then  that 
Abraham  hath  found,  who 
is  our  father  according  to  the 
flesh? 

2  For  if  Abraham  were  justi- 
fied by  works,  he  hath  whereof 
to  glory,  but  not  before  God. 

3  For  what  saith  the  Scrip- 
ture ? “ Abraham  believed  God , 
and  it  was  reputed  to  him  unto 
justice. 

4  Now  to  him  that  worketh, 
the  reward  is  not  reckoned  ac- 
cording to  grace,  but  according 
to  debt. 

6  But  to  him  that  worketh 
not,  yet  believeth  in  him  that

CHAP.  IV.  Ver.  2.  By  works.  Done 
by  bis  own  strength,  without  the  grace 
of  God,  and  faith  iu  him.  - Ibid.  Hot 
before  God.  Whatever  glory  or  ap- 
plause such  works  might  procure  from 
men,  they  would  be  of  no  value  in  the 
sight  of  God. 

Ver.  8.  Reputed,  Ac.  By  God,  who 
reputeth  nothing  otherwise  than  it  is. 
However,  we  may  gather  from  this 
word,  that  when  we  are  justified,  our 
justification  proceedeth  from  God’s  free 
grace  and  bounty;  and  not  from  any 
efficacy  which  any  act  of  ours  could  have 
of  its  own  nature,  abstracting  from 
God’s  grace. 

Ver.  4.  To  him  that  worketh.  Vis., 
as  of  his  own  fund,  or  by  bis  own 
strength..  Such  a man.  says  the  apostle, 
challenges  his  reward  as  a debt,  due 
to  his  own  performances;  whereas  he 
who  worketh  not,  that  is,  who  pre- 
sumeth  not  upon  any  works  done  by 
hiB  own  strength ; but  seeketh  justice 
through  faith  and  grace,  is  freely  justi- 
fied by  God’s  grace. 


to  the  purpose  of  the  grace  of 
God. 

6 As  David  also  termed  the 
blessedness  of  a man,  to  whom 
God  reputeth  justice  without 
works : 

7 Blessed  are  they  whose  b ini- 
quities are  forgiven,  and  whose 
sins  are  covered. 

8 Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom 
the  Lord  hath  not  imputed  sin. 

9 This  blessedness  then  doth 
it  remain  in  the  circumcision 
only,  or  in  the  uncircumcision 
also?  For  we  say  that  unto 
Abraham  faith  was  reputed  to 
justice. 

10  How  then  was  it  reputed? 
When  he  was  in  circumcision, 
or  in  uncircumcision  ? Not  in 
circumcision,  but  in  uncircum- 
cision. 

11  « And  he  received  the  sign 
of  circumcision,  a seal  of  the

those  who,  by  doing  penance,  have 
obtained  pardon  and  remission  of 
their  sms.  and  also  are  covered ; that 
is,  newly  clothed  with  the  habit  of 
grace,  and  vested  with  the  stole  of 
charity. 

Ver.  8.  Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom 
the  Lord  hath  not  imputed  sin.  That 
is.  blessed  is  the  man  who  bath  re- 
tained his  baptismal  innocence,  that 
no  grievous  Bin  can  be  imputed  to 
him.  And  likewise,  blessed  is  the 
man  who,  after  falling  into  sin,  hath 
done  penance  and  leadB  a virtuous 
life  by  frequenting  the  sacraments 
necessary  for  obtaining  the  graoe  to 

f>revent  a relapse,  that  sin  is  no  more 
mputed  to  him. 

Ver.  9.  In  the  circumcision,  Ac. 
That  is,  is  it  only  for  the  Jews  that  are 
circumcised?  No,  says  the  apostle, 
hut  also  for  the  uncircu incised  gen- 
tiles; who  hy  faith  and  grace  may 
come  to  Justice ; as  Abraham  did  before 
he  was  circumcised. 
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justice  of  the  faith  which  he 
nad  being  uncircumcised : that 
he  might  be  the  father  of  all 
them  that  believe  being  uncir- 
cumcised, that  unto  them  also 
it  may  be  reputed  to  justice. 

12  And  might  be  the  father  of 
circumcision,  not  to  them  only 
that  are  of  the  circumcision, 
but  to  them  also  that  follow  the 
steps  of  the  faith  that  is  in  the 
uncircumcision  of  our  father 
Abraham. 

13  « For  not  through  the  law 

was  the  promise  to  Abraham, 
or  to  his  seed,  that  he  should  be 
heir  of  the  world  ; but  through 
the  justice  of  faith.  j 

14  For  if  they  who  are  of  the 
law  be  heirs;  faith  is  made  void, 
the  promise  is  made  of  no  effect. 

15  For  the  law  worketh  wrath. 
For  where  there  is  no  law; 
neither  is  there  transgression. 

16  Therefore  is  it  of  faith,  that 
according  to  grace  the  promise 
might  be  firm  to  all  the  seed, 
not  to  that  only  which  is  of  the 
law,  but  to  that  also  which  is 
of  the  faith  of  Abraham,  who  is 
the  father  of  us  all, 

17  (As  it  is  written  : & J have 
made  thee  a father  qf  many  na- 
tions,) before  God,  whom  he 
believed,  who  quickeneth  the

14  For  sin  shall  not  have  do- 
minion over  you : for  you  are 
not  under  the  law,  but  under 

, grace. 

15  What  then  ? Shall  we  sin, 

| because  we  are  not  under  the 
law,  but  under  grace?  God 
forbid. 

16  eKnow  you  not,  that  to 
whom  you  yield  yourselves  ser- 
vants to  obey,  his  servants  you 
are  whom  you  obey,  whether 
it  be  of  sin,  unto  death,  or  of 
obedience,  unto  justice. 

I 17  But  thanks  be  to  God, 
that  you  were  the  servants  of 
sin,  but  have  obeyed  from  the 
heart,  unto  that  form  of  doc- 
trine, into  which  you  have  been 
delivered.

20.  For  when  you  were  the 
servants  of  sin,  you  were  free 
men  to  justice. 

21  What  fruit  therefore  had 
you  then  in  those  things,  of 
which  you  are  now  ashamed? 
For  the  end  of  them  is  death. 

22  But  now  being  made  free 
from  sin,  and  become  servants 
to  God,  you  have  your  fruit 
unto  sanctification,  and  the  end 
life  everlasting. 

23  For  the  wages  of  sin  is 
death.  But  the  grace  of  God, 
life  everlasting, in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord. 

CHAP.  VII. 

We  are  released  by  Christ  from  the  law, 

and  from  the  guilt  of  sin:  though  the 

inclination  to  it  still  tempt  ut. 

17  NOW  you  not,  brethren,  (for 
IV  I speak  to  them  that  know 
the  law,)  that  the  law  hath  do- 
minion over  a man,  as  long  as 
it  liveth? 

2 •»  For  the  woman  that  hath 
an  husband,  whilst  her  husband 
liveth  is  bound  to  the  law.  But 
if  her  husband  be  dead,  she  is 
loosed  from  the  law  of  her  hus- 
band. 

3 Therefore,  whilst  her  hus- 
band liveth,  she  shall  be  called 
an  adulteress,  if  she  be  with 
another  man : but  if  her  hus- 
band be  dead,  she  is  delivered 
from  the  law  of  her  husband : 


•l  Cor.  7.  39. 


CHAP.  VII.  Ver.  1.  As  long  as  it 
liveth ; or.  m long  as  he  liveth. 
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so  that  she  is  not  an  adulteress 
if  she  be  with  another  man. 

4 Therefore,  my  brethren,  you 
also  are  become  dead  to  the  law 
by  the  body  of  Christ ; that  you 
may  belong  to  another,  who  is 
risen  again  from  the  dead,  that 
we  may  bring  forth  fruit  to 
God. 

5 For  when  we  were  in  the 
flesh,  the  passions  of  sin  which 
were  by  the  law  did  work  in 
our  members,  to  bring  forth 
fruit  unto  death. 

6 But  now  we  are  loosed  from 
the  law  of  death,  wherein  we 
were  detained : so  that  we  should 
serve  in  newness  of  spirit,  and 
not  in  the  oldness  of  the  letter. 

7 What  shall  we  say  then? 
Is  the  law  sin?  God  forbid. 
But  I did  not  know  sin,  but  by 
the  law : for  I had  not  known 
concupiscence,  if  the  law  d*d 
not  say : b Thou  shalt  not  covet. 

8 But  sin  taking  occasion  by 
the  commandment  wrought  in 
me  all  manner  of  concupiscence. 
For  without  the  law  sin  was 
dead. 

9 And  I lived  some  time  with- 
out the  law.  But  when  the  com- 
mandment came,  sin  revived, 

10  And  I died.  And  the  com- 
mandment that  was  ordained 
to  life,  the  same  was  found  to 
be  unto  death  to  me. 

11  For  sin,  taking  occasion 
by  the  commandment,  seduced 
me,  and  by  it  killed  me.

Ver.  8.  Sin  taking  occasion.  Sin,  or 
concupiscence,  which  is  called  sin,  be- 
cause it  is  from  sin,  and  leads  to  sin. 
which  was  asleep  before,  was  wakened 
by  the  prohibition : the  law  not  being 
the  cause  thereof,  nor  properly  giving 
occasion  to  it : but  occasion  being  taken 
by  onr  corrupt  nature  to  resist  the  com- 
mandment laid  upon  us. 
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12  “Wherefore  the  law  in- 
deed is  holy,  and  the  command- 
ment holy,  and  just,  and  good. 

13  Was  that  then  which  is 
good  made  death  unto  me?| 
God  forbid.  But  sin,  that  it, 
may  appear  sin,  by  that  which 
is  good,  wrought  death  in  me  : 
that  sin  by  the  commandment 
might  become  sinful  above 
measure. 

14  For  we  know  that  the  law 
is  spiritual,  but  I am  carnal, 
sold  under  sin. 

15  For  that  which  I work,  I 
understand  not.  For  I do  not 
that  good  which  I will,  but  the 
evil  which  I hate,  that  I do. 

16  If  then  I do  that  which  I 
will  not,  I consent  to  the  law, 
that  it  is  good. 

17  Now  then  it  is  no  more  I 
that  do  it ; but  sin  that  d welleth 
in  me. 

18  For  I know  that  there 
dwelleth  not  in  me,  that  is  to 
say,  in  my  flesh,  that  which  is 
good.  For  to  will  is  present 
with  me,  but  to  accomplish  that 
which  is  good,  I find  not. 

19  For  the  good  which  I will,

Ver.  18.  That  it  may  appear  tin,  or 
that  sin  may  appear,  viz.,  to  he  the 
monster  it  is,  which  in  even  capable  to 
take  occasion  from  that  which  is  good 
to  work  death. 

Ver.  15.  1 do  not  that  good  which  / 
will,  &c.  The  apostle  here  describes 
the  disorderly  motions  of  passion  and 
concupiscence : which  oftentimes  in  us 
get  the  start  of  reason : and  by  means 
of  which  even  good  men  suffer  in  the 
inferior  appetite  what  their  will  ab- 
hors: and  are  much  hindered  in  the 
ao-omplishment  of  the  desires  of  their 
spirit  and  mind.  But  theee  evil  mo- 
tions (though  they  are  called  the  law 
of  sin,  because  they  come  from  original 
sin,  and  violently  tempt  and  incline  to 
sin)  as  long  as  the  will  does  not  consent 
to  them,  are  not  sins,  because  they  are 
not  voluntary. 

I 


I  do  not ; but  the  evil  which  I 
will  not,  that  I do. 

20  Now  if  I do  that  which  I 
will  not,  it  is  no  more  I that 
do  it,  but  sin  that  dwelleth  in 
me. 

21  I find  then  a law,  that 
when  I have  a will  to  do  good, 
evil  is  present  with  me. 

22  For  I am  delighted  with 
the  law  of  God,  b according  to 
the  inward  man : 

23  But  I see  another  law  in 
my  members,  fighting  against 
the  law  of  my  mind,  and  cap- 
tivating me  in  the  law  of  sin, 
that  is  in  my  members. 

24  Unhappy  man  that  I am, 
who  shall  deliver  me  from  the 
body  of  this  death  ? 

26  The  grace  of  God  by  JBSUS 
Christ  our  Lord.  Therefore 
I myself,  with  the  mind,  serve 
the  law  of  God ; but,  with  the 
flesh,  the  law  of  sin. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

There  is  no  condemnation  to  them  that, 
being  justified  by  Christ,  walk  not 
accordin' i to  the  fieth,  but  according 
to  the  spirit.  Their  strong  hoi # anti 
love  of  Ood. 

THERE  is  now  therefore  no 
condemnation  to  them  that 
are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  walk 
not  according  to  the  flesh. 

2  For  the  law  of  the  spirit  of 
life,  in  Christ  Jesus,  hath  de- 
livered me  from  the  law  of  sin 
and  of  death. 

3  c For  what  the  law  could  not 
do,  in  that  it  was  weak  through 
the  flesh ; God  sending  his  own 
Son,  in  the  likeness  of  sinful 
flesh,  and  of  sin  hath  con- 
demned sin  in  the  flesh. 

4  That  the  justification  of  the 
law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who

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walk  not  according  to  the  flesh, 
but  according  to  the  spirit. 

6 For  thev  that  are  according 
to  the  flesh,  mind  the  things 
that  are  of  the  flesh ; but  they 
that  are  according  to  the  spirit, 
mind  the  things  that  are  of  the 
spirit 

6 For  the  wisdom  of  the  flesh 
is  death ; but  the  wisdom  of  the 
spirit  is  life  and  peace. 

7 Because  the  wisdom  of  the 
flesh  is  an  enemy  to  God : for  it 
is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God, 
neither  can  it  be. 

8 And  they  who  are  in  the 
flesh  cannot  please  God. 

9 But  you  are  not  in  the  flesh, 
but  in  the  spirit,  if  so  be  that 
the  Spirit  of  God  dwell  in  you.  I 
Now  if  any  man  have  not  the  1 
Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of 
his. 

10  And  if  Christ  be  in  you, 
the  body  indeed  is  dead  because 
of  sin,  but  the  spirit  liveth  be- 
cause of  justification. 

11  ° And  if  the  Spirit  of  him, 
that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the 
dead,  dwell  in  you;  he  that 
raised  up  Jesus  Christ  from 
the  dead  shall  quicken  also 
your  mortal  bodies,  because  of 
his  Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  you. 

12  Therefore,  brethren,  we 
are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to 
live  according  to  the  flesh. 

13  For  if  you  live  according 
to  the  flesh,  you  shall  die.  But 
if  by  the  Spirit  you  mortify  the 
deeds  of  the  flesh,  you  shall 
live. 

14  For  whosoever  are  led  by 

the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are  the  I 
sons  of  God.  | 

16  b For  you  have  not  re-

17  And  if  sons,  heirs  also: 
heirs  indeed  of  God,  and  joint* 
heirs  with  Christ : yet  so  if  we 
suffer  with  him.  that  we  may  be 
also  glorified  with  him. 

18  For  I reckon  that  the  suf- 
ferings of  this  time  are  not 
worthy  to  be  compared  with 
the  glory  to  come,  that  shall 
be  revealed  in  us. 

19  For  the  expectation  of  the 
creature  waiteth  for  the  revela- 
tion of  the  sons  of  God. 

20  For  the  creature  was  made 
subject  to  vanity,  not  willingly,

CHAP.  VIII.  Ver.  16.  The  Spirit 
himself,  Ac.  By  the  Inward  motions 
of  divine  love,  and  the  ]>eace  of  con- 
science. which  the  children  of  God  ex- 
perience, they  have  a kind  of  testimony 
of  God’s  favour;  by  which  they  are 
much  strengthened  in  their  hope  of 
their  justification  aud  salvation : but 
yet  not  so  as  to  pretend  to  an  absolute 
assurance:  which  is  not  usually  granted 
in  this  mortal  life:  during  which  we 
are  taught  to  work  out  our  salvation 
with  /far  and  trembling,  Phil.  ii. 
12.  And  that  he  who  thinketh  him- 
self  to  stand  must  take  heed  lest  he 
fall,  1 Cor.  x.  12.  See  also  Rom.  xi.  90, 
21,22. 

Ver.  19.  The  expectation  of  the 
creature,  Ac.  He  speaks  of  the  cor- 
poreal creatiou,  made  for  the  use  aud 
service  of  man ; and,  by  occasion  of  his 
sin,  made  subject  to  vanity,  that  is,  to 
a perpetual  instability,  tending  to  cor- 
ruption and  other  defects : so  that  by 
a figure  of  speech  it  is  here  said  to 
groan  and  be  In  labour,  and  to  long  for 
its  deliverance,  which  is  then  to  come, 
when  sin  shall  reign  no  more;  and 
God  shall  raise  the  bodies  and  unite 
them  to  their  souls  never  more  to 
separate,  and  to  be  in  everlasting  happi- 
ness in  heaven. 
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but  by  reason  of  him  that  made 
it  subject,  in  hope : 

21  Because  the  creature  also 
itself  shall  be  delivered  from 
the  servitude  of  corruption, 
into  the  liberty  of  the  glory  of 
the  children  of  God. 

22  For  we  know  that  every 
creature  groaneth,  and  travail- 
eth  in  pain  even  till  now. 

23  And  not  only  it,  but  our- 
selves also,  who  have  the  first- 
fruits  of  the  Spirit,  even  we 
ourselves  groan  within  our- 
selves, waiting  for  the  adoption 
of  the  sons  of  God,  the  redemp- 
tion of  our  body. 

24  For  we  are  saved  by  hope. 
But  hope  that  is  seen,  is  not 
hope.  For  what  a man  seeth, 
why  doth  he  hope  for  ? 

25  But  if  we  hope  for  that 
which  we  see  not : we  wait  for 
it  with  patience. 

26  Likewise  the  Spirit  also 
helpeth  our  infirmity.  For  we 
know  not  what  we  should  pray 
for  as  we  ought : but  the  Spirit 
himself  asketh  for  us  with  un- 
speakable groanings. 

27  And  he  that  searcheth  the 
hearts,  knoweth  what  the  Spirit 
desireth ; because  he  asketh  for 
the  saints  according  to  God. 

28  And  we  know  that  to  them 
that  love  God,  all  things  work 
together  unto  good,  to  such  as 
according  to  his  purpose  are 
called  to  be  saints. 

29  For  whom  he  foreknew,  he 
also  predestinated  to  be  made 


Ver.  26.  Asketh  for  us.  The  Spirit 
is  said  to  ask,  and  desire  for  the  saints, 
and  to  pray  in  os;  inasmuch  as  he] 
mspireth  prayer,  and  teachetb  us  to 

p%. » He  also  predestinated,  Ac. 
That  is,  God  hath  preordained  that  all 
his  elect  shonld  be  conformable  to  the 
image  of  his  Son.  We  must  not  here 
offer  to  dive  into  the  secrets  of  God’s 


conformable  to  the  image  of  his 
Son : that  he  might  be  the  first- 
born amongst  many  brethren. 

30  And  whom  he  predesti- 
nated; them  he  also  called. 
And  whom  he  called  ; them  he 
also  justified.  And  whom  he 
justified;  them  he  also  glo- 
rified. 

31  What  shall  we  then  say  to 
these  things  ? If  God  be  for  us, 
who  is  against  us? 

32  « He  that  spared  not  even 
his  own  Son : but  delivered  him 
up  for  us  all,  how  hath  he  not 
also,  with  him,  given  us  all 
things  ? 

33  Who  shall  accuse  against 
the  elect  of  God  ? God  that  jus- 
tifleth. 

34  Who  is  he  that  shall  con- 
demn ? Christ  Jesus  that  died, 
yea  that  is  risen  also  again,  who 
is  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  who 
also  maketh  intercession  for  us. 

35  Who  then  shall  separate 
us  from  the  love  of  Christ? 
shall  tribulation?  or  distress? 
or  famine?  or  nakedness?  or 
danger  ? or  persecution  ? or  the 
sword? 

36  (As  it  is  written  : b For  thy 
sake  we  are  put  to  death  all  the 
day  long.  We  are  accounted  as 
sheep  for  the  slaughter.) 

37  But  in  all  these  things  we 
overcome  because  of  him  that 
hath  loved  us. 

38  For  I am  sure  that  neither 
death,  nor  life,  nor  Angels,  nor

I  SPEAK  the  truth  in  Christ, 
I lie  not,  my  conscience 
bearing  me  witness  in  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

2  That  I have  great  sadness, 
and  continual  sorrow  in  my 
heart. 

3  « For  I wished  myself  to  be 
an  anathema  from  Christ,  for 
my  brethren,  who  are  my  kins- 
men according  to  the  flesh, 

4  Who  are  Israelites,  to  whom 
belongeth  the  adoption  as  of 
children,  and  the  glory,  and  the 
testament,  and  the  giving  of 
the  law,  and  the  service  of  God, 
and  the  promises : 

5  Whose  are  the  fathers,  and 
of  whom  is  Christ  according  to 
the  flesh,  who  is  over  all  things, 
God  blessed  for  ever,  Amen. 

6  Not  as  though  the  word  of 
God  hath  miscarried.  For  all 
are  not  Israelites  that  are  of 
Israel :

CHAP.  IX.  Ver.  a Anathema;  a 
curse.  The  apostle's  couceru  and  love 
for  his  countrymen  the  Jews  was  so 
great  that  he  was  willing  to  suffer  even 
an  anathema,  or  curse,  for  their  sake ; 
or  any  evil  that  could  come  upon  him, 
without  his  offending  God. 

Ver.  6.  All  are  not  Israelites,  Ac. 
Not  all  who  are  the  carnal  seed  of  Israel, 
are  true  Israelites  in  God's  account: 
who,  as  by  his  free  grace  he  heretofore 
preferred  Isaac  before  Ismael,  and  Jacob 
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7 Neither  are  all  they,  thatare 
the  seed  of  Abraham,  children  : 
b but  in  Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be 
called : 

8 That  is  to  say,  not  they  that 
are  the  children  of  the’flesh,  are 
the  children  of  God : but  they 
c that  are  the  children  of  the 
promise,  are  accounted  for  the 
seed. 

9 For  this  is  the  word  of  pro- 
mise : d According  to  this  time 
vrill  I come ; and  Sara  shall  have 
a son. 

10  And  not  only  she.  'But 
when  Rebecca  also  had  con- 
ceived at  once,  of  Isaac  our 
father. 

11  For  when  the  children  were 
not  yet  bom,  nor  had  done  any 
good  or  evil  (that  the  purpose 
of  God  according  to  election 
might  stand), 

12  Not  of  works,  but  of  him 
that  calleth,  it  was  said  to

before  Esau,  so  he  could,  and  did  by  the 
like  free  grace,  election  and  mercy,  raise 
up  spiritual  children  by  faith  to  Abra- 
ham and  Israel,  from  among  the  gen- 
tiles, and  prefer  them  before  the  carnal 
Jews. 

Ver.  11.  Not  yet  bom , Ac.  By  this 
example  of  these  twins,  and  the  pre- 
ference of  the  younger  to  the  elder,  the 
drift  of  the  apostle  is,  to  shew  that  G'>d, 
in  ills  election,  mercv,  and  grace,  is  not 
tied  to  any  particular  nation,  as  the 
Jews  imagined,  nor  to  any  prerogative 
of  birth,  or  any  foregoing  merits.  For 
as,  antecedently  to  his  grace,  he  sees  no 
merits  in  any,  but  finds  all  involved 
in  sin,  in  the  common  mass  of  con- 
demnation : and  all  children  of  wrath  ; 
there  is  no  one  whom  he  might  not 
justly  leave  iu  that  mass;  so  that 
whomsoever  he  delivers  from  it,  he 
delivers  in  his  mercy:  and  whomso- 
ever he  leaves  in  it,  he  leaves  in  his 
justice.  As  when,  of  two  equally  cri- 
minal, the  king  is  plea«ed  ont  of  pure 
mercy  to  pardon  oue,  whilst  he  suffers 
justice  to  take  place  in  the  execution  of 
the  other.

19  Thou  wilt  say  therefore  to 
me : Why  doth  he  then  find 
fault?  for  who  resisteth  his 
will? 

20  0 man,  who  art  thou  that 
repliest  against  God?  'Shall

Not  by 
being  the  cause,  or  author  of  his  sin, 
but  by  withholding  his  grace,  and  so 
leaving  him  in  his  sin,  in  punishment 
of  his  past  demerits.

21  Or  hath  not  the  potter 
power  over  the  clay,  of  the 
same  lump,  to  make  one  vessel 
unto  honour,  and  another  unto 
dishonour? 

22  What  if  God,  willing  to 
shew  his  wrath,  and  to  make 
his  power  known,  endured  with 
much  patience  vessels  of  wrath, 
fitted  for  destruction,

24  Even  us,  whom  also  he 
hath  called,  not  only  of  the 
Jews,  but  also  of  the  gentiles. 

25  As  in  Osee  he  saith : / 1 
will  call  that  which  was  not  my 
people , my  people;  and  her  that 
was  not  beloved , beloved ; and 
her,  that  had  not  obtained  mercy, 
one  that  hath  obtained  mercy. 

26  9 And  it  shall  be,  in  the 
place  where  it  was  said  unto 
them,  you  are  not  my  people: 
there  they  shaU  be  called  the  sons 
of  the  living  God.

is  vitiated  by  sin,  it  is  owing  to  his 
goodness  and  mercy  that  he  makes  out 
of  it  so  many  vessels  of  honour : and  it 
is  no  more  than  just  that  others,  in 
punishment  of  their  unrepented  of  sins, 
should  be  given  up  to  be  vessels  of  dis- 
honour. 

Ver.  27.  A remnant.  That  is,  a 
small  number  only  of  the  children  of 
Israel  shall  be  oonverted  and  saved.

28  For  he  shall  finish  his  word , 
and  cut  it  short  in  justice : be- 
cause a short  word  shall  the  Lord 
make  upon  the  earth. 

29  And  as  Isaias  foretold : 
*>  Unless  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth  had 
left  us  a seed,  we  had  been  made 
as  Sodom , and  we  had  been  like 
unto  Gomorrha. 

30  What  then  shall  we  say? 
That  the  gentiles,  who  followed 
not  after  justice,  have  attained 
to  justice,  even  the  justice  that 
is  of  faith. 

31  But  Israel,  by  following 
after  the  law  of  justice,  is  not 
come  unto  the  law  of  justice. 

32  Why  so?  because  they 
sought  it  not  by  faith,  but  as  it 
were  of  works.  For  they  stum- 
bled at  the  stumbling-stone. 

33  As  it  is  written  : 0 Behold 
1 lay  in  Sion  a stumbling-stone 
and  a rock  of  scandal:  and  who- 
soever believeth  in  him  shall  not 
be  confounded. 

CHAP.  X. 

The  end  of  the  law  is  faith  in  Christ  : 

which  the  Jews,  refusing  to  submit  to, 

cannot  be  justified. 

Brethren,  the  will  of  my 
heart,  indeed,  and  my 
prayer  to  God,  is  for  them  unto 
salvation. 

2 For  I bear  them  witness, 
that  they  have  a zeal  of  God, 
but  not  according  to  knowledge. 

3 For  they  not  knowing  the 
justice  of  God,  and  seeking  to

9 For  if  thou  confess  with 
thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
believe  in  thy  heart  that  God 
hath  raised  him  up  from  the 
dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved. 

10  For,  with  the  heart,  we 
believe  unto  justice ; but,  with 
the  mouth,  confession  is  made 
unto  salvation. 

11  For  the  scripture  saith : 
o Whosoever  believeth  in  him , 
shall  not  be  confounded. 

12  For  there  is  no  distinction

14  If  by  any  means  I may 
provoke  to  emulation  them  who 
are  my  flesh,  and  may  save 
some  of  them. 

15  For  if  the  loss  of  them  be 
the  reconciliation  of  the  world ; 
what  shall  the  receiving  of  them 
be,  but  life  from  the  dead  ? 

16  For  if  the  flrst-fruit  be 
holy,  so  is  the  lump  also : and 
if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the 
branches. 

17  And  if  some  of  the  bran- 
ches be  broken,  and  thou  being 
a wild  olive,  art  ingrafted  in 
them,  and  art.  made  partaker  of 
the  root  and  of  the  fatness  of 
the  olive-tree, 

18  Boast  not  against  the 
branches.  But  if  thou  boast : 
thou  bearest  not  the  root,  but 
the  root  thee. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then  : The 
branches  were  broken  off  that 
I might  be  grafted  in. 

20  Well : because  of  unbelief 
they  were  broken  off.  But  thou 
standest  by  faith  : be  not  high- 
minded  ; but  fear. 

21  For  if  God  hath  not  spared 
the  natural  branches  : lest  per- 
haps he  also  spare  not  thee. 

22  See  then  the  goodness  and 
the  severity  of  God;  towards

Ver.  20.  Thou  standest  by  faith: 
be  not  high-minded  i but  fear.  We 
see  here  that  he  who  standeth  by 
faith  may  fall  from  It ; and  therefore 
must  live  In  fear,  and  not  in  the  vaiu 
presumption  and  security  of  modem 
sectaries. 

Ver.  22  Otherwise  thou  also  Shalt 
be  cut  off.  The  gentiles  are  here  ad- 
monished not  to  be  proud,  nor  to 
glory  against  the  Jews;  but  to  take 
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them  indeed  that  are  fallen,  the 
severity  ; but  towards  thee,  the 
goodness  of  Ood,  if  thou  abide 
in  goodness,  otherwise  thou  also 
shalt  be  cut  off. 

23  And  they  also,  if  they 
abide  not  still  in  unbelief,  shall 
be  grafted  in  : for  God  is  able 
to  graft  them  in  again. 

24  For  if  thou  wert  cut  out 
of  the  wild  olive-tree,  which  is 
natural  to  thee : and  contrary 
to  nature  were  grafted  into  the 
good  ol  ive-tree ; how  much  more 
shall  they,  that  are  the  natural 
branches,  be  grafted  into  their 
own  olive-tree  ? 

25  For  I would  not  have 
you  ignorant,  brethren,  of  this 
mystery,  “(lest  you  should  be 
wise  in  your  own  conceits)  that 
blindness  in  part  has  happened 
in  Israel,  until  the  fulness  of 
the  gentiles  should  come  in. 

26  And  so  all  Israel  should  be 
saved,  as  it  is  written  : b There 
shall  come  out  of  Sion,  he  that 
shall  deliver,  and.  shall  turn 
away  ungodliness  from  Jacob. 

27  And,  this  is  to  them  my 
covenant:  when  I shall  take 
away  their  sins. 

28  As  concerning  the  gospel, 
indeed,  they  are  enemies  for 
your  sake  : but  as  touching  the 
election,  they  are  most  dear  for 
the  sake  of  the  fathers. 

29  For  the  gifts  and  the  call-

occasion  rath-r  from  their  full  to  fear 
and  to  l«  humble,  lest  they  l>e  ca«t  off. 
Not  that  the  whole  Church  of  < hrn-t 
can  ever  (all  from  him;  having  been 
secured  by  so  mauv  divine  promises  in 
holy  writ:  but  that  each  one  in  parti- 
cular may  fall;  and  'herefore  all  iu 
general  are  to  be  admonished  to  beware 
of  that,  which  may  happen  to  any  one 
in  particular.

! ing  of  God  are  without  repent- 
ance. 

| 30  For  as  you  also  in  times 

past  did  not  believe  God,  but 
| now  have  obtained  mercy, 
through  their  unbelief ; 

31  So  these  also  now  have 
not  believed,  for  your  mercy, 
that  they  also  may  obtain 
! mercy. 

| 32  For  God  hath  concluded 

all  in  unbelief,  that  he  may 
have  mercy  on  all. 

| 33  O the  depth  of  the  riches 

of  the  wisdom  and  of  the  know- 
ledge of  God ! How  incompre- 
hensible are  his  judgments,  and 
how  unsearchable  his  ways  ! 

34  c For  who  hath  known 
the  mind  of  the  Lord  ? Or  who 
hath  been  his  counsellor  ? 

35  Or  who  hath  first  given  to 
him,  and  recompense  shall  be 
made  him  ? • 

36  For  of  him,  and  by  him, 
and  in  him,  are  all  things : to 
him  be  glory  for  ever.  Amen. 

CHAP.  XII. 

Leu<m*  of  Chrietian  virtue*. 

T BESEECH  you  therefore, 
I brethren,  by  the  mercy  of 
God,  d that  you  present  your 
bodies  a living  sacrifice,  holy, 
pleasing  unto  God,  your  reason- 
able service. 

2 And  be  not  conformed  to 
this  world : but  be  reformed  in

of  God  are  without  his  repenting  him- 
self or  them;  for  the  promises  of  Ood 
are  um-hangeable.  nor  can  he  repent  of 
oonferr.ng  his  gift*. 

Ver.  32.  Concluded  all  in  unbelief 
He  hath  found  all  nations,  both  Jews 
and  gentiles,  in  unbelief  and  sin ; not 
bv  his  causing,  but  by  the  abuse  of 
their  own  free-will ; so  that  their  call- 
ing and  election  is  purely  owing  to  his 
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the  newness  of  your  mind,®  that  I 
you  may  prove  what  is  the  good,  | 
and  the  acceptable,  and  the! 
perfect  will  of  God. 

3 For  I say,  by  the  grace 
that  is  given  me,  to  all  that 
are  among  you,  not  to  be  more 
wise  than  it  behoveth  to  be  wise, 
but  to  be  wise  unto  sobriety, 

*>  and  according  as  God  hath  di- 
vided to  every  one  the  measure 
of  faith. 

4 For  as  in  one  body  we  have 
many  members,  but  all  the 
members  have  not  the  same 
office : 

5 So  we  being  many,  are  one 
body  in  Christ,  and  every  one 
members  one  of  another. 

0 And  having  different  gifts, 
according  to  the  grace  that  is 
given  us,  either  prophecy,  to  be 
used  according  to  the  rule  of 
faith ; 

7 Or  ministry,  in  ministering ; 
or  he  that  teacheth,  in  doctrine, 

8 He  that  exhorteth  in  ex- 
horting, he  that  giveth  with 
simplicity,  he  that  ruleth  with  I 
carefulness,  he  that  sheweth 
mercy  with  cheerfulness. 

9 Let  love  be  without  dissi- 
mulation.  c Hating  that  which  i 
is  evil,  cleaving  to  that  which 
is  good. 

10  d Loving  one  another  with 
the  charity  of  brotherhood,  with 
honour  preventing  one  another. 

11  In  carefulness  not  slothful. 
In  spirit  fervent  Serving  the 
Lord. 

12  Rejoicing  in  hope.  Patient 
in  tribulation.  Instant  inprayer. 

13  Communicating  to  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  saints.  • Pursu- 
ing hospitality.

12.  11.  Ephes.  4.  7.  — e Amos  6.  15.— 
d Ephes.

Not  minding 
high  things,  but  consenting  to 
the  humble.  Be  not  wise  in 
your  own  conceits. 

17  To  no  man  rendering  evil 
for  evil.  /Providing  good 
things  not  only  in  the  sight  of 
God,  but  also  in  the  sight  of  all 
men. 

I 18  9 If  it  be  possible  as  much 
as  is  in  you,  having  peace  with 
all  men. 

| 19  h Not  revenging  your- 

selves my  dearly  beloved ; but 
give  place  unto  wrath,  for  it  is 
written : * Revenge  to  me ; I 
will  repay , saith  the  Lord. 

20  k But  if  thy  enemy  be  hun- 
gry, give  him  to  eat:  if  he  thirst , 
give  him  to  drink.  For,  doing 
this,  thou  8halt  heap  coals  of  fire 
upon  his  head. 

21  Be  not  overcome  by  evil, 
but  overcome  evil  by  good. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

Lessons  of  obedience  to  superiors,  and 
mutual  charity. 

LET  1 every  soul  be  subject  to 
higher  powers : for  there  is 
no  power  but  from  God : and 
those  that  are,  are  ordained  of 
God. 

2 Therefore  he  that  resisteth 
I the  power,  resisteth  the  ordi- 
nance of  God.  And  they  that 
resist,  purchase  to  themselves 
damnation. 

3 For  princes  are  not  a terror 
to  the  good  work,  but  to  the

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evil.  Wilt  thou  then  not  bel 
afraid  of  the  power?  I>o  that 
which  is  good : and  thou  sh&lt  I 
have  praise  from  the  same.  I 

4 For  he  is  God’s  minister  to 
thee,  for  good.  But  if  thou  do 
that  which  is  evil,  fear:  for  he 
beareth  not  the  sword  in  vain. 
For  he  is  God’s  minister:  an 
avenger  to  execute  wrath  upon 
him  that  doth  evil. 

5 Wherefore  be  subject  of 
necessity,  not  only  for  wrath, 
but  also  for  conscience-sake. 

6 For  therefore  also  you  pay 
tribute.  For  they  are  the  mini- 
sters of  God,  serving  unto  this 
purpose. 

7 “Render  therefore  to  all 
men  their  dues.  Tribute,  to 
whom  tribute  is  due : custom  to 
whom  custom : fear  to  whom 
fear : honour  to  whom  honour. 

8 Owe  no  man  anything,  but 
to  love  one  another.  For  he 
that  loveth  his  neighbour,  hath 
fulfilled  the  law. 

9 b For  Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery , Thou  shalt  not  kill , 
Thou  shalt  not  steal , Thou  shalt 
not  bear false  witness , Thou  shalt 
not  covet:  and  if  there  be  any 
other  commandment,  it  is  com- 
prised in  this  word,  0 Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

10  Trie  love  of  our  neighbour 
worketh  no  evil.  Love  there- 
fore is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law. 

11  And  that  knowing  the 
season : that  it  i9  now  the  hour 
for  us  to  rise  from  sleep.  For 
now  our  salvation  is  nearer  than 
when  we  believed. 

12  The  night  is  past,  and  the 
day  is  at  hand.  Let  us  there- 
fore cast  off  the  works  of  dark- 


ness, and  put  on  the  armour  of 
light. 

13  Let  us  walk  honestly  as  in 
the  day:  dnot  in  rioting  and 
drunkenness,  not  in  chamber- 
ing and  impurities,  not  in  con- 
tention and  envy : 

14  «But  put  ye  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not 
provision  for  the  flesh  in  its 
concupiscences. 

CHAP.  XIV. 

The  strong  must  bear  with  the  weak. 

Cautiora  against  fudging ; and  giv- 
ing scandal. 

NOW  him  that  is  weak  in 
faith  take  unto  you  ; not 
in  disputes  about  thoughts. 

2  For  one  believeth  that  he 
may  eat  all  things : but  he  that 
is  weak  let  him  eat  herbs. 

3  Let  not  him  that  eateth, 
despise  him  that  eateth  not:  and 
he  that  eateth  not,  let  him  not 
judge  him  that  eateth.  For  God 
hath  taken  him  to  him. 

4  /Who  art  thou  that  judgest 
another  man’s  servant  ? To  his

CHAP.  XIV.  Ver.  2.  Eat  all  things. 
Viz.,  without  observing  the  distinction 
of  clean  and  unclean  meats,  prescribed 
by  the  law  of  Moses:  which  was  now 
no  longer  obligatory.  Some  weak 
Christians,  converted  from  among  the 
Jews,  as  we  here  gather  from  the 
apostle,  made  a scruple  of  eating  such 
meats  as  were  deemed  unclean  by  the 
law;  such  as  swine's  flesh,  Ac.,  which 
the  stronger  sort  of  Christians  did  eat 
without  scruple.  Now  the  apostle,  to 
reconcile  them  together,  exhorts  the 
former  not  to  judge  or  condemn  the 
latter,  using  their  Christian  liberty: 
and  the  latter,  to  take  care  not  to 
despise  or  scandalize  their  weaker 
brethren,  either  by  bringing  them  to 
eat  what  in  their  conscience  they  think 
they  should  not;  or  by  giving  them 
surn  offence,  as  to  endanger  the  driv- 
ing them  thereby  from  the  Christian 
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own  lord  he  standeth  or  f&lleth.  I 
And  he  shall  stand  : for  God  is 
able  to  make  him  stand.  I 

5 For  one  judgeth  between 
day  and  day;  and  another  judg- 
eth every  day : let  every  man 
abound  in  his  own  sense.  I 

6 He  that  regardeth  the  day,  | 
regardeth  it  unto  the  Lord.  And 
he  that  eateth,  eateth  to  the 
Lord ; for  he  giveth  thanks  to 
God.  And  he  that  eateth  not, 
to  the  Lord  he  eateth  not,  and 
giveth  thanks  to  God. 

7 For  none  of  us  liveth  to 
himself ; and  no  man  dieth  to 
himself. 

8 For  whether  we  live,  we 
live  unto  the  Lord ; or  whether 
we  die,  we  die  unto  the  Lord. 
Therefore  whether  we  live  or 
whether  we  die,  we  are  the 
Lord’s. 

9 For  to  this  end  Christ  died 
and  rose  again ; that  he  might 
be  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  of 
the  living. 

10  But  thou,  why  judgest  thou 
thy  brother?  or  thou,  why  dost 
thou  despise  thy  brother?  “For 
we  shall  all  stand  before  the 
judgment-seat  of  Christ. 

11  For  it  is  written : ‘As  I 
live,  saith  the  Lord,  every  knee 
shall  bow  to  me;  and  every  tongue 
shall  confess  to  Ood. 

12  Therefore  every  one  of  us 
shall  render  account  to  God  for 
himself. 

13  Let  us  not  therefore  judge 
one  another  any  more.  But 
judge  this  rather,  that  you  put 
not  a stumbling-block  or  a scan- 
dal in  your  brother’s  way. 

a 2 Cor.  5.  10.— fc  Isaias  46.  24.  Phil.

Ver.  5.  Between  day,  Ac.  SHU  ob- 
serving the  sabbaths  and  festivals  of 
the  law. 
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14  I know,  and  am  confident, 
in  the  Lord  Jbsus,  that  nothing 
is  unclean  of  itself ; but  to  him 
that  esteemeth  anything  to  be 
unclean,  to  him  it  is  unclean. 

15  For  if,  because  of  thy  meat, 
thy  brother  be  grieved,  thon 
walkest  not  now  according  to 
charity.  c Destroy  not  him  with 
thy  meat,  for  whom  Christ  died. 

16  Let  not  then  our  good  be 
evil  spoken  of. 

17  For  the  kingdom  of  God 
is  not  meat  and  drink;  but 
justice,  and  peace,  and  joy  in 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  For  he,  that  in  this  serveth 
Christ,  pleasetli  God,  and  is  ap- 
proved of  men. 

19  Therefore  let  us  follow  after 
the  things  that  are  of  peace : and 
keep  the  things  that  are  of  edifi- 
cation one  towards  another. 

20  Destroy  not  the  work  of 
God  for  meat.  d All  things  in- 
deed are  clean:  but  it  is  evil 
for  that  man  who  eateth  with 
offence. 

21  «It  is  good  not  to  eat  flesh, 
and  not  to  drink  wine,  nor  any 
thing  whereby  thy  brother  is 
offended,  or  scandalized,  or 
made  weak. 

22  Hast  thou  faith  ? Have  it 
to  thyself  before  God.  Blessed 
is  he  that  condemneth  not  him- 
self in  that  which  he  alloweth. 

23  But  he  that  discemeth,  if 
he  eat,  is  condemned ; because 
not  of  faith.  For  all  that  is  not 
of  faith  is  sin.

Ver.  28.  Ditcmeth.  That  is,  dis- 
tinguisheth  between  meats,  and  eateth 
against  his  conscience,  what  he  deems 
unclean.— Ibid.  Of  faith.  By  faith  is 
here  understood  judgment,  and  con- 
science: to  act  against  which  is  always 
a sin. 
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CHAP.  XV. 

He  exhort » them  to  be  all  of  one  mind: 
and  promises  to  come  and  tee  them. 

\[ OW  we  that  are  stronger, 
ought  to  bear  the  infirmi- 
ties of  the  weak,  and  not  to 
please  ourselves. 

2 Let  every  one  of  you  please 
his  neighbour  unto  good,  to 
edification. 

3 For  Christ  did  not  please 
himself,  but  as  it  is  written : 
u The  reproaches  of  them  that 
reproached,  thee , fell  upon  me. 

4 For  what  things  soever  were 
written,  were  written  for  our 
learning : that  through  patience 
and  the  comfort  of  the  scrip- 
tures, we  might  have  hope. 

5 Now  the  God  of  patience 
and  of  comfort  6 grant  you  to 
be  of  one  mind  one  towards 
another,  according  to  Jesus 
Christ  * 

0 That  with  one  mind,  and 
with  one  mouth,  you  may  glo- 
rify God  and  the  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

7 Wherefore  receive  one  an- 
other, as  Christ  also  hath  re- 
ceived you  unto  the  honour  of 
God. 

8 For  I say  that  Christ  Jesus 
was  minister  of  the  circum- 
cision for  the  truth  of  God,  to 
confirm  the  promises  made  un- 
to the  fathers. 

9 But  that  the  gentiles  are  to 
glorify  God  for  his  mercy,  as  it 
is  written : c Therefore  will  I 
confess  to  thee,  0 Lord , among 
the  gentiles , arid  will  sing  to  thy 
name.

That  is,  executed  his 
office  and  ministry  towards  the  Jews, 
the  people  of  the  circumcision. 


10  And  again  he  saith : Re- 
joice, ye  gentiles , with  his  people. 

11  And  again:  d Praise  the 
Lord,  all  ye  gentiles  ; and  mag - 
nify  him,  au  ye  people. 

12  And  again  Isaias  saith  : 

• There  shall  he  a root  of  Jesse  ; 
and  he  that  shall  rise  up  to  rule 
the  gentiles,  in  him  the  gentiles 
shall  hope. 

13  Now  the  God  of  hope  fill 
you  with  all  joy  and  peace  in 
believing;  that  you  may  abound 
in  hope,  and  in  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

14  And  I myself  also,  my 
brethren,  am  assured  of  you, 
that  you  also  are  full  of  love, 
replenished  with  all  knowledge, 
so  that  you  are  able  to  admonish 
one  another. 

15  But  I have  written  to  you, 
brethren,  more  boldly  in  some 
sort,  as  it  were  putting  you  in 
mind : because  of  the  grace 
which  is  given  me  from  God. 

16  That  I should  be  the  mini- 
ster of  Christ  Jesus  among  the 
gentiles : sanctifying  the  gospel 
of  God,  that  the  oblation  of  the 
gentiles  may  be  made  accept- 
able and  sanctified  in  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

17  I have  therefore  glory  in 
Christ  Jesus  towards  God. 

18  For  I dare  not  to  speak  of 
any  of  those  things  which  Christ 
worketh  not  by  me,  for  the 
obedience  of  the  gentiles,  by 
word  and  deed : 

19  By  the  virtue  of  signs  and 
wonders,  in  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost : so  that  from  Jeru- 
salem round  about  as  far  as  un- 
to Illyricum,  I have  replenished 
the  gospel  of  Christ  . 

20  And  I have  so  preached 
this  gospel,  not  where  Christ 
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was  named,  lest  I should  build 
upon  another  man’s  foundation. 

21  But  as  it  is  written : « They 
to  whom  he  was  not  spoken  of, 
shall  see , and  they  that  have  not 
heard  shall  understand. 

22  For  which  cause  also  I was 
hindered  very  much  from  com- 
ing to  you,  and  have  been  kept 
away  till  now. 

23  But  now  having  no  more 

El  ace  in  these  countries,  and 
aving  a great  desire  these 
many  years  past  to  come  unto 
you: 

24  When  I shall  begin  to 
take  my  journey  into  Spain,  I 
hope  that  as  I pass,  I shall  see 
you,  and  be  brought  on  my  way 
thither  by  you,  if  first,  in  part, 
I shall  have  enjoyed  you. 

25  But  now  I shall  go  to 
Jerusalem,  to  minister  unto  the 
saints. 

2tt  For  it  hath  pleased  them 
of  Macedonia  and  Achaia  to 
make  a contribution  for  the 

Soor  of  the  saints  that  are  in 
erusalem. 

27  For  it  hath  pleased  them ; 
and  they  are  their  debtors. 
b For  if  the  gentiles  have  been 
made  partakers  of  their  spiri- 
tual things  ; they  ought  also  in 
carnal  things  to  minister  to 
them. 

28  When  therefore  I shall  have 
accomplished  this,  and  con- 
signed to  them  this  fruity  I will 
come  by  you  into  Spain. 

29  And  I know,  that  when  I 
come  to  you,  I shall  come  in  the 
abundance  of  the  blessing  of 
the  gospel  of  Christ. 

30  I beseech  you,  therefore, 
brethren,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  by  the 
charity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that

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you  help  me  in  your  prayers  for 
me  to  God. 

31  That  I may  be  delivered 
from  the  unbelievers  that  are  in 
Judea,  and  that  the  oblation  of 
my  service  may  be  acceptable 
in  Jerusalem  to  the  saints. 

32  That  I may  come  to  you 
with  joy,  by  the  will  of  God,  and 
may  be  refreshed  with  you. 

33  Now  the  God  of  peace  be 
with  you  alL  Amen. 

CHAP.  XVL

k ND I commend  to  you  Phebe, 
A our  sister,  who  is  iu  the 
ministry  of  the  church  that  is 
in  Cenchre :

5 And  the  church  which  is  in 
their  house.  Salute  Epenetus 
my  beloved,  who  is  the  first- 
fruits  of  Asia  in  Christ 

6 Salute  Mary,  who  hath 
laboured  much  among  you. 

7 Salute  Andronicus  and 
Junias,  my  kinsmen  and  fellow- 
prisoners,  who  are  of  note 
among  the  apostles,  who  also 
were  in  Christ  before  me. 

8 Salute  Ampliatus,  most  be- 
loved to  me  in  the  Lord. 
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9 Salute  Urbanus,  our  helper 
in  Christ  .Tksus,  and  Stachys 
my  beloved. 

10  Salute  Apelles,  approved 
in  Christ. 

11  Salute  them  that  are  of 
AriBtobulus’s  household.  Salute 
Herodian  my  kinsman.  Salute 
them  that  are  of  Narcissus’s 
household  who  are  in  the  Lord. 

12  Salute  Tryphena  and  Try- 

Shosa,  who  labour  in  the  Lora. 

alutePersis  the  dearly  beloved, 
who  hath  much  laboured  in  the 
Lord. 

13  Salute  Rufus,  elect  in  the 
Lord,  and  his  mother  and 
mine. 

14  SaluteAsyncritus,Phlegon, 
Hermas,  Patrobas,  Hermes,  and 
the  brethren  that  are  with 
them. 

15  Salute  Philologus,  and 
Julia,  NereuB,  and  his  sister, 
and  Olympias  ; and  all  the 
saints  that  are  with  them. 

16  Salute  one  another  with 
an  holy  kiss.  All  the  churches 
of  Christ  salute  you. 

17  Now  I beseech  you,  bre- 
thren, to  mark  them  who  make 
dissensions  and  offences  con- 
trary to  the  doctrines  which 
you  have  learnt,  and  to  avoid 
them. 

18  For  they  that  are  such 
serve  not  Christ  our  Lord,  but 
their  own  belly : and  by  pleas- 
ing speeches,  and  good  words, 
seduce  the  hearts  of  the  inno- 
cent. 


19  For  your  obedience  is  pub- 
lished in  everyplace.  I rejoice 
therefore  in  you.  But  I would 
have  you  to  be  wise  in  good, 
and  simple  in  evil. 

20  And  the  God  of  peace 
crush  satan  under  your  feet 
speedily.  The  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jbsus  Christ  be  with  you. 

21  “Timothy  my  fellow-la- 
bourer saluteth  you, and  Lucius, 
and  Jason,  and  Sosipater,  my 
kinsmen. 

22  I Tertius,  who  wrote  this 
epistle,  salute  you  in  the  Lord. 

23  Caius,  my  host,  and  the 
whole  church,  saluteth  you. 
Erastus,  the  treasurer  of  the 
city,  saluteth  you,  and  Quartus, 
a brother. 

24  The  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jbsus  Christ  be  with  you  all. 
Amen. 

25  Now  to  him  that  is  able 
to  establish  you,  according  to 
my  gospel  and  the  preaching  of 
Jesus  Christ,  according  to  the 
revelation  of  the  mystery,  which 
was  kept  secret  from  eternity, 

26  (which  now  is  made  mani- 
fest by  the  scriptures  of  the  pro- 
phets, according  to  the  precept 
of  the  eternal  God,  for  the  obed- 
ience of  faith,)  known  among 
all  nations, 

27  To  God  the  only  wise 
through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom 
be  honour  and  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen. 


“Actsie.  l. 
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FIRST  EPISTLE  OF  ST.  PAUL  TO  THE 
CORINTHIANS. 


St.  Paul  having  planted  the  faith  in  Corinth,  where  he  had  preached  a pear  and 
a half,  and  converted  a great  many,  went  to  fiphetus.  After  being  there  three 
peart,  he  wrote  this  first  Kpietle  to  the  CorinthUtm,  and  tent  it  bp  the  tame 
pertont,  Stephanas,  Fortunatut,  and  Achaicus,  who  had  brought  their  letter 
to  him.  It  wot  written  about  twentp-four  peart  after  our  Lords  Atceneion, 
and  contain!  teveral  matter!  appertaining  to  faith  and  morale,  and  alto  to 
ecc letiastical  dltcipline . 


CHAP.  I. 

He  reproveth  their  distention!  about 
their  teachers ; the  world  wot  to  be 
taved  bp  preaching  of  the  cross,  and 
not  bp  human  wisdom  or  eloquence. 

PAUL  called  to  be  an  apostle 
of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the 
will  of  God,  and  Sosthenes  a 
brother, 

2  To  the  church  of  God  that 
is  at  Corinth,  to  them  that  are 
sanctified  in  Christ  Jesus, 
called  to  be  saints,  with  all  that 
invoke  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  in  every  place  of 
theirs  and  ours. 

3  Grace  to  you,  and  peace 
from  God  our  Father,  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

4  I give  thanks  to  my  God 
always  for  you  for  the  grace  of 
God  that  is  given  you  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

5  That  in  all  things  you  are 
made  rich  in  him,  in  all  utter- 
ance, and  in  all  knowledge  ; 

6  As  the  testimony  of  Christ 
was  confirmed  in  you. 

7 So  that  nothing  is  wanting 
to  you  in  any  grace,  waiting 
for  the  manifestation  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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| 8 Who  also  will  confirm  you 

unto  the  end  without  crime,  in 
the  day  of  the  coming  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

9 ° God  is  faithful : by  whom 
you  are  called  unto  the  fellow- 
ship of  his  son  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord. 

10  Now  I beseech  you,  bre- 
thren, by  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ, that  you  all  speak 
the  same  thing,  and  that  there 
be  no  schisms  among  you  : but 
that  you  be  perfect  in  the  same 
mind  and  in  the  same  j udgment. 

| 11  For  it  hath  been  signified 

unto  me,  my  brethren,  of  you, 
by  them  that  are  of  the  hoitse  of 
Chloe,  that  there  are  conten- 
tions among  you. 

I 12  Now  this  I say  that  every 
one  of  you  saith  : I indeed  am 
of  Paul : and  I am  6 of  Apollo : 

I and  I of  Cephas:  and  I of  Christ 

13  Is  Christ  divided?  Was 
I Paul  then  crucified  for  you  ? or 
were  you  baptized  in  the  name 

i of  Paul  ? 

14  I give  God  thanks,  that  I 
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Chap.  IL 


baptized  none  of  you,  “but 
Crfspus  and  Caius : 

15  Lest  any  should  say  that 
you  were  baptized  in  my  name. 

16  And  I baptized  also  the 
household  of  Stephanas:  be- 
sides, I know  not  whether  I 
baptized  any  other. 

17  For  Christ  sent  me  not  to 
baptize,  but  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel : * not  in  the  wisdom  of 
speech,  lest  the  cross  of  Christ 
should  be  made  void. 

18  For  the  word  of  the  cross, 
to  them  indeed  that  perish,  is 
foolishness ; but  to  them  that 
are  saved,  that  is,  to  us,  0 it  is 
the  power  of  God. 

19  For  it  is  written  : <*  I will 
destroy  the  wisdom  of  the  wise ; 
and  the  prudence  of  the  prudent 
I will  reject. 

20  • Where  is  the  wise  f Where 
is  the  scribe  i Where  is  the  dis- 
puter  of  this  world  ? Hath  not 
God  made  foolish  the  wisdom 
of  this  world  ? 

21  For  seeing  that  in  the  wis- 
dom of  God  the  world  by  wis- 
dom knew  not  God  ; it  pleased 
God  by  the  foolishness  of  our 
preaching  to  save  them  that  be- 
lieve. 

22  For  both  the  Jews  require 
signs,  and  the  Greeks  seek  after 
wisdom : 

23  But  we  preach  Christ  cru- 
cified, unto  the  Jews  indeed  a 
stumbling-block,  and  unto  the 
gentiles,  foolishness. 

24  But  unto  them  that  are 
called,  both  Jews  and  Greeks, 
Christ  the  power  of  God  and  the 
wisdom  of  God. 

25  For  the  foolishness  of  God 


is  wiser  than  men:  and  the 
weakness  of  God  is  stronger 
than  men. 

26  For  see  your  vocation, 
brethren,  that  there  are  not 
many  wise  according  to  the 
flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not 
many  noble : 

27  But  the  foolish  things  of 
the  world  hath  God  chosen,  that 
he  may  confound  the  wise : and 
the  weak  things  of  the  world 
hath  God  chosen,  that  he  may 
confound  the  strong : 

28  And  the  base  things  of  the 
world,  and  the  things  that  are 
contemptible  hath  God  chosen, 
and  things  that  are  not,  that  he 
might  bring  to  nought  things 
that  are : 

29  That  no  flesh  should  glory 
in  his  sight. 

30  But  of  him  are  you  in 
Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is 
made  unto  us  wisdom,  /and 
justice,  and  sanctification,  and 
redemption : 

31  That,  as  it  is  written,  s He 
that  glorieth,  may  glory  in  the 
Lord. 

CHAP.  II. 

HU  preaching  was  not  in  loftiness  of 
words;  but  m spirit  and  power.  Ana 
the  wUdom  he  taught  was  not  to  be  un- 
derstood by  the  worldly  wise  or  sensual 
man,  but  only  by  the  spiritual  man. 

AND  I,  brethren,  when  I came 
to  you,  * came  not  in  lofti- 
ness of  speech  or  of  wisdom;

0 Howbeit  we  speak  wisdom 
among  the  perfect : yet  not  the 
wisdom  of  this  world,  neither  of 
the  princes  of  this  world,  that 
come  to  nought : 

7 But  we  speak  the  wisdom 
of  God  in  a mystery,  a wisdom 
which  is  hidden,  which  God 
ordained  before  the  world,  unto 
our  glory : 

8 Which  none  of  the  princes 
of  this  world  knew : for  if  they 
had  known  it,  they  would  never 
have  crucified  the  Lord  of  glory.

3 Know  you  not  that  we  shall 
judge  angels  ? how  much  more 
things  of  this  world. 

4 If  therefore  you  have  judg- 
ments of  things  pertaining  to 
this  world,  set  them  to  judge 
who  are  the  most  despised  in 
the  church.  I 

5 I speak  to  your  shame.  Is 
it  so  that  there  is  not  among  you 
any  one  wise  man,  that  is  able 
to  judge  between  his  brethren? 

6 But  brother  goeth  to  law 
with  brother,  and  that  before 
unbelievers. 

7 “Already  indeed  there  is 
plainly  a fault  among  you,  that 
you  have  lawsuits  one  with 
another.  Why  do  you  not 
rather  take  wrong  ? why  do  you 
not  rather  suffer  yourselves  to 
be  defrauded  ? 

8 But  you  do  wrong  and  de- 
fraud and  that  to  your  brethren. 

9 KnoW  you  not  that  the  un- 
just shall  not  possess  the  king- 
dom of  God?  Donoterr:  Neither 
fornicators,  nor  idolaters,  nor 
adulterers,

I tiers  with  mankind,  nor  thieves, 
norcovetous,nordrunkard8,nor 
railers,  nor  extortioners  shall 
| possess  the  kingdom  of  God. 

11  And  such  some  of  you 
were : but  you  are  washed,  but 
I you  are  sanctified,  but  you  are 
I justified  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
Spirit  of  our  God. 

12  All  things  are  lawful  to 
me,  but  all  things  are  not  ex- 
pedient. All  things  are  lawful 
to  me,  but  I will  not  be  brought 
under  the  power  of  any. 

13  Meat  for  the  belly,  and 
the  belly  for  the  meats : but 
God  shall  destroy  both  it  and 
them : but  the  body  is  not  for 
fornication,  but  for  the  Lord, 
and  the  Lord  for  the  body. 

14  Now  God  hath  both  raised 
up  the  Lord,  and  will  raise  us 
up  also  by  his  power. 

15  Know  you  not  that  your 
bodies  are  the  members  of 
Christ?  Shall  I then  take  the 
members  of  Christ,  and  make 
them  the  members  of  an  harlot? 
God  forbid. 

16  Or  know  you  not  that  he 
who  is  joined  to  a harlot  is 
[made  one  body?  b For  they 
shall  be,  saith  he,  two  in  one 
I flesh. 

17  But  he  who  is  joined  to 
the  Lord  is  one  spirit

2 But  for  fear  of  fornication, 
let  every  man  have  his  own 
wife,  and  let  every  woman  have 
her  own  husband. 

3 cLet  the  husband  render 
the  debt  to  his  wife : and  the 
wife  also  in  like  manner  to  the 
husband. 

4 The  wife  hath  not  power  of 
her  own  body ; but  the  husband. 
And  in  like  manner  the  husband 
also  hath  not  power  of  his  own 
body  ; but  the  wife. 

5 Defraud  not  one  another, 
except,  perhaps  by  consent,  for 
a time,  that  you  may  give  your- 
selves to  prayer : and  return

16  For  now  knowest  thou,  O 
wife,  whether  thou  shalt  save 
thy  husband  ? Or  how  knowest 
thou,  O man,  whether  thou 
shalt  save  thy  wife? 

17  But  as  the  Lord  hath  dis- 
tributed to  every  one,  as  God 
hath  called  every  one,  so  let 
him  walk : and  so  in  all  churches 
I teach. 

18  Is  any  man  called  being 
circumcised?  let  him  not  pro- 
cure uticircumcision.  Is  any 
man  called  in  uncircumcision  ? 
let  him  not  be  circumcised. 

19  Circumcision  is  nothing, 
and  uncircumcision  is  nothing : 
but  the  observat  ion  of  the  com- 
mandments of  God. 

20  « Let  every  man  abide  in 
the  same  calling  in  which  he 
was  called. 

21  Wast  thou  called,  being  a 
bond-man?  care  not  for  it:  but 
if  thou  mayest  be  made  free, 
use  it  rather.

26  I think  therefore  that  this 
is  good  for  the  present  neces- 
sity, that  it  is  good  for  a man 
so  to  be. 

27  Art  thou  bound  to  a wife? 
seek  not  to  be  loosed.  Art 
thou  loosed  from  a wife  ? seek 
not  a wife. 

28  But  if  thou  take  a wife, 
thou  hast  not  sinned.  And  if 
a virgin  marry,  she  hath  not 
sinned : nevertheless,  such  shall 
have  tribulation  of  the  flesh. 
But  I spare  you. 

29  This  therefore  I say,  bre- 
thren: the  time  is  short:  it 
remaineth,  that  they  also  who 
have  wives,  be  as  if  they  had 
none : 

| 30  And  they  that  weep,  as 

though  they  wept  not ; and  they 
that  rejoice,  as  if  they  rejoiced 
not;  and  they  that  buy,  as 
though  they  possessed  not ; 

31  And  they  that  use  this 
world,  as  if  they  used  it  not : 
for  the  fashion  of  this  world 
passeth  away. 

32  But  I would  have  you  to 
be  without  solicitude.  He  that 
is  without  a wife,  is  solicitors 
for  the  things  that  belong  to

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the  Lord,  how  he  may  please 
God. 

, 33  But  he  that  is  with  a wife, 
is  solicitous  for  the  things  of 
the  world,  how  he  may  please 
his  wife : and  he  is  divided. 

34  And  the  unmarried  woman 
and  the  virgin  thinketh  on  the 
things  of  the  Lord:  that  she 
may  be  holy  both  in  body  and 
in  spirit.  But  she  that  is  mar- 
ried thinketh  on  the  things  of 
the  world,  how  she  may  please 
her  husband. 

35  And  this  I speak  for  your 
profit:  not  to  cast  a snare  upon 
you,  but  for  that  which  is  de- 
cent, and  which  may  give  you 
power,  to  attend  upon  the  Lord, 
without  impediment. 

36  But  if  any  man  think  that 
he  seemeth  dishonoured  with 
regard  to  his  virgin,  for  that 
she  is  above  the  age,  and  it 
must  so  be : let  him  do  what 
he  will : he  sinneth  not,  if  she 
marry. 

37  For  he  that  hath  deter- 
mined being  steadfast  in  his 
heart,  having  no  necessity,  but 
having  power  of  his  own  will ; 
and  hath  judged  this  in  his 
heart  to  keep  his  virgin,  doth 
well. 

38  Therefore  both  he  that 
giveth  his  virgin  in  marriage 
doth  well : and  he  that  giveth 
her  not,  doth  better. 

39  a A woman  is  bound  by  the

40  But  more  blessed  shall  she 
be,  if  she  so  remain,  according 
to  my  counsel : and  I think  that 
I also  have  the  Spirit  of  God. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

Though  an  idol  be  nothing,  get  thing* 

offered  up  to  idol * are  not  to  be  oaten, 

for /ear  cf  scandal 

OW  concerning  those  things 
that  are  sacrificed  to  idols, 
we  know  that  we  all  have  know- 
ledge. Knowledge  puffeth  up : 
but  charity  edifleth. 

2 And  if  any  man  think  that 
he  knoweth  anything,  he  hath 
not  yet  known,  as  he  ought  to 
know. 

3 But  if  any  man  love  God, 
the  same  is  known  by  him. 

4 But  as  for  the  meats  that 
are  sacrificed  to  idols,  we  know 
that  an  idol  is  nothing  in  the 
world,  and  that  there  is  no  God, 
but  one. 

5 For  although  there  be  that 
are  called  gods  either  in  heaven, 
or  on  earth  (for  there  be  gods 
many,  and  lords  many ;) 

6 Yet  to  us  there  is  Dut  one 
God,  the  Father,  of  whom  are 
all  things,  and  we  unto  him : 
and  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by 
whom  are  all  things,  and  we  by 
him. 

7 But  there  is  not  knowledge 
in  every  one.  For  some  until 
this  present  with  conscience  of 
the  idol,  eat  as  a tiling  sacri- 


CHAP.  VIII.  Ver.  1.  Knowledge 
puffeth  up,  Ac.  Knowledge  without 
charity  and  bnmility,  aerveth  only  to 
puff  persons  up. 

Ver.  5.  Godomang,  Ac.  Reputed  foe 
such  among  the  heathens.

conscience,  being  weak,  is  de- 
filed. 

8 But  meat  doth  not  com- 
mend us  to  God.  For  neither, 
if  we  eat,  shall  we  have  the 
more : nor,  if  we  eat  not,  shall 
we  have  the  less. 

9 But  take  heed  lest  perhaps 
this  your  liberty  become  a 
stumbling-block  to  the  weak. 

10  For  if  a man  see  him  that 
hath  knowledge  sit  at  meat  in 
the  idol's  temple ; shall  not  his 
conscience,  being  weak,  be  em- 
boldened to  eat  those  things 
which  are  sacrificed  to  idols?  , 

11  “And  through  thy  know- 
ledge shall  the  weak  brother 

Sensh,  for  whom  Christ  hath 
ied? 

12  Now  when  you  sin  thus 
against  the  brethren, and  wound 
their  weak  conscience,  you  sin 
against  Christ. 

13  b Wherefore  if  meat  scan- 
dalize my  brother,  I wi.l  never 
eat  flesh,  lest  I should  scanda- 
lize my  brother. 

CHAP.  IX. 

The  apostle  did  not  make  use  of  his 
power,  of  being  maintained  at  the 
charges  of  th»se  to  whom  he  preached, 
that  he  might  give  no  hindrance  to  the 
gospel.  Of  running  in  the  race,  and 
striving  for  the  mastery 

AM  not  I free ? Am  not  I an 
apostle?  Have  not  I seen 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord?  Are 
not  you  my  work  in  the  Lord  ? 

2 And  if  unto  others  I be  not 
an  apostle,  but  yet  to  you  I am. 
For  you  are  the  seal  of  my 
apostleship  in  the  Lord.

That 
is,  if  my  eating  cause  my  brother  to 


3 My  defence  with  them  that 
do  examine  me  is  this. 

4 Have  not  we  power  to  eat 
and  to  drink  ? 

6  Have  we  not  power  to  carry 
about  a woman  a sister,  as  well 
as  the  rest  of  the  apostles,  and 
the  brethren  of  the  Lord,  and 
Cephas? 

6 Or  I only  and  Barnabas 
have  not  we  power  to  do  this? 

7 Who  serveth  as  a soldier  at 
anytime,  at  his  own  charges? 
Who  planteth  a vineyard,  and 
eateth  not  of  the  fruit  thereof? 
Whofeedeth  a flock,  and  eateth 
not  of  the  milk  of  the  flock? 

8 Speak  I these  things  ac- 
cording to  man  ? Or  doth  not 
the  law  also  say  these  things  ? 

9 For  it  is  written  in  the 
Law  of  Moses : e Thou  shalt  not 
muzzle  the  mouth  of  the  ox  that 
treadethovtthecom.  Doth  God 
take  care  for  oxen  ? 

10  Or  doth  he  say  this  indeed 
for  our  sakes  ? For  the  he  things 
are  written  for  our  sakes  ; that 
he  that  ploweth  should  plow  in 
hope : and  he  that  thrasheth, 
in  hope  to  receive  fruit. 

11 11  If  we  have  sown  unto  you 
spiritual  things,  is  it  a great 
matter  if  we  reap  your  carnal 
things? 

12  If  others  be  partakers  of 
this  power  over  you  ; why  not 
we  rather?  Nevertheless  we

we  bear  all  things,  lest  we 
should  give  any  hindrance  to 
the  gospel  of  Christ. 

13  “ Know  you  not  that  they 
who  work  in  the  holy  place  eat 
the  things  that  are  of  the  holy 
place ; and  they  that  serve  the 
altar  partake  with  the  altar? 

14  So  also  the  Lord  ordained 
that  they  who  preach  the  gospel 
should  live  by  the  gospel. 

15  But  I have  used  none  of 
these  things.  Neither  have  I 
written  these  things,  that  they 
should  be  so  done  unto  me : for 
it  is  good  for  me  to  die,  rather 
than  that  any  man  should  make 
my  glory  void. 

16  For  if  I preach  the  gospel, 
it  is  no  glory  to  me : for  a 
necessity  lieth  upon  me : for 
wo  is  unto  me  if  I preach  not 
the  gospel. 

17  For  if  I do  this  thing  will- 
ingly, I have  a reward : hut  if 
against  my  will,  a dispensation 
is  committed  to  me. 

18  What  is  my  reward  then  ? 
That  preaching  the  gospel,  I 
may  deliver  the  gospel  without 
charge,  that  I abuse  not  my 
power  in  the  gospel. 

19  For  whereas  I was  free  as 
to  all,  I made  myself  the  ser- 
vant of  all,  that  I might  gain 
the  more. 

20  And  I became  to  the  Jews 
a Jew,  that  I might  gain  the 
Jews : 

21  To  them  that  are  under 
the  law,  as  if  I were  under  the 
law,  (whereas  myself  was  not 
under  the  law,)  that  I might 
gain  them  that  were  under  the

law.  To  them  that  were  with* 
out  the  law,  as  if  I were  without 
the  law,  (whereas  I was  not 
without  the  law  of  God,  but 
was  in  the  law  of  Christ,)  that 
I might  gain  them  that  were 
without  the  law. 

22  To  the  weak  I became 
weak,  that  I might  gain  the 
weak.  I became  all  things  to 
all  men  that  I might  save  all. 

23  And  I do  all  things  for  the 
gospel's  sake  : that  I may  be 
made  partaker  thereof. 

24  Know  you  not  that  they 
that  run  in  the  race,  all  run 
indeed,  but  one  receiveth  the 
prize?  So  run  that  you  may 
obtain. 

25  Andeveryonethatstriveth 
for  the  msistery  refraineth  him- 
self from  all  things  : and  they 
indeed  that  they  may  receive 
a corruptible  crown : but  we 
an  incorruptible  one. 

26  I therefore  so  run,  not  as 
at  an  uncertainty:  I so  fight, 
not  as  one  beating  the  air : 

27  But  I chastise  my  body, 
and  bringit  into  subjection:  lest 
perhaps,  when  I have  preached 
to  others,  I myself  should  be- 
come a cast-away. 

CHAP.  X. 

By  the  example  of  the  Israelite » he 
shews  that  we  are  not  1<>  build  too 
much  upon  favours  rcceiv  d;  but 
avoid  their  tint;  mid  fy  from  the 
service  of  idols,  and  from  things 
offered  to  devils. 

FOR  I would  not  have  you 
ignorant,  brethren,  that

4 c And  all  drank  the  same 
spiritual  drink,  (and  they  drank 
of  the  spiritual  rock  that  fol- 
lowed them,  and  the  rock  was 
Christ.) 

5 But  with  the  most  of  them 
God  was  not  well  pleased : <*for 
they  were  overthrown  in  the

6 Now  these  things  were 
done  in  a figure  of  us,  that  we 
should  not  covet  evil  things, 
•as  they  also  coveted. 

7 Neither  become  ye  idolaters, 
as  some  of  them : as  it  is  written : 
/ The  people  eat  down  to  eat  and 
drink , and  rose  up  to  play. 

8 Neither  let  us  commit  for- 
nication, v as  some  of  them 
committed  fornication,  and 
there  fell  in  one  day  three  and 
twenty  thousand. 

9 Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ, 
as  some  of  them  tempted,  and 
perished  by  the  serpents. 

10  h Neither  do  you  murmur,

CHAP.  X.  Ver.  2.  In  Motet.  Under 
the  conduct  of  Moses,  they  received 
baptism  in  figure,  by  itassing  under  the 
cloud,  and  through  the  sea:  and  they 
partook  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ 
in  figure,  by  eating  of  the  manna, 
called  here  a spiritual  food,  because 
t was  a figure  or  the  true  bread  which 
comes  down  from  heaven.)  and  drink- 
ing the  water,  miraculously  brought 
out  of  the  rock,  called  here  a spiritual 
rock;  because  it  waa  also  a figure  of 
Christ. 
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as  some  of  them  murmured, 
and  were  destroyed  by  the 
destroyer. 

11  Now  all  these  things 
happened  to  them  in  figure: 
and  they  are  written  for  our 
correction,  upon  whom  the 
ends  of  the  world  are  come. 

12  Wherefore  he  that  thinketh 
himself  to  stand,  let  him  take 
heed  lest  he  fall. 

13  Let  no  temptation  take 
hold  on  you,  but  such  as  is 
human.  And  God  is  faithful, 
who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be 
tempted  above  that  which  you 
are  able:  but  will  make  also 
with  temptation  issue,  that  you 
may  be  able  to  bear  it. 

14  Wherefore,  my  dearly  be- 
loved, fly  from  the  service  of 
idols. 

15  I speak  as  to  wise  men : 
judge  ye  yourselves  what  I say. 

16  The  chalice  of  benediction, 
which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the 
communion  of  the  blood  of 
Christ?  And  the  bread,  which 
we  break,  is  it  not  the  partak- 
ing of  the  body  of  the  Lord  ? 

17  For  we,  being  many,  are 
one  bread,  one  body,  all  that 
partake  of  one  bread. 

Ver.  11.  The  ends  of  the  world.  That 
is,  the  last  ages. 

Ver.  18.  Or,  no  temptation  hath 
taken  hold  of  you,  or  come  upon  you 
as  yet,  but  what  is  human,  or  inci- 
dent to  man.— Ibid.  Issue,  or  a way  to 
escape. 

Ver.  16.  Which  we  blest.  Here  the 
apostle  puts  them  in  mind  of  their 
partaking  of  the  body  and  blood  of 
Christ  in  the  sacred  mysteries,  and  be- 
coming thereby  oue  mystic*  1 body  with 
Christ.  From  whence  he  infers,  ver.  21, 
that  they  who  are  made  partakers  with 
Christ,  by  the  eucharistic  sacrifice  and 
sacrament,  must  not  be  made  partakers 
with  devils  by  eating  of  the  meats  sacri- 
ficed to  them. 

Ver.  17.  One  bread;  or.  as  it  may 
be  rendered,  agreeably  both  to  the 
I Latin  and  Greek,  because  the  bread  it 
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18  Behold  Israel  according 
to  the  flesh : are  not  they  that 
eat  of  the  sacrifices  partakers 
of  the  altar  ? 

19  What  then?  Do  I say 
that  what  is  offered  in  sacrifice 
to  idols  is  anything?  or  that 
the  idol  is  anything? 

20  But  the  things  which  the 
heathens  sacrifice,  they  sacrifice 
to  devils,  and  not  to  God.  And 
1 would  not  that  you  should  be 
made  partakers  with  devils. 

21  You  cannot  drink  the 
chalice  of  the  Lord,  and  the 
chalice  of  devils : you  cannot 
be  partakers  of  the  table  of 
the  Lord,  and  of  the  table  of 
devils. 

22  Do  we  provoke  the  Lord  to 
jealousy  ? Are  we  stronger  than 
he?  «A11  things  are  lawful 
for  me,  but  all  things  are  not 
expedient. 

23  All  things  are  lawful  for 
me,  but  all  things  do  not  edify. 

24  Let  no  man  seek  his  own, 
but  that  which  is  another’s. 

25  Whatsoever  is  sold  in  the 
shambles,  eat : asking  no  ques- 
tion for  conscience-sake. 

26  b The  earth  is  the  Lord's , 
and  the  fulness  thereof. 

27  If  any  of  them  that  believe 
not,  invite  you,  and  you  be  will- 
ing to  go : eat  of  anything  that 
is  set  before  you,  asking  no 
question  for  conscience-sake. 

28  But  if  any  man  say : This 
has  been  sacrificed  to  idols;

29  Conscience,  I say,  not  thy 
own,  but  the  other’s.  For  why 
is  my  liberty  judged  by  another 
man’s  conscience  ? 

30  If  I partake  with  thanks- 
giving, why  am  I evil-spoken 
of  for  that  for  which  I give 
thanks? 

31  'Therefore,  whether  you 
eat  or  drink,  or  whatsoever  else 
you  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of 
God. 

32  Be  without  offence  to  the 
Jews  and  to  the  gentiles,  and 
to  the  church  of  God : 

38  As  I also  in  all  things 
please  all  men,  not  seeking  that 
which  is  profitable  to  myself, 
but  to  many ; that  they  may  be 
saved. 

CHAP.  XI. 

Women  mint  have  a covering  over  their 
heads.  Be  blameth  the  eUtuses  of  their 
love  feasts;  and  upon  that  occasion, 
treats  of  the  blessed  sacrament . 

BE  ye  followers  of  me,  as  I 
also  am  of  Christ. 

2  Now  I praise  you,  brethren, 
that  in  all  things  you  are  mind- 
ful of  me : and  keep  my  ordi- 
nances as  I have  delivered  them 
to  you. 

3  But  I would  have  you  know, 
dthat  the  head  of  every  man 
is  Christ : and  the  head  of  the 
woman  is  the  man:  and  the  head 
of  Christ  is  God. 

4  Every  man  praying  or  pro- 
phesying with  hfs  head  covered, 
disgraceth  his  head. 

5  But  every  woman  praying 
or  prophesying  with  her  head 
not  covered,  disgraceth  her 
head  : for  it  is  all  one  as  if  she 
were  shaven. 


cCol.  8. 17. — d Epbee.  5.  28. 
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6 For  if  a woman  be  not  cover- 
ed, let  her  be  shorn.  But  if  it 
be  a shame  to  a woman  to  be 
shorn  or  made  bald,  lether  cover 
her  head. 

7 The  man  indeed  ought  not 
to  cover  his  head,  because  he  is 
the  “image  and  glory  of  God ; 
but  the  woman  is  the  glory  of 
the  man. 

8 For  the  man  is  not  of  the 
woman,  but  the  woman  of  the 
man. 

9 6 For  the  man  was  not 
created  for  the  woman,  but  the 
woman  for  the  man. 

10  Therefore  ought  the  wo- 
man to  have  a power  over  her 
head,  because  of  the  Angels. 

11  But  yet  neither  is  the  man 
without  the  woman,  nor  the 
woman  without  the  man,  in  the 
Lord. 

12  For  as  the  woman  is  of  the 
man,  so  also  is  the  man  by 
the  woman ; but  all  things  of 
God. 

13  Youyourselves  judge:  doth 
it  become  a woman  to  pray 
unto  God,  uncovered? 

14  Doth  not  even  nature  it- 
self teach  you,  that  a man  in- 
deed, if  he  nourish  his  hair,  it 
is  a shame  unto  him  : 

15  But  if  a woman  nourish 
her  hair,  it  is  a glory  to  her,  for 
her  hair  is  given  to  her  for  a 
covering. 

16  But  if  any  man  seem  to  be 
contentious,  we  have  no  such 
custom,  nor  the  church  of  God. 

17  Now  this  I ordain:  not

CHAP.  XL  Ver.  10.  A power.  That 
is,  a veil  or  oovering,  aa  a sign  that  she 
is  under  the  power  of  her  husband: 
and  this,  the  apostle  adds,  because  of 
the  Angels,  who  are  present  in  the  as- 
semblies of  the  faithful 
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praising  you,  that  you  come 
together  not  for  the  better,  but 
for  the  worse. 

18  For  first  of  all  I hear  that 
when  you  come  together  in  the 
church,  there  are  schisms  among 
you,  and  in  part  I believe  it 

19  For  there  must  be  also 
heresies:  that  they  also,  who 
are  reproved,  may  be  made 
manifest  among  you. 

20  When  you  come  therefore 
together  into  one  {dace,  it  is  not 
now  to  eat  the  Lord's  supper. 

21  For  every  one  taketn  be- 
fore his  own  supper  to  eat  And 
one  indeed  is  hungry,  and  an- 
other is  drunk. 

22  What,  have  you  not  houses 
to  eat  and  to  drink  in  ? Or  de- 
spise ye  the  church  of  God,  and 
put  them  to  shame  that  have 
not?  What  shall  I say  to  you! 
Do  L praise  you?  In  this  I praise 
you  not 

23  For  I have  received  of  the 
Lord  that  which  also  I de- 
livered unto  you,  that  the  Lord 
Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which 
he  was  betrayed,  took  bread, 

24  And  giving  thanks,  broke, 
and  said : c Take  ye  and  eat : 
this  is  my  body  which  shall  be

Ver.  19.  There  mutt  be  also  heresies. 
Bv  reason  of  the  pride  and  perversity 
or  man’s  heart ; not  by  Goa's  will  or 
appointment ; who  nevertheless  draws 
good  out  of  this  evil,  manifesting,  by 
that  occasion,  who  are  the  good  ana  firm 
Christians,  and  making  their  faith  more 
remarkable. 

Ver.  20.  The  Lord's  supper.  So  the 
apostle  here  calls  the  chairitp  feasts 
observed  by  the  primitive  Christians ; 
and  reprehends  the  abuses  of  the  Cor- 
inthians, on  these  oocasious;  which 
were  the  more  criminal,  because  these 
feasts  were  accompanied  with  the  cele- 
brating the  encnarietic  sacrifice  and 
sacrament.

29  For  he  that  eateth  and 
drinketh  unworthily, eateth  and 
drinketh  judgment  to  himself, 
not  discerning  the  body  of  the 
Lord. 

30  Therefore  are  there  many 
infirm  and  weak  among  you, 
and  many  sleep. 

31  But  if  we  would  judge  our- 
selves, we  should  not  be  judged. 

32  But  whilst  we  are  judged,

translators  corrupted  the  text,  by  put-

Ver.  27.  29.  Ouilty  of  the  body , Ac., 
not  discerning  the  body,  Ac.  This  de- 
monstrates the  real  presence  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  Christ,  even  to  the 
unworthy  communicant;  who  other- 
wise could  not  be  guilty  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  Christ,  or  justly  con- 
demned for  not  discerning  the  Lorn’s 
body. 

Ver.  28.  Drink  of  the  chalice.  This 
is  not  said  by  way  of  command,  but  by 
way  of  allowance,  vis.,  where  and  when 
it  is  agreeable  to  the  practice  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  Church. 


we  are  chastised  by  the  Lord ; 
that  we  be  not  condemned  with 
this  world. 

33  Wherefore,  my  brethren, 
when  you  come  together  to  eat, 
wait  for  one  another. 

34  If  any  man  be  hungry,  let 
him  eat  at  home ; that  you 
come  not  together  unto  judg- 
ment. And  the  rest  I will  set 
in  order,  when  I come. 

CHAP.  XII. 

Of  the  diversity  of  spiritual  gifts.  The 
membe  rs  of  the  mystical  body,  like 
those  of  the  natural  body,  must  mutu- 
ally cherish  one  another. 

NOW  concerning  spiritual 
things,  my  brethren,  I 
would  not  have  you  ignorant. 

2 You  know  that,  when  you 
were  heathens,  you  went  to 
dumb  idols,  according  as  you 
were  led. 

3 Wherefore  I give  you  to 
understand,  <?that  no  man 
speaking  by  the  spirit  of  God, 
saith  Anathema  to  JESUS.  And 
no  man  can  say,  the  Lord  Jesus, 
but  by  the  Holy  Ghost 
4 Now  there  are  diversities 
of  graces,  but  the  same  Spirit ; 

6  And  there  are  diversities  of 
ministries,  but  the  same  Lord. 

6 And  there  are  diversities  of 
operations,  but  the  same  God, 
who  worketh  all  in  all. 

7  And  the  manifestation  of 
the  Spirit  is  given  to  every  man 
unto  profit. 

8  To  one  indeed,  by  the 
Spirit,  is  given  the  word  of 
wisdom:  and  to  another,  the 
word  of  knowledge,  according 
to  the  same  Spirit 
9 To  another,  faith  in  the 
same  Spirit:  to  another,  the 
grace  of  healing  in  one  Spirit :

10  To  another,  the  working 
ot  miracles:  to  another,  pro- 
phecy : to  another,  the  discern- 
ing of  spirits:  to  another,  diverge 
kinds  of  tongues:  to  another, 
Interpretation  of  speeches. 

11  « But  all  these  things  one 
and  the  same  Spirit  worketh, 
dividing  to  every  one  according 
as  he  wilL 

12  For  as  the  body  is  one, 
and  hath  many  members ; and 
all  the  members  of  the  body, 
whereas  they  are  many,  yet  are 
one  body ; so  also  is  Christ. 

13  For  in  one  Spirit  were 
we  all  baptized  into  one  body, 
whether  Jews,  or  gentiles,  whe- 
ther bond,  or  free  : and  in  one 
Spirit  we  have  all  been  made 
to  drink. 

14  For  the  body  also  is  not 
one  member,  but  many. 

15  If  the  foot  should  say,  be- 
cause I am  not  the  hand,  I am  | 
not  of  the  body  : is  it  therefore 
not  of  the  body? 

16  And  if  the  ear  should  say, 1 

because  I am  not  the  eye,  I am 
not  of  the  body  : is  it  therefore 
not  of  the  body  ? | 

17  If  the  whole  body  were 
the  eye : where  would  be  the 
hearing?  If  the  whole  were 
hearing:  where  would  be  the 
smelling? 

18  But  now  God  hath  set  the 
members  every  one  of  them  in 
the  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him. 

19  And  if  they  all  were  one 
member,  where  would  be  the 
body? 

20  But  now  there  are  many 
members  indeed,  yet  one  body. 

21  And  the  eye  cannot  say 
to  the  hand : I need  not  thy 
help;  nor  again  the  head  to  the 
feet : I have  no  need  of  you.

I 22  Yea,  much  more  those  that 
seem  to  be  the  more  feeble 
; members  of  the  body,  are  more 
necessary : 

23  And  such  as  we  think  to 
1 be  the  less  honourable  members 
of  the  body,  about  these  we  put 
more  abundant  honour:  and 
those  that  are  our  uncomely 

I parts,  have  more  abundant 
comeliness. 

24  But  our  comely  parts  have 
no  need:  but  God  hath  tem- 
pered the  body  together,  giving 
to  that  which  wanted  the  more 
abundant  honour. 

25  That  there  might  be  no 
schism  in  the  body,  but  the 
members  might  be  mutually 
careful  one  for  another. 

26  And  if  one  member  suffer 
anything, all  the  members  suffer 
with  it : or  if  one  member  glory, 
all  the  members  rejoice  with  it. 

27  Now  you  are  the  body  of 
Christ, and  members  of  member. 

28  b And  God  indeed  hath  set 
some  inthe  church, firs  tapostles, 
secondly  prophets,  thirdly  doc- 
tors, after  that  miracles,  then 
the  graces  of  healings,  helps, 
governments,  kinds  of  tongues, 
interpretations  of  speeches. 

29  Are  all  apostles?  Are  all 
prophets  ? Are  all  doctors  ? 

30  Are  all  workers  of  mira- 
cles? Have  all  the  grace  of 
healing?  Do  all  speak  with 
tongues?  Do  all  interpret? 

31  But  be  zealous  for  the 
better  gifts.  And  I shew  unto 
you  yet  a more  excellent  way. 

CHAP.  XIII, 

Charity  it  to  bo  prrf.-rred  before  aU 
other  gift «. 

IF  I speak  with  the  tongues 
of  men,  and  of  angels,  and

have  not  charity,  I am  become 
as  Bounding  brass  or  a tinkling 
cymbal. 

2 And  if  I should  have  pro- 
phecy, and  should  know  all 
mysteries,  and  all  knowledge, 
and  if  I.  should  hare  all  faith, 
so  that  I could  remove  moun- 
tains, and  have  not  charity,  I 
am  nothing. 

3 And  if  I should  distribute 
all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor, 
and  if  I should  deliver  my  body 
to  be  burned,  and  have  not 
charity,  itproflteth  me  nothing. 

4 Charity  is  patient,  is  kind : 
charity  envieth  not,  dealeth  not 
perversely : is  not  puffed  up. 

5 Is  not  ambitious,  seeketh 
not  her  own,  is  not  provoked 
to  anger,  thinketh  no  evil. 

6 Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity, 
but  rejoiceth  with  the  truth : 

7 Bearethall  things,  believeth 
all  things,  hopeth  all  things, 
enduretli  all  things. 

8 Charity  never  falleth  away : 
whether  prophecies  shall  be 
made  void,  or  tongues  shall 
cease,  or  knowledge  shall  be 
destroyed. 

9 For  we  know  in  part,  and 
prophesy  in  part. 

10  But  when  that  which  is 
perfect  is  come,  that  which  is 
in  part  shall  be  done  away. 

11  When  I was  a child,  I 
spoke  as  a child,  I understood 
as  a child,  I thought  as  a child. 
But  when  I became  a man,  I 
put  away  the  things  of  a child. 

12  We  see  now  through  a 
glass  in  a dark  manner : but 
then  face  to  face.  Now  I know 
in  part ; but  then  I shall  know 
even  as  I am  known. 

13  And  now  there  remain 
faith,  hope,  charity, these  three: 
but  the  greater  of  these  is  cha- 
rity.

CHAP.  XIV. 

The  gift  of  prophesying  it  to  be  pre- 
ferred. before  that  of  speaking  strange 
tongues. 

FOLLOW  after  charity,  be 
zealous  for  spiritual  gifts : 
but  rather  that  you  may  pro- 
phesy. 

2  For  he  that  speaketh  in  a 
tongue,  speaketh  not  unto  men, 
but  unto  Ood : for  no  man 
heareth.  Yet  by  the  Spirit  he 
speaketh  mysteries. 

3  But  he  that  prophesieth, 
speaketh  to  men  unto  edifica- 
tion and  exhortation  and  com- 
fort. 

4  He  that  speaketh  in  a 
tongue,  edifleth  himself;  but 
he  that  prophesieth,  edifleth 
the  church. 

5  And  I would  have  you  all  to 
speak  with  tongues,  but  rather 
to  prophesy.  For  greater  is  he 
that  prophesieth,  than  he  that 
speaketh  with  tongues : unless 
perhaps  he  interpret,  that  the 
church  may  receive  edification. 

6  But  now,  brethren,  if  I 
come  to  you,  speaking  with 
j tongues,  what  shall  I profit  you 
unless  I speak  to  you  either  in 
j revelation,  or  in  knowledge,  or 
in  prophecy,  or  in  doctrine  ? 

7  Even  things  .without  life 
that  give  sound,  whether  pipe 
or  harp,  except  they  give  a dis- 
tinction of  sounds,  how  shall 
it  be  known  what  is  piped  or 
harped  ? 

8  For  if  the  trumpet  give  an 
uncertain  sound,  who  shall  pre- 
pare himself  to  the  battle  ? 

9  So  likewise  you,  except 
you  utter  by  the  tongue  plain

Ver.  2.  Not  unto  men.  Viz.,  so  a*  to 
lie  heard,  that  is,  so  as  to  be  uuderstoo  \

speech,  how  shall  it  be  known  I blessing?  because  he  knoweth 
what  is  said  ? For  you  shall  be  not  what  thou  sayest. 
speaking  into  the  air.  17  For  thou  indeed  givest 


10  There  are,  for  example, 
so  many  kinds  of  tongues  in 
this  world : and  none  is  with- 
out voice. 

11  If  then  I know  not  the 
power  of  the  voice,  I shall  be 
to  him,  to  whom  I speak,  a bar- 
barian, and  he,  that  speaketh,  a 
barbarian  to  me. 

12  So  you  also,  forasmuch  as 
you  are  zealous  of  spirits,  seek 
to  abound  unto  the  edifying  of 
the  church. 

13  And  therefore  he  that 
speaketh  by  a tongue,  let  him 
pray  that  he  may  interpret. 

14  For  if  I pray  in  a tongue, 
my  spirit  prayeth,  but  my  un- 
derstanding is  without  fruit. 

15  What  is  it  then  ? I will  pray 
with  the  spirit,  I will  pray  also 
with  the  understanding:  I will 
sing  with  the  spirit,  I will  sing 
also  with  the  understanding. 

16  Else  if  thou  shalt  bless 
with  the  spirit,  how  shall  he 
that  holdeth  the  place  of  the 
unlearned  say,  Amen,  to  thy 

Ver.  12.  Of  spirits.  Of  spiritual 
gifts. 

Ver.  16.  Amen.  The  unlearned,  not 
knowing  that  you  are  then  blessing, 
will  uot  be  qualified  to  join  with  you 
by  saying  Amen  to  your  blessing.  The 
use  or  abuse  of  strange  tongues,  of 
which  the  apistle  here  speaks,  does  not 
regard  the  public  liturgy  of  the  Church, 
(in  which  strange  tongues  were  never 
used.)  but  certain  conferences  of  the 
faithful,  ver.  26,  Ac.,  in  which,  meeting 
together,  they  discovered  to  one  another 
their  various  miraculous  gifts  of  the 
Spirit,  common  in  those  primitive 
times;  amongst  which  the  apostle  pre- 
fers that  of  prophesying  before  that 
of  speaking  strange  tongues,  because 
it  was  more  to  the  public  edification. 
Where  also  note,  that  the  Latin,  used 
in  our  liturgy,  is  so  far  from  Iteing 
a strange  or  unknown  tongue,  that  it 
is  perhaps  the  best  known  tongue  in 
the  worlu. 
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thanks  well,  but  the  other  is 
not  edified. 

18  I thank  my  God  I speak 
with  all  your  tongues.  • 

19  But  in  the  church  I had 
rather  speak  five  words  with 
my  understanding,  that  I may 
instruct  others  also,  than  ten 
thousand  words  in  a tongue. 

20  Brethren,  do  not  become 
children  in  sense,  but  in  malice 
be  children,  and  in  sense  be 
perfect. 

21  In  the  law  it  is  written  : 
a In  other  tongue s and  other  lips, 
1 will  speak  to  this  people : and. 
neither  so  will  they  hear  me,  saith 
the  Lord. 

22  Wherefore  tongues  are  for 
a sign,  not  to  believers,  but  to 
unbelievers:  butprophecies.not 
to  unbelievers,  but  to  believers. 

23  If  therefore  the  whole 
church  come  together  into 
one  place,  and  all  speak  with 
tongues,  and  there  come  in  un- 
learned persons  or  infidels,  will 
they  not  say  that  you  are  mad  ? 

24  But  if  all  prophesy,  and 
there  come  in  one  thatbelievetli 
not,  or  an  unlearned  person,  he 
is  convinced  of  all,  he  is  judged 
of  all. 

25  The  secrets  of  his  heart 
are  made  manifest,  and  so,  fall- 
ing down  on  his  face,  he  will 
adore  God,  affirming  that  God 
is  among  you  indeed. 

26  How  is  it  then,  brethren? 
When  you  come  together,  every 
one  of  you  hath  a psalm,  hath  a 
doctrine, hath  a revelation, hath 
a tongue,  hath  an  interpreta- 
tion : let  all  things  be  done  to 
edification. 

* Isaiaa  28.  11. 
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27  If  any  speak  with  a tongue, 
let  it  be  by  two,  or  at  the  most 
by  three,  and  in  course,  and  let 
one  interpret. 

28  But  if  there  be  no  inter- 
preter, let  him  hold  his  peace  in 
the  church,  and  speak  to  him- 
self and  to  God. 

29  And  let  the  prophets  speak, 
two  or  three  : and  let  the  rest 
judge. 

30  But  if  anything  be  revealed  I 
to  another  sitting,  let  the  first ' 
hold  his  peace. 

31  For  you  may  all  prophesy 
one  by  one  ; that  all  may  learn, 
and  all  may  be  exhorted  : 

32  And  the  spirits  of  the 
prophets  are  subject  to  the 
prophets. 

33  For  God  is  not  the  God  of 
dissension,  but  of  peace  : as 
also  I teach  in  all  the  churches 
of  the  saints. 

34  Let  women  keep  silence  in 
the  churches : for  it  is  not  per- 
mitted them  to  speak,  but  to  be 
subject,  a m also  the  law  saith. 

36  But  if  they  would  learn 
anything,  let  them  ask  their, 
husbands  at  home.  For  it  is  a ! 
shame  for  a woman  to  speak  in 
the  church. 

36  Or  did  the  word  of  God 
come  out  from  you?  or  came 
it  only  unto  you? 

37  If  any  seem  to  be  a pro- 
phet, or  spiritual,  let  him  know 
the  things  that  I write  to  you, 
that  they  are  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord. 

38  But  if  any  man  know  not, 
he  shall  not  be  known. 

39  Wherefore,  brethren,  be 
zealous  to  prophesy : and  for- 
bid not  to  speak  with  tongues. 

40  But  let  all  things  be  done 
decently  and  according  to  order. 

* Gen.  3. 16. 


CHAP.  XV. 

Christ’s  resurrection  and  ours  : the 
manner  of  our  resurrection. 

NOW  bI  make  known  unto 
you,  brethren,  the  gospel 
which  I preached  to  you,  which 
also  you  have  received,  and 
wherein  you  stand; 

2 By  which  also  you  are 
saved,  if  you  hold  fast  after 
what  manner  I preached  unto 
you,  unless  you  have  believed 
in  vain. 

3 For  I delivered  unto  you 
first  of  all,  which  I also  re- 
ceived : How  that  Christ  died 
for  our  sins  c according  to  the 
scriptures  : 

4 d And  that  he  was  buried, 
and  that  he  rose  again  the  third 
day  according  to  the  scrip- 
tures : 

6 And  that  he  was  seen  by 
Cephas  ; e and  after  that  by  the 
eleven. 

6 Then  was  he  seen  by  more 
than  five  hundred  brethren  at 
once : of  whom  many  remain 
until  this  present,  and  some  are 
fallen  asleep. 

7 After  that,  he  was  seen  by 
James,  then  by  all  the  apostles. 

8 And  last  of  all,  he  was  seen 
also  by  me,  as  by  one  born  out 
of  due  time. 

9 /For  I am  the  least  of  the 
apostles,  who  am  not  worthy  to 
be  called  an  apostle,  because  I 
persecuted  the  church  of  God. 

10  But  by  the  grace  of  God,  I 
am  what  I am ; and  his  grace 
in  me  hath  not  been  void,  but  I 
have  laboured  more  abundantly 
than  all  they : yet  not  I,  but 
the  grace  of  God  with  me  : 

11  For  whether  I,  or  they,  so

8.8. 
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we  preach,  and  so  you  have  be* 

12  Now  if  Christ  be  preached 
that  he  arose  again  from  the 
dead,  how  do  some  among  you 
say,  that  there  is  no  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead? 

13  But  if  there  be  no  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  then  Christ 
is  not  risen  again. 

14  And  if  Christ  be  not  risen 
again,  then  is  our  preaching 
vain,  and  your  faith  is  also  vain. 

15  Yea,  and  we  are  found 
false  witnesses  of  God,  be- 
cause we  have  given  testimony 
against  God,  that  he  hath  raised 
up  Christ ; whom  he  hath  not 
raised  up  if  the  dead  rise  not 
again. 

16  For  if  the  dead  rise  not 
again,  neither  is  Christ  risen 
again. 

17  And  if  Christ  be  not  risen 
again,  your  faith  is  vain,  for 
you  are  yet  in  your  sins. 

18  Then  they  also  that  are 
fallen  asleep  in  Christ,  are 
perished. 

19  If  in  this  life  only  we  have 
hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all 
men  most  miserable. 

20  But  now  Christ  is  risen 
from  the  dead,  the  flrst-fruits 
of  them  that  sleep. 

21  « For  by  a man  came  death, 
and  by  a man  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead. 

22  And  as  in  Adam  all  die,  so 
also  in  Christ  all  shall  be  made 
alive. 

23  6 But  every  one  in  his  own 
order  : the  flrst-fruits  Christ, 
then  they  that  are  of  Christ, 
who  have  believed  in  his  com- 
ing. 

24  Afterwards  the  end,  when

he  shall  have  delivered  up  the 
kingdom  to  God  and  the  Father, 
when  he  shall  have  brought 
to  nought  all  principality,  and 
power,  and  virtue. 

25  For  he  must  reign,  c Until 
he  hatkput  all  his  enemies  under 
his  feet. 

26  And  the  enemy  death  shall 
be  destroyed  last,  <*  For  he  hath 
put  all  things  under  his  feet. 
And  whereas  he  saith, 

27  All  things  are  put  under 
him;  undoubtedly,  he  is  ex- 
cepted who  put  all  things  un- 
der him. 

28  And  when  all  things  shall 
be  subdued  unto  him,  then  the 
don  also  himself  shall  be  subject 
unto  him  that  put  all  things 
under  him,  that  God  may  be  all 
in  all. 

I 29  Otherwise  what  shall  they 
do  that  are  baptized  for  the 
dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  again 
at  all?  why  are  they  then  bap- 
tized for  them  ? 

30  Why  also  are  we  in  danger 
every  hour? 

31  I die  daily,  I protest  by 
your  glory,  brethren,  which  I 
have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.

CHAP.  XV.  Ver.  28.  The  Son  alto 
himself  shall  be  subject  unto  him.  That ' 
is.  the  Son  will  be  subject  to  the  Father, 
according  to  his  human  nature,  even 
I after  the  general  resurrection,  and  also 
the  whole  mystical  body  of  Christ  will 
be  entirely  subject  to  Goa,  obeying  him 
| in  everything. 

Ver.  29.  That  are  baptized  for  the 
dead.  Some  think  the  apostle  here 
I alludes  to  a ceremony  then  in  use ; 
but  others,  more  probably,  to  the 
| prayers  and  penitential  labours  per- 
formed by  the  primitive  Christians  for 
the  souls  of  the  faithful  denarted : or 
to  the  haptism  of  afflictions  and  suffer- 
ings undergone  for  sinners  spiritually 
I dead. 
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32  If  (according  to  man)  I 
fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus, 
what  doth  it  profit  me,  if  the 
dead  rise  not  again  ? ° Let  us 
eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we 
shall  die. 

33  Be  not  seduced : Evil  com- 
munications corrupt  good  man- 
ners. 

34  Awake,  ye  just,  and  sin 
not.  For  some  have  not  the 
knowledge  of  God,  I speak  it  to 
your  shame. 

35  But  some  man  will  say: 
How  do  the  dead  rise  again  ? or 
with  what  manner  of  body  shall 
they  come? 

36  Senseless  man,  that  which 
thou  Bowest  is  not  quickened, 
except  it  die  first 

37  And  that  which  thou  sow- 
est,  thou  sowest  not  the  body 
that  shall  be ; but  bare  grain, 
as  of  wheat,  or  of  some  of  the 
rest 

38  But  God  giveth  it  a body 
as  he  will : and  to  every  seed 
its  proper  body. 

39  All  flesh  is  not  the  same 
flesh : but  one  is  the  flesh  of 
men,  another  of  beasts,  another 
of  birds,  another  of  fishes. 

40  And  there  are  bodies  celes- 
tial, and  bodies  terrestrial  : but, 
one  is  the  glory  of  the  celestial, 
and  another  of  the  terrestrial. 

41  One  is  the  glory  of  the 
sun,  another  the  glory  of  the 
moon,  and  another  the  glory  of 
the  stars.  For  star  differeth 
from  star  in  glory  : 

42  So  also  is  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  cor-

nipt  ion,  it  shall  rise  in  incor- 
ruption. 

43  It  is  sown  in  dishonour,  it 
shall  rise  in  glory.  It  is  sown 
in  weakness,  it  shall  rise  in 
power. 

44  It  is  sown  a natural  body, 
it  shall  rise  a spiritual  body. 
If  there  be  a natural  body, 
there  is  also  a spiritual  body, 
as  it  is  written : 

46  b The  first  man  Adam  was 
made  into  a living  soul:  the  last 
Adam  into  a quickening  spirit. 

46  Yet  that  was  not  first 
which  is  spiritual,  but  that 
which  is  natural : afterwards 
that  which  is  spiritual. 

47  The  first  man  was  of  the 
earth,  earthly : the  second  man, 
from  heaven,  heavenly. 

48  Such  as  is  the  earthly, 
such  also  are  the  earthly : and 
such  as  is  the  heavenly,  such 
also  are  they  that  are  heavenly. 

49  Therefore  as  we  have 
borne  the  image  of  the  earthly, 
let  us  bear  also  the  image  of 
the  heavenly. 

60  Now  this  I say,  brethren, 
that  flesh  and  blood  cannot 
possess  the  kingdom  of  God: 
neither  shall  corruption  pos- 
sess incorruption. 

51  Behold  I tell  you  a mystery. 
We  shall  all  indeed  rise  again : 
but  we  shall  not  all  be  changed. 

52  In  a moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trumpet : for  the  trumpet  shall 
sound,  and  the  dead  shall  rise 
again  incorruptible : and  we 
shall  be  changed. 

63  For  this  corruptible  must 
put  on  incorruption  ; and  this 
mortal  mustputon  immortality. 

64  And  when  this  mortal  hath 
put  on  immortality,  then  shall 
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come  to  pass  the  saying  that  is 
written:  « Death  is  swallowed 
up  in  victory. 

55  0 death,  where  is  thy  vic- 
tory? o death , where  is  thy 
sting  t 

56  Now  the  sting  of  death  is 
sin  :^and  the  strength  of  sin  is 

57  * But  thanks  be  to  God, 
who  hath  given  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  J ksus  Ch  rist. 

68  Therefore,  my  beloved 
brethren,  be  ye  steadfast  and 
unmoveable;  always  abounding 
in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  know- 
ing that  your  labour  is  not  vain 
in  the  Lord. 

CHAP.  XVI. 

Of  collection  of  alms,  admonition* , and 
• alutatiom . 

NOW  concerning  the  collec- 
tions that  are  made  for  the 
saints,  as  I have  given  order  to 
the  churches  of  Galatia,  so  do 
ye  also. 

2  On  the  first  day  of  the  week 
let  every  one  of  you  put  apart 
with  himself,  laying  up  what 
it  shall  well  please  him;  that 
when  I come,  the  collections 
be  not  then  to  be  made. 

3  And  when  I shall  be  with 
you;  whomsoever  you  shall 
approve  by  letters,  them  will 
I send  to  carry  your  grace  to 
Jerusalem. 

4  And  if  it  be  meet  that  I 
also  go,  they  shall  go  with 
me. 

5  Now  I will  come  to  you, 
when  I shall  have  passed 
through  Macedonia.  For  I 
shall  pass  through  Macedonia. 

6  And  with  you  perhaps  I 
shall  abide,  or  even  spend  the

winter:  that  you  may  bring 
me  on  ray  way  whithersoever  I 
shall  go. 

7 For  I will  not  see  you  now

8 But  I will  tarry  at  Ephesus 
until  pentecost 

9 For,  a great  door  and  evi- 
dent is  opened  unto  me : and 
many  adversaries. 

10  Now  if  Timothy  come,  see 
that  he  be  with  you  without 
fear,  for  he  worketh  the  work 
of  the  Lord,  as  I also  do. 

11  Let  no  man  therefore  de- 
spise him,  but  conduct  ye  him 
on  his  way  in  peace : that  he 
may  come  to  me.  For  I look 
for  him  with  the  brethren. 

12  And  touching  our  brother 
Apollo,  I give  you  to  under- 
stand, that  I much  entreated 
him  to  come  unto  you  with  the 
brethren : and  indeed  it  was  not 
his  will  at  all  to  come  at  this 
time.  But  he  will  come  when 
he  shall  have  leisure. 

13  Watch  ye,  stand  fast  in 
the  faith,  do  manfully,  and  be 
strengthened. 

14  Let  all  your  things  be 
done  in  charity. 

15  And  I beseech  you,  bre- 
thren, you  know  the  house  of 
Stephanus,  and  of  Fortunatus, 
and  of  Achaicus,  that  they  are 
the  first-fruits  of  Achaia,  and 
have  dedicated  themselves  to 
the  ministry  of  the  saints : 

16  That  you  also  be  subject 
to  such,  and  to  every  one  that 
worketh  with  us,  and  laboureth. 

17  And  I rejoice  in  the  pre- 
sence of  Stephanus,  and  Fortu- 
natus, and  Achaicus,  because 
that  which  was  wanting  on 
your  part,  they  have  supplied. 

18  For  they  have  refreshed 
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both  my  spiritand  yours.  Know 
them  therefore  that  are  such. 

10  The  churches  of  Asia  sa- 
lute you.  Aquila  and  Priscilla 
salute  you  much  in  the  Lord, 
with  the  church  that  is  in  their 
house,  with  whom  I also  lodge. 

20  All  the  brethren  salute 
you.  Salute  one  another  in  a 
holy  kiss.

THE 

SECOND  EPISTLE  OF  ST.  PAUL  TO 
THE  CORINTHIANS. 


In  this  Epistle  Sr.  Paul  comforts  those  who  are  note  reformed  bp  his  admoni- 
tions to  them  in  the  former . and  absolves  the  incestuous  man  on  doing  pen- 
ance, whom  he  had  before  excommunicated  for  his  crime.  Hence  he  treats  of 
true  penance  and  of  tr  e dignity  of  the.  ministers  of  the  Mete  Testament.  He 
cautions  the  faithful  against  false  teachers  and  the  society  of  infidels.  He 
gives  an  account  of  his  sufferings,  and  also  of  the  favours  and  graces  which 
God  hath  bestowed  on  him.  This  second  Epistle  was  written  in  the  same  year 
with  the  first,  and  tent  by  Tires  from  some  place  in  Macedonia. 


CHAP.  I. 

He  speaks  of  hit  troubles  in  Asia.  Hit 
not  coming  to  them  was  not  out  of 
levity.  The  constancy  and  sincerity 
Of  his  doctrine. 

PAUL  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ  by  the  will  of  God, 
and  Timothy  our  brother:  to 
the  Church  of  God  thAt  is  at 
Corinth,  with  all  the  saints 
that  are  in  all  Achaia : 


2 Grace  unto  you  and  peace 
from  God  our  father,  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3 « Blessed  be  the  God  and 
Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Father  of  mercies, 
and  the  God  of  all  comfort. 

4 Who  comforteth  us  in  all 
our  tribulation ; that  we  also

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may  be  able  to  comfort  them ' things  to  you,  than  what  you 
who  are  in  all  distress,  by  the  have  read  and  known.  And  I 
exhortation  wherewith  we  also  hope  that  you  shall  know  unto 
are  exhorted  by  God.  the  end : 


5 For  as  the  sufferings  of 
Christ  abound  in  us : so  also  by 
Christ  doth  ourcomfort  abound. 

6 Now  whether  we  be  in  tri- 
bulation, it  is  for  your  exhorta- 
tion and  salvation : or  whether  | 
we  be  comforted,  it  is  for  your 
consolation : or  whether  we  be 
exhorted,  it  is  for  your  exhorta- 
tion and  salvation,  which  work- 1 
eth  the  enduring  of  the  same 
sufferings  which  we  also  suffer. 

7 That  our  hope  for  you  may 
be  steadfast : knowing  that  as 
you  are  partakers  of  the  suffer- 
ings, so  shall  you  be  also  of  the 
consolation. 

8 For  we  would  not  have  you 
ignorant,  brethren,  of  our  tribu- 
lation, which  came  to  us  in 
Asia,  that  we  were  pressed  out 
of  measure  above  our  strength, 
so  that  we  were  weary  even  of 
life. 

9 But  we  had  in  ourselves  the 
answer  of  death,  that  we  should 
not  trust  in  ourselves,  but  in 
God  who  raiseth  the  dead, 

10  Who  hath  delivered  and 
doth  deliver  us  out  of  so  great 
dangers : in  whom  we  trust  that 
he  will  yet  also  deliver  us. 

11  You  helping  withal  in 
prayer  for  us : that  for  this  gift 
obtained  for  us,  by  the  means  of 
many  persons,  thanks  may  be 
given  by  many  in  our  behalf. 

12  For  our  glory  is  this,  the 
testimony  of  our  conscience, 
that  in  simplicity  of  heart  and 
sincerity  of  God,  and  not  in  car- 
nal wisdom,  but  in  the  grace  of 
God,  we  have  conversed  in  this 
yrorld : and  more  abundantly 
towards  you. 

13  For  we  write  no  other 
296 


14  As  also  vou  have  known 
us  in  part,  that  we  are  your 
glory,  as  you  also  are  ours  in 
the  day  of  our  Lord  Jksus 
Christ. 

15  And  in  this  confidence  I 
had  a mind  to  come  to  you 
before,  that  you  might  have  a 
second  grace : 

16  And  to  pass  by  vou  into 
Macedonia,  and  again  from  Ma- 
cedonia to  come  to  you,  and  by 
you  to  be  brought  on  my  way 
towards  Judea. 

| 17  Whereas  then  I was  thus 

minded,  did  I use  lightness?  Or 
| the  things  that  I purpose,  do  I 
purpose  according  to  the  flesh, 
that  there  should  be  with  me, 
It  is,  and  It  is  not.  ' , 

| 18  But  God  is  faithful,  for 

our  preaching  which  was  to  you, 
was  not,  It  is,  and  It  is  not. 

19  For  the  Son  of  God,  JKSUS 
Christ,  who  was  preached 
among  you  by  us,  by  me,  and 
Sylvanus,  and  Timothy,  was 
not,  It  is,  and  It  is  not,  but  It 
is,  was  in  him. 

20  For  all  the  promises  of 
God  are  in  him,  It  is : therefore 
also  by  him,  amen  to  God,  unto 
our  glory. 

21  Now  he  that  conflrmeth 
us  with  you  in  Christ,  and  that 
hath  anointed  us,  is  God : 

22  Who  also  hath  sealed  us, 
and  given  the  pledge  of  the 
Spirit  in  our  hearts. 

CHAP.  I.  Ver.  19  It  was  in  him.

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23  But  I call  God  to  witness 
upon  my  soul,  that  to  spare  you, 
I came  not  any  more  to  Corinth, 
not  because  we  exercise  domi- 
nion over  your  faith : but  we  are 
helpers  of  your  joy : for  in  faith 
you  stand. 

CHAP.  n. 

He  grants  a pardon  to  the  incestuous 
man,  upon  his  doing  penance. 

BUT  I determined  this  with 
myself,  not  to  come  to  you 
again  in  sorrow. 

2  For  if  I make  you  sorrow- 
ful ; who  is  he  then  that  can 
make  me  glad,  but  the  same 
who  is  made  sorrowful  by 
me? 

3  And  I wrote  this  same  to 
you;  that  I may  not,  when  I 
oome,  have  sorrow  upon  sorrow, 
from  them  of  whom  I ought  to 
rejoice;  having  confidence  in 
you  all  that  my  joy  is  the  joy 
of  you  all. 

4  For  out  of  much  affliction, 
and  anguish  of  heart  I wrote  to 
you  with  many  tears ; not  that 
you  should  be  made  sorrowful ; 
but  that  you  might  know  the 
charity  I have  more  abundantly 
towards  you. 

5  And  if  any  one  have  caused 
grief,  he  hath  not  grieved  me  ; 
but  in  part,  that  I may  not 
burden  you  all. 

6  To  him  that  is  such  a one 
this  rebuke  is  sufficient,  that  is 
given  by  many : 

7  So  that  contrariwise  you 
should  rather  pardon  and  com- 
fort him,  lest  perhaps  such  an 
one  be  swallowed  up  with  over- 
much sorrow. 

8  For  which  cause  I beseech 
you,  that  you  would  confirm 
your  charity  towards  him. 

9  For  to  this  end  also  did  I 
write,  that  I may  know  the 


experiment  of  you,  whether  you 
be  obedient  in  gll  things. 

10  And  to  whom  you  have 
pardoned  anything,  I also.  For, 
what  I have  pardoned,  if  I have 
pardoned  anything,  for  your 
sakes  have  I done  it  in  the 
person  of  Christ, 

11  That  we  be  not  over- 
reached by  satan.  For  we  are 
not  ignorant  of  his  devices. 

12  And  when  I was  come  to 
Troas  for  the  gospel  of  Christ, 
and  a door  was  opened  unto  me 
in  the  Lord, 

13  I had  no  rest  in  my  spirit, 
because  I found  not  Titus  my 
brother,  but  bidding  them  fare- 
well, I went  into  Macedonia. 

14  Now  thanks  be  to  God,  who 
always  maketh  us  to  triumph 
in  Christ  Jesus,  and  mani- 
festeth  the  odour  of  his  know- 
ledge by  us  in  every  place. 

15  For  we  are  the  good  odour 
of  Christ  unto  God,  in  them 
that  are  saved,  and  in  them 
that  perish. 

16  To  the  one  indeed  the 
odour  of  death  unto  death ; but 
to  the  others  the  odour  of  life 
unto  life.  And  for  these  things 
who  is  so  sufficient? 

17  For  we  are  not  as  many 
adulterating  the  word  of  God, 
but  with  sincerity,  but  as  from 
God,  before  God  in  Christ  we 
speak. 

CHAP.  II.  Yer.  10.  I also.  The 
apostle  here  granted  an  indulgence  or 
pardon,  in  the  person  and  by  the  autho- 
rity of  Christ,  to  the  incestuous  Corin- 
thian, whom  before  he  bad  put  under 
penance:  which  pardon  consisted  in  a 
releasing  of  part  of  the  temporal  punish- 
ment due  to  his  siu.

3 And  if  our  gospel  be  also 
hid  ; it  is  hid  to  them  that  are 
lost, 

4 In  whom  the  god  of  this 
world  hath  blinded  the  minds 
of  unbelievers,  that  the  light  of 
the  gospel  of  the  glory  of  Christ, 
who  is  the  image  of  God,  should 
not  shine  unto  them. 

6  For  we  preach  not  our- 
selves, but  Jbsus  Christ  our 
Lord : and  ourselves  your  ser- 
vants through  Jesus. 

6 For  Goa,  who  commanded 
the  light  to  shine  out  of  dark- 
ness, hath  shined  in  our  hearts, 
to  give  the  light  of  the  know- 
ledge of  the  glory  of  God  in  the 
face  of  Christ  Jesus. 

7 But  we  have  this  treasure 
in  earthen  vessels,  that  the  ex- 
cellency may  be  of  the  power  of 
God,  and  not  of  us. 

8 In  all  things  we  suffer  tri- 
bulation, but  are  not  distressed : 
we  are  straitened,  but  are  not 
destitute : 

9 We  suffer  persecution,  but 
are  not  forsaken  : we  are  cast 
down,  but  we  perish  not : 

10  Always  bearing  about  in 
our  body  the  mortification  of 
J esus,  that  the  life  also  of  J esus 
may  be  made  manifest  in  our 
bodies. 

11  For  we  who  live  are  always 
delivered  unto  death  for  Jesus’ 
sake : that  the  life  also  of  Jesus 
may  be  made  manifest  in  our 
mortal  flesh. 

12  So  then  death  worketh  in 
us,  but  life  in  you. 

13  But  having  the  same  spirit 
of  faith,  as  it  is  written : “ I be- 
lieved, for  which  cause  I have 
spoken  : we  also  believe,  for 
which  cause  we  speak  also : 

14  Knowing  that  he  who

raised  up  Jesus  will  raise  up  us 
also  with  Jesus,  and  place  us 
with  you. 

15  For  all  things  are  for  your 
sakes  : that  the  grace  abound- 
ing through  many  may  abound 
in  thanksgiving  unto  the  glory 
of  God. 

10  For  which  cause  we  faint 
not : but  though  our  outward 
man  is  corrupted,  yet  the  in- 
ward man  is  renewed  day  by 
day. 

17  For  that  which  is  at  pre- 
sent momentary  and  light  of 
our  tribulation,  worketh  for  us 
above  measure  exceedingly  an 
eternal  weight  of  glory. 

18  While  we  look  not  at  the 
things  which  are  seen,  but  at 
the  things  which  are  not  seen. 
For  the  things  which  are  seen 
are  temporal:  but  the  things 
which  are  not  seen  are  eternal. 

CHAP.  V. 

He  <1  willing  to  leave  hit  earthly  man- 
sion to  be  with  the  Lord.  Hit  charity 
for  the  Corinthian*. 

FOR  we  know,  if  our  earthly 
house  of  this  habitation  be 
dissolved,  that  we  have  a build- 
ing of  God,  a house  not  made 
with  hands,  eternal  in  heaven. 

2  For  in  this  also  we  groan, 
desiring  to  be  clothed  upon 
with  our  habitation  that  is 
from  heaven  : 

3  6 Yet  so,  that  we  be  found 
clothed,  not  naked. 

4  For  we  also,  who  are  in 
this  tabernacle,  do  groan  being 
burthened  : because  we  would 
not  be  unclothed,  but  clothed 
upon,  that  that  which  is  mortal 
may  be  swallowed  up  by  life. 

5  Now  he  that  maketh  us 
for  this  very  thing  is  God,  who

hath  given  us  the  pledge  of  the  I 
Spirit 

0 Therefore  having  always 1 
confidence,  knowingthat,  while  j 
we  are  in  the  body,  we  are  ab-

7 (For  we  walk  by  faith  and  : 

not  by  sight.)  ] 

8 But  we  are  confident,  and 
have  a good  will  to  be  absent 
rather  from  the  body,  and  to  be 
present  with  the  Lord. 

9 And  therefore  we  labour, 
whether  absent  or  present,  to 
please  him. 

10  * For  we  must  all  be  mani- 
fested before  the  judgment-seat 
of  Christ,  that  every  one  may 
receive  the  proper  things  of 
the  body,  according  as  he  hath 
done,  whether  it  be  good  or 
evil. 

11  Knowing  therefore  the  fear 
of  the  Lord,  we  use  persuasion 
to  men  : but  to  God  we  are 
manifest.  And  I trust  also 
that  in  your  consciences  we  are 
manifest. 

12  We  commend  not  our- 
selves again  to  you,  but  give 
you  occasion  to  glory  in  our  be- 
half : that  you  may  have  some- 
what to  answer  them  who  glory 
in  face,  and  not  in  heart 

13  For  whether  we  be  trans- 
ported in  mind,  it  is  to  God  : or 
whether  we  be  sober,  it  is  for 
you. 

14  For  the  charity  of  Christ 

Sresseth  us : judging  this,  that 
! one  die  for  all,  then  all  were 
dead. 


• Horn.  14. 10. 


CHAP.  V.  Ver.  10.  The  proper 
things  of  the  body.  In  the  particular 
Judgment,  immediately  after  death, 
the  soul  is  rewarded  or  punished  ac- 
cording to  what  it  has  done  in  the 
body. 
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15  And  Christ  died  for  all: 
that  they  also,  who  live,  may 
not  now  live  to  themselves,  but 
unto  him  who  died  for  them 
and  rose  again. 

10  Wherefore  henceforth  we 
know  no  man  according  to  the 
flesh.  And  if  we  have  known 
Christ  according  to  the  flesh : 
but  now  we  know  him  so  no 
longer. 

17  If  then  any  be  in  Christ 
a new  creature,  the  old  things 
are  passed  away,  6 behold  ail 
things  are  made  new. 

18  But  all  things  are  of  God, 
who  hath  reconciled  us  to  him- 
self by  Christ,  and  hath  given 
to  us  the  ministry  of  reconcilia- 
tion. 

19  For  God  indeed  was  in 
Christ  reconciling  the  world  to 
himself,  not  imputing  to  them 
their  sins,  and  he  hath  placed 
in  us  the  word  of  reconciliation. 

20  For  Christ  therefore  we 
1 are  ambassadors,  God  as  it  were 
exhorting  l*y  us.  For  Christ, 
we  beseech  you  be  reconciled 
to  God. 

21  Him,  that  knew  no  sin, 
for  us  he  hath  made  sin,  that 
we  might  be  made  the  justice 
of  God  in  him.

Ver.  16.  We  knput  no  man  according 
to  the  flesh.  That  is,  we  consider  not 
any  man  with  regnrd  to  his  nation, 
family,  kindred,  or  other  natural  quali- 
ties or  advantages,  but  onlv  with  rela- 
tion ro  Christ,  aud  according  to  the 
order  of  divine  charity,  in  Goa,  and  for 
God.  The  apostle  adds,  that  even  with 
respect  to  Christ  himself,  he  now  no 
longer  considers  him  according  to  the 
fleHii.  by  taking  a satisfaction  in  hi* 
being  his  countryman;  hie  affection 
being  now  purified  from  all  such  earthly 
considerations. 

Ver.  21.  Sin  for  us.  That  is,  to  be  a 
sin -offering,  a victim  for  site. 
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CHAP.  VI.  II.  TO  THE  CORINTHIANS.  CHAP.  VII. 
CHAP.  VI. 

Be  exhorts  them  to  a correspondence 
with  Gods  grace,  and  not  to  associate 


with  unbelievers. 

AND  we  helping  do  exhort 
you,  that  you  receive  not 
the  grace  of  God  in  vain. 

2  For  he  saith : a In  an  ac- 
cepted time  have  I heard  thee ; 
and  in  the  day  of  salvation  have 
1 helped  thee.  Behold,  now  is 
the  acceptable  time:  behold 
now  is  the  day  of  salvation. 

3  b Giving  no  offence  to  any 
man,  that  our  ministry  be  not 
blamed  : 

4  But  in  all  things  let  us  ex- 
hibit ourselves  cas  the  minis- 
ters of  God,  in  much  patience, 
in  tribulation,  in  necessities, 
in  distresses, 

5  In  stripes,  in  prisons,  in 
seditions,  in  labours,  in  watch- 
ings, in  fastings, 

0 In  chastity,  in  knowledge, 
in  long-suffering,  in  sweetness, 
in  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  charity 
unfeigned, 

7  In  the  word  of  truth,  in  the 
power  of  God  ; by  the  armour 
of  justice  on  the  right  hand  and 
on  the  left, 

8  By  honour  and  dishonour, 
by  evil  report  and  good  report : 
as  deceivers,  and  yet  true : as 
unknown,  and  yet  known : 

9  As  dyine,  and  behold  we 
live:  as  chastised,  and  not 
killed : 

10  As  sorrowful,  yet  always 
rejoicing : as  needy,  yet  enrich- 
ing many : as  having  nothing, 
and  possessing  all  things. 

11  Our  mouth  is  open  to  you, 
0 ye  Corinthians,  our  heart  is 
enlarged. 

12  You  are  not  straitened  in

us : but  in  your  own  bowels  you 
are  straitened. 

13  But  having  the  same  re- 
compense (I  speak  as  to  my 
children)  be  you  also  enlarged. 

14  Bear  not  the  yoke  with 
unbelievers.  For  what  partici- 
pation hath  justice  with  injus- 
tice? or  what  fellowship  hath 
light  with  darkness? 

16  And  what  concord  hath 
Christ  with  Belial?  or  what 
i part  hath  the  faithful  with  the 
unbeliever  ? 

16  And  what  agreement  hath 
the  temple  of  God  with  idols  ? 
dFor  you  are  the  temple  of 
the  living  God : as  God  saith  : 
* I will  dwell  in  them,  and 
walk  among  them,  and  1 will  be 
their  God , and  they  shall  be  my 
people. 

17  / Wherefore,  Go  out  from 
among  them,  and  be  ye  separate , 
saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not 
the  unclean  thing. 

18  And  I will  receive  you: 
9 and  1 will  be  a Father  to  you  : 
and  you  shall  be  my  sons  and 
daughters , saith  the  Lord  al- 
mighty. 

CHAP.  VII. 

The  apostles  affection  for  the  Corin- 
thians: his  comfort  and  Joy  on  their 

account. 

HAVING  therefore  these  pro- 
mises, dearly  beloved,  let 
us  cleanse  ourselves  from  all 
defilement  of  the  flesh  and  of 
the  spirit,  perfecting  sanctifica- 
tion. in  the  fear  of  God. 

2 Receive  us.  We  have  in- 
jured no  man,  we  have  cor- 
rupted no  man,  we  have  over- 
reached no  man. 

3 I speak  not  this  to  your

condemnation.  For  we  have 
said  before,  that  you  are  in  our 
hearts,  to  die  together,  and  to 
live  together. 

4 Great  is  ray  confidence  with 
you,  great  is  my  glorying  for 
ou.  I am  filled  with  comfort : 

exceedingly  abound  with  joy 
in  all  our  tribulation. 

6  For  also  when  we  were 
come  into  Macedonia,  our  flesh 
had  no  rest,  but  we  suffered  all 
tribulation : combats  without, 
fears  within. 

6 But  God,  who  comforteth 
the  humble,  comforted  us  by 
the  coming  of  Titus. 

7 And  not  by  his  coming 
only,  but  also  by  the  consola- 
tion, wherewith  he  was  com- 
forted in  you,  relating  to  us 
your  desire,  your  mourning, 
your  zeal  for  me,  so  that  I re- 
joiced the  more 

8 For  although  I made  you 
sorrowful  by  ray  epistle,  I do 
not  repent : and  if  I did  repent, 
seeing  that  the  same  epistle 
(although  but  for  a time)  did 
make  you  sorrowful : 

9 No w I am  glad : not  because 
you  were  made  sorrowful ; but 
because  you  were  made  sorrow- 
ful unto  penance.  For  you  were 
made  sorrowful  according  to 
God,  that  you  might  suffer 
damage  by  us  in  nothing. 

10  « For  the  sorrow  that  is 
according  to  God  worketh  pen- 
ance steadfast  unto  salvation : 
but  the  sorrow  of  the  world 
worketh  death. 

11  For  behold  this  self-same 
thing,  that  you  were  made  sor- 
rowful according  to  God,  how 
great  carefulness  it  worketh  in 
you  : yea  defence,  yea  indigna- 
tion, yea  fear,  yea  desire,  yea 
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zeal,  yea  revenge : in  all  things 
you  nave  shewed  yourselves  to 
be  undeflled  in  the  matter. 

12  Wherefore  although  I wrote 
to  you,  it  was  not  for  his  sake 
that  did  the  wrong,  not  for  him 
that  suffered  it:  but  to  manifest 
our  carefulness  that  we  have 
for  you, 

13  Before  God : therefore  we 
were  comforted.  But  in  our 
consolation  we  did  the  more 
abundantly  rejoice  for  the  joy 
of  Titus,  because  his  spirit  was 
refreshed  by  you  all. 

14  And  if  I have  boasted  any- 
thing to  him  of  you,  I have  not 
been  put  to  shame,  but  as  we 
have  spoken  all  things  to  you 
in  truth,  so  also  our  boasting 
t hat  was  made  to  Titus,  is  found 
truth. 

16  And  his  6 bowels  are  more 
abundantly  towards  you;  re- 
membering the  obedience  of 
you  all,  how  with  fear  and 
trembling  you  received  him. 

16  I rejoice  that  in  all  things 
I have  confidence  in  you. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

He  exhorts  them  to  contribute  bounti- 
fully to  relieve  the  poor  of  Jem- 

salem. 

NOW  we  make  known  unto 
you,  brethren,  the  grace  of 
God,  that  hath  been  given  in 
the  churches  of  Macedonia ; 

2 That  in  much  experience 
of  tribulation  they  have  had 
abundance  of  joy,  and  their 
very  deep  poverty  hath  abound- 
ed unto  the  riches  of  their  sim- 
plicity. 

3 For  according  to  their 
power,  (I  bear  them  witness,) 

ft  i.e„  affection. 


CHAP.  VIII.  Ver.  2.  Simplicity. 
That  U,  sincere  bounty  and  chanty. 
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and  beyond  their  power,  they 
were  willing ; 

4 Wi.h  much  entreaty  beg- 
ging of  ns  the  grace  and  com- 
munication of  the  ministry  that 
is  done  toward  the  saints. 

6 And  not  as  we  hoped,  but 
they  gave  their  own  selves  first 
to  the  Lord,  then  to  us  by  the 
wUl  of  God : 

6 Insomuch,  that  we  desired 
Titus,  that  as  he  had  begun,  so 
also  he  would  finish  among  you 
this  same  grace : 

7 That  as  in  all  things  you 
abound  in  faith,  and  word,  and 
knowledge,  and  all  carefulness ; 
moreover  also  in  your  charity 
towards  us,  so  in  this  grace  also 
you  may  abound. 

8 I speak  not  as  command- 
ing: but  by  the  carefulness 
of  others,  approving  also  the 
good  disposition  of  your  cha- 
rity. 

9 For  you  know  the  grace  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that 
being  rich  he  became  poor,  for 
your  sakes ; that  through  his 
poverty  you  might  be  rich. 

10  And  herein  I give  my  ad- 
vice : for  this  is  profitable  for 
you,  who  have  begun  not  only 
to  do,  but  also  to  be  willing,  a 
year  ago : 

11  Now  therefore  perform  ye 
it  also  in  deed ; that,  as  your 
mind  is  forward  to  be  willing, 
so  it  may  be  also  to  perform, 
out  of  that  which  you  have. 

12  For  if  the  will  be  forward, 
it  is  accepted  according  to  that 
which  a man  hath,  not  accord- 
ing to  that  which  he  hath  not. 

] 3 For  I mean  not  that  others 
should  be  eased,  and  you  bur- 
thened  : but  by  an  equality. 

14  In  this  present  time  let 
your  abundance  supply  their 
want:  that  their  abundance 


also  may  supply  your  want, 
that  there  may  be  an  equality. 

15  As  it  is  written  : a He  that 
had  much,  had  nothing  over: 
and  he  that  had  little,  had  no 
want. 

16  And  thanks  be  to  God, 
who  hath  given  the  same  care- 
fulness for  you  in  the  heart  of 
Titus. 

17  For  indeed  he  accepteth 
the  exhortation:  butbeingmore 
careful,  of  his  own  will  he  went 
unto  you. 

18  We  have  sent  also  with 
, him  the  brother,  whose  praise 

is  in  the  gospel  through  all  the 
churches : 

19  And  not  that  only,  but 
he  was  also  ordained  by  the 
churches  companion  of  our  tra- 
vels, for  this  grace,  which  is 
administered  by  us  to  the  glory 
of  the  Lord,  and  our  determined 
will : 

20  Avoiding  this  lest  any  man 
should  blame  us  in  this  abun- 
dance which  is  administered 
by  us. 

21  &For  we  forecast  what 
may  be  good  not  only  before 
God,  but  also  before  men. 

22  And  we  have  sent  with 
them  our  brother  also,  whom 
we  have  often  proved  diligent 
in  many  things : but  now  much 
more  diligent,  with  much  con- 
fidence in  you. 

23  Either  for  Titus,  who  is 
my  companion  and  fellow- 
labourer  towards  you,  or  our 
brethren,  the  apostles  of  the 
churches  the  glory  of  Christ. 

24  Wherefore  shew  ye  to 
them,  in  the  sight  of  the 
churches,  the  evidence  of  your 
charity,  and  of  our  boasting  on 
your  behalf.

17  OR  concerning  the  ministry, 
I1  that  is  done  towards  the 
saints,  it  is  superfluous  for  me 
to  write  unto  you. 

2 For  I know  your  forward 

mind:  for  which  I boast  of 
you  to  the  Macedonians.  That 
Achaia  also  is  ready  from  the 
year  past,  and  your  emulation 
hath  provoked  very  many.  j 

3 Now  I have  sent  the  bre-' 

thren,  that  the  thing  which  we 
boast  of  concerning  you  be  not  I 
made  void  in  this  behalf,  that 
(as  I have  said)  you  may  be 
ready : j 

4 Lest  when  the  Macedonians 
shall  come  with  me,  and  find 
you  unprepared,  we  (not  to  say 
ye)  should  be  ashamed  in  this  I 
matter. 

5 Therefore  I thought  it  ne- 
cessary to  desire  the  brethren 
that  they  would  go  to  you  be- 
fore, and  prepare  this  blessing 
before  promised,  to  be  ready, 
so  as  a blessing,  not  as  covetous- 
ness. 

tt  Now  this  I say:  He  who 
soweth  sparingly,  shall  also  reap 
sparingly  : and  he  who  soweth 
in  blessings,  shall  also  reap  of 
blessings. 

7 Every  one  as  he  hath  de- 
termined in  his  heart,  not  with 
sadness  or  of  necessity : “ For 
God  loveth  a cheerful  giver.  \ 

8 And  God  is  able  to  make 
all  grace  abound  in  you  : that 
ye  always  having  all  sufficiency 
in  all  things  may  abound  to 
every  good  work. 

9 As  it  is  written  : & He  hath 
dispersed  abroad , he  hath  given 
to  the  poor  ; his  justice  remain- 
ethfor  ever. 

~~  “ Kccli.  36. 1L— APs  111.  9. 
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10  And  he  that  ministereth 
seed  to  the  sower,  will  both  give 
you  bread  to  eat,  and  will  mul- 
' tiply  your  seed,  and  increase  the 
growth  of  the  fruits  of  your 
j justice  : 

I 11  That  being  enriched  in  all 
things,  you  may  abound  unto 
I all  simplicity,  which  worketh 
through  us  thanksgivingtoGod. 

| 12  Because  the  administra- 
tion of  this  office  doth  not  only 
supply  the  want  of  the  saints, 
but  aboundeth  also  by  many 
thanksgivings  in  the  Lord, 

13  By  the  proof  of  this  minis- 
try, glorifying  God  for  the 
obedience  of  your  confession 
unto  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and 
for  the  simplicity  of  your  com- 
municating uuto  them,  and 
unto  all, 

14  And  in  their  praying  for 
you,  being  desirous  of  you  be- 
cause of  the  excellent  grace  of 
God  in  you. 

| 15  Thanks  be  to  God  for  his 

unspeakable  gift. 

CHAP.  X. 

To  Hop  the  calumny  and  boasting  of 
false  aposths,  he  *et*  forth  the  power 
of  his  apostleship. 

NOW  I Paul  myself  beseech 
you,  by  the  mildness  and 
modesty  of  Christ,  who  in  pre- 
sence indeed  am  lowly  among 
you,  but  being  absent  am  bold 
toward  you. 

2 But  I beseech  you,  that  I 
may  not  be  bold  when  I am 
present,  with  that  confidence 
wherewith  I am  thought  to  be 
bold,  against  some,  who  reckon 
us  as  if  we  walked  according  to 
the  flesh. 

3 For  though  we  walk  in  the 
flesh,  we  do  not  war  according 
to  the  flesh. 

4 For  the  weapons  of  our 
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warfare  are  not  carnal,  but 
mighty  to  God  unto  the  pulling 
down  of  fortifications,  destroy- 
ing counsels, 

5 And  every  height  that  ex- 
alteth  itself  against  the  know- 
ledge of  God,  and  bringeth  into 
captivity  every  understanding 
unto  the  obedience  of  Christ, 

6 And  having  in  readiness  to 
revenge  all  disobedience,  when 
yourobedience  shall  be  fulfilled, 

7 See  the  things  that  are  ac- 
cording to  outward  appearance. 
If  any  man  trust  to  himself, 
that  he  is  Christ’s,  let  him  think 
this  again  with  himself,  that  as 
he  is  Christ’s  so  are  we  also. 

8 For  if  also  I should  boast 
somewhat  more  of  our  power, 
which  the  Lord  hath  given  us 
unto  edification,  and  not  for 
vour  destruction  ; I should  not 
be  ashamed. 

9 But  that  I may  not  be 
thought  as  it  were  to  terrify 
you  by  epistles, 

10  (For  his  epistles  indeed,  say 
they,  are  weighty  and  strong ; 
but  his  bodily  presence  iB  weak, 
and  his  speech  contemptible,) 

11  Let  such  a one  think  this,  | 
that  such  as  we  are  in  word  by 
epistles,  when  absent ; such  also 
we  will  be  indeed  when  present. 

12  For  we  dare  not  match,  or  i 
compare  ourselves  with  some, 
that  commend  themselves  : but 
we  measure  ourselves  by  our- 
selves, and  compare  ourselves 
with  ourselves. 

13  “But  we  will  not  glory 
beyond  our  measure;  but  ac- 
cording to  the  measure  of  the 
rule,  which  God  hath  measured 
to  us,  a measure  to  reach  even 
unto  you. 

14  For  we  stretch  not  outour-

selves  beyond  our  measure,  as 
if  we  reached  not  unto  you. 
For  we  are  come  as  far  as  to 
you  in  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

15  Not  glorying  beyond  mea- 
sure in  other  men’s  labours  ; but 
having  hope  of  your  increasing 
faith,  to  be  magnified  in  you  ac- 
cording to  our  rule  abundantly. 

16  Yea,  unto  those  places  that 
are  beyond  you,  to  preach  the 
gospel,  not  to  glory  in  another 
man’s  rule,  in  those  things  that 
are  mado  ready  to  our  hand. 

17  b But  he  that  glorieth,  let 
him  glory  in  the  Lord. 

18  For  not  he  who  commend- 
eth  himself  is  approved,  but 
he  whom  God  commendetli. 

CHAP.  XI. 

He  is  forced  to  commend  himself  and 
his  labours,  lest  the  Corinthians 
should  be  imposed  upon  by  the  false 
apostles. 

WOULD  to  God  you  could 
bear  with  some  little  of 
my  folly  : but  do  bear  with  me. 

2  For  I am  jealous  of  you 
with  the  jealousy  of  God.  For 
I have  espoused  you  to  one  hus- 
band, that  I may  present  you  as 
a chaste  virgin  to  Christ. 

3  But  I fear  lest,  c as  the  ser- 
pent seduced  Eve  by  his  sub- 
tilty,  so  your  minds  should  be 
corrupted,  and  fall  from  the 
simplicity  that  is  in  Christ. 

4  For  if  he  that  cometh 
preacheth  another  Christ,  whom 
we  have  not  preached ; or  if  you

CHAP.  XI.  Ver.  1. 
he  calls  his  reciting  his 
which,  commonly  speak 
upon  as  a piece  of  folly  and  vanity; 
though  the  apostle  was  constrained  to 
do  it,  for  the  good  of  the  souls  com- 
mitted to  his  charge. 
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receive  another  Spirit,  whom 
you  have  not  received ; or  an- 
other gospel,  which  you  have 
not  received : you  might  well 
bear  with  him. 

5 For  I suppose  that  I have 
done  nothing  less  than  the  great 
apostles. 

6 For  although  I be  rude  in 
speech,  yet  not  in  knowledge  : 
but  in  all  things  we  have  been 
made  manifest  to  you. 

7 Or  did  I commit  a fault, 
humbling  myself,  that  you 
might  be  exalted?  Because  I 
preached  unto  you  the  gospel 
of  God  freely? 

8 I have  taken  from  other 
churches,  receiving  wages  of 
them  for  your  ministry. 

9 And,  when  I was  present 
with  you,  and  wanted,  I was 
chargeable  to  no  man  : for  that 
which  was  wanting  to  me,  the 
brethren  supplied  who  came 
from  Macedonia  : and  in  all 
things  I have  kept  myself  from 
being  burthensome  to  you,  and 
so  I will  keep  myself. 

10  The  truth  of  Christ  is  in 
me,  that  this  glorying  shall 
not  be  broken  off  in  me  in  the 
regions  of  Achaia. 

11  Wherefore?  Because  I love 
you  not?  God  knoweth  it. 

12  But  what  I do,  that  I will 
do,  that  I may  cut  off  the  occa- 
sion from  them  that  desire 
occasion,  that  wherein  they 
glory,  they  may  be  found  even 
as  we. 

13  For  such  false  apostles  are 
deceitful  workmen,  transform- 
ing themselves  into  the  apostles 
of  Christ. 

14  And  no  wonder : for  satan 
himself  transformed  himself 
into  an  angel  of  light 

16  Therefore  it  is  no  great 
thing  if  his  ministers  be  trans- 
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formed  as  the  ministers  of  jus- 
tice : whose  end  shall  be  accord- 
ing to  their  works. 

16  Again  I say,  (let  no  man 
think  me  to  be  foolish,  other- 
wise take  me  as  foolish,  that  I 
also  may  glory  a little,) 

| 17  That  which  I speak,  I 

speak  not  according  to  God,  but 
as  it  were  in  foolishness,  in  this 
| matter  of  glorying 

18  Seeing  that  many  glory 
! according  to  the  flesh,  I will 
glory  also. 

19  For  you  gladly  suffer  the 
foolish : whereas  yourselves  are 
I wise. 

i 20  For  you  suffer  if  a man 
bring  you  into  bondage,  if  a 
J man  devour  you,  if  a man  take 
from  you , if  a man  be  lifted  up, 
if  a man  strike  you  on  the  face. 

I 21  I speak  according  to  dis- 
honour, as  if  we  had  been  weak 
in  this  part.  Wherein  if  any 
man  dare  (I  speak  foolishly)  I 
dare  also. 

22  They  are  Hebrews  : so  am 
I.  They  are  Israelites : so  am  I. 
They  are  the  seed  of  Abraham  : 
so  am  I. 

23  They  are  the  ministers  of 
Christ : (I  speak  as  one  less 
wise,)  I am  more : in  many  more 
labours,  in  prisons  more  fre- 
quently. in  stripes  above  mea- 
sure, in  deaths  often. 

j 24  Of  the  .Tews  “five  times 
did  I receive  forty  stripes,  save 
one. 

| 25  b Thrice  was  I beaten  with 

rods.  c once  I was  stoned, 
d thrice  I suffered  shipwreck  ; a 
night  and  a day  I was  in  the 
depth  of  the  sea. 

26  In  journeying  often,  in 
perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of  rob-

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bers,  in  perils  from  my  own  na- 
tion, in  perils  from  the  gentiles, 
in  perils  in  the  city,  in  perils 
in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in 
the  sea,  in  perils  from  false 
brethren : 

27  In  labour  and  painfulness, 
in  much  watchings,  in  hunger 
and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in 
cold  and  nakedness, 

28  Besides  those  things  which 
are  without:  my  daily  instance, 
the  solicitude  for  all  the 
churches. 

29  Who  is  weak,  and  I am 
not  weak  ? Who  is  scandalized, 
and  l am  not  on  fire  ? 

30  If  I must  needs  glory,  I 

will  glory  of  the  things  that 
concern  my  infirmity.  I 

31  The  God  and  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is1 
blessed  for  ever,  knoweth  that 
I lie  not. 

32  « At  Damascus  the  gover- 
nor of  the  nation  under  Aretas 
the  king,  guarded  the  city  of 
the  Damascenes  to  apprehend 
me  : 

33  And  through  a window  in 
a basket  was  I let  down  by  the 
wall,  and  so  escaped  his  hands. 

CHAP.  XII. 

Hit  rapt  nm  and  revelation*.  Hi* 

being  buffeted  by  tatan.  Hit  fear  for 

the  Corinthian*. 

IF  I must  glory  (it  is  not  ex- 
pedient indeed :)  but  I will 
come  to  the  visions  and  revela- 
tions of  the  Lord.  I 

2 bI  know  a man  in  Christ  i 
above  fourteen  years  ago,  (whe- 
ther in  the  body,  I know  not,  or

out  of  the  body,  I know  not, 
God  knoweth,) such  an  one  rapt 
even  to  the  third  heaven. 

3 And  I know  such  a man 
(whether  in  the  body,  or  out  of 
the  body,  I cannot  tell : God 
knoweth : ) 

{ 4 That  he  was  caught  up 

into  paradise ; and  heard  secret 
i words,  which  it  is  not  granted 
to  man  to  utter. 

I 5 For  such  an  one  I will  glory; 
i but  for  myself  I will  glory  no- 
| thing,  but  in  my  infirmities. 

6 For  though  I should  have 
a mind  to  glory,  I shall  not  be 
foolish : for  I will  say  the  truth. 
But  I forbear,  lest  any  man 
should  think  of  me  above  that 
which  he  seeth  in  me,  or  any- 
thing he  heareth  from  me. 

7 And  lest  the  greatness  of 
the  revelations  should  exalt 

I me,  there  was  given  me  a sting 
1 of  my  flesh,  an  angel  of  satan 
to  buffet  me. 

8 For  which  thing  thrice  I 
besought  the  Lord,  that  it 

I might  depart  from  me  : 

9 And  he  said  to  me : My 
grace  is  sufficient  for  thee : for 

I power  is  made  perfect  in  infir- 
I mity.  Gladly  therefore  will  I 
glory  in  my  infirmities,  that  the 
power  of  Christ  may  dwell  in 
me. 

10  For  which  cause  I please 
myself  in  my  infirmities,  in  re- 
proaches, in  necessities,  in  per- 
secutions, in  distresses,  for 
Christ.  For  when  I am  weak, 
then  am  I powerful. 

11  I am  become  foolish  : you 


CHAP.  XII.  Yer.  9.  Power  it  made 
perfect.  The  strength  aud  power  of 
God  more  perfectly  shines  forth  In  our 
weakness  and  Infirmity;  as  the  more 
weak  we  are  of  ourselves,  the  more 
illustrious  is  his  trrnoe  in  supporting 
us.  and  giving  us  the  victory  under  ail 
trials  and  conflicts. 
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have  compelled  me.  For  I 
ought  to  have  been  commended 
by  you : for  I have  no  way  come 
short  of  them  that  are  above 
measure  apostles:  although  I 
be  nothing. 

12  Yet  the  signs  of  my  apos- 
tleship  have  been  wrought  on 
you,  in  all  patience,  in  signs, 
and  wonders,  and  mighty  deeds. 

13  For  what  is  there  that  you 
have  had  less  than  the  other 
churches;  but  that  I myself  was 
not  burthensome  to  you  ? Par- 
don me  this  injury. 

14  Behold,  now  the  third  time 
I am  ready  to  come  to  you ; and 
I will  not  be  burthensome  unto 
you.  For  I seek  not  the  things 
that  are  yours,  but  you.  For 
neither  ought  the  children  to 
lay  up  for  the  parents,  but  the 
parents  for  the  children. 

15  But  I most  gladly  will 
spend  and  be  spent  myself  for 
your  souls:  although,  loving 
you  more,  I be  loved  less. 

16  But  be  it  so : I did  not 
burthen  you : but  being  crafty, 
I caught  you  by  guile. 

17  Did  I overreach  you  by 
any  of  them  whom  I sent  to 
you? 

18  I desired  Titus,  and  I sent 
with  him  a brother.  Did  Titus 
overreach  you?  Did  we  not 
walk  with  the  same  spirit?  did 
we  not  in  the  same  steps  ? 

19  Of  old,  think  you  that  we 
excuse  ourselves  to  you?  We 
speak  before  God  in  Christ:  but 
all  things  fmy  dearly  beloved) 
for  your  edification. 

20  For  I fear  lest  perhaps 
when  I come,  I shall  not  find 
you  such  as  I would,  and  that  I 
shall  be  found  by  you  such  as 
you  would  not.  Lest  perhaps 
contentions,  envyings,  animosi- 
ties, dissensions,  detractions, 
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whisperings,  swellings,  sedi- 
tions, be  among  you. 

21  Lest  again,  when  I come, 
God  humble  me  among  you : 
and  I mourn  many  of  them 
that  sinned  before,  and  have 
not  done  penance  for  the  un- 
cleanness and  fornication  and 
lasciviousness,  that  they  have 
committed. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

He  threatens  the  impenitent,  to  pro- 
voke them  to  penance. 

BEHOLD,  this  is  the  third 
time  I am  coming  to  you. 
° In  the  mouth  of  two  or  three 
witnesses  shall  every  word 
stand. 

2  I have  told  before,  and  fore- 
tell, as  present  and  now  absent, 
to  them  that  sinned  before  and 
to  all  the  rest,  that  if  I come 
again,  I will  not  spare. 

3  Do  you  seek  a proof  of 
Christ  that  speaketh  in  me, 
who  towards  you  is  not  weak, 
but  is  mighty  in  yon  ? 

4  For  although  he  was  cruci- 
fied through  weakness ; yet  he 
liveth  by  the  power  of  God. 
For  we  also  are  weak  in  him ; 
but  we  shall  live  with  him  by 
the  power  of  God  towards  you. 

5  Try  yourown  selves  if  you  be 
in  the  faith:  prove  ye  yourselves. 
Know  you  not  your  own  selves, 
that  Christ  Jesus  is  in  you,  un- 
less perhaps  you  be  reprobates? 

6  But  I trust  that  you  shall 
knowthat  we  are  not  reprobates. 

7  Now  we  pray  God  that  you 
may  do  no  evil,  not  that  we  may

CHAP.  XIIT.  Yer.  7.  Reprobates :

8 For  we  Can  do  nothing 
against  the  truth,  but  for  the 
truth. 

9 For  we  rejoice  that  we  are 
weak,  and  you  are  strong.  This 
also  we  pray  for,  your  perfec- 
tion. 

10  Therefore  I write  these 
things  being  absent,  that,  being 
present,  I may  not  deal  more 
severely,  according  to  the  power 
which  the  Lord  hath  given  me 


unto  edification,  and  not  unto 
destruction. 

11  For  the  rest,  brethren,  re- 
joice, be  perfect,  take  exhorta- 
tion, be  of  one  mind,  have 

I peace  : and  the  God  of  peace 
and  of  love  shall  be  with  you. 

12  Salute  one  another  in  a 
holy  kiss.  All  the  saints  salute 
you. 

| 13  The  grace  of  our  Lord 

Jbsus  Christ,  and  the  charity 
of  God,  and  the  communication 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  be  with  you 
all.  Amen.

CHAP.  I. 

Be  blame,  the  Galatian,  for  suffering 
thenuelve , to  be  impoted  upon  by  new 
teacher,.  The  aportle',  calling. 

PAUL,  an  apostle,  not  of  men, 
neither  by  man,  but  by 
Jesus  Christ,  and  God  the 
Father,  who  raised  him  from 
the  dead, 

2 And  all  the  brethren  who 
are  with  me,  to  the  churches  of 
Galatia. 


I 3 Grace  be  to  you  and  peace 
from  God  the  Father,  and  from 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

4 Who  gave  himself  for  our 
sins,  that  he  might  deliver  us 
from  this  present  wicked  world, 
according  to  the  will  of  God 
and  our  Father : 

5 To  whom  is  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen. 

6 I wonder  that  you  are  so 
soon  removed  from  him  that 
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Chap.  II. 


called  you  into  the  grace  of 
Christ,  onto  another  gospeL 

7 Which  is  not  another,  only 
there  are  some  that  trouble 
you,  and  would  pervert  the 
gospel  of  Christ. 

8 But  though  we,  or  an  angel 
from  heaven,  preach  a gospel  to 
you  besides  that  which  we  have 
preached  to  you,  let  him  be 
anathema. 

9 As  we  said  before,  so  now  I 
say  again  : If  any  one  preach  to 
you  a gospel,  besides  that  which 
you  have  received,  let  him  be 
anathema. 

10  For  do  I now  persuade 
men,  or  God  ? Or  do  I seek  to 
please  men?  If  I yet  pleased 
men,  I should  not  be  the  ser- 
vant of  Christ. 

11  «For  I give  you  to  under- 
stand, brethren,  that  the  gospel 
which  was  preached  by  me  is 
not  according  to  man. 

12  b For  neither  did  I receive 
It  of  man,  nor  did  I learn  it ; 
but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

13  For  you  have  heard  of  my 

conversation  in  time  past  in  the 
Jews’ religion : how  that  beyond 
measure  I persecuted  the  church 
of  God,  and  wasted  it.  | 

14  And  I made  progress  in 
the  Jews’  religion  : above  many 
of  my  equals  m my  own  nation, ! 
being  more  abundantly  zealous 
for  the  traditions  of  my  fathers: 

15  But  when  it  pleased  him, 

who  separated  me  from  my  i 
mother’s  womb,  and  called  me 
by  his  grace,  j 

16  To  reveal  his  Son  in  me,  j 
that  I might  preach  him  among 
the  gentiles,  immediately  I con- 
descended not  to  flesh  and  I 
blood. 


i  17  Neither  went  I to  Jeru- 
salem to  the  apostles  who  were 
before  me;  but  I went  into 
Arabia,  and  again  I returned 
to  Damascus. 

18  Then,  e after  three  yean,  I 
went  to  Jerusalem  to  tee  Peter, 
and  I tarried  with  him  fifteen 
days. 

19  But  other  of  the  apostles 
I saw  none  ; saving  James  the 
brother  of  the  Lord. 

20  Now  the  things  which  I 
write  to  you ; behold  before 
God,  I lie  not. 

21  Afterwards  I came  into  the 
regions  of  Syria  and  Cilicia. 

22  And  I was  unknown  by 
face  to  the  churches  of  Judea, 
which  were  in  Christ : 

23  But  they  had  heard  only : 
He,  who  persecuted  us  in  times 
past,  doth  now  preach  the  faith 
which  once  he  impugned  : 

24  And  they  glorified  God  in 
me. 

CHAP.  n. 

The  apostle' t preaching  teas  approved 
of  by  the  other  apostles.  The  gentUes 
teere  not  to  be  constrained  to  the  ob- 
servation of  law. 

THEN  Rafter  fourteen  years, 

I went  up  again  to  Jeru- 
salem with  Barnabas,  taking 
Titus  also  with  me. 

2  And  I went  up  according  to 
revelation,  and  conferred  urtth 
them  the  gospel  which  I preach 
among  the  gentiles,  but  apart 
with  them  who  seemed  to  be 
something:  lest  perhaps  I should 
run,  or  had  run  in  vain. 

3  But  neither  Titus,  who  was 
with  me,  being  a gentile,  was 
compelled  to  be  circumcised. 

4  But  because  of  false  bre- 
thren unawares  brought  in,  who

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came  in  privately  to  spy  onr 
liberty,  which  wehave  in  CHRIST 
Jesus,  that  they  might  bring 
us  into  servitude. 

6  To  whom  we  yielded  not  by 
subjection,  no  not  for  an  hour, 
that  the  truth  of  the  gospel 
might  continue  with  you. 

6 But  of  them  who  seemed  to 
be  something,  (what  they  were 
some  time,  it  is  nothing  to  me. 
« God  accebtefch  not  the  person 
of  man,)  for  to  me  they  that 
seemed  to  be  something  added 
nothing. 

7 Butcontrariwise,  when  they 
had  seen  that  to  me  was  com- 
mitted the  gospel  of  the  uncir- 
cumcision,  as  to  Peter  was  that 
of  the  circumcision  : 

8 (For  he  who  wrought  in 
Peter  to  the  apostleship  of  the 
circumcision  wrought  in  me 
also  among  the  gentiles.) 

9 And  when  they  had  known 
the  grace  that  was  given  to  me, 
James  and  Cephas  and  John, 
who  seemed  to  be  pillars,  gave 
to  me  and  Barnabas  the  right 
hands  of  fellowship  : that  we 
should  go  unto  the  gentiles,  and 
they  unto  the  circumcision  : 

10  Only  that  we  should  be 
mindful  of  the  poor : which 
same  thing  also  I was  careful 
to  do.

St.  Paul  was 
called  in  an  extraordinary  manner  to 
he  the  apostle  of  the  gentiles : St. 
Peter,  besides  his  general  commission 
over  the  whole  flock  ( John  xxi.  16, 
Ac.),  had  a |iecullar  charge  of  the 
people  of  the  circumcision,  that  is,  of 
the  Jews.

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EPISTLE  OF  ST.  PAUL  TO  THE 
PHIL1PPIANS. 

The  Pnoirrmn  were  the  first  among  the  Macedonians  converted  to  the  faith. 
They  had  a great  veneration  for  St.  Paul,  and  supplied  his  wants  when  he 
was  a prisoner  in  Rome,  sending  to  him  by  Epaphroditus,  by  whom  he  sent 
this  epistle  -,  in  which  he  recommends  charity,  unity, , and  humility,  and 
warns  them  against  false  teachers,  which  he  calls  dogs  and  enemies  of  the 
cross  of  Christ.  Be  also  returns  thankcfor  their  benefactions.  It  was  writ- 
ten about  twenty -nine  years  after  our  Lord's  Ascension.

On/MBA  was  a city  of  Phrygia,  near  Laodicen.  It  does  not  appear  that  St. 
Paul  had,  preached  there  himself,  but  that  the  Colossians  were  converted  by 
Xpaphrat.  a disciple  of  the  A pottles.  However,  at  8t.  Paul  was  the  great 
Apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  he  wrote  thii  Epistle  to  the  Colossians  when  he 
was  In  prison,  and  about  the  same  time  that  he  wrote  to  the  Ephesians  and 
Philippiaru.  The  exhortations  and  doctrine  it  contains  are  similar  to  that 
which  tt  set  forth  In  his  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians.

THE 

FIRST  EPISTLE  OF  ST.  PAUL  TO  THE 
THESSALONIANS. 


Thessalonica  was  the  capital  of  Macedonia,  in  which  St.  Paul  having  preached 
the  gospel,  converted  tome  Jews  and  a great  number  of  the  gentile* : but  the 
i unbelieving  Jews,  envying  hi*  suoceu,  raised  such  a commotion  against  him, 
that  he  and  his  companion  Sylvanus  were  obliged  to  quit  the  city.  After- 
ward* he  went  to  Athens,  where  he  heard  that  the  converts  in  Thesealonica 
were  under  a severe  persecution  ever  since  his  departure,  and  lest  they  should 
lose  their  fortitude  he  sent  Timothy  to  strengthen  and  comfort  them  in  their 
sufferings.  In  the  meantime  St.  Paul  come  to  Corinth,  where  he  wrote  this 
' first  Epistle,  and  also  the  second  to  the  Theualonianb,  both  in  the  same  year, 
being  the  nineteenth  after  our  Lord's  Ascension.  These  are  the  first  of  his 
Epistles  in  the  order  of  time. 


CHAP.  I. 

He  gives  thanks  for  the  graces  bestowed 
on  the  Thessalonians. 

pAULand  Sylvanus  and  Timo- 
I thy : to  the  church  of  the 
Thessalonians,  in  God  the  Fa- 
ttier, and  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

2 Grace  be  to  you  and  peace. 
We  give  thanks  to  God  always 
for  you  all:  making  remem- 
brance of  you  in  our  prayers 
without  ceasing. 

3 Being  mindful  of  the  work 
of  your  faith,  and  labour,  and 
charity,  and  of  the  enduring 
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j of  the  hope  of  our  Lord  JESUS 
Christ  before  God  and  our  Fa- 
ther ; 

4 Knowing,  brethren  beloved 
of  God,  your  election  : 

5 For  our  gospel  hath  not 
been  unto  you  in  word  only,  but 
in  power  also,  and  in  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  in  much  fulness,  as 
you  know  what  manner  of  men 
we  have  been  among  you  for 
your  sakes. 

6 And  you  became  followers 
of  us,  and  of  the  Lord ; receiv- 
ing the  word  in  much  tribula- 
tion, with  joy  of  the  HolyGhost.

2 But  having  suffered  many 
things  before,  and  been  shame- 
fully treated  (as  you  know) 
at  Philippi,  a we  had  confi- 
dence in  our  God  to  speak 
unto  you  the  gospel  of  God  in 
much  carefulness. 

3  For  our  exhortation  was 
not  of  error,  nor  of  unclean- 
ness, nor  in  deceit.

7 Whereas  we  might  have 
been  burthensome  to  you,  as 
the  apostles  of  Christ : but  we 
became  little  ones  in  the  midst 
of  you,  as  if  a nurse  should 
cherish  her  children  : 

8 So  desirous  of  you,  we  would 
gladly  impart  unto  you  not  only 
the  gospel  of  God,  but  also  our 
own  soul  8 : because  you  were 
become  most  dear  unto  us. 

9 For  you  remember,  bre- 
thren, our  labour  and  toil : 

working  night  and  day  lest 
we  should  be  chargeable  to  any 
of  you,  we  preached  among  you 
the  gospel  of  God. 

10  You  are  witnesses,  and 
God  also , how  holily,  and  justly, 
and  without  blame,  we  have 
been  to  you  that  have  believed : 

11  As  you  know  in  what 
manner,  entreating  and  com- 
forting you,  (as  a father  doth 
his  children,) 

12  We  testified  to  every  one 
of  you  that  you  would  walk 
worthy  of  God,  who  hath  called 
you  unto  his  kingdom  and  glory- 

13  Therefore  we  also  give 
thanks  to  God  without  ceasing, 
because  that  when  you  had  re- 
ceived of  us  the  word  of  the 
hearing  of  God,  you  received  it 
not  as  the  word  of  men,  but  (as 
it  is  indeed)  the  word  of  God, 
who  worketh  in  you  that  have 
believed. 

14  For  you,  brethren,  are  be- 
come followers  of  the  churches 
of  God  which  are  in  Judea,  in 
Christ  Jesus  : for  you  also  have 
suffered  the  same  things  from

4 For  even  when  we  were 
with  you,  we  foretold  you  that 
we  should  suffer  tribulations, 
as  also  it  is  come  to  pass,  and 
you  know. 

5 For  this  cause  also  I,  for- 
bearing no  longer,  sent  to  know 
your  faith  : lest  perhaps  he  that 
tempteth  should  have  tempted 
you,  and  our  labour  should  be 
made  vain. 

6 But  now  when  Timothy 
came  to  us  from  you,  and  re- 
lated to  us  your  faith  and  cha- 
rity, and  that  you  have  a good 
remembrance  of  us  always,  de- 
siring to  see  us,  as  we  also  to 
see  you : 

7 Therefore  we  were  com- 
forted, brethren,  in  you,  in  all 
our  necessity,  and  tribulation, 
by  your  faith.

In  this  Spittle  St.  Paul  admonishes  the  Thessalonians  to  be  constant  in  the 
V7^  °^Fhrtfl'  *lot  tote  terrified  by  the  insinuations  of  false  teachers 
telling  tlu-m  that  the  day  of  judgment  teas  near  at  ban  i,  as  there  must  come 
many  signs  and  wonders  before  it.  He  bids  them  to  hold  firm  the  traditions 
received  from  him.  whether  by  word,  or  l»y  epistle ; and  shews  them  how  they 
may  be  certain  of  his  letters  by  the  manner  he  writes. 


CHAP.  I. 

Be  gives  thanks  to  God  for  their  faith 

and  constancy  s and  prays  for  their 

advancement  in  all  good. 

PAUL  and  Sylvanus  and  Timo- 
I thy,  to  the  church  of  the 
Thessalonians  in  God  our  Fa- 
ther, and  theLord  Jesus  Christ. 

2 Grace  unto  you  and  peace 
from  God  our  Father  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

3 We  are  bound  to  give 
thanks  always  to  God  for  you, 
brethren,  as  it  is  fitting,  be- 
cause your  faith  groweth  ex- 
ceedingly, and  the  charity  of 
every  one  of  you  towards  each 
other  aboundeth :

SECOND  EPISTLE  OF  ST.  PAUL  TO 
TIMOTHY. 


In  this  Epistle  the  Apostle  again  instructs  and  admonishes  Timothy  in  m hat 
belonged  to  his  office,  as  in  the  former:  and  also  warns  him  to  shun  the 
conversation  of  those  who  had  erred  from  the  truth,  describing  at  the  same 
time  their  character.  He  tells  him  of  his  approaching  death,  and  dedres 
him  to  come  speedily  to  him.  It  appears  from  this  nrcumsrarue,  hat  he 
wrote  this  second  Epistle  in  the  time  of  his  last  imprisonment  at  Rome,  and 
not  long  before  his  martyrdom.

14  Of  these  things  put  them 
in  mind,  charging  them  before 
the  Lord.  Contend  not  in  words, 
foT  it  is  to  no  profit,  but  to  the 
subverting  of  the  hearers. 

15  Carefully  study  to  present 
thyself  approved  unto  God,  a 
workman  that  needeth  not  to 
be  ashamed,  rightly  handling 
the  word  of  truth. 

16  But  shun  profane  and  vain 
babblings : for  they  grow  much 
towards  ungodliness. 

17  And  their  speech  spread- 
eth  like  a canker : of  whom  are 
Hymeneus  and  Philetus : 

18  Who  have  erred  from  the 
truth,  saying  that  the  resur- 
rection is  past  already,  and 
have  subverted  the  faith  of 
some. 

19  But  the  sure  foundation  of 
God  standeth  firm,  having  this 
seal : the  Lord  knoweth  who 
are  his ; and  let  every  one  de- 
part from  iniquity  who  nameth 
the  name  of  the  Lord. 


20  But  in  a great  horae  there 
are  not  only  vessels  of  gold  and 
of  silver,  but  also  of  wood  and 
of  earth : and  some  indeed  unto 
honour,  but  some  unto  dis- 
honour. 

21  If  any  man  therefore  shall 
cleanse  himself  from  these,  he 
shall  be  a vessel  unto  honour,’ 
sanctified  and  profitable  to  the 
Lord,  prepared  unto  every  good 
work. 

22  But  flee  thou  youthful  de- 
sires, and  pursue  justice,  faith, 
charity,  and  peace  with  them 
that  call  on  tne  Lord  out  of  a 
pure  heart. 

23  c And  avoid  foolish  and 
unlearned  questions,  knowing 
that  they  beget  strifes. 

24  But  the  servant  of  the 
Lord  must  not  wrangle : but  be 
mild  towards  all  men,  apt  to 
teach,  patient, 

25  With  modesty  admonish- 
ing them  that  resist  the  truth : 
if  perad  venture  God  may  give 
them  repentance  to  know  the 
truth, 

26  And  they  may  recover 
themselves  from  the  snares  of 
the  devil,  by  whom  they  are 
held  captive  at  his  will. 

CHAP.  III. 

The- character  of  heretics  of  latter  daps:, 
he  exhorts  Timothy  to  constancy.  Of 
the  great  profit  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  Scriptures. 

KNOW  also  this,  that,  «*in  the 
last  days,  shall  come  on 
dangerous  times.

EPISTLE  OF  ST.  PAUL  TO  TITUS. 


8r.  Paul  homing  preached  the  faith  in  the  Itland  cf  Crete,  he  ordained  hit  be- 
loved disciple  and  companion  '1  mm  bishop,  and  left  him  there  to  finish  the 
work  which  he  had  began.  Afterwards  the  Apostle,  on  a journey  to  Nicopolis, 
a city  of  Macedonia,  wrote  tl.is  Epistle  to  Titus;  in  which  he  directs  him  to 
ordain  bishops  and  priests  for  the  different  cities,  shewing  him  the  principal 
qualities  necessary  for  a bishop,  also  gives  him  particular  advice  for  his  own 
conduit  to  his  flock,  exhorting  him  to  hold  to  strictness  of  discipline,  but 
seasoned  with  lenity.  It  was  written  about  thirty-three  years  after  our 
Lords  Ascension. 


CHAP.  I. 

What  kind  of  men  he  is  to  ordain 
priests.  Borne  men  are  to  be  sharply 
rebuked. 

T)AUL,  a servant  of  God, 
1 and  an  apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ,  according  to  the  faith 
of  the  elect  of  God  and  the 
acknowledging  of  the  truth, 
which  is  according  to  godli- 
ness, 

2 Unto  the  hope  of  life  ever- 
lasting, which  God,  who  lieth 
not,  hath  promised  before  the 
times  of  the  world : 

3 But  hath  in  due  times 
manifested  his  word  in  preach- 
ing, which  is  committed  to  me 
according  to  the  commandment 
of  God  our  Saviour : 

4 To  Titus  my  beloved  son, 
according  to  the  common  faith, 
grace,  and  peace  from  God  the 
Father,  and  from  Christ  Jesus 
our  Saviour. 

5 For  this  cause  I left  thee  in 
Crete,  that  thou  shouldest  set 
in  order  the  things  that  are 
wanting,  and  shouldest  ordain 
priests  in  every  city,  as  I also 
appointed  thee : 


0 “ If  any  be  without  crime, 
the  husband  of  one  wife,  having 
faithful  children,  not  accused 
of  riot  or  unruly. 

7 For  a bishop  must  be  with- 
out crime,  as  the  steward  of 
God  : not  proud,  not  subject  to 
anger,  not  given  to  wine,  no 
striker,  nor  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre : 

8 But  given  to  hospitality, 
gentle,  sober,  just,  holy,  conti- 
nent : 

9 Embracing  that  faithful 
word  which  is  according  to 
doctrine,  that  he  may  be  able 
to  exhort  in  sound  doctrine, 
and  to  convince  the  gain- 
sayers 

10  For  there  are  many  dis- 
obedient, . vain  talkers,  and 
seducers,  especially  they  of  the 
circumcision. 

11  Who  must  be  reproved: 
who  subvert  whole  houses, 
teaching  the  tilings  which  they

8 The  sound  word  that  cannot 
be  blamed : that  he,  who  is  on 
the  contrary  part,  may  be  afraid, 
having  no  evil  to  say  of  us. 

9 6 Exhort  servants  to  be 
obedient  to  their  masters,  in  all 
things  pleasing,  not  gainsaying : 

10  Not  defrauding,  but  in  all 
things  shewing  good  fidelity, 
that  they  may  adorn  the  doc- 
trine of  God  our  Saviour  in  all 
things. 

11  c For  the  grace  of  God  our 
Saviour  hath  appeared  to  all 
men, 

12  Instructing  us  that,  deny- 
ing ungodliness  and  worldly 
desires,  we  should  live  soberly, 
and  justly,  and  godly  in  this 
world, 

13  Looking  for  the  blessed 
hope  and  coming  of  the  glory 
of  the  great  God  and  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ, 

14  Who  gave  himself  for  us, 
that  he  might  redeem  us  from 
all  iniquity,  and  might  cleanse 
to  himself  a people  acceptable, 
a pursuer  of  good  works. 

15  These  things  speak  and 
exhort,  and  rebuke  with  all  au- 
thority.

Paul,  who  was  then  a prisoner 
there  thefrtt  time.  The  A pottle  took  companion  on  him,  and  received  him 
with  tendemeu  and  converted  him  to  the  faith ; for  he  wot  a gentile  before. 
St.  Paci.  tend!  him  hack  to  hit  matter  with  thit  Mpittte  in  hit  favour : and 
though  he  beteechct  Philucov  to  portion  him,  get  the  Apottle  writes  with  be- 
coming dignity  and  authority.  It  contain*  divert  prof  table  instructions,  and 
points  out  the  charity  and  humanity  that  masters  should  have  for  their  ser- 
vants.

11  who  hath  been  heretofore 
unprofitable  to  thee,  but  now  is 
profitable  both  to  me  and  thee, 

12  Whom  I have  sent  back 
to  thee.  And  do  thou  receive 
him  as  my  own  bowels : 

18  Whom  I would  have  re- 
tained with  me,  that  in  thy 
stead  he  might  have  ministered 
to  me  in  the  bands  of  the  gos- 
pel : 

14  But  without  thy  counsel 
I would  do  nothing : that  thy 
good  deed  might  not  be  as  it 
were  of  necessity, but  voluntary. 

15  For  perhaps  he  therefore 
departed  for  a season  from  thee, 
that  thou  mightest  receive  him 
again  for  ever : 

16  Not  now  as  a servant,  but 
instead  of  a servant,  a most 
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dear  brother,  especially  to  me : 
but  how  much  more  to  thee 
both  in  the  flesh  and  in  the 
Lord? 

17  If  therefore  thou  count 
me  a partner ; receive  him  as 
myself.

THE 

EPISTLE  OF  ST.  PAUL  TO  THE 
HEBREWS. 


ST.  Paul  wrote  this  Epistle  to  the  Christians  in  Palestine,  the  most  part  of 
whom  being  Jews  before  their  conversion,  they  were  called  Hebrews.  He 
exhorts  them  to  be  thoroughly  converted  and  confirmed  in  the  faith  of  Christ, 
clearly  shewing  them  the  pre ■ eminence  of  Christs  priesthood  above  the  Leviti- 
cal,  and  also  the  excellence  of  the  new  law  above  the  old.  He  commends  faith 
by  the  example  of  the  ancient  fathers : and  exhorts  them  to  patience  and 
perseverance,  and  to  remain  in  fraternal  charity.  It  appears,  from  chap, 
xiii.  that  this  Epistle  was  written  in  Italy,  and  probably  at  Rome,  about 
twenty-nine  years  after  our  Lord's  Ascension.

For  in 
that he  hath  subjected  all  things 
to  him,  he  left  nothing  not  sub- 
ject to  him.  But  now  we  see 
not  as  yet  all  things  subject  to 
him. 

9 6 But  we  see  JESUS,  who 
was  made  a little  lower  than  the 
angels, for thesufferingof  death,  j 
crowned  with  glory  and  honour : 
that  through  the  grace  of  God 
he  might  taste  death  for  all. 

10  For  it  became  him,  for 
whom  are  all  things,  and  by 
whom  are  all  things,  who  had 
brought  many  children  into 
glory,  to  perfect  the  author  of 
their  salvation,  by  his  passion. 

11  For  both  he  that  sancti- 
fleth,  and  they  who  are  sancti- 
fied, are  all  of  one.  For  which 
cause  he  is  not  ashamed  to  call 
them  brethren,  saying : 

12  «/  will  declare  thy  name 
to  my  brethren : in  the  midst  of 
the  church  will  I praise  thee. 

13  And  again  : d I will  put 
my  trust  in  him.  And  again  : 
• Behold  I and  my  children , 
whom  God  hath  given  me. 

14  Therefore  because  the 
children  are  partakers  of  flesh 
and  blood,  he  also  himself  in 
like  manner  hath  been  partaker 
of  the  same : that  /through 
death  he  might  destroy  him

16  For  nowhere  doth  he  take 
hold  of  the  angels : but  of  the 
seed  of  Abraham  he  taketh 
hold. 

17  Wherefore  it  behoved 
him  in  all  things  to  be  made 
like  unto  his  brethren,  that  he 
might  become  a merciful  and 
faithful  high-priest  before  God, 
that  he  might  be  a propitiation 
for  the  sins  of  the  people. 

18  For  in  that,  wherein  he 
himself  hath  suffered  and  been 
tempted,  he  is  able  to  succour 
them  also  that  are  tempted. 

CHAP.  III. 

Chritt  it  more  excellent  than  Motet: 
and  therefore  we  mutt  adhere  to  him 
by  faith  and  obedience. 

WHEREFORE,  holy  breth- 
ren, partakers  of  the  hea- 
venly vocation,  consider  the 
apostle  and  high-priest  of  our 
confession,  Jesus  : 

2  Who  is  faithful  to  him  that 
made  him,  as  was  also  v Moses 
in  all  his  house. 

3  For  this  man  was  counted 
worthy  of  greater  glory  than 
Moses,  by  so  much  as  he  that 
hath  built  the  house,  hath 
greater  honour  than  the  house. 

4  For  every  house  is  built  by 
some  man  ; but  he  that  created 
all  things  is  God. 

5  And  Moses  indeed  was 
faithful  in  all  his  house  as  a

is,  he  never  took  upon  him  the  nature 
of  angels,  but  that  of  the  seed  of  Abra- 
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servant,  for  a testimony  of  those 
things  which  were  to  be  said  : 

6 But  Christ  as  the  Sou  in  his 
own  house:  which  house  are  we, 
if  we  hold  fast  the  confidence 
and  glory  of  hope  unto  the  end. 

7 Wherefore,  as  the  Holy 
Ghost  saith : “ To-day  if  you 
shall  hear  his  voice, 

8 Harden  not  your  hearts,  as 
in  the  provocation ; in  the  day 
of  temptation  in  the  desert, 

9 Where  your  fathers  tempted 
me,  proved  and  saw  my  works, 

10  Forty  years:  For  which 
cause  I was  offended  with  this 
generation,  and  said : They 
always  err  in  heart . And  they 
have  not  known  my  icays, 

11  As  I ham  sworn  in  my 
wrath : If  they  shall  enter  into 
my  rest. 

12  Take  heed,  brethren,  lest 
perhaps  there  be  in  any  of  you 
an  evil  heart  of  unbelief,  to  de- 
part from  the  living  God. 

13  But  exhort  one  another 
every  day,  whilst  it  is  called  to- 
day, that  none  of  you  l>e  hard- 
ened through  the  deceitfulness 
of  sin. 

14  For  we  are  made  partakers 
of  Christ : yet  so  if  we  hold  the 
beginning  of  his  substance  firm 
unto  the  end. 

15  While  it  is  said : To-day  if 
you  shall  hear  his  voice,  harden 
i not  your  hearts  as  in  that  pro- 
vocation. 

16  For  some  who  heard  did 
provoke : but  not  all  that  came 
out  of  Egypt  by  Moses. 

17  And  with  whom  was  he 
offended  forty  years?  Was  it 
not  with  them  that  sinned, 
b whose  carcasses  were  over- 
thrown in  the  desert  ?

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18  And  to  whom  did  he  swear 
that  they  should  not  enter  into 
his  rest : but  to  them  that  were 
incredulous  ? 

19  And  we  see  that  they  could 
notenter  in,  because  of  unbelief. 

CHAP.  IV. 

The  Christian'*  rest : we  are  to  enter 
into  it,  through  Jesus  Christ. 

LET  us  fear  therefore  lest  the 
promise  being  left  of  enter- 
ing into  his  rest,  any  of  you 
should  be  thought  tobe  wanting. 

2  For  unto  us  also  it  hath 
been  declared,  in  like  manner 
as  unto  them.  But  the  word 
of  hearing  did  not  profit  them, 
not  being  mixed  with  faith  of 
those  things  they  heard. 

3  For  we  who  have  believed, 
shall  enter  into  rest:  as  he  said: 
c As  I have  sworn  in  my  wrath : 
If  they  shaU  eider  into  my  rest ; 
and  this  indeed  when  the  works 
from  the  foundation  of  theworld 
were  finished. 

4  For  in  a certain  place  he 
spoke  of  the  seventh  day  thus  : 
d And  Ood  rested  the  seventh  day 
from  all  his  i corks. 

6  And  in  this  place  again  : 
If  they  shaU  enter  into  my  rest. 

6 Seeing  then  it  remaineth 
that  some  are  to  enter  into  it, 
and  they,  to  whom  it  was  first 
preached,  did  not  enter  because 
of  unbelief : 

7  Again  he  limiteth  a certain 
day,  saying  in  David : To-day, 
after  so  long  a time,  as  it  is 
above  said : • To-day  if  you 
shall  hear  his  voice  ; harden  not 
your  hearts. 

8  For  if  Jesus  had  given

CHAP.  IV.  Ver.  8.  Jesus.  Josue, 
who  in  the  Greek  is  called  Jesns, 
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them  rest : he  would  never  have 
afterwards  spoken  of  another 
day. 

9 There  remaineth  therefore 
a day  of  rest  for  the  people  of 
God. 

10  For  he  that  is  entered  into 
his  rest,  the  same  also  hath 
rested  from  his  works,  as  God 
did  from  his. 

11  Let  us  hasten  therefore  to 
enter  into  that  rest : lest  any 
man  fall  into  the  same  example 
of  unbelief. 

12  For  the  word  of  God  is 
living  and  effectual,  and  more 
piercing  than  any  two-edged 
sword  : and  reaching  unto  the 
division  of  the  soul  and  the 
spirit,  of  the  joints  also  and  the 
marrow,  and  is  a discemer  of 
the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the 
heart. 

13  «*  Neither  is  there  any  crea- 
ture invisible  in  his  sight : but 
all  things  are  naked  and  open  to 
his  eyes,  to  whom  our  speech  is. 

14  Having  therefore  a great 
high -priest  that  hath  passed 
into  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  Son 
of  God : let  us  hold  fast  our  con- 
fession. 

15  For  we  have  not  a high- 
priest,  who  cannot  have  com- 
passion on  our  infirmities  : but 
one  tempted  in  all  things  like 
as  we  are,  without  sin. 

16  Let  us  go  therefore  with 
confidence  to  the  throne  of 
grace ; that  we  may  obtain 
mercy  , and  find  grace  in  season- 
able aid. 

CHAP.  V. 

The  office  of  a high-priest.  Christ  it  our 
high-priest. 

FOR  every  high-priest  taken 
from  among  men,  is  or-

darned  for  men  in  the  things 
that  appertain  to  God,  that  he 
may  offer  up  gifts  and  sacrifices 
for  sins : 

2 Who  can  have  compassion 
on  them  that  are  ignorant  and 
that  err:  because  he  himself  also 
is  compassed  with  infirmity : 

3 And  therefore  he  ought,  as 
for  the  people,  so  also  for  him- 
self, to  offer  for  sins. 

4 *>  Neither  doth  any  man 
take  the  honour  to  himself,  but 
he  that  is  called  by  God,  as 
Aaron  was. 

5 So  Christ  also  did  not  glo- 
rify himself  that  he  might  be 
made  a high-priest:  but  he  that 
said  unto  him,  c Thou  art  my 
Son;  this  day  have  I begotten 
thee. 

6 As  he  saith  also  in  another 
place  : d Thou  art  a priest  for 
ever , according  to  the  order  of 
Melchisedech. 

7 Who  in  the  days  of  his  flesh 
with  a strong  cry  and  tears 
offering  up  prayers  and  suppli- 
cations to  him  that  was  able  to 
save  him  from  death,  was  heard 
for  his  reverence. 

8 And  whereas  indeed  he  was 
the  Son  of  God,  he  learned  obe- 
dience by  the  things  which  he 
suffered : 

9 And  being  consummated, 
he  became,  to  all  that  obey  him, 
the  cause  of  eternal  salvation, 

10  Called  by  God  a high- 
priest  according  to  the  order 
of  Melchisedech. 

11  Of  whom  we  have  much  to 
say,  and  hard  to  be  intelligibly 
uttered  : because  you  are  be- 
come weak  to  hear. 

12  For  whereas  for  the  time 
you  ought  to  be  masters,  you

milk,  and  not  of  strong  meat. 

18  For  every  one,  that  is  a 
partaker  of  milk,  is  unskilful 
in  the  word  of  justice : for  he 
is  a little  child. 

14  But  strong  meat  is  for  the 
perfect : for  them  who  by  cus- 
tom have  their  senses  exercised 
to  the  discerning  of  good  and 
evil. 

CHAP.  VL

WHEREFORE  leaving  the 
word  of  the  beginning  of

9 But,  my  dearly  beloved,  we 
trust  better  things  of  you,  and 
nearer  to  salvation  ; though  we 
speak  thus. 

10  For  God  is  not  unjust,  that 
he  should  forget  your  work  and 
the  love  which  you  have  shewn 
in  his  name,  you  who  have 
ministered,  and  do  minister  to 
the  saints. 

11  And  we  desire  that  every 
one  of  you  shew  forth  the  same

The  priesthood  of  Christ,  according  to 
the  order  of  Melchisedech,  excels  the 
Levitical  priesthood,  and  puts  an  end 
both  to  that,  and  to  the  late. 

FOR  « this  Melchisedech  teas 
king  of  Salem,  priest  of  the 
most  high  God,  who  met  Abra- 
ham returning  from  the  slaugh- 
ter of  the  kings,  and  blessed 
him  : 

2  To  whom  also  Abraham 
divided  the  tithes  of  all : who 
first  indeed  by  interpretation, 
is  king  of  justice:  and  then 
also  king  of  Salem,  that  is, 
king  of  peace. 

3  Without  father,  without 
mother,  without  genealogy, 
having  neither  beginning  of 
days  nor  end  of  life,  but  lik- 
ened unto  the  Son  of  God,  con- 
tinueth  a priest  for  ever. 

4  Now  consider  how  great  this

5 And  indeed  they  that  are 
! of  the  sons  of  Levi,  who  receive 

the  priesthood,  6 have  a com- 
mandment to  take  tithes  of  the 
people  according  to  the  law, 
that  is  to  say,  of  their  brethren : 
though  they  themselves  also 
came  out  of  the  loins  of  Abra- 
ham. 

6 But  he,  whose  pedigree  is 
not  numbered  among  them,  re- 
ceived tithes  of  Abraham,  and 
blessed  him  that  had  the  pro- 
mises. 

7 And  without  all  contradic- 
tion , that  which  is  less  is  blessed 
by  the  better. 

8 And  here  indeed  men  that 
die,  receive  tithes : but  there  he 
hath  witness,  that  he  liveth. 

9 And  (as  it  may  be  said) 
even  Levi  who  received  tithes, 
paid  tithes  in  Abraham  : 

| 10  For  he  was  yet  in  the  loins 

j of  his  father,  when  Melchise- 
dech met  him : 

11  If  then  perfection  was  by 
the  Levitical  priesthood,  (for 
under  it  the  people  received 
the  law,)  what  further  need 
was  there  that  another  priest 
should  rise  according  to  the 
order  of  Melchisedech,  and  not 
be  called  according  to  the  order 
of  Aaron  ? 

12  For  the  priesthood  being 
translated,  it  is  necessary  that 
a translation  also  be  made  of 
the  law. 

13  For  he,  of  whom  these 
things  are  spoken,  is  of  another 
tribe,  of  which  no  one  attended 
on  the  altar. 

14  For  it  is  evident  that  our 
Lord  sprung  out  of  Juda:  in 


6 Deut  18.  8.  Joe.  14.  4. 
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which  tribe  Moses  spoke  no- 
thing concerning  priests. 

15  And  it  is  yet  far  more 
evident : if  according  to  the  si- 
militude of  Melchisedech  there 
ariseth  another  priest, 

16  Who  is  made  not  accord- 
ing to  the  law  of  a carnal  com- 
mandment, but  according  to 
the  power  of  an  indissoluble 
life: 

17  For  he  testifleth  : a Thou 
art  a priest  for  ever , according 
to  the  order  of  Melchisedech. 

18  There  is  indeed  a setting 
aside  of  the  former  command- 
ment, because  of  the  weakness 
and  unprofitableness  thereof  : 

19  (For  the  law  brought  no- 
thing to  perfection)  but  the 
bringing  in  of  a better  hope,  by 
which  we  draw  nigh  to  God. 

20  And  inasmuch  as  it  is  not 
without  an  oath,  (for  the  others 
indeed  were  made  priests  with- 
out an  oath ; 

21  But  this  with  an  oath,  by 
him  that  said  unto  him  : * The 
Lord  hath  sworn,  and  he  will 
not  repent , thou  art  a priest  for 
ever :) 

22  By  so  much  is  Jesus  made 
a surety  of  a better  testament. 

23  And  the  others  indeed  were 
made  many  priests,  because  by

high -priest  Jesus  Christ ; that  they 
being  removed  by  death,  made  way 
for  their  successor*;  whereas  our  Ix>rd 
Jesus  is  a priest  for  ever,  and  hath  no 
•ucoeaaor;  but  liveth  and  concnrreth 
for  ever  with  his  ministers,  the  priests 
of  the  New  Testament,  in  all  their  func- 
tions. Sndly,  That  no  one  orient  of  the 
law,  nor  all  of  them  together,  omiM  offer 
that  absolute  sacrifice  of  everlast  ng 
redemption  which  our  one  high-pricRt. 
Jeans  Christ,  has  offered  once  and  for 


reason  of  death  they  were  not 
suffered  to  continue : 

24  But  this,  for  that  he  con- 
tinueth  for  ever,  hath  an  ever- 
lasting priesthood, 

25  Whereby  he  is  able  also  to 
save  for  ever  them  that  come 
to  God  by  him : always  living 
to  make  intercession  for  us. 

26  For  it  was  fitting  that  we 
should  have  such  a high-priest, 
holy,  innocent,  undeflled,  sepa- 
rated from  sinners,  and  made 
higher  than  the  heavens : 

27  Who  needeth  not  daily 
(as  the  other  priests)  cto  offer 
sacrifices  first  for  his  own  sins, 
and  then  for  the  people’s : for 
this  he  did  once  in  offering 
himself.

6 Now  these  things  being 
thus  ordered,  into  the  first 
tabernacle  the  priests  indeed 
always  entered,  accomplishing 
the  offices  of  sacrifices. 

7 But  into  the  second,  the 
high-priest  alone,  b once  a year : 
not  without  blood,  which  he 
offereth  for  his  own,  and  the 
people’s  ignorance. 

8 The  Holy  Ghost  signifying 
this,  that  the  way  into  the  Holies 
was  not  yet  made  manifest, 
whilst  the  former  tabernacle 
was  yet  standing. 

9 Which  is  a parable  of  the 
time  present : according  to 
which  gifts  and  sacrifices  are 
offered,  which  cannot,  as  to  the 
conscience,  make  him  perfect 
that  serveth,  only  in  meats  and 
in  drinks, 

10  And  divers  washings,  and 
justices  of  the  flesh  laid  on  them 
until  the  time  of  correction. 

11  But  Christ,  being  come  an 
high-priest  of  the  good  things 
to  come,  by  a greater  and  more 
perfect  tabernacle  not  made 
with  hand,  that  is,  not  of  this 
creation :

12  Neither  by  the  blood  of 
goats,  or  of  calves,  but  by  his 
own  blood,  entered  once  into 
the  Holies,  having  obtained 
eternal  redemption. 

13  c For  if  the  blood  of  goats 
and  of  oxen,  and  the  ashes 
of  an  heifer  being  sprinkled, 
sanctify  such  as  are  defiled,  to 
the  cleansing  of  the  flesh : 

14  d How  much  more  shaU 
the  blood  of  Christ,  who  by  the 
Holy  Ghost  offered  himself  un- 
spotted unto  God,  cleanse  our 
conscience  from  dead  works,  to 
serve  the  living  God? 

15  And  therefore  he  is  the 
mediator  of  the  new  testament : 
«that  by  means  of  his  death, 
for  the  redemption  of  those 
transgressions,  which  were 
under  the  former  testament, 
they  that  are  called  may  re- 
ceive the  promise  of  eternal 
inheritance. 

10  For  where  there  is  a testa- 
ment ; the  death  of  the  testator 
must  of  necessity  come  in. 

17  For  a testament  is  of  force, 
after  men  are  dead  : otherwise 
it  is  as  yet  of  no  strength,  whilst 
the  testator  liveth. 

18  Whereupon  neither  was  the 
first  indeed  dedicated  without 
blood. 

19  For  when  every  command- 
ment of  the  law  had  been  read 
by  Moses  to  all  the  people,  he 
took  the  blood  of  calves  and 
goats  with  water  and  scarlet 
wool  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled

20  Saying : a This  is  the  blood 
of  the  testament , which  God  hath 
enjoined  unto  you. 

21  The  tabernacle  also  and 
all  the  vessels  of  the  ministry, 
in  like  manner  he  sprinkled 
with  blood : 

22  And  almost  all  things, 
according  to  the  law,  are 
cleansed  with  blood : and  with- 
out shedding  of  blood  there  is 
no  remission. 

23  It  is  necessary  therefore 
that  the  patterns  of  heavenly 
things  should  be  cleansed  with 
these : but  the  heavenly  things 
themselves  with  better  sacri- 
fices than  these. 

24  For  Jesus  is  not  entered 
into  the  Holies  made  with 
hands,  the  patterns  of  the  true: 
but  into  heaven  itself,  that  he 
may  appear  now  in  the  presence 
of  God  for  us. 

26  Nor  yet  that  he  should 
offer  himself  often,  as  the  high- 
priest  entereth  into  the  Holies 
every  year  with  the  blood  of 
others : 

26  For  then  he  ought  to  have 
suffered  often  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  world:  but  now 
once  at  the  end  of  ages  he  hath 
appeared  for  the  destruction  of 
sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself. 

• Exod.  24.  8. 


Ver.  25.  Offer  himself  often.  Christ 
shall  never  more  offer  himself  in  sacri- 
fice, in  that  violent,  painful,  and 
bloody  manner,  nor  can  there  he  auv 
occasion  for  it;  since  by  that  one  sacri- 
fice upon  the  cross,  he  has  furnished 
the  full  ransom,  redemption,  and  re- 
medy for  all  the  sins  of  the  world.  But 
this  "hinders  not  that  he  may  offer  him- 
self daily  in  the  sacred  mysteries  iu  an 
unbloody  manner,  for  the  daily  applica- 
tion of  that  one  sacrifice  of  redemption 
to  our  souls. 


27  And  as  it  is  appointed  unto 
men  once  to  die,  and,  after  this, 
the  judgment : 

28  » So  also  Christ  was  offered 
once  to  exhaust  the  sins  of 
many ; the  second  time  he  shall 
appear  without  sin , to  them  that 
expect  him,  unto  salvation. 

CHAP.  X. 

Because  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  sac- 
rifices of  the  taw,  Christ  our  high- 
priest  shed  his  own  blood  for  us, 
offering  up  once  for  all  the  sacrifice 
of  our  redem/>tion.  He  exhorts  them 
to  perseverance. 

FOR  the  law  having  a shadow 
of  the  good  things  to  come, 
not  the  very  image  of  the 
I things  : by  the  self-same  sacri- 
I flees  which  they  offer  conti- 
nually every  year,  can  never 
make  the  comers  thereunto 
perfect  : 

2  For  then  they  would  have 
ceased  to  be  offered:  because 
the  worshippers  once  cleansed 
should  have  no  conscience  of 
sin  any  longer : 

3  But  in  them  there  is  made 
a commemoration  of  sins  every 
year. 

4  For  it  is  impossible  that 
with  the  blood  of  oxen  and 
goats  sins  should  be  taken 
away. 

6 Wherefore  when  he  coraeth 
into  the  world,  he  saith:  cSacri-

CHAP.  X.  Ver.  2.  They  would  have 
ceased.  If  they  had  been  of  themselves 
perfect  to  all  the  intent*  of  redemption 
and  remission.  ns  Christ’s  denth  is: 
there  would  have  been  no  occasion  of 
so  often  repeating  them  : as  there  is  no 
occasion  for  Christ’s  dying  any  more  for 
our  sins. 
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fice  and  oblation  thou  wouldest 
not : but  a body  thou  hoot  fitted 
to  me : 

6 Holocausts  for  sin  did  not 
please  thee. 

7 Thensaid  I : Behold  I come : 
ain  the  head  of  the  book  it  is 
•written  of  me : that  1 should  do 
thy  unit , O God. 

8 In  saying  before,  Sacrifices, 
and  oblations,  and  holocausts, 
for  sin  thouwouldest  not, neither 
are  they  pleasing  to  thee,  which 
are  offered  according  to  the 
law. 

9 Then  said  I,  Behold,  1 come 
to  do  thy  will,  0 God : he  taketh 
away  the  first,  that  he  may  esta- 
blish that  which  followeth.  | 

10  In  the  which  will  we  are 
sanctified  by  the  oblation  of  the 
body  of  Jesus  Christ  once. 

11  And  every  priest  indeed 
standeth  daily  ministering,  and 
often  offering  the  same  sacri- 
fices, which  can  never  take 
away  sins. 

12  But  this  man  offering  one 
sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sitteth 
on  the  right  hand  of  God, 

13  From  henceforth  expect- 
ing, 6 until  his  enemies  be  made 
his  footstool. 

14  For  by  one  oblation  he 
hath  perfected  for  ever  them 
that  are  sanctified. 

15  And  the  Holy  Ghost  also 
doth  testify  this  to  us.  For  after 
that  he  said : 

16  « And  this  is  the  testament 
which  / will  make  unto  them 
after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord. 
I will  give  my  laws  in  their 
hearts,  and  on  their  minds  will 
I write  them  : 

17  And  their  sins  and  iniqui- 
ties I will  remember  no  more.

22  Let  us  draw  near  with  a 
true  heart  in  fulness  of  faith, 
having  our  hearts  sprinkled 
from  an  evil  conscience,  and  our 
bodies  washed  with  clean  water. 

23  Let  us  hold  fast  the  con- 
fession of  our  hope  without 
wavering,  (for  he  is  faithful 
that  hath  promised,) 

24  And  let  us  consider  one 
another  to  provoke  unto  charity 
and  to  good  works : 

25  Not  forsaking  our  assem- 
bly. as  some  are  accustomed, 
but  comforting  one  another,  ana 
so  much  the  more  as  you  see 

| the  day  approaching. 

| 26  <*For  if  we  sin  wilfully

souls  in  that  ample  manner  as  it  is  in 
baptism : but  we  have  rather  all  man- 
ner of  reason  to  look  for  a dreadful 
judgment : the  more  because  apostates 
i from  the  known  truth  seliiom  or  never 
I have  the  grace  to  return  to  it. 
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after  having  the  knowledge  of 
the  truth,  mere  is  now  left  no 
sacrifice  for  sins, 

27  But  a certain  dreadful  ex- 
pectation of  judgment,  and  the 
rage  of  a fire  which  shall  con- 
sume the  adversaries. 

28  A man  making  void  the 
law  of  Moses  dieth  without  any 
mercy  under  « two  or  three 
witnesses : 

29  How  much  more,  do  you 
think  he  deserveth  worse  pun- 
ishments, who  had  trodden 
under  foot  the  Son  of  God,  and 
hath  esteemed  the  blood  of  the 
testament  unclean,  by  which 
he  was  sanctified,  and  hath 
offered  an  affront  to  the  Spirit 
of  grace  ? 

30  For  we  know  him  that 
hath  said : b Vengeance  belong- 
eth  to  me,  and  I unit  repay.  And 
again  : The  Lord  shau  judge  his 
peop  e. 

31  It  is  a fearful  thing  to  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  living 
God. 

32  But  call  to  mind  the  for- 
mer days,  wherein  being  illu- 
minated, you  endured  a great 
fight  of  afflictions. 

33  And  on  the  one  hand  in- 
deed, by  reproaches  and  tribu- 
lations were  made  a gazing 
stock ; and  on  the  other,  be- 
came companions  of  them  that 
were  used  in  such  sort. 

34  For  you  both  had  com- 
passion on  them  that  were  in 
bands,  and  took  with  Joy  the 
being  stripped  of  your  own 
goods,  knowing  that  you  have 
a better  and  a lasting  sub- 
stance. 

35  Do  not  therefore  lose  your 


confidence,  which  hath  a great 
reward. 

36  For  patience  is  necessary 
for  you : that  doing  the  will  of 
God,  you  may  receive  the  pro- 
mise. 

37  For  yet  a little  and  a very 
little  while,  and  he  that  is  to 
come,  will  come,  and  will  not 
delay. 

38  c But  my  just  man  liveth 
by  faith : but  if  he  withdraw 
himself,  he  shall  not  please  my 
soul. 

39  But  we  are  not  the  children 
of  withdrawing  unto  perdition, 
but  of  faith  to  the  saving  of  the 
soul. 

CHAP.  XI. 

What  faith  is  : its  wonderful  fruits  and 
efficacy,  demonstrated  in  the  fathers. 

NOW  faith  is  the  substance  of 
things  to  be  hoped  for,  the 
evidence  of  things  that  appear 
not. 

2  For  by  this  the  ancients 
obtained  a testimony. 

3  d By  faith  we  understand 
that  the  world  was  framed  by 
the  word  of  God  ; that  from  in- 
visible things  visible  things 
might  be  made. 

4  e By  faith  Abel  offered  to 
God  a sacrifice  exceeding  that 
of  Cain,  / by  which  he  obtained 
a testimony  that  he  was  just, 
God  giving  testimony  to  his 
gifts,  and  by  it  he  being  dead 
yet  speaketh. 

| 5 v By  faith  Henoch  was  trans- 

lated, that  he  should  not  see 
death,  and  he  was  not  found  be- 
cause God  had  translated  him  : 
For  before  his  translation  he  had 
testimony  that  he  pleased  God.

7 “By  faith  Noe  having  re- 
ceived an  answer  concerning 
those  things  which  as  yet  were 
not  seen,  moved  with  fear 
framed  the  ark  for  the  saving 
of  his  house,  by  the  which  he 
condemned  the  world  : and  was 
instituted  heir  of  the  justice 
which  is  by  faith. 

8 By  faith  he  that  is  called 
Abraham,  obeyed  to  go  out  into 
a place  which  he  was  to  receive 
for  an  inheritance : and  he  went 
out,  not  knowing  whither  he 
went 

9 By  faith  he  abode  in  the 
land,  dwelling  in  cottages,  with 
Isaac  and  Jacob,  the  co-heirs  of 
the  same  promise. 

10  For  he  looked  for  a city 
that  hath  foundations : whose 
builder  and  maker  is  God. 

11  c By  faith  Sara  also  herself, 
being  barren,  received  strength 
to  conceive  seed,  even  past  the 
time  of  age:  because  she  be- 
lieved that  he  was  faithful  who 
had  promised. 

12  For  which  cause  there 
sprung  even  from  one  (and  him 
as  good  as  dead)  as  the  stars  of 
heaven  in  multitude,  and  as  the 
sand  which  is  by  the  sea-shore 
innumerable. 

13  All  these  died  according  to 
faith,  not  having  received  the 
promises,  but  beholding  them 
afar  off,  and  saluting  them, 
and  confessing  that  they  are

CATHOLIC  EPISTLE  OF  ST.  JAMES 
THE  APOSTLE. 


This  Epistle  is  called  Catholic  or  Universal,  as  formerly  were  also  the  two 
Epistles  of  Sr.  Free,  the  first  of  8t.  John,  and  the  one  of  Sr.  Jude,  be- 
cause they  were  not  written  to  any  peculiar  people  or  particular  person,  but 
to  the  faithful  in  general.  It  was  written  by  the  Apostle  St.  Jam  kb,  called 
the  Libs,  who  was  also  called  the  brother  of  our  Lord,  being  his  kins- 
man (for  oousin-germans  with  the  Hebrews  were  called  brothers).  He  was 
the  first  bishop  of  Jerusalem.  In  this  Epistle  are  set  forth  many  precepts 
appertaining  to  faith  and  morals;  and  particularly,  that  faith  without  good 
works  will  not  save  a man,  that  true  wisdom  is  given  only  from  above.  In 
the  fifth  chapter  he  publishes  the  Sacrament  of  anointing  the  sick,  ft  was 
written  a short  time  before  his  martyrdom,  about  twenty-eight  years  after 
our  Lord's  Ascension. 


CHAP.  I. 

The  benefit  of  tribulations.  Prayer 
with  faith,  God  is  the  atUhor  of  all 
good  but  not  of  evil.  We  must  be 
slow  to  anger:  and  not  hearers  only, 
but  doers  of  the  word.

19  Thou  believest  that  there 
is  one  God.  Thou  dost  well : 
the  devils  also  believe  and 
tremble. 

20  But  wilt  thou  know,  O

a » it  were  a chain  of  precept*  whereby 
I breaking  one  link  of  this  chaiu,  the 
whole  chain  is  broken,  or  the  integrity 
of  the  law  consisting  of  a collection  of 
precepts.  A sinner,  therefore,  by  a 
grivous  offend*  against  any  one  pre- 
cept, incurs  eternal  punishment : yet 
the  lauiisnmeuts  in  hell  shall  lie 
greater  for  those  who  have  been 
greater  sinners,  as  a greater  reward 
snail  be  for  those  in  heaven  who  have 
lived  with  greater  sanctity  and  per- 
fection.

26  For  even  as  the  body  with- 
out the  spirit  is  dead,  so  also 
faith  without  works  is  dead. 

CHAP.  III. 

Of  the  evils  of  the  tongue.  Of  the  differ- 
ence between  the  earthly  and  heavenly 

wisdom. 

BE  dye  not  many  masters,  my 
brethren,  knowing  that 
you  receive  the  greater  judg- 
ment. 

2 For  in  many  things  we  all 
offend.  If  any  man  offend  not 
in  word,  the  same  is  a perfect 
man.  He  is  able  also  with  a 
bridle  to  lead  about  the  whole 
body. 

3 For  if  we  put  bits  into  the 
mouths  of  horses  that  they  may 
obey  us,  and  we  turn  about 
their  whole  body. 

4 Behold  also  ships,  whereas

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they  are  great,  and  are  driven 
by  strong  winds,  yet  are  they 
turned  about  with  a small  helm, 
whithersoever  the  force  of  the 
governor  willeth. 

5 So  the  tongue  also  is  indeed 
' a little  member,  and  boasteth 
great  things.  Behold  how  small 
j a fire  what  a great  wood  it  kin- 
dleth ! 

| 6 And  the  tongue  is  a fire,  a 

world  of  iniquity.  The  tongue 
is  placed  among  our  members, 
which  defileth  the  whole  body, 
and  inflameth  the  wheel  of  our 
nativity,  being  set  on  fire  by 
hell. 

7 For  every  nature  of  beasts, 
and  of  birds,  and  of  serpents, 
and  of  the  rest,  is  tamed  ana 
hath  been  tamed  by  the  nature 
of  man : . 

8 But  the  tongue  no  man  can 
tame,  an  unquiet  evil,  full  of 
deadly  poison. 

9 By  it  we  bless  God  and  the 
Father : and  by  it  we  curse  men, 
who  are  made  after  the  likeness 
of  God. 

10  Out  of  the  same  mouth 
proceedeth  blessing  and  curs- 
ing. My  brethren,  these  things 
ought  not  so  to  be. 

11  Doth  a fountain  send  forth, 
out  of  the  same  hole,  sweet  and 
bitter  water? 

12  Can  the  fig-tree,  my  bre- 
thren, bear  grapes ; or  the  vine, 
figs?  So  neither  can  the  salt 
water  yield  sweet. 

13  Who  is  a wise  man  and 
endued  with  knowledge  among 
you?  Let  him  shew,  by  a 
good  conversation,  his  work  in 
the  meekness  of  wisdom. 

14  But  if  you  have  bitter 
zeal,  and  there  be  contentions 
in  your  hearts ; glory  not,  and 
be  not  liars  against  the  truth. 

15  For  this  is  not  wisdom. 
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descending  from  above : but 
earthly,  sensual,  devilish. 

10  For  where  envying  and 
contention  is,  there  is  incon- 
stancy, and  every  evil  work. 

17  But  the  wisdom  that  is 
from  above,  first  indeed  is 
chaste,  then  peaceable,  modest, 
easy  to  be  persuaded,  consent- 
ing to  the  good,  full  of  mercy 
and  good  fruits,  without  judg- 
ing, without  dissimulation. 

18  And  the  fruit  of  justice  is 
so wn  in  peace,  to  them  that 
make  peace. 

CHAP.  IV. 

The  evil*  that  Jtotc  from  yielding  to  con- 
cupiscence, and  being  friend*  to  this 

teorld.  Admonitions  against  pride, 

detraction,  Ac. 

ROM  whence  are  wars  and 
contentions  among  you  ? 
Are  they  not  hence,  from  your 
concupiscences,  which  war  in 
your  members? 

2 You  covet,  and  have  not : 
you  kill,  and  envy,  and  cannot 
obtain.  You  contend  and  war, 
and  you  have  not,  because  you 
ask  not. 

3 You  ask,  and  receive  not : 
because  you  ask  amiss  : that 
you  may  consume  it  on  your 
concupiscences. 

4 Adulterers,  know  you  not 
that  the  friendship  of  this  world 
is  the  enemy  of  God  ? Whoso- 
ever therefore  will  be  a friend  of 
this  world,  becometh  an  enemy 
of  God. 

5 Or  do  you  think  that  the 
scripture  saith  in  vain : To  envy 
doth  the  spirit  covet  which 
dweUeth  in  you  f 

6 But  he  giveth  greater  grace. 
Wherefore  he  saith:  aGod  re - 
sisteth  the  proud , and  giveth 
grace  to  the  humble.

7 Be  subject  therefore  to  God, 
but  resist  the  devil  and  he  will 
fly  from  you. 

8 Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  he 
will  draw  nigh  to  you.  Cleanse 
your  hands,  ye  sinners:  and 
purify  your  hearts,  ye  double- 
minded. 

9 Be  afflicted,  and  mourn, 
and  weep : let  your  laughter  be 
turned  into  mourning,  and  your 
joy  into  sorrow. 

10  Be  humbled  in  the  sight 
of  the  Lord,  and  he  will  exalt 
you. 

11  Detract  not  one  another, 
my  brethren.  He  that  de- 
tracteth  his  brother,  or  he  that 
judgeth  his  brother,  detracteth 
the  law  and  judgeth  the  law. 
But  if  thou  judge  the  law,  thou 
art  not  a doer  of  the  law,  but  a 
judge. 

12  There  is  one  lawgiver,  and 
judge,  that  is  able  to  destroy 
and  to  deliver. 

13  b But  who  art  thou  that 
judgest  thy  neighbour?  Behold, 
now  you  that  say : To-day  or  to- 
morrow we  will  go  into  such  a 
city,  and  there  we  will  spend  a 
year,  and  will  traffic,  ana  make 
our  gain. 

14  Whereas  you  know  not 
what  shall  be  on  the  morrow. 

16  For  what  is  your  life?  It 
is  a vapour  which  appeareth  for 
a little  while,  and  afterwards 
shall  vanish  away.  For  that 
you  should  say : If  the  Lord 
will,  and,  if  we  shall  live,  we 
will  do  this  or  that 

10  But  now  you  rejoice  in  your 
arrogancies.  All  such  rejoicing 
is  wicked. 

17  To  him  therefore  who 
knoweth  to  do  good,  and  doth 
it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin.

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CHAP.  V. 

A wo  to  the  rich  that  opprett  the  poor. 
Exhortations  to  jxuience,  and  to  avoid 
•wearing.  Of  the  anointing  the  tick, 
confession  of  sins,  and  fervour  in 
prayer. 

GO  to  now,  ye  rich  men,  weep 
and  howl  in  your  miseries, 
which  shall  come  upon  you. 

2  Your  riches  are  corrupted : 
and  your  garments  are  moth- 
eaten. 

3  Your  gold  and  silver  is 
cankered : and  the  rust  of  them 
shall  be  for  a testimony  against 
you,  and  shall  eat  your  flesh 
like  fire.  You  have  stored  up 
to  yourselves  wrath  against  the 
last  days. 

4  Behold  the  hire  of  thej 
labourers,  who  have  reaped  I 
down  your  fields,  which  by 
fraud  has  been  kept  back  by 
you,  crieth:  and  the  cry  of 
them  hath  entered  into  the 
ears  of  the  Lord  of  sabaoth. 

6  You  have  feasted  upon 
earth : and  in  riotousness  you 
have  nourished  your  hearts,  in 
the  day  of  slaughter. 

0 You  have  condemned  and 
put  to  death  the  just  one,  and 
he  resisted  you  not. 

7  Be  patient  therefore,  bre- 
thren, until  the  coming  of  the 
Lord.  Behold,  the  husbandman 
waiteth  for  the  precious  fruit  of 
the  earth : patiently  bearing  till 
he  receive  the  early  and  the 
latter  rain.  \ 

8  Be  you  therefore  also 
patient,  and  strengthen  your 
hearts : for  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  is  at  hand. 

9  Grudge  not,  brethren,  one 
against  another,  that  you  may 
not  be  judged.  Behold  the  judge 
standeth  before  the  door. 

10  Take,  my  brethren,  for  an  j 
example  of  suffering  evil,  of 
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labour  and  patience,  the  pro- 
phets, who  spoke  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord. 

11  Behold  we  account  them 
blessed  who  have  endured.  You 
have  heard  of  the  patience  of 
Job,  and  you  have  seen  the  end 
of  the  Lord,  that  the  Lord  is 
merciful  and  compassionate. 

12  But  above  all  things,  my 
brethren,  “swear  not,  neither 
by  heaven  nor  by  the  earth, 
nor  by  any  other  oath.  But 
let  your  speech  be,  yea,  yea: 
no,  no : that  you  fall  not  under 
judgment. 

13  Is  any  of  you  sad  ? Let  him 
pray.  Is  he  cheerful  in  mind  ? 
Let  him  sing. 

14  Is  any  man  sick  among 
you?  Let  him  bring  in  the 
priests  of  the  church,  and  let 
them  pray  over  him,  anointing 
him  with  oil  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord. 

15  And  the  prayer  of  faith 
shall  save  the  sick  man  : and 
the  Lord  shall  raise  him  up: 
and  if  he  be  in  sins,  they  shall 
be  forgiven  him. 

10  Confess  therefore  your  sins 
one  to  another : and  pray  one 
for  another,  that  you  may  be

20  He  must  know,  that  he 
who  causeth  a sinner  to  be  con- 
verted from  the  error  of  his 
way,  shall  save  his  soul  from 
death,  and  shall  cover  a multi- 
i tude  of  sins. 


THE 

FIRST  EPISTLE  OF  ST.  PETER  THE 
APOSTLE. 


This  first  Epistle  of  St.  Peter,  though  brief,  contains  much  doctrine  con- 
cerning Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity,  with  divers  instructions  to  all  persons 
of  what  state  or  condition  soever.  The  Apostle  commands  submission  to 
rulers  and  superiors,  and  exhorts  aU  to  the  practice  of  a virtuous  life  in 
imitation  of  Christ.  This  Epistle  is  written  with  such  apostolical  dignity 
as  to  manifest  the  supreme  authority  with  which  its  writer,  the  prince  of 
the  Apostles,  had  been  vested  by  his  lord  and  master  Jesus  Christ.  He  wrote 
it  at  Rome,  which  figuratively  he  calls  Babylon,  about  fifteen  years  after 
our  Lord's  Ascension. 


CHAP.  I. 

He  gives  thanks  to  God  for  the  benefit 
Of  our  being  called  to  the  true  faith, 
and  to  eternal  life  : into  which  we  are 
to  enter  by  many  tribulations.  He 
exhorts  to  holiness  of  life  : considering 
the  holiness  of  God,  and  our  redemp- 
tion by  the  blood  of  Christ. 

PETER,  an  apostle  of  .Tesus 
Christ,  to  the  strangers  dis- 
persed through  Pontus,  Gala- 
tia, Cappadocia,  Asia,  and  Bi- 
thynia,  elect, 

2  According  to  the  foreknow- 
ledge of  God  the  Father,  unto 
the  sanctification  of  the  Spirit, 
unto  obedience  and  sprinkling 


of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Chrtst  : 
Grace  unto  you  and  peace  be 
multiplied. 

3 <*  Blessed  be  the  God  and 
Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  according  to  his 
great  mercy  hath  regenerated 
us  unto  a lively  hope,  by  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ 
from  the  dead. 

4 Unto  an  inheritance  incor- 
ruptible, and  undeflled,  and 
that  cannot  fade,  reserved  in 
heaven  for  you. 


* 2 Cor.  1.  8.  Epheu.  1.  3. 
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5 Who,  by  the  power  of  God, ' 

are  kept  by  faith  unto  salvation 
ready  to  be  revealed  in  the  last  I 
time.  | 

6 Wherein  you  shall  greatly 
rejoice,  if  now  you  must  be  for 
a little  time  made  sorrowful  in 
divers  temptations : 

7 That  the  trial  of  your  faith 
(much  more  precious  than  gold  i 
which  is  tried  by  the  Are)  may 
be  found  unto  praise  and  glory 
and  honour  at  the  appearing  of 
Jesus  Christ: 

8 Whom  having  not  seen, 
you  love : in  whom  also  now, 
though  you  see  him  not,  you 
believe  : and  believing  shall  re- 
joice with  joy  unspeakable  and 
glorified. 

9 Receiving  the  end  of  your 
faith,  even  the  salvation  of  your 
souls. 

10  Of  which  salvation  the 
prophets  have  inquired  and  dili- 
gen  tlysearched , who  prophesied 
of  the  grace  to  come  in  you, 

11  Searching  what  or  what 
manner  of  time  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  in  them  did  signify  : 
when  it  foretold  those  suffer- 
ings that  are  in  Christ,  and  the 
glories  that  should  follow  : 

12  To  whom  it  was  revealed, 
that  not  to  themselves,  but  to 
you  they  ministered  those 
things  which  are  now  declared 
to  you  by  them  that  have 
preached  the  gospel  to  you,  the 
Holy  Ghost  being  sent  down 
from  heaven,  on  whom  the 
angels  desire  to  look. 

13  Wherefore  having  the 
loins  of  your  mind  girt  up, 
being  sober,  trust  perfectly  in 
the  grace  which  is  offered  to 
you  in  the  revelation  of  Jesus 
Christ, 

14  As  children  of  obedience, 
not  fashioned  according  to  the 
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former  desires  of  your  igno- 
rance : 

15  But  according  to  him  that- 
hath  called  you,  who  is  Holy, 
be  you  also  in  all  manner  of 
conversation  holy: 

1(5  Because  it  is  written  : 
n You  shall  be  holy , for  I am 
holy. 

17  And  if  you  invoke  as 
Father  him  who,  b without  re- 
spect of  persons,  judge th  ac- 
cording to  every  one’s  work : 
converse  in  fear  during  the 
time  of  your  sojourning  here. 

18  Knowing  that  you  were 
not  redeemed  with  corruptible 
things  as  gold  or  silver,  from 
your  vain  conversation  of  the 
tradition  of  your  fathero : 

19  cBut  with  the  precious 
blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a lamb 
unspotted  and  undeflled; 

20  Foreknown  indeed  before 
the  foundation  of  the  world, 
but  manifested  in  the  last  times 
for  you, 

21  Who  through  him  are 
faithful  in  God,  who  raised  him 
up  from  the  dead,  and  hath 
given  him  glory,  that  your  faith 
and  hope  might  be  in  God. 

22  Purifying  your  souls  in 
the  obedience  of  charity,  with 
a brotherly  love,  from  a sincere 
heart  love  one  another  ear- 
nestly : 

23  Being  born  again  not  of 
corruptible  seed,  but  incor- 
ruptible, by  the  word  of  God 
who  liveth  and  remaineth  for 
ever. 

24  d For  all  flesh  is  as  grass  : 
and  all  the  glory  thereof  as  the 
flower  of  grass.  The  grass  is

W«  are  to  lay  aside  all  guile,  and  go  to 
t Thrift  the  living  stone:  and  as  being 
note  his  people,  walk  worthily  of  him, 
with  submission  to  superiors,  and  pa- 
tience under  sufferings. 

WHEREFORE  “laying  away 
all  malice,  and  all  guile, 
and  dissimulations,  and  envies, 
and  all  detractions, 

2  As  new-born  babes,  desire 
the  rational  milk  without  guile, 
that  thereby  you  may  grow 
unto  salvation. 

3  If  so  be  you  have  tasted 
that  the  Lord  is  sweet.

7  To  you  therefore,  that  be- 
lieve, he  is  honour;  but  to 
them  that  believe  not,  c the 
stone  which  the  builders  rejected , 
the  same  is  made  the  head  of 
the  comer:

11 « Dearly  beloved,  I beseech 
you  as  strangers  and  pilgrims, 
to  refrain  yourselves  from  car- 
nal desires  which  war  against 
the  soul, 

12  Having  your  conversation 
good  among  the  gentiles  : that 
whereas  they  speak  against  you 
as  evil-doers,  they  may  by  the 
good  works,  which  they  shall  be- 
hold in  you,  glorify  God  in  the 
I day  of  visitation. 

| 13  /Be  ye  subject  therefore 

to  every  human  creature  for 
God’s  sake  : whether  it  be  to  the 
king  as  excelling : 

I 14  Or  to  governors  as  sent  by 
him  for  the  punishment  of  evil- 
doers, and  for  the  praise  of  the 
good: 

15  For  so  is  the  will  of  God, 
that  by  doing  well,  you  may  put 
to  silence  the  ignorance  of  fool- 
ish men :

22  u Who  did  no  sin , neither 
was  guile  found  in  his  mouth. 

23  Who,  when  he  was  reviled, 
did  not  revile : when  he  suf- 
fered, he  threatened  not : but 
delivered  himself  to  him  that 
judged  him  unjustly. 

24  ftWho  his  own  self  bore 
our  sins  in  his  body  upon  the 
tree;  that  we  being  dead  to 
sins,  should  live  to  justice  : by 
whose  stripes  you  were  healed. 

25  For  you  were  as  sheep  : 
going  astray  ; but  you  are  now 
converted  to  the  shepherd  and 
bishop  of  your  souls. 

CHAP.  III.

In  this  Epistl e St.  Peter  says  (chap,  ill.).  Behold  this  second  Epistle  I write  to 
you : and  before  (chap.  i.  141,  Being  assured  that  the  laying  away  of  this 
my  tabernacle  is  at  hand.  This  shews  that  it  was  written  a very  short  time 
before  his  martyrdom , which  was  about  thirty-five  years  after  our  LortCs 
Ascension.  In  this  Epistle  he  admonishes  the  faithful  to  be  mindful  of  the 
great  g fts  they  received  from  God,  and  to  join  all  other  virtues  with  their 
faith.  He  warns  them  against  false  teachers,  by  describing  their  practices 
and  foretelling  their  punishments.  Be  describes  the  dissolution  of  this  world 
by  fire,  and  the  day  of  judgment. 


CHAP.  I. 

He  exhorts  them  to  join  all  other  virtues 
with  their  faith,  in  order  to  secure 
their  salvation. 

SIMON  PETER,  servant  and 
apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to

9 For  he  that  hath  not  these 
things  with  him  is  blind,  and 
groping,  having  forgotten  that 
he  was  purged  from  his  old 
sins. 

10  Wherefore,  brethren,  la- 

bour the  more,  that  by  good 
works  you  may  make  sure  your 
Calling  and  election  Fordoing 
these  things,  you  shall  not  sin 
at  any  time.  I 

11  For  so  an  entrance  shall 
be  ministered  to  you  abun- 
dantly into  the  everlasting 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour Jesus  Christ. 

12  For  which  cause  I will 
begin  to  put  you  always  in 
remembrance  of  these  tilings : 


though  indeed  you  know  them, 
and  are  confirmed  in  the  pre- 
sent truth. 

18  But  I think  it  meet  as  long 
as  I am  in  this  tabernacle,  to 
stir  you  up  by  putting  you  in 
remembrance. 

14  Being  assured  that  the 
laying  away  of  this  my  taber- 
nacle is  at  hand,  according  as 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  also 
hath  a signified  to  me. 

15  Ana  I will  do  my  endea- 
vour, that  after  my  decease  also, 
you  may  often  have  whereby 
you  may  keep  a memory  of 
these  things. 

16  b For  we  have  not  followed 
cunningly  devised  fables,  when 
we  made  known  to  you  the 
power  and  presence  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  : but  having  been 
made  eye- witnessofhismajesty. 

17  For,  he  received  from  God 
the  Father,  honour  and  glory ; 
this  voice  coming  down  to  him 
from  the  excellent  glory,  c This 
is  my  beloved  Son  in  whom  1 
have  pleased  myself,  hear  ye 
him. 

18  And  this  voice  we  heard 
brought  from  heaven,  when  we 
were  with  him  in  the  holy 
mount. 

19  And  we  have  the  more 
firm  prophetic  1 word,  where- 
uuto  you  do  well  to  attend,  as 
to  a light  that  shineth  in  a 
dark  place,  until  the  day  dawn, 
and  the  day-star  arise  in  your 
hearts : 

20  «*  Understanding  this  first, 
that  no  prophecy  of  scripture  is 
made  by  private  interpretation.

No  prophecy  of 
scripture  is  made  by  private  interpre- 
tation. This  shews  plainly  that  the

but  the  holy  men  of  God  spoke, 
inspired  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

CHAP  n. 

Be  teams  them  against  false  teachers, 
and  foretells  their  punishment. 

BUT  there  were  also  false  pro- 
phets among  the  people, 
even  as  there  shall  be  among 
ou  lying  teachers,  who  shall 
ring  in  sects  of  perdition,  and 
deny  the  Lord  who  bought 
them : bringing  upon  them- 
selves swift  destruction.

Whose  judgment  now  of  a long 
time  lingereth  not,  and  their 
perdition  slumbereth  not. 

4  “ For  if  God  spared  not  the 
angels  that  sinned : but  de- 
livered them,  drawn  down  by 
infernal  ropes  to  the  lower  hell, 
unto  torments,  to  be  reserved 
unto  judgment :

Scriptures  are  not  to  be  expounded 
by  any  one’s  private  judgment  or 
private  spirit,  because  every  part  of 
the  holy  scriptures  were  written  by 
men  inspired  t>y  the  Holy  Ohoet,  and 
declared  as  such  by  the  Church: 
therefore  they  are  not  to  be  interpreted 
but  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  which  he 
bath  left,  and  promised  to  remain  with 
his  Church  to  guide  her  in  all  truth  to 
the  end  of  the  world.  Some  may  tell 
us  that  many  of  our  divines  interpret 
the  Scriptures : they  may  do  so,  but 
they  drt  it  always  with  a submission  to 
the  judgment  of  the  Church,  and  not 
otherwise. 

CHAP.  II.  Ver.  1.  Sects  of  perdi- 
tion; that  is,  heresies  destructive  of 
salvation. 


5 And  spared  not  the  original 
world,  b but  preserved  Noe  the 
eighth  person,  the  preacher  of 
justice,  bringing  in  the  flood 
upon  the  world  of  the  un- 
godly. 

6 c And  reducing  the  cities 
of  the  Sodomites  and  of  the 
Gomorrhites  into  ashes,  con- 
demned them  to  be  overthrown, 
making  them  an  example  to 
those  that  should  after  act 
wickedly. 

7 And  delivered  just  Lot, 
oppressed  by  the  injustice  and 
lewd  conversation  of  thewicked. 

8 For  in  sight  and  hearing  he 
was  just:  dwelling  among  them, 
who  from  day  to  day  vexed  the 
just  soul  with  unjust  works. 

9 The  Lord  knoweth  how  to 
deliver  the  godly  from  tempta- 
tion, but  to  reserve  the  unjust 
unto  the  day  of  judgment  to  be 
tormented : 

10  And  especially  them  who 
walk  after  the  flesh  in  the  lust 
of  uncleanness,  and  despise 
government,  audacious,  self- 
willed,  they  fear  not  to  bring 
in  sects,  blaspheming. 

11  Whereas  angels,  who  are 
greater  in  strength  and  power, 
bring  not  against  themselves  a 
railing  judgment. 

12  But  these  men,  as  irra- 
tional beasts,  naturally  tending 
to  the  snare  and  to  destruction, 
blaspheming  those  things  which 
they  know  not,  shall  perish  in 
their  corruption, 

13  Receiving  the  reward  of

14  Having  eyes  full  of  adul- 
tery and  of  sin  that  ceaseth 
not:  alluring  unstable  souls, 
having  their  heart  exercised 
with  covetousness,  children  of 
malediction : 

15  Leaving  the  right  way 
they  have  gone  astray, « having 
followed  the  way  of  Balaam  of 
Bosor,  who  loved  the  wages  of 
iniquity, 

16  But  had  a check  of  his 
madness,  the  dumb  beast  used 
to  the  yoke,  which  b speaking 
with  man’s  voice,  forbade  the 
folly  of  the  prophet 

17  c These  are  fountains  with- 
out water  and  clouds  tossed 
with  whirlwinds,  to  whom  the 
mist  of  darkness  is  reserved. 

18  For,  speaking  proud  words 
of  vanity,  they  allure  by  the 
desires  of  fleshly  riotousness, 
those  who  for  a little  while 
escape,  such  as  converse  in 
error : 

19  Promising  them  liberty, 
whereas  they  themselves  are 
the  slaves  of  corruption.  dFor 
by  whom  a man  is  overcome, 
of  the  same  also  he  is  the 
slave.

BEHOLD  this  second  epistle 
I write  to  you,  my  dearly 
j beloved,  in  which  I stir  up  by 
way  of  admonition  your  sincere 
mind  : 

2 That  you  may  be  mindful 
of  those  words  which  I told 
you  before  from  the  holy  pro- 
phets, and  of  your  apostles,  of 
: the  precepts  of  the  Lord  and 
I Saviour. 

| 3 Knowing  this  first,  *that 

in  the  last  days  there  shall  come 
deceitful  scoffers,  walking  after 
their  own  lusts, 

4 Saying : * Where  is  his  pro- 
mise or  his  coming?  for  since 
the  time  that  the  fathers  slept, 
all  things  continue  as  they  were 
from  the  beginning  of  the  crea- 
tion. 

5 For  this  they  are  wilfully 
ignorant  of,  that  the  heavens 
were  before,  and  the  earth,  out 
of  water,  and  through  water, 
consisting  by  the  word  of  God. 
6 Whereby  the  world  that 


that  is,  the  short  delights  of  this  world, 
in  which  they  place  all  their  happi- 
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men  was,  being  overflowed 
with  water,  perished. 

7 But  the  heavens  and  the 
earth,  which  are  now,  by  the 
same  word  are  kept  m store, 
reserved  unto  fire  against  the 
day  of  judgment  and  perdition 
of  the  ungodly  men. 

8 But  of  this  one  thing  be 
not  ignorant,  my  beloved,  that 
one  day  with  the  Lord  is  as  a 
thousand  years,  and  a thousand 
years  as  one  day. 

9 The  Lord  delayeth  not  his 


turn  to  penance. 

10  “But  the  day  of  the  Lord 
shall  come  as  a thief,  in  which 
the  heavens  shall  pass  away 
with  great  violence,  and  the 
elements  shall  be  melted  with 
heat,  and  the  earth  and  the 
works  which  are  in  it  shall  be 
burnt  up.

14  Wherefore,  dearly  beloved, 
seeing  that  you  look  for  these 
things,  be  diligent  that  ye  may 
be  found  undeflled  and  un- 
spotted to  him  in  peace. 

15  cAnd  account  the  long- 
suffering  of  our  Lord  salvation, 
as  also  our  most  dear  brother 
Paul,  according  to  the  wisdom 
given  him,  hath  written  to 
you : 

16  As  also  in  all  his  epistles, 
speaking  in  them  of  these 
thiugs  • in  which  are  certain 
things  hard  to  be  understood, 
which  the  unlearned  and  un- 
stable wrest,  as  they  do  also  the 
other  scriptures,  to  their  own 
destruction. 

17  You  therefore,  brethren, 
knowing  these  things  before, 
take  heed,  lest  being  led  aside 
by  the  error  of  the  unwise,  you 
fall  from  your  own  steadfast- 
ness. 

18  But  grow  in  grace,  and  in 
the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  To  him 
be  glory  both  now  and  unto  the 
day  of  eternity.  Amen.

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FIRST  EPISTLE  OF  ST.  JOHN  THE

The  same  vein  of  divine  love  and  charity  totoardi  our  neighbour,  which  none 
throughout  the  Gospel  written  by  the  beloved  disciple  and  evangelist,  Sr. 
John,  is  found  alto  in  Ms  Epistles.  Be  confirms  the  two  principal  mys- 
teries of  our  faith:  the  mystery  of  the  Trinity,  and  the  mystery  of  the  incar 
nation  of  Jesus  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  The  sublimity  and  excellence  of  the 
evangelii-al  doctrine  he  declares:  And  this  commandment  we  have  from  God. 
that  he,  who  loveth  God.  love  also  his  brother  (chap.  iv.  21) ; and  again:  For 
this  is  the  charity  of  God,  that  we  keep  his  commandments;  ana  his  com- 
mandments are  not  heavy  (chap.  v.  8).  He  skews  how  to  distinguish  the 
children  of  Gdfrom  those  of  the  devil:  marks  out  those  who  should  be  called 
Antichrists:  describes  the  turpitude  and  gravity  of  sin.  Finally,  he  shews 
how  the  sinner  may  hope  for  pardon.  It  was  written,  according  to  Baroniud 
account,  sixty-six  years  after  our  Lords  Ascension. 


CHAP.  I. 

He  declares  what  he  has  seen  and 
heard  of  Christ,  (who  is  the  life  eter- 
nal.) to  the  end  that  we  may  have 
fellowship  with  God,  and  all  good 
through  him.  yet  so  if  we  confess 
our  sins. 

fllHAT  which  was  from  the 
1 beginning,  which  we  have 
heard,  which  we  have  seen  with 
our  eyes,  which  we  have  looked 
upon,  and  our  hands  have 
handled,  of  the  word  of  life  : 

2 For  the  life  was  manifested: 
and  we  have  seen,  and  do  bear 
witness,  and  declare  unto  you 
the  life  eternal,  which  was  with 
the  Father,  and  hath  appeared 
to  us : 

3 That  which  we  have  seen 
and  have  heard,  we  declare  unto 
you,  that  you  also  may  have 
fellowship  with  us,  and  our  fel- 
lowship may  be  with  the  Father, 
and  with  his  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

4 And  these  things  we  write 
to  you,  that  you  may  rejoice, 
and  your  joy  may  be  full. 


5 And  this  is  the  declaration 
which  we  have  heard  from  him, 
and  declare  unto  you:  “That 
God  is  light,  and  in  him  there 
is  no  darkness. 

6 If  we  say  that  we  have  fel- 
lowship with  him,  and  walk  in 
darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not  the 
truth. 

7 But  if  we  walk  in  the  light, 
as  he  also  is  in  the  light,  we  have 
fellowship  one  with  another, 
ft  and  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
his  Son  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin. 

8 c If  we  say  that  we  have 
no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves, 
and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 

9 If  we  confess  our  sins,  he 
is  faithful  and  just,  to  forgive 
us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us 
from  all  iniquity. 

10  If  we  say  that  we  have 
not  sinned,  we  make  him  a liar, 
and  his  word  is  not  in  us.

2 And  he  is  the  propitiation 
for  our  sins  ; and  not  for  ours 
only,  but  also  for  those  of  the 
whole  world. 

S  And  by  this  we  know  that 
we  have  known  him,  if  we  keep 
his  commandments. 

4 He  whosaiththatheknow- 
eth  him,  and  keepeth  not  his 
commandments,  is  a liar,  and 
the  truth  is  not  in  him  : 

5 But  he  that  keepeth  his 
word,  in  him  in  very  deed  the 
charity  of  God  is  perfected : and 
by  this  we  know  that  we  are  in 
him. 

6  He  that  saith  he  abideth 
in  him,  ought  himself  also  to 
walk,  even  as  he  walked. 

7  Dearly  beloved,  I write  not 
a new  commandment  to  you, 
but  an  old  commandment  which 
you  had  from  the  beginning. 
The  old  commandment  is  the 
word  which  you  have  heard. 

8  “Agaiu  a new  command-

9 He  that  saith  he  is  in  the 
light,  and  hateth  his  brother, 
is  in  darkness  even  until  now. 

10  6 He  that  loveth  his  bro- 
ther, abideth  in  the  light,  and 
there  is  no  scandal  in  him. 

| 11  But  he  that  hateth  his 

brother  is  in  darkness,  and 
walketh  in  darkness,  and  know- 
eth  not  whither  he  goeth : be- 
cause the  darkness  hath  blinded 
his  eyes.

19  They  went  out  from  us ; 
but  they  were  not  of  us.  For 
if  they  had  been  of  us,  they 
would  no  doubt  have  remained 
with  us : but  that  they  may  be 
manifest,  that  they  are  not  all 
of  us.

The  true  children  of  God's 
Church,  remaining  in  unity,  under  the 
guidance  of  their  lawful  pastors,  par- 
take of  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
promised  to  the  Church  aud  her 
pastors ; and  have  in  the  Church  all 
necessary  knowledge  and  instruction: 
so  as  to  have  no  need  to  seek  it  else- 
where, since  it  can  only  be  found  in 
that  society  of  which  they  are  mem- 
bers. 
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24  As  for  you,  let  that  which 
you  have  heard  from  the  be- 
ginning, abide  in  you.  If  that 
abide  in  you,  which  you  have 
heard  from  the  beginning,  you 
also  shall  abide  in  the  Son,  and 
in  the  Father.

BEHOLD  what  manner  of 
charity  the  Father  hath 
bestowed  upon  us,  that  we 
should  be  called,  and  should  be 
the  sons  of  God.

5 And  you  know  that  he  ap- 
peared to  take  away  our  sins : 
“and  in  him  there  is  no  sin. 

6 Whosoever  abideth  in  him, 
sinneth  not:  and  whosoever 
sinneth,  hath  not  seen  him,  nor 
known  him. 

7 Little  children,  let  no  man 
deceive  you.  He  that  doth 
justice,  is  just : even  as  he  is 
just. 

8 6 He  that  committeth  sin 
is  of  the  devil : for  the  devil 
sinneth  from  the  beginning. 
For  this  purpose  the  Son  of 
God  appeared,  that  he  might 
destroy  the  works  of  the  devil. 

9 Whosoever  is  born  of  God, 
committeth  not  sin : for  his  seed 
abideth  in  him,  and  he  cannot 
sin,  because  he  is  born  of  God.

4 You  are  of  God,  little  chil- 
dren, and  have  overcome  him. 
Because  greater  is  he  that  is 
in  you,  than  he  that  is  in  the 
world. 

5 d They  are  of  the  world : 
therefore  of  the  world  they 
speak,  and  the  world  heareth 
them. 

6 We  are  of  God.  He  that 
knoweth  God  heareth  us.  He 
that  is  not  of  God  heareth  us 
not.  By  this  we  know  the 
spirit  of  truth  and  the  spirit  of 
error. 

7 Dearly  beloved,  let  us  love 
one  another : for  charity  is  of 
God.  And  every  one  that 
loveth  is  born  of  God,  and 
knoweth  God. 

8 He  that  loveth  not,  know- 
eth not  God : for  God  is  charity. 

9 • By  this  hath  the  charity 
of  God  appeared  towards  us, 
because  God  hath  sent  his  only 
begotten  Son  into  the  world, 
that  we  may  live  by  him. 

10  In  this  is  charity : not  as 
though  we  had  loved  God,  but 
because  he  hath  first  loved  us, 
and  sent  his  Son  to  be  a pro- 
pitiation for  our  sins.

18  Fear  is  not  in  charity  : but 
perfect  charity  casteth  out  fear, 
because  fear  hath  pain.  And 
he  that  feareth  is  not  perfected 
in  charity. 

19  Let  us  therefore  love  God, 
because  God  first  hath  loved  us. 


20  If  any  man  say,  I love  God 
and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a 
liar.  For  he  that  loveth  not  his 
brother,  whom  he  seeth,  how 
can  he  love  God,  whom  he  seeth 
not? 

21  6 And  this  commandment 
we  have  from  God,  that  he  who 
loveth  God,  love  also  his  bro- 
ther.

WHOSOEVER  believeth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ  is  born 
of  God.

The  difference  cannot  be  the  same  as 
betwixt  sins  that  are  called  venial  and 
mortal : for  he  says  that  if  a man  pray 
for  his  brother  who  commits  a sin 
that  it  not  to  death,  life  thdll  be  given 
him : therefore  such  a one  had  before 
lost  the  life  of  grace,  and  been  guilty 
of  what  is  commonly  called  a mortal 
I sin.  And  when  he  speaks  of  a sin  that 
it  unto  death,  and  adds  these  words, 
for  that  I tay  not  that  any  man  ask, 

1 it  cannot  be  supposed  that  St  John 
i would  say  this  of  every  mortal  sin, 

I but  only  of  some  heinons  sins,  which 
I are  very  seldom  remitted,  because 
such  sinners  very  seldom  repent.  By 
j a tin  therefore  which  it  unto  death, 

, interpreters  commonly  understand  a 
wilful  apostacy  from  tbe  faith,  and 
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be  given  to  him,  who  sinneth 
not  to  death.  There  is  a sin 
onto  death : for  that  I say  not 
that  any  man  ask. 


from  the  known  truth,  when  A tinner, 
hardened  by  hit  own  ingratitude,  be- 
comes deaf  to  all  admonitions,  will  do 
nothing  for  himself,  but  runs  on  to  a 
Anal  impenitence.  Nor  yet  does  St 
John  say  that  such  a sin  is  never  re- 
mitted. or  cannot  be  remitted,  but  only 
has  these  words,  far  that  I May  not 
that  any  man  atk  the  remission  ; that 
is.  though  we  must  pray  for  all  siuuers 
whatsoever,  yet  men  cannot  pray  for 
such  sinners  with  such  a confidence 
of  obtaining  always  their  petitions,  as 
8t  John  said  before,  ver  14. 

Whatever  exposition  we  follow  on 
this  verse,  our  faith  teaches  us  from 
the  holy  scriptures  that  God  desires 
not  the  death  oi  any  sinner,  but  that  he 
be  converted  and  live,  Ezech.  xxxiii.  11. 
Though  men’s  sins  be  as  red  as  scarlet, 
they  shall  become  as  white  as  snow, 
IsaUs  iii.  18.  It  is  the  will  of  God 
that  every  one  come  to  the  kn  eeled#*  of 
the  truth  and  be  saved.  There  is  no 
sin  so  Kieut  but  which  God  is  willing 
to  forgive,  and  has  left  a power  in  his 
Church  to  remit  the  most  enormous 
sins;  so  that  uo  sinner  need  despair 
of  pardon,  nor  will  any  sinner  perish 
but  by  his  own  fault. —Ibid.  A sin 
unto  death.  Some  understand  this  of 
final  imvenitence,  or  of  dying  in  mortal 
sin,  which  is  the  only  tin  that  never 
can  1«  remitted.  But,  it  is  probable, 
he  may  also  comprise  under  this 
name  the  sin  of  apostacy  from  the 
frith,  and  some  other  such  heinous 
sins  as  are  seldom  and  hardly  re- 
mitted: and  therefore  he  gives  little 
encouragement  to  such  as  pray  for 
these  sinners,  to  expect  what  they  ask.

The  AposUe  commends  Electa  and  her  family  for  their  steadfastness  in  the 
true  faith,  and  exhorts  them  to  persevere,  lest  they  lose  the  reward  of  their 
labour*.  Be  exhorts  them  to  love  one  another,  out  with  heretics  to  have 
no  society,  even  not  to  salute  them.  Although  this  Rnistle  it  written  to  a 
particular  person,  yet  its  instructions  may  serve  as  a lesson  to  others, 
especially  to  those  who,  from  their  connexions,  situation,  or  condition  of 
life , are  in  danger  of  perversion. 


CHAP.  L 

Be  recommends  walking  in  truth,  lov- 
ing one  another,  and  to  beware  of 
false  teachers. 

rpHE  ancient  to  the  lady  Elect, 
1 and  her  children,  whom  I 
love  in  the  truth,  and  not  I 
only,  but  also  all  they  that 
have  known  the  truth,

APOCALYPSE  OF  ST.  JOHN  THE 
APOSTLE. 


In  the  fir  ft,  second,  and  third  chapter*  of  this  Book  are  oontoined  instruction* 
and  admonition t which  Sr.  John  wai  commanded  to  write  to  the  nwn 
bishop*  of  the  churches  in  Asia.  And  in  the  following  chapters,  to  the  end, 
are  contained  prophecies  of  things  that  are  to  come  to  pass  in  the  church  af 
Christ,  particularly  towards  the  end  of  the  world,  in  the  time  of  Antichrist. 
It  was  written  in  Greek,  in  the  island  of  Patmos,  where  8t.  John  was  in 
banishment  by  order  of  the  cruel  Emperor  Domitian,  about  sixty-four  years 
after  our  Lords  Ascension. 


CHAP.  I. 

St.  John  is  ordered  to  write  to  the 
seven  churches  in  Asia : the  manner 
of  Christ's  appearing  to  him. 

THE  Revelation  of  Jesus 
Christ,  which  God  gave 
unto  him,  to  make  known  to 
his  servants  the  things  which 
must  shortly  come  to  pass : and 
signified,  sending  by  his  angel 
to  his  servant  John, 

2  Who  hath  given  testimony 
to  the  word  of  God,  and  the  tes- 
timony of  Jesus  Christ,  what 
things  soever  he  hath  seen. 

3  Blessed  is  he  that  readeth 
and  heareth  the  words  of  this 
prophecy:  and  keepeth  those 


CHAP.  I.  Ver.  1.  The  things  which 
must  shortly  come,  and  again  it  ia  aaid, 
ver.

These  may  be  devils  in  Antichrist’s 
time,  having  the  appearance  of  locusts, 
but  large  and  monstrous,  as  here  de- 
scribed. Or  they  inay  be  real  locusts, 
bat  of  an  extraordinary  size  and  mon- 
strous shape,  such  as  were  never  l>e- 
fore  seen  ou  the  earth,  sent  to  torment 
those  urho  have  not  the  sign  (or  teal)  of 
God  on  their  forehead*.  Some  com- 
mentators by  these  locuttt  understand 
heretics,  and  especially  those  heretics 
that  sprung  from  Jews,  and  with  them 
denied  the  divinity  of  Jesus  Christ ; as 
Theodotns,  Praxeas,  Noctus,  Paul  of 
Samosata,  Sabelllus,  Arius,  Ac.  These 
were  great  enemies  of  the  Christian 
religion;  they  tormented  and  infected 
the  souls  of  men,  stinging  them,  like 
tcorpiont,  with  the  poison  of  their 
heresies.  Others  have  explained  these 
locusts,  and  other  animals,  mentioned 
in  different  places  throughout  this 
sacred  and  mystical  book,  in  a most 
absurd,  fanciful,  and  ridiculous  man- 
ner: they  make  Abaddon  the  pope, 
and  the  locust*  to  be  friars,  mendi- 
cants. Ac.  Here  it  is  thought  proper 
not  to  enter  into  any  controversy 
upon  that  subject,  as  the  inveutors  i 
of  these  fancies  have  been  already  an-  |

4 And  his  tail  drew  the  third 
part  of  the  stars  of  heaven,  and 
cast  them  to  the  earth : and  the 
dragon  stood  before  the  woman 
who  was  ready  to  be  delivered ; 
that,  when  she  should  be  deli- 
vered, he  might  devour  her  son. 

5 And  she  brought  forth  a 
man-child,  who  was  to  rule  all 
nations  with  an  iron  rod  : and 
her  son  was  taken  up  to  God, 
and  to  his  throne. 

6 And  the  woman  fled  into 
the  wilderness  where  she  had 
a place  prepared  by  God,  that 
there  they  should  feed  her  a 
thousand  two  hundred  sixty 
days.

16  And  the  earth  helped  the 
woman,  and  the  earth  opened 
her  mouth  and  swallowed  up 
the  river,  which  the  dragon  cast 
out  of  his  mouth. 

17  And  the  dragon  was  angry 
against  the  woman,  and  went 
to  make  war  with  the  rest  of 
her  seed,  who  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  God,  and  have 
the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ.

CHAP.  XIII. 

Of  the  becut  with  seven  heads;  and  of 
a second  beast. 

AND  I saw  a beast  coming  up 
out  of  the  sea,  having  seven 
heads  and  ten  horns,  and  upon 
his  horns  ten  diadems,  and  upon 
his  heads  names  of  blasphemy.

4 And  they  adored  the  dra- 
gon, which  gave  power  to  the 
beast : and  they  adored  the 
beast,  saying:  Who  is  like  to 
the  beast?  and  who  shall  be 
able  to  fight  with  him  ? 


CHAP.  XIII.  Ver.  1.  A beast. 
This  first  beast  with  seven  heads  and 
ten  horns,  is  probably  the  whole  com- 
pany of  infideis,  enemies,  and  persecu- 
tors of  the  people  of  God,  from  the 
beginuing  to  the  end  of  the  world. 
The  reveu  heads  are  seven  kings,  that 
is,  seven  princii»al  kingdoms  or  em- 
pires, which  have  exercised,  or  shall 
exercise,  tyrannical  power  over  the 
people  of  God : of  these,  five  were  then 
fallen,  vix . the  Egyptian,  Assyrian, 
Chaldean,  Persian,  and  Grecian  mo- 
narchies : one  was  present,  vix.,  the 
empire  of  Rome ; and  the  seveuth  and 
chiefest  was  to  come,  vix.,  the  great 
Antichrist  and  his  empire.  The  ten 
horn*  may  l>e  understood  of  ten  lesser 
persecutors. 

Ver.  8.  One  of  his  heads,  Ac.  Some 
understand  this' of  the  mortal  wound, 
which  the  idolatry  of  the  Roman  em- 
pire (signified  by  the  sixth  head)  re- 
ceived from  Constantine;  which  was; 
a*  it  were,  healed  again  by  Julian  the 
apostate. 
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6  And  there  was  given  to 
him  a mouth  speaking  great 
things,  and  blasphemies  : and 
power  was  given  to  him  to  do 
two-and-forty  months. 

6 And  he  opened  his  mouth 
unto  blasphemies  against  God, 
to  blaspheme  his  name,  and  his 
tabernacle,  and  them  that  dwell 
in  heaven. 

7 And  it  was  given  unto  him 
to  make  war  with  the  saints, 
and  to  overcome  them.  And 
power  was  given  him  over  every 
tribe,  and  people,  and  tongue, 
and  nation. 

8 And  all  that  dwell  upon  the 
earth  adored  him,  whose  names 
are  not  written  in  the  book  of 
life  of  the  Lamb,  which  was 
slain  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world. 

9 If  any  man  have  an  ear,  let 
him  hear. 

10  He  that  shall  lead  into 
captivity,  shall  go  into  capti- 
vity : «he  that  shall  kill  by  the 
sword,  must  be  killed  by  the 
sword.  Here  is  the  patience 
and  the  faith  of  the  saints. 

11  And  I saw  another  beast 
coming  up  out  of  the  earth,  and 
he  had  two  horns,  like  a lamb, 
and  he  spoke  as  a dragon. 

12  And  he  executed  all  the 
power  of  the  former  beast  in  his 
sight:  and  he  caused  the  earth,

13  And  he  did  great  signs,  so 
that  he  made  also  fire  to  come 
down  from  heaven  unto  the 
earth  in  the  sight  of  men. 

14  And  he  seduced  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth,  for  the  signs 
which  were  given  him  to  do  in 
the  sight  of  the  beast,  saying  to 
'them  that  dwell  on  the  earth, 
that  they  should  make  the 
image  of  the  beast,  which  had 
the  wound  by  the  sword,  and 
lived. 

15  And  it  was  given  him  to 
give  life  to  the  image  of  the 
beast,  and  that  the  image  of  the 
beast  should  speak:  and  should 
cause,  that  whosoever  will  not 
adore  the  image  of  the  beast, 
should  be  slain. 

16  And  he  shall  make  all, 
both  little  and  great,  rich  and 
poor,  freemen  and  bondmen,  to 
have  a character  in  their  right 
hand,  or  on  their  foreheads. 

17  And  that  no  man  might 
buy  or  sell,  but  he  that  hath 
the  character,  or  the  name  of 
the  beast,  or  the  number  of 
his  name. 

18  Here  is  wisdom.  He  that 
hath  understanding,  let  him 
count  the  number  of  the  beast. 
For  it  is  the  number  of  a man : 
and  the  number  of  him  is  six 
hundred  sixty-six.

8 And  the  fourth  Angel 
poured  out  his  vial  upon  the 
sun,  and  it  was  given  unto  him 
to  afflict  men  with  heat  and 
fire. 

9 And  men  were  scorched 
with  great  heat,  and  they  bias-  j 

heraed  the  name  of  God,  who 1 
ath  power  over  these  plagues, 
neither  did  they  penance  to 
give  him  glory. 

10  And  the  fifth  Angel  poured 
ont  his  vial  upon  the  seat  of 
the  beast : and  his  kingdom 
became  dark,  and  they  gnawed 
their  tongues  for  pain. 

11  And  they  blasphemed  the 
God  of  heaven,  because  of  their 


pains  and  wounds,  and  did  not 
penance  for  their  works. 

12  And  the  sixth  Angel  pour- 
ed out  his  vial  upon  that  great 
river  Euphrates,  and  dried  up 
the  water  thereof,  that  a way 
might  be  prepared  for  the  kings 
from  the  rising  of  the  sun. 

| 13  And  I saw  from  the  mouth 

I of  the  dragon,  and  from  the 
mouth  of  tne  beast,  and  from 
the  mouth  of  the  false  prophet, 
three  unclean  spirits  like  frogs. 

14  For  they  are  the  spirits  of 
devils  working  signs,  and  they 
go  forth  unto  the  kings  of  the 
whole  earth  to  gather  them  to 
battle  against  the  great  day  of 
the  Almighty  God. 

15  a Behold  I come  as  a thief. 
Blessed  is  he  that  watcheth, 
and  keepeth  his  garments,  lest 
he  walk  naked,  and  they  see 
his  shame. 

16  And  he  shall  gather  them 
together  into  a place,  which  in 
Hebrew  is  called  Armagedon. 

j 17  And  the  seventh  Angel 
poured  out  his  vial  upon  the  air, 
and  there  came  a great  voice 
out  of  the  temple  from  the 
throne,  saying : It  is  done. 

18  And  there  were  lightnings, 
and  voices,  and  thunders,  and 
there  was  a great  earthquake, 
such  an  one  as  never  had  been 
since  men  were  upon  the  earth, 
such  an  earthquake,  so  great. 

19  And  the  great  city  was 
divided  into  three  parts : and 
the  cities  of  the  gentiles  fell. 
And  great  Babylon  came  in 
remembrance  before  God,  to 
give  her  the  cup  of  the  wine  of 
the  indignation  of  his  wrath.

CHAP.  XYII. 

The  description  of  the  great  harlot,  and 
qfthe  beast  upon  which  the  site. 

AND  there  came  one  of  the 
seven  Angels,  who  had  the 
seven  vials,  and  spoke  with  me, 
saying : Come,  I will  shew  thee 
the  condemnation  of  the  great 
harlot  who  sitteth  upon  many 
waters, 

2 With  whom  the  kings  of 
the  earth  have  committed  for- 
nication : and  they  who  inhabit 
the  earth  have  been  made 
drunk  with  the  wine  of  her 
whoredom. 

3 And  he  took  me  away  in 
spirit  into  the  desert.  And  I 
saw  a woman  sitting  upon  a 
scarlet-coloured  beast,  full  of 
names  of  blasphemy,  having 
seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

4 And  the  woman  was  clothed 
round  about  with  purple  and 
scarlet,  and  gilt  with  gold,  and 

Srecious  stones  and  pearls, 
aving  a golden  cup  in  her 
hand,  full  of  the  abomination 
and  filthiness  of  her  fornication. 

5 And  on  her  forehead  a 
name  was  written : A mystery : 
Babylon  the  great,  the  mother

that  is,  a secret,  because  what  follows 
of  the  name  and  title  of  the  great  harlot 
is  to  betaken  in  a mystical  sense.— Ibid. 
Babylon.  Either  the  city  of  the  devil 
in  general,  or,  if  this  place  be  to  be  un- 
derstood of  any  particular  city.  Pagan 
Rome,  which  then  and  for  three  hundred 
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of  the  fornications,  and  the 
abominations  of  the  earth. 

6 And  I saw  the  woman 
drunk  with  the  blood  of  the 
saints,  and  with  the  blood  of 
the  martyrs  of  Jesus.  And  I 
wondered  when  I had  seen  her 
with  great  admiration. 

7 And  the  angel  said  to  me : 
Why  dost  thou  wonder?  I will 
tell  thee  the  mystery  of  the 
woman  and  of  the  beast  which 
carrieth  her,  which  hath  the 
seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

8 The  beast  which  thou  saw- 
est  was  and  is  not,  and  shall 
come  up  out  of  the  bottomless 
pit  and  go  into  destruction : 
and  the  inhabitants  on  the 
earth  (whose  names  are  not 
written  in  the  book  of  life  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world) 
shall  wonder,  seeing  the  beast 
that  was  and  is  not. 

9 And  here  is  the  under- 
standing that  hath  wisdom. 
The  seven  heads  are  seven 
mountains,  upon  which  the 
woman  sitteth,  and  they  are 
seven  kings : 

10  Five  are  fallen,  one  is, 
and  the  other  is  not  yet  come : 
and  when  he  is  come,  he  must 
remain  a short  time.

Ver.  8.  The  beast  which  thou  eaweet. 
This  beset  which  supports  Babylon 
may  signify  the  power  of  the  devil; 
which  woe  and  is  not,  being  much 
limited  by  the  coming  of  Christ,  but 
ihall  again  exert  itself  under  Anti- 
christ The  seven  heads  of  this  beast 
are  seven  mountains  or  empires,  in- 
struments of  his  tyranny:  of  which 
five  were  then  fallen,  as  above,  chap, 
xiii.  L The  beast  itself  is  said  to  be 


the  eighth  and  is  of  the  seventh;  be- 
cause they  all  act  under  the  devil,  and 
by  bis  instigation,  so  that  his  power  ie 
in  them  all,  yet  so  as  to  make  up,  aa  it 
were,  an  eighth  empire,  distinct  from 
them  all 
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11  And  the  beast  which  was, 
and  is  not:  the  same  also  is 
the  eighth,  and  is  of  the  seven, 
and  goeth  into  destruction. 

12  And  the  ten  horns  which 
thou  sawest,  are  ten  kings,  who 
have  not  yet  received  a king- 
dom, but  shall  receive  power 
as  kings  one  hour  after  the 
beast. 

13  These  have  one  design : 
and  their  strength  and  power 
they  shall  deliver  to  the  beast. 

14  These  shall  fight  with  the 
Lamb,  and  the  Lamb  shall 
overcome  them,  « because  he  is 
Lord  of  lordB  and  King  of 
kings,  and  they  that  are  with 
him  are  called,  and  elect,  and 
faithful. 

16  And  he  said  to  me : The 
waters  which  thou  sawest, 
where  the  harlot  sitteth,  are 
peoples,  and  nations,  and 
tongues. 

16  And  the  ten  horns,  which 
thou  sawest  in  the  beast : these 
shall  hate  the  harlot,  and  shall 
make  her  desolate  and  naked, 
and  shall  eat  her  flesh,  and 
shall  burn  her  with  fire. 

17  For  God  .hath  given  into 
their  hearts  to  do  that  which 
pleaseth  him : that  they  give 
their  kingdom  to  the  beast  till 
the  words  of  God  be  fulfilled. 

18  And  the  woman  which 
thou  sawest,  is  the  great  city 
which  hath  kingdom  over  the 
kings  of  the  earth.

I The /all  of  Babylon:  kingt  and  mer- 
chant* lament  oeer  her. 

AND  after  these  things  I saw 
another  Angel  come  down 
from  heaven,  having  great 
power : and  the  earth  was  en- 
lightened with  his  glory. 

I 2 And  he  cried  out  with  a 
strong  voice,  saying:  b Babylon 
the  great  is  fallen,  is  fallen : and 
is  become-  the  habitation  of 
devils,  and  the  hold  of  every 
unclean  spirit,  and  the  hold  of 
every  unclean  and  hateful  bird. 

3 Because  all  nations  have 
drunk  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath 
of  her  fornication:  and  the  kings 
of  the  earth  have  committed 
fornication  with  her:  and  the 
merchants  of  the  earth  have 
been  made  rich  by  the  power 
of  her  delicacies. 

4 And  I heard  another  voice 
from  heaven,  saying:  Go  out 
from  her,  my  people  : that  you 
be  not  partakers  of  her  sins, 
and  that  you  receive  not  of  her 
plagues. 

6  For  her  sins  have  reached 
unto  heaven,  and  the  Lord  hath 
remembered  her  iniquities. 

6 Bender  to  her  as  she  also 
hath  rendered  to  you : and 
double  unto  her  double  accord- 
ing to  her  works : in  the  cup, 
wherein  she  hath  mingled, 
mingle  ye  double  unto  her. 

7  As  much  as  she  hath  glori- 
fied herself,  and  lived  in  deli- 
cacies, so  much  torment  and 
sorrow  give  ye  to  her : because 
she  saith  in  her  heart : e I sit  a 
queen,  and  am  no  widow : and 
sorrow  I shall  not  see. 

8  Therefore  shall  her  plagues 
come  in  one  day,  death,  and

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mourning,  and  famine,  and  she 
shall  be  burned  with  the  Are : 
because  God  is  strong,  who 
shall  judge  her. 

9 And  the  kings  of  the  earth, 
who  have  committed  fornica- 
tion, and  lived  in  delicacies 
with  her,  shall  weep,  and  be- 
wail themselves  over  her,  when 
they  shall  see  the  smoke  of  her 
burning: 

10  Standing  afar  off  for  fear 
of  her  torments,  saying : Alas  ! 
alas ! that  great  city  Babylon, 
that  mighty  city : for  in  one 
hour  is  thy  judgment  come. 

11  And  the  merchants  of  the 
earth  shall  weep,  and  mourn 
over  her:  for  no  man  shall  buy 
their  merchandise  any  more. 

12  Merchandise  of  gold  and 
silver  and  precious  stones : and 
of  pearls  and  fine  linen  and 
purple,  and  silk,  and  scarlet, 
(and  all  thyine  wood,  and  all 
manner  of  vessels  of  ivory,  and 
all  manner  of  vessels  of  precious 
stone,  and  of  brass,  and  of  iron, 
and  of  marble, 

13  And  cinnamon, )and  odours,  I 
andointment, and  frankincense. ' 
and  wine,  and  oil,  and  fine  flour, 
and  wheat,  and  beasts,  and 
sheep,  and  horses,  and  chariots, 
and  slaves,  and  souls  of  men. 

14  And  the  fruits  of  the  de- 
sire of  thy  soul  are  departed 
from  thee,  and  all  fat  and  goodly 
things  are  perished  from  thee, 
and  they  shall  find  them  no 
more  at  all. 

15  The  merchants  of  these 
things,  who  were  made  rich, 
shall  stand  afar  off  from  her 
for  fear  of  her  torments,  weep- 
ing and  mourning, 

16  And  saying : Alas ! alas  1 
that  great  city,  which  was 
clothed  with  fine  linen  and  pur- 
ple and  scarlet,  and  was  gilt 
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! with  gold  and  precious  stones 
and  pearls. 

j 17  For  in  one  hour  are  so 
I great  riches  oome  to  nought : 
and  every  shipmaster,  ana  all 
that  sail  into  the  lake,  and 
mariners,  and  as  many  as  work 
in  the  sea,  stood  afar  off, 

18  And  cried,  seeing  the  place 
of  her  burning,  saying : What 
city  is  like  to  this  great  city? 

19  And  they  cast  dust  upon 
their  heads,  and  cried,  weeping 
and  mourning,  saying:  Alas! 
alas ! that  great  city,  wherein 

| all  were  made  rich,  that  had 
ships  at  sea,  by  reason  of  her 
prices : for  in  one  hour  she  is 
, made  desolate. 

I 20  Rejoice  over  her,  thou 
heaven,  and  ye  holy  apostles 
and  prophets:  for  God  hath 
judged  your  judgment  on  her. 

I 21  And  a mighty  Angel  took 
up  a stone  as  it  were  a great 
millstone,  and  cast  it  into  the 
sea,  saying : With  such  violence 
as  this  shall  Babylon  that  great 
city  be  thrown  down,  and  shall 
be  found  no  more  at  all : 

22  And  the  voice  of  harpers, 
and  of  musicians,  and  of  them 
that  play  on  the  pipe  and  on  the 
trumpet,  shall  no  more  l>e  heard 
at  all  in  thee:  and  no  craftsmen 
of  any  art  whatsoever  shall  be 
found  any  more  at  all  in  thee : 
and  the  sound  of  the  mill  shall 
be  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee : 

23  And  the  light  of  the  lamp 
shall  shine  no  more  at  all  in 
thee:  and  the  voice  of  the 
bridegroom  and  the  bride  shall 
be  heard  no  more  at  all  in  thee : 
for  thy  merchants  were  the 
great  men  of  the  earth,  for  all 
nations  have  been  deceived  by 
thy  enchantments.

3  And  again  they  said  : Alle- 
luia. And  her  smoke  ascendeth 
for  ever  and  ever. 

4  And  the  four-and-twenty 
ancients  and  the  four  living 
creatures  fell  down  and  adored 
God  that  sitteth  upon  the 
throne,  saying:  Amen:  Alleluia. 

6  And  a voice  came  out  from 
the  throne,  saying : Give  praise 
to  our  God,  all  ye  his  servants : 
and  you  that  fear  him,  little  and 
great. 

6 And  I heard  as  it  were  the 
voice  of  a great  multitude,  and 
as  the  voice  of  many  waters, 
and  as  the  voice  of  great  thun- 
ders, saying:  Alleluia;  for  the 
Lord  our  God  the  Almighty  hath 
reigned. 

7  Let  us  be  glad  and  rejoice, 
and  give  glory  to  him  : for  the 
marriage  of  the  Lamb  is  come, 
and  his  wife  hath  prepared  her- 
self. 

8  And  it  isgranted  to  her  that 
she  should  clothe  herself  with 
fine  linen  glittering  and  white. 
For  the  fine  linen  are  the  justi- 
fications of  saints. 


9 And  he  said  to  me : Write : 
a Blessed  are  they  that  are 
called  to  the  marriage  supper 
of  the  Lamb.  And  he  saitn  to 
me : These  words  of  God  are 
true. 

10  And  I fell  down  before  his 
feet,  to  adore  him:  And  he  saith 
to  me : See  thou  do  it  not : I 
am  thy  fellow-servant,  and  of 
thy  brethren  who  have  the  tes- 
timony of  JE8US.  Adore  God. 
For  the  testimony  of  Jesus  is 
the  spirit  of  prophecy. 

11  And  I saw  heaven  opened, 
and  behold  a white  horse  : and 
he  that  sat  upon  him  was  called 
Faithful  ana  True,  and  with 
justice  doth  he  judge  and  fight. 

12  And  his  eyes  were  as  a 
flame  of  fire,  and  on  his  head 
were  many  diadems,  and  he  had 
a name  written,  which  no  man 
knoweth  but  himself. 

13  b And  he  was  clothed  with 
agarment  sprinkled  with  blood : 
and  his  name  is  called,  The 
Word  op  God. 

14  And  the  armies  that  are  in 
heaven  followed  him  on  white 
horses,  clothed  in  fine  linen 
white  and  clean.

CHAP.  XIX  Ver.  10.  I fell  dome 
before , Ac.  8t.  Aug.  (1.  80.  contra 
Faust,  a 81)  is  of  opiniou  that  this 
angel  appeared  in  so  glorious  a manner, 
that  8t.  John  took  him  to  be  God ; and 
therefore  would  have  given  him  divine 
honour,  had  not  the  angel  stopped  him, 
by  telling  him  he  was  but  his  fellow- 
servant.  8t.  Gregory  (hom.  8,  in  Evang.) 
rather  thinks  that  the  veneration  offered 
by  St.  John  was  not  divine  honour,  or 
indeed  any  other  than  what  might 
lawfully  be  given;  but  was  neverthe- 
less refused  by  the  Angel,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  dignity  to  which  our  human 
nature  had  been  raised  by  the  incarna- 
tion of  the  Son  of  God,  and  the  dignity 
of  8t  John,  an  apostle,  prophet,  and 
martyr.

18  That  you  may  eat  the  flesh 
of  kings,  and  the  flesh  of  tri- 
bunes, and  the  flesh  of  mighty 
men,  and  the  flesh  of  horses, 
and  of  them  that  sit  on  them, 
and  the  flesh  of  all  freemen  and 
bondmen,  and  of  little  and  of 
great. 

19  And  I saw  the  beast,  and 
the  kings  of  the  earth,  and 
their  armies  gathered  together 
to  make  war  with  him  that  sat 
upon  the  horse,  and  with  his 
army. 

20  And  the  beast  was  taken, 
and  with  him  the  false  prophet, 
who  wrought  signs  before  him, 
wherewith  he  seduced  them 
who  received  the  character  of 
the  beast,  and  who  adored  his 
image.  These  two  were  cast 
alive  into  the  pool  of  fire  burn- 
ing with  brimstone. 

21  And  the  rest  were  slain  by 
the  sword  of  him  that  sitteth 
upon  the  horse,  which  proceed- 
eth out  of  his  mouth:  and  all  the 
birds  were  filled  with  their  flesh.

AND  I saw  an  Angel  coming 
down  from  heaven,  having 
the  key  of  toe  bottomless  pit, 
and  a great  chain  in  his  hand. 

2 And  he  laid  hold  on  the 
dragon,  the  old  serpent,  which 
is  toe  devil  and  satan,  and 
bound  him  for  a thousand 
years. 

3 And  he  cast  him  into  the 
bottomless  pit,  and  shut  him 
up,  and  set  a seal  upon  him,  that 
he  should  no  more  seduce  the 
nations,  till  the  thousand  years 
be  finished.

4 And  I saw  seats : and  they 
sat  upon  them : and  judgment 
I was  given  unto  them  : and  the 
souls  of  them  that  were  be- 
headed for  the  testimony  of 
Jesus,  and  for  the  word  of  God, 
and  who  had  not  adored  the 
beast  nor  his  image,  nor  re- 
ceived his  character  on  their 
foreheads,  or  in  their  hands, 
and  they  lived  and  reigned  with 
Christ  a thousand  years. 

6 The  rest  of  the  dead  lived 
not,  till  the  thousand  years  were 


Bound  Mm, 
Ac.  Tbe  power  of  satan  has  been 
very  much  limited  by  the  Passion  of 
Christ ; for  a thousand  years,  that  is, 
for  the  whole  time  of  the  new  testa- 
ment : but  especially  from  the  time  of 
the  destruction  of  Babylon  or  Pagan 
Rome,  till  the  new  efforts  of  Cog  and 
Magog  against  the  Church,  towards 
the  eDd  of  the  world.

finished.  This  is  the  first  re- 
surrection. 

6 Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that 
hath  part  in  the  first  resurrec- 
tion. In  these  the  second  death 
hath  no  power : but  they  shall 
be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ : 
and  shall  reign  with  him  a 
thousand  years. 

7 And  when  the  thousand 
years  shall  be  finished,  satan 
shall  be  loosed  out  of  his  prison, 
and  shall  go  forth,  and  seduce 
the  nations,  which  are  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  earth, 
« Gog,  and  Magog,  and  shall 
gather  them  together  to  battle, 
the  number  of  whom  is  as  the 
sand  of  the  sea. 

8 And  they  came  upon  the 
breadth  of  the  earth,  and  en- 
compassed the  camp  of  the 
saints,  and  the  beloved  city. 

9 And  there  came  down  fire 
from  God  out  of  heaven,  and 
devoured  them : and  the  devil, 
who  seduced  them,  was  cast 
into  the  pool  of  fire  and  brim- 
stone, where  both  the  beast 

10  And  the  false  prophet 
shall  be  tormented  day  and 
night  for  ever  and  ever. 

11  And  I saw  a great  white 
throne,  and  one  sitting  upon  it, 
from  whose  face  the  earth  and 
heaven  fled  away,  and  there 
was  no  place  found  for  them. 

12  And  I saw  the  dead,  great 
and  small,  standing  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  throne,  and  the 
books  were  opened,  and  an- 
other book  was  opened,  which 
is  the  book  of  life : and  the  dead 
were  judged  by  those  things 
which  were  written  in  the  books, 
according  to  their  works.

14  And  hell  ahd  death  were 
cast  into  the  pool  of  fire.  This 
is  the  second  death. 

15  And  whosoever  was  not 
found  written  in  the  book  of 
life  was  cast  into  the  pool  of 
fire.

As  to  the  time  when 
the  chief  predictions  should  come  to 
pass,  we  have  no  certainty,  as  appeals 
by  the  different  opinions,  both  of  the 
ancient  fathers  and  late  interpreters. 


Many  think  that  most  things  set  down 
from  the  4th  chapter  to  the  eud  will 
not  be  fulfilled  till  a little  time  before 


the  end  of  the  world.  Others  are  of 
opinion  that  a great  part  of  them, 
and  particularly  the  fall  of  the  wicked 
Babylou,  happened  at  the  destruction 
of  Paganism,  by  the  destruction  of 
heathen  Rome,  and  its  persecuting 
heathen  Emperors.  Of  these  inter- 
pretations, see  Alcazar,  in  his  long 
commentary,  ee  the  learned  Boesuet, 
Bishop  of  Meaux.  in  his  treatise  on 
this  Book,  and  P.  Alleman,  in  his  notes 
on  the  same  Apocalypse,  torn.  12,  who 
in  his  Preface  says  that  thi-,  in  a great 
measure,  may  be  now  looked  upon  as 
the  opinion  followed  by  the  learned

men.  In  flue,  others  think  that  8t 
John's  design  was  in  a mystical  way, 
by  metaphors  and  allegories,  to  repre- 
sent the  attempts  and  persecutions  of 
the  wicked  against  the  servants  of  God. 
the  punishineuts  that  should  in  a short 
time  fall  upon  Babylon,  that  is,  upon 
all  the  wicked  iu  general : the  eternal 
hnppiness  aud  reward,  which  God  had 
reserved  for  the  pious  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem,  that  is,  for  his  faithful  ser- 
vants. after  their  short  trials  and  the 
tribulations  of  this  mortal  life.  In  th* 
meantime  we  meet  with  many  pro- 
fitable instructions  and  admonitions, 
which  we  may  easily  enough  under- 
stand : but  we  have  no  certainty  when 
we  apply  these  predictions  to  parti- 
cular events : for  as  St.  Jerome  takes 
notice,  the  Apocalypse  lias  as  many 
mysteries  as  words,  or  rather  mysteries 
in  every  word.
